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HENNEPIN, Louis (c. 1640-1701) 

A NEW DISCOVERY OF A VAST COUNTRY IN AMERICA. London, 1698. 

S UPPLEMENTAL to the two works of Hennepin (nos. 425 and 432) in this 
volume, are various relations of other explorers. Among these is “A Discovery 
of Some New Countries and Nations in the Northern-America,” by Father Marquette. 1 
in his expedition with Joliet, 1673, Marquette observed the ritualistic use of the 
calumet. The report he made of the ceremony associated with this sacred object of 
the Indians 2 is the best of the early accounts on the subject. 

1 muft ipeak here of the Calumet , the moft myfterious thing in the World. The 
Sceptres of our Kings are not fo much refpedted; for the Savages have fuch a Defer¬ 
ence for this tt ipe, that one may call it The God of Peace and War , and the Arbiter 
of Life and Death. One, with this Calumet , may venture amongft his Enemies, and 
in the hotteft Engagement they lay down their Arms before this Sacred Pipe. The 
Illinois prefented me with one of them, which was very ufeful to us in our Voyage. 

' heir Calumet of Peace is different from the Calumet of War ; They make ufe of 
the lormer to leal their Alliances and Treaties, to travel with fafety, and receive 
Strangers; and the other is to proclaim War. 

It is made of a Red Stone like our Marble; the Head is like our common Tobacco- 
ripes, but larger; and it is fix’d to a hollow Reed, to hold it for fmoaking. They 
adorn it with fine Feathers of ieveral Colours; and they call it The Calumet of the 
Sun , to whom they prefent it, efpecially when they want fair Weather or Rain, 
ihinking that that Planet can have no lefs refpedt for it than Men have, and there¬ 
fore that they fhall obtain their Defires. They dare not wafh themfelves in Rivers 
in the beginning of the Summer, or tafte the new Fruit of Trees, before they have 
danc’d the Calumet , which they do in the following manner: 

1 his ance of the Calumet is a folemn Ceremony amongft the Savages, which they 
perform upon important Occafions, as to confirm an Alliance, or make Peace with 
their Neighbours, ^"hey ufe it alfo to entertain any Nation that comes to vifit 
them; and in this Cafe we may confider it as their Balls. They perform it in 
A in ter-time in their Uabins, and in the open Field in the Summer. They chufe 
iOr that purpofe a let lace among Trees, to fhelter themfelves againft the Heat 
o, the oun, and lay in the middle a large Matt, as a Carpet, to lay upon the God 
of the Chief of the Company, who gave the Ball; for every one has his peculiar 
God, whom they call Manitoa. . . . To the Right of their Manitoa they place the 
Calumet , their Great Deity, making round about it a kind of Trophy with their 
Anns, viz, their Hubs, Axes, Bows, Quivers, and Arrows.

Every 
Body fits down afterwards, round about, as they come, having firft of all faluted 
the Manitoa , which they do in blowing the Smoak of their Tobacco upon it, which 
is as much as offering to it Frankincenfe. Every Body, one after another, takes 
the Calumet , and holding it with his two Hands, dances with it, following the 
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Cadence of the longs. his Preludium being over, he who is to begin the Dance 
appears in the middle of the l ffembly, and having taken the Calumet , prefents it 
to the Sun, as if he woi d invite him to fmoke. ] hen he moves it into an infinite 
Number of oftuies, iometimes laying it near the Ground, then ftretching its 
Wings, as if he wou d make it fly, and then prefents it to the Spectators, who 
imoke with it one after another, dancing all the while. This is the firft Scene of 
this famous Ball. 


The Second is a iglit, with focal and Inftrumental IVlufick ■ for they have a kind 
of Drum, which agrees pretty well with the Voices. The Perfon who dances with 
die Calumet, gives a Signal to one ol their Warriours, who takes a Bow and Arrows, 
with an Ax, from the Trophy already mention’d, and fights the other, who defends 
himfelf with the Calumet alone, both of them dancing all the while.

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U NDER the general heading Nicotiana , six names for the plant are given. The 
first, in Latin, is followed by five French equivalents. Three species of tobacco 
are recognized; the nomenclature and brief botanical descriptions are provided. 

The first group, the major Nicotianaf contains twelve names by which this species 
was known. Except for the simple designation Nicotiana , by Adam Lonicer and 
D’Alechamps (v. n. i8-a, n. 8), and Nicotiana major five Tabacum majus , by John Ray, 
all the names and authorities have already appeared, or have been referred to, in 
this catalogue: Nicotiana major latifoha (Pitton de Tournefort, n. 417), Tornabona 
(Cesalpino, in n. 11), HerbafanLlce crucisfcemina {cf. Durante, n. 66), Tabacco latifolium 2 
(Parkinson, n. 169), Hyofcyamus peruvianus (Dodoens and Gerard, nos. 17-A and 50), 
Sana fanbla Indorum (De 1 ’Obel and Gerard, nos. 13 and 50), Perebecenuc (Oviedo, 
n. 4— v. Vol. I, p. 206), Petum (Thevet, n. 8), and Petum latifolium (De 1 ’Escluse and 
Monardes, n. 27). 

In the second group, 3 the synonyms not already given in this catalogue are Nicotiana 
five Tabacum folio angufiore (Ray), Herba fandtce crucis mas (Durante), Tabacum 
angufifolium (Camerarius), and Hyofcyamus peruvianus alter (Dodoens). Those which 
have been referred to are Nicotiana major angufifolia (Pitton de Tournefort), Petum 
angufifolium (De 1 ’Escluse and Monardes), Tabacco angufifolium (Parkinson), and 
Sana fanbla Indorum (Gerard). 4 

The third group contains synonyms of N. rustica. These relate to two varieties, 5 
but one of the terms, Tabaco Anglicum (Parkinson, n. 212), had a generic application 
to the species. Of the others, those not already mentioned in this catalogue are 
Priapeiaf quibufdam Nicotiana minor (J. Bauhin) and Petum quantum (De 1 ’Escluse 
and Monardes). Those which have appeared are Nicotiana minor (Pitton de Tourne¬ 
fort, et all) and Hyofcyamus luteus (Dodoens, n. 5-A, and Gerard). 

A paragraph is devoted to some of the remedial uses to which tobacco is put, and 
there is a brief comment upon Nicot’s introduction of the plant. It is incorrectly stated 
that the word tobacco is derived from an American island (“Tabaco”), and that the 
source of petum is irtrau {petdo; extend), because of the size of the leaves in the first 
species.

SPAIN, Tobacco Monopoly Administration 

[Text-heading:] Consulta que Propusieron los Arrendadores del efecto del Tabaco, a los 
firmados en la refolucion de ella. [Saragossa? 1698?] 

[Translation of text-heading A report made by the lessees of the tobacco monopoly to those 
who had signed a resolution concerning it. 

U PON the petition of the citizens of Saragossa that the erection of a tobacco 
factory there would menace the public health, the town council had ordered 
that the construction of the factory be suspended. 

The administrators of the monopoly (preparing their defense with the statement that 
the petitioners had been misled by false reports) present their reasons for continuing 
the project and offer the favorable testimony of distinguished physicians. [Ai a_b ] 

Details of the proposed factory are then provided, together with an account of the 
processes of preparing tobacco. It is explained how odoriferous ingredients used in 
the preparation of snuff are “cured” in order to eliminate unpleasant smells. 

The physicians’ report, occupying twenty-three pages (A 3 b -D 4 b ), deals with the reme¬ 
dial virtues of tobacco, with especial emphasis upon the value of the plant in treating 
ailments peculiar to women. (The citizens’ petition had expressed the fear that the 
factory’s odors would be detrimental to pregnant women.) Proper snuff adulterants 
and the harmlessness of the ingredients mixed with tobacco are dealt with; then fol¬ 
low's a philosophical discussion on the pow'ers of “natural agents” (among which to¬ 
bacco is included). 

The objections of the citizens who presented the petition are refuted under several 
heads: the location of the factory, the noise it was expected to make, the dust it would 
supposedly raise, and the odor of the musk and amber mixed with tobacco. (It was 
the latter ingredients which, it had been claimed, were responsible for miscarriages.) 

The factories at Madrid, Alicante, and Seville are cited as successful examples, in no 
way detrimental to the people of those cities. It is denied that tobacco causes sterility, 
that its excessive use is fatal, that snuff coagulates in the head, or that it corrodes the 
membranes. 

Thirteen physicians signed the report (dated 31 July 1698), which is follow'ed by cor¬ 
roborative statements from many others at Madrid, Salamanca, the University of 
Alcala, etc. (dated 29 August 1698).

D URING the hearings before a committee of Parliament (December 1694) on a 
petition of Bristol merchants against plantation shipments directly to Scotland 
and Ireland, the subject of tobacco in bulk was commented upon. It w'as stated that 
the customs were annually defrauded of at least £60,000, because there was no pro¬ 
hibition against the importation of uncased tobacco, which consequently was easy to 
smuggle. 1 

It was ordered (28 February 1695) that a bill be brought in “for the better securing 
the plantation-trade; and preventing the shipping of tobacco in bulk.” 2 The bill 
was presented on March 2 and had two readings, but it w r as voted not to commit it. 3 

The revenue loss from the fraudulent landing of loose tobacco was, however, too con¬ 
siderable to be ignored, and the bill was soon revived in Parliament. 

An Adt for Laying further Duties upon Sweets . . . and 
for preventing . . . Frauds in Importation of Tobacco. 

The importation of tobacco in bulk having brought about a vast increase in smug¬ 
gling in this commodity, it is enacted that after 29 September 1700 no tobacco 
be imported except in cask, chest, or case; each such container to hold 200 weight 
of neat Tobacco. Penalties of forfeiture and fine for evasions or attempted false 
entry.

When ’tis dried and cured they ftrip it from the Stalks; and 
laying two or three Leaves upon one another, they roll up all together fide-ways 
into a long Roll, yet leaving a little hollow. Round this they roll other Leaves 
one after another, in the fame manner but clofe and hard, till the Roll be as big 
as ones Wrift, and two or three Feet in length. Their way of Smoaking when 
they are in Company together is thus: A Boy lights one end of a Roll and burns

it to a Coal, wetting the part next it to keep it from wafting too faft. The End fo 
lighted he puts into his Mouth, and blows the Smoak through the whole length of 
the Roll into the Face of every one of the Company or Council, tho there be 2 or 
300 of them. hen they, fitting in their ufual Pofture upon Forms, make, with 
their Elands held hollow together, a kind of Funnel round their Mouths and Nofes.

Wafer was a ship’s surgeon, buccaneer, and voyager. He had numerous adventures in the 
East and West Indies and later joined Dampier and Edward Davis on piratical expeditions. 
In 1681, because of an injury, he remained with the Indians of Panama. Not long thereafter 
he settled in Virginia, where he stayed until his final return to England in 1691..

C ZAR PETER I granted the privilege of importing tobacco into Russia to a 
group of English contractors, and a company was organized to exploit this trade. 1 
The concessionaires (chiefly London merchants) were shortly involved in serious dis¬ 
putes with the monopolistic Russia Company and were, in consequence, forced to 
import their tobacco into Russia through Holland and Sweden, where it was heavily 
dutied. 2 

The writer of the Considerations recites that several disinterested persons have pub-

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lished treatises to show that the trade with Russia was almost wholly lost and urges 
that inquiry be made into the methods whereby it might be regained. Although the 
English were the first to discover the advantages of commerce with Russia, the Dutch 
now send 45 to 50 ships annually to that country, in contrast to the four or five flying 
the English flag. 

The tobacco trade alone might be worth £150,000 were there some liberty in vending 
this commodity. But because of the seven-year patent of the Russia Company and 
its refusal to admit traders except upon payment of excessive fees, it is impossible 
for others to export tobacco to Russia. The Company has kept everyone except its 
few members as ignorant as possible about the Russian trade. Liberty to export 
tobacco to Russia would result in very favorable trade balances. 

Certain private persons have at considerable expense bought up several “Parcels of 
Tobacco ” fit for the Russian trade and are ready to hazard a return on their invest¬ 
ment if they obtain the right to export it. But, from the time the “undertakers” 
entered into the contract with the Czar to import tobacco, the Company has dis¬ 
couraged prospective subscribers to the venture and has thwarted the passage of a 
favorable Parliamentary bill. 3 In consequence, not a penny has been subscribed to 
the undertaking, although the “Roll hath lain open all the while.” The merchants 
are willing, upon admission to the Company, to bear their share of the charges, but 
the £500 fee demanded plus one per cent on business transacted is exorbitant. 4 The 
imposition of one per cent, by modest computation, would in seven years (the contract 
term) amount to £10,000. 

The thousands of unemployed who could be engaged in the manufacture of tobacco, 
the advantage to the carrying trade, the reduction of freight costs on tobacco, etc. 
are among the potential benefits of an unhampered commerce in tobacco with Russia. 

he contractors are so far from engrossing any profits to themselves that their books 
are still open to anyone who wishes to subscribe to their venture. But, if they are 
not admitted to the entire freedom of the Russia Company and thus enabled to handle 
their trade on equal terms, they are ready and do offer to part with their investment 
to the Company, upon repayment of costs and expenses.

(Many au¬ 
thorities are cited here.) The sneeze is traced from its genesis to its exodus; the struc¬ 
ture of the head and the nose is described in an anatomical explanation of the spas¬ 
modic noise resulting from taking snuff. 

n his explanation of the chemical content of tobacco, Camel remarks that it is a 
good sternutatory as well as a purge and an emetic. The methods of producing snuff 
in various countries are shown, and the author lists eight recipes, placing his favorite 
one first. He finds that snuff is beneficial for clearing the head in certain ailments, 
but its use to excess is unquestionably harmful.

T HIS thesis is apparently the first to consider the subject of tobacco solely in its 
legal aspects. Some of the writers who have dealt with the use and abuse of 
tobacco are referred to, and the early history of the plant is briefly outlined. 

The author concerns himself with the problem of whether or not the use of tobacco 
should be restricted by legislation. After briefly surveying the prohibitory laws of 
various Turkish, Russian, and Persian monarchs and James Fs literary attack on the 
custom of smoking, he concludes that the legal right of rulers to control the use of 
tobacco is unassailable. Exception may be made, however, when tobacco is required 
as medicine. 

He mentions ordinances issued in certain cities for the purpose of reducing the fire 
hazard from smoking and cites specifically such prohibitions operative in the forests 
of Weimar, Bavaria, Brunswick, etc. Taxation of tobacco he thinks is unquestion¬ 
ably legal. Whether or not this commodity should be regarded as contraband during 
periods of war has been discussed; but, says the author, as it is permissible to deprive 
the enemy of the sinews of war and as tobacco is even more important to soldiers 
than food or drink, it too should be interdicted. His conclusion is that if it can be 
shown that this herb sustains life, it should be subject to the same laws as comestibles.

A LONG quotation from icaire 1 describes a newly-invented pipe in wjiich a 
vinegar-soaked sponge is inserted. The smoke of tobacco is thereby made 
milder than when inhaled from an ordinary pipe. The most important constituent 
of tobacco is the volatile salt which gives it its purgative power, but the vinegar 
restrains the effect of this saline constituent. 2 The objection that the virtue of the 
smoke is thus reduced is not valid, as vinegar acts only upon the noxious qualities of 
tobacco without affecting its curative values, just as when it is applied to opium. 
Other ingredients, such as amber, rosemary, cinnamon, etc., may be added to tobacco 
to increase its pleasurable effects. 

Reference is made to Turkish water-pipes and to the use of tobacco smoke in clysters, 
as reported by Stisser 3 and De Graaf. 4 A brief notice is given of the geographical 
origins of tobacco, of some of its names, and of the introduction of the plant into 
various European cities.

T HIS poetic trifle, florid in style and replete with classical allusions, presents (in 
Part I) the spectacle of a horrible idol that has bewitched mankind. Journeying 
to see this monster, the author finds an inscription thereon stating that it is the 
world's greatest enchanter and the sovereign of all remedies. Even in the churches 
it is more highly regarded than God. Its name is revealed as Tobacco. 

In Part II the poet avers that this plant was invented by Indian idolaters who, when 
intoxicated by tobacco, foretold the future. (Needless to say, these prophets were 
inspired by the devil.) he idol acknowledges the evil it does: “I destroy the senses 
of smell and sight, shorten life, cause baldness, apoplexy, and the decay of teeth . . . ” 

Each part of this moral effusion concludes with the conventional explicit of religious 
writers: “Laus Deo.”

ANDRY DE BOISREGARD, Nicholas 

THE BREEDING OF WORMS IN HUMAN BODIES. London, 1701. 

F ROM the time of Monardes the advocates of nicotian therapeutics had recom¬ 
mended the use of tobacco in the treatment of helminthiasis. 1 Andry, in his 
chapter on the remedies used for intestinal worms, comments upon the practise of 
smoking as a vermifuge. While he will not deny the value of this fume as an anthel¬ 
minthic, he is strongly of the opinion that the “Narcotic Sulphur” inherent in tobacco 
is extremely dangerous to the body. Indeed, he states, this element in tobacco causes 
apoplexy and even, as Dr. Fagon 2 observed, sudden death. He surveys the reactions 
to smoking, stating that it stupefies the nerves of the ventricle (though it also “excites 
convulfive Motions in the Nerves”) and induces other distempers. In an anonymous 
treatise appended to Andry’s observations, Bontekoe (n. 384) is attacked for his ex¬ 
travagant recommendations of tobacco. [M 4 a -M 6 b ] 

A translated account of an argument unconvincingly presented by a substitute for 
Dr. Fagon 3 is provided by the author under the title: “A Queftion debated March 
26. 1699, in the Phyfic Schools at Paris, under the Prefidentfhip of Mr. Fagon . . . 
Phyfician in Chief to his Majefty; viz. whether the frequent ufe of Tabacco fhortens 
the Life.” 4 In this lengthy thesis (P s b -Q8 b ) it is observed that an understanding of 
the physiological effects of tobacco must be based on a considerable knowledge of 
anatomy. The teachings of ancient authors, senescence, and decay 7 are other subjects 
noticed by the speaker, who then observes: 

America being conquer’d by the Spaniards, triumph’d over the fiercenefs of its 
Conquerors, and infpir’d them with their own Manners. She haftened the Death 
of her new Mafters, by 7 the Prefent Hie made them of the Venereal Difeafe, and 
Tobacco; which fpeedily reveng’d her for her Servitude, and the Death of her 
Inhabitants . . . [Q x b ] 

The lecturer regards tobacco as one of the best medicinal drugs. He depicts, real¬ 
istically, the effects of snuff upon the membranes of the nostril and of smoking or 
chewing on the body and mind. Some parts of his dissertation, however, read like 
the dicta of tobacco enthusiasts, for he observes that tobacco 

. . . produces befides, by 7 means of this Sulphur, fuch a Tranquillity in the Body 
and Mind, that we may 7 look upon this Plant as the famous Herb mention’d by 7 
Homer, that had the Virtue to change Sadnefs into Joy 7 ; for Tobacco, by 7 the power

of its Sulphur, diffipates Grief or Heavinefs, makes People fenfibly happy in the 
midft of Poverty 7 . [Q 2 b ] 

But the worthy doctor will not let his auditors (or readers) forget for long that to¬ 
bacco smoke is lethal and that he who has the “courage to fuck in, with open Mouth, 
a Poifon more dangerous than that of Hemlock,” is out-braving death. [Q 3 b ] The 
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succeeding passages paint, in lively fashion, the torments and diseases awaiting smok¬ 
ers, particularly those who indulge in the habit to excess. The author is most opposed, 
to the social use of tobacco by the young and concludes: 

. . . moft young People, who take too much Tobacco, are in their very Youth 
feiz’d with trembling, their unfteady Hands don’t adt with the fame vigour, their 
ftaggering Feet feem to refufe to carry the weight of their Body. The noble parts 
wither, the fpiral Fibres of the Heart have almoft no play, or only by Sallies; the 
Contexture and Frame of the Parts is broken, or Joofened . Thus the living Ma¬ 
chine is gradually deftroy’d, its Motion, without which it cannot fubfift, is weak¬ 
ened more and more; fo that Death, which, without the immoderate ufe of To¬ 
bacco, would not have been fo fudden, comes with a hafty ftroke to finifli a Life 
that was but juft begun. Then the frequent ufe of Tobacco fhortens the Life.

I N HIS investigations into the powers and virtues of tobacco and the reactions of 
the human system to its use, the author found through personal inquiry that for 
the majority of smokers its medicinal qualities were unimportant. He provides ex¬ 
tracts from the works of some poets and prose writers who praised tobacco, among 
them Bontekoe and Worb (nos. 384 and 407). Following his brief survey of the 
history and nomenclature of tobacco (in which the term Smirri 1 occurs), he makes 
mention of its commercial cultivation near Hanau, Germany, and at Amersfoort, in 
the Netherlands. 

Because of its chemical composition, the author believes that tobacco should be used

that European tobacco is generally inferior. It is true that smoking will relieve tooth¬ 
ache, but he considers this no reason for women to use tobacco and advises other 
remedies. A notice of the pipes of Eastern peoples concludes this section. [N 4 b -Q 3 a ] 

The final division of the work is devoted to snuff powders. (The author disapproves 
of the term ‘ tobacco powder, for, he contends, many snuffs are composed of betony. 
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black and white hellebore, pepper, sage, marjoram, ginger, tulip bulbs—anything con¬ 
taining strong salt— -as well as tobacco.) Snuff is a medicine, but constant use will 
reduce its efficacy. The causes of sneezing are discussed, and Schoock’s 2 statements 
on the subject are given. The author then launches into a discursive commentary 
on sternutation. The ailments resulting from the use of snuff are enumerated; women, 
particularly, are cautioned against it, as it may induce hemorrhage and miscarriage.

I N HIS opening remarks Fabra classifies tobacco as an errhine, summarizes its 
history briefly, refers to several familiar early writers, such as Oviedo, Monardes, 
Neander, Magnenus, and notices the chemical constituents of the plant. The various 
medicinal uses to which it is put are dealt with in some detail. The author regards 
its use internally as dangerous and in external applications as of doubtful value. It is 
his purpose, however, to discuss the employment of tobacco by the healthy rather 
than by the sick. He points out that as a social custom it has been unreservedly con¬ 
demned and presents excerpts from the lectures of several authorities on the evil 
effects of smoking and snuffing. Other writers have, however, defended the moderate 
practise of both. 

Fabra remarks upon the abuses (such as adulteration to increase the weight) which 
have crept into the commerce of tobacco, adding to the hazards of smokers. He 
analyses the effects of smoking on the brain, acknowledging that the fume has a cor¬ 
rective influence on the passions of both the mind and the body, and warns against 
drinking wine when smoking. The least serious result of that combination is lethargy; 
vertigo, apoplexy, or even convulsions may ensue. The immoderate smoker will be 
likewise affected. He concludes his lecture with the observation that the habitual 
smoker is recognizable by a disagreeable odor.

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T HE learned author introduces his account of tobacco by remarking that it is 
a precious herb, basely misused by his countrymen. His summary follows a 
familiar pattern: the introduction of the plant into Europe via Portugal, the discovery 
of its healing qualities, and Nicot’s interest in furthering its therapeutic uses. While 
discussing the proper cultivation of tobacco. Florin digresses to inquire into its effect 
on the generative functions and whether or not smoking is responsible for the low 
birth rate in Germany. But, he says, since he himself has never smoked, he does not 
feel competent to decide this question. The rest of this chapter contains advice on 
the cultivation and harvesting of tobacco. [4G 2 b -4G 3 b ] 

Tobacco-spinning is dealt with in the succeeding chapter. The equipment and labor 
required for this industry are specified and the duties of each worker described. Fre¬ 
quent explanatory references are made to the accompanying illustration. The author 
denounces the frauds practised by some farmers, who increase the weight of tobacco 
by adding water when casing it. The reader is reminded that the plant is inherently 
poisonous, as evidenced by its purgative effect on the human system and the fatali¬ 
ties resulting from its use in experiments on animals. But, at the same time, the 
author will not accept as valid the horror tales of medical writers that the brains and 
lungs of excessive smokers become fuliginous. He regards as mere slander the state¬ 
ment made by several writers that excessive smoking causes sterility (thus replying 
by inference to his question in the preceding chapter). He prefers to believe that 
tobacco is one of the most salutary herbs. Some of the advantages of moderate smok¬ 
ing are listed, and simple advice is given for the use of the more common nicotian 
remedies. Florin tells of the practise in Dresden, during the plague, of fumigating 
the home by smoking.

T OBACCO is recommended as a most effective simple (especially when smoked) 
in the treatment of apoplexy, gout, the stone, rheumatism, asthma, and respira¬ 
tory disorders. As tobaccos most suitable for medicinal fumes, the author lists: Vir¬ 
ginia, Varinaes, great Dutch twist (“ Andouilles d’Hollande”), little canaster of Liege, 
and Scaferlati from Aleppo and Constantinople (which, he says, is the sweetest). 
Brazilian tobacco is good for chewing, while Havana and Seville (Spanish) tobaccos 
make the most desirable nicotian errhines. The small Strassburg leaf is recommended 
as best for snuff. The author considers these particular kinds as most valuable for 
medicinal purposes and is opposed to the mixed and perfumed tobaccos because of 
their bad effects. [Ddiij b -Bduij b ]

and ing with tobacco has been extended. The chemical reaction of tobacco upon the 
452-b blood, the time of day when smoking is most salutary, and the advantages of 
smoking over chewing, particularly in the treatment of asthma, are among the 
additional matters considered. In the account of recommended tobaccos, it is 
remarked that chewing-tobacco is sometimes called “petit briquet.” [II, I v a - 
I vj a ] Various other references to the medicinal uses of tobacco occur in this 
volume on G nT, If 3 , and O v a_b . The valuable purgative effect of a tobacco 
clyster is commented upon in Vol. I, on Kij a . 

Prior to the publication of the “troisie’me” edition, 1724, the work appeared at 
Paris, 1707; Liege, 1707 and 1711; Trevoux, 1720; and probably elsewhere under 
other dates. Some of these editions were undoubtedly pirated. The preface to 
ol. I of the 1724 edition states that it is the third; this two-volume augmented 
edition first appeared at Paris in 1724.

AS DID most of the European travellers in North America, Lahontan commented 
L on the calumet and its uses. 1 That part of his observations which contains 
details supplementing Hennepin’s account 2 may well be quoted here: 

The Calumet of Peace [of the Iroquois] is made of certain Stones, or of Marble, 
whether red, black, or w T hite. he Pipe or Stalk is four or five foot long; the body 
of the Calumet is eight Inches long, and the Mouth or Head in which the Tobacco 
is lodg’d, is three Inches in length; its figure approaches to that of a Hammer. 
The red Calumets are moft efteem’d. . . . The Calumet is trimm’d with yellow, 
white, and green Feathers, and has the fame effect among the Savages, that the 
Flag of friendfhip has amongft us . . . [Vol. I, B I2 a ; Vol. I, D 2 b in n. 454.]

They fow and reap a great deal of it, but then it differs 
from what we have in Europe , though our firft Seed came from America ; and in 
regard that ’tis in a Manner good for nothing, they are forc’d to buy up Brafil 
Tobaco, which they mix with a certain leaf of an agreeable Smell, call’d SagakomiM 
[Vol. II, G s a ; Vol. II, Dd 3 a in n. 454.]

Sabin remarks that while much of Lahontan’s material is drawn from authentic sources, “his 
pretended discovery of the Long River is wholly fictitious. The work has not received the 
amount of credit to which it is really entitled, although written by a man of more than ordi¬ 
nary learning and intelligence.” (Note to n. 38637.) Rich remarks that as Lahontan was a 
freethinker, with little respect for the clergy, he was persecuted in France and his work 
traduced. (Bibl. Americana Nova , 1846, 1 , p. 4.)

T HE author, a “reformed smoker,” admits in his preface that the verses he is 
about to present are not very good, but he implies that he can deliver his mes- 
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sage better in this form than in prose. He estimates that the annual cost of tobacco 
to a hundred families is £1520 and is considerably agitated at the thought of what 
this sum (with interest, of course) would amount to in twenty years. Only the traders 
in tobacco, he says, would be adversely affected were this “Land-Robber” driven to 
oblivion; smokers would achieve salvation and a state of comparative affluence. Fur¬ 
thermore, they “would not [have] fo much caufe to complain of Taxes; for they would 
be more able to pay ’em ...” [A 6 a_b ]

In his poem the author confides that at the age of twenty, wishing to be one of the 
well-bred men-about-town, he took up the habit of smoking. His life became a round 
of dissipation—twenty pipes a day, “Attended . . . with Idlenefs And other vain 
Delights.” [B 2 a lj ] But then a “mighty Gale of Grace” seized him, whereupon he 
saw the light and returned to a pure life, uncontaminated by tobacco. 
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Satan, however, is wily. After an abstinence of twenty years, the author fell ill of a 
desperate distemper. On his recovery he was advised to smoke again and for a few 
years submitted to his weakness. But, when God smote him with a stroke (from 
which he recovered—happily, else these verses had never been written!), he relin¬ 
quished the cursed habit forever. He waxes wroth over the many victims of the weed 
and the mischief it has done. He prays that God will accept his essay as a confession 
of shame and excuse him on Judgment-day. 

He appeals to the “tender Female Sex:” to abandon smoking, saying parenthetically 

... a vertuous Woman was my Mother, 

And my beloved Spoufe fhe was another . . . [C 8 a ] 

and warns fair ladies that “this far-fetched {linking thing” will dismay their suitors 
and arouse suspicion, for “ a fmoaking Lafs oft proves a Drinker too . . . ” They are 
likewise urged to reject as a mate any man who smokes: 

. . . And don’t you think 
That you had better with lefs Mony meet 
A Husband that is wholfom, clean and fweet. 

In whofe Embraces you may ftill delight. 

When e’er he breathes upon you, day or night ? [D 2 a_ b ] 

Having elaborated on the dangers of the weed to the fair sex, he addresses his country¬ 
men in general. He warns them against the toxic nature of nicotine, advises them to 
shun servants who smoke, compares “pipe-puffers” with the sinning Israelites of old, 
and nobly concludes his admonitions with the observation that there is no inherent 
fault in this medicinal herb—only in the base abuse of it. 

Two songs, attacking the use of tobacco for pleasure, follow the main text.

BEVERLEY, Robert ( c . 1675-1716) 

THE HISTORY ... OF VIRGINIA. London, 1705. 

B EVERLEY, the first native historian of Virginia, has much to say about to¬ 
bacco. A considerable part of the information he provides is already familiar. 
He remarks upon the first tobacco-stinting regulations 1 and James I’s advice to the 
colonists to diversify their agriculture [D 3 b ]; 2 the “Staple Act” of 1 663, 3 a “misfor¬ 
tune” which brought tobacco to a very low price and increased the cost of foreign 
merchandise in the colony; and the consequent attempt of the Virginia Assembly to 
revenge itself on the English merchants by reducing crops—an attempt which failed 
when Maryland refused to concur. 4 [E/]

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The amount of special taxes (payable in tobacco) to defray the charges of agents 
sent to England, the tobacco amercements for every cause tried throughout the colony, 
and the cost of maintaining the fort are stated. It is Beverley’s opinion that this 
excessive taxation was one of the underlying causes of Bacon’s rebellion, 1676.5 The 
impositions, he states, fell most heavily upon the poor, “whofe Labour wou’d not 
cloath their Wives and Children” and who were thus rendered “defperately uneafie 
...” [F, a ] 

How the Indians order’d their Tobacco, I am not certain, they now depending 
chiefly upon the Englijh, for what they fmoak: But I am inform’d, they ufed to 
let it all run to Seed, only luccouring the Leaves, to keep the Sprouts from grow¬ 
ing upon, and ftarving them; and when it was ripe, they pull’d off the Leaves, 
cured them in the Sun, and laid them up for Ufe. But the Planters make a heavy 
Buftle with it now, and can’t pleafe the Market neither. [Bb 7 b ] 

The author explains in some detail the manner in which the Indians observed the 
ritual of the peace pipe when greeting strangers, and gives a brief description of its 
adornment, quoting from Hennepin’s account of the calumet. 6 [B*** 2 a - 3 b ] 

The income of the Secretary of State [of Virginia], explains Beverley, is derived from 
fees on all business passing through his office, which are paid in tobacco and amount 
to about 70,000 lbs. per annum. Of this amount, the Secretary pays out about “12500 
and Cask” to the clerks. Additional perquisites amount to about 40,000 lbs. a year. 
[Aaaa 6 a ] In the General Court, no action under £10 sterling or 2000 lbs. of tobacco 
can be instituted. [Bbbb 4 b ] 

Ministers of the gospel in all parishes receive 16,000 lbs. per annum, together with 
“house and glebe.” 7 

That which makes the difference in the Benefices of the Clergy, is the value of the 
Tobacco, according to the diftinbt Species of it, or according to the place of its 
Growth; Befides in large and rich Parifhes, more Marriages will probably happen, 
and more Funeral Sermons. 

The Fee by Law for a Funeral Sermon, is forty Shillings, or four hundred pounds 
of "obacco; for a Marriage by Licence, twenty Shillings, or two hundred pounds 
of Tobacco, and where the Banes are proclaim’d, only 5.1. or 50/. of Tobacco. 

When thefe Salaries were granted, the Aflembly valued Tobacco at 10 Shillings 
per Hundred; at which Rate, the 16,000/. comes to fourfcore pounds Sterling; but 
in all Parifhes where the Sweet-fented grows, it has generally been fold of late, 
for near double that value, and never under. [Bbbb 6 a_b ] 

A brief description of the curing-sheds, “all built of Wood, as open and air}'' as is 
confiftent with keeping out the Rain,” occurs on Dddd 3 a .

Beverley's history—the first relating to Virginia after Smith’s work (n. 164)—developed from 
the author’s desire to replace contemporaneous superficial accounts of the colony. A man of 
letters, a politician, and an experimental agriculturist interested in promoting grape culture 
in the colony, Beverley had exceptional opportunities for acquiring intimate knowledge about 
Virginia and its inhabitants. Clayton Torrence praises Beverley’s work for its straightfor¬ 
wardness and particularly for its account of the domestic and institutional life of the Indians. 
While this history was esteemed by Beverley’s contemporaries for its political and economic 
facts about Virginia, and was translated into other languages, it has been said that it is too 
concise to be satisfactory in its historical parts (v. C., notes to nos.

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W HILE residing in Jamaica, as physician to the Duke of Albemarle, 1 Sloane 2 
was able to collect plant specimens in territory virtually unexplored by bota¬ 
nists. Tobacco was among the plants which interested him; writing of it, he remarks 
that a part of the island, the Palmetto Savanna , was famous for its tobacco when the 
Spaniards held Jamaica. The settlers 

Plant fome of it with their Indico , but they think their beft Seed is loft or degen¬ 
erated, being it is not fo good as formerly. What they Plant here is that fort with 
long Leaves, and is only cultivated for the ufe of the Island, and not for Exporta¬ 
tion. They take off the tops and fide Buds of each Plant, that the Leaves may 
be the better, they gather the Leaves when they are at their full growth, and in 
vigour, and dry them by hanging them up in the fhade.

Sloan’s description of herbs with monopetalous (gamopetalous) flowers begins with 
an account of tobacco.

Sir Walter having imitated the Indians by delighting in their Favorite Weed, was 
unwilling to difufe it, and therefore at his return to England , fupplied himfelf with 
fome Hogfheads, which he plac’d in his own Study, and generally indulg’d himself 
in Smoaking fecretly, two Pipes a Day; at which times he order’d a Simple Fellow, 
who waited at his Study Door, to bring him up a Tankard of old Ale and Nutmeg, 
always laying afide the Pipe, when he heard his Servant coming; But while he was 
one day, earneftly imploy’d in Reading fomething, which amus’d him, The Fellow 
enter’d, and furprizing his Mafter, as the Smoak afcended thickly from his Mouth 
and the Bole of the Pipe, he threw the Ale diredly in his Face; and running down 
Stairs alarm’d the Family with repeated Exclamations, that his Mafter was on fire 
in the in-fide, and before they could get up Stairs would be burnt to Allies. [Uu x b ] 

Another passage relates to a matter often referred to by earlier writers on nicotian 
therapeutics ( cj. n. 185): 

Q. I have lately fmoak’d Tobacco, more out of a Frolick than any thing elfe. When¬ 
ever I fmoak, it makes me J'pit a prodigious Quantity of an Aqueous Saliva , fometimes 
to the Quantity of 4 Ounces in the fmoaking one Pipe. I am naturally lean, but, I 
thank God , I have my health very well. Now, Gentlemen , I beg the favour of you to 
inform me, whether it be whole fome for me to fmoak, I fhall either proceed or defift 
according to your ingenious advice. 

A. We advife you then to defift, fince in fuch quantities of Spittle it is poffible 
that fome portion of the Nutritious Juices may be Evacuated, and your health 
thereby impaired. [5K, b ]

Up to 
No. 79 it appeared on Wednesdays and Fridays; thereafter thrice a week for a total of 410 
issues. The British Apollo , says Graham, was the “best later example of the question and 
answer periodical . . . the answers contain much pious cant.” The replies finally became so 
numerous that 21 twelve-page monthly supplements and 5 twelve-page quarterly supplements 
were issued to contain them. This journal was subsidized by some “noble” subscribers. It 
ceased publication in May, 1711.

T HE prevalence of snuffing among the English gentry of the early XVIIIth cen¬ 
tury is nowhere more clearly indicated than in the inspired columns of The Tatler. 
Steele was addicted to the manly pipe, and, though he lent friendly encouragement 
to his snuff-vending friend, Charles Lillie ( v. infra), he held in obvious contempt the 
affectations of the beaux who indulged in snuffing. 

The chief passages relating to snuff, snuffing, or smokers follow, with the names of 
the contributors supplied. 

In reply to a manufactured letter from a supposed young man-about-town, Jeffry 
Nicknack, asking in “what Part or Clafs of Men in this Town” the editor will place 
him when he has been fully equipped by Charles Bubbleboy, 1 Steele writes: 

I am very willing to encourage young Beginners; but am extreamly in the Dark 
how to introduce this Gentleman. I cannot fee either his F'erfon or Habit in this 
Letter; but I’ll call at Charles’s, and know the Shape of his Snuff-Box, by which I 
can fettle his Character. Though indeed, to know his full Capacity, I ought to 
be inform’d, whether he takes Spanifh or Muftyf ] [No. 27, by Steele; v9, 
cols. 1 & 2.] 

The “ingenious Gentlemen” of London and Westminster who wish to dabble in 
music, poetry, and politics are advised to repair to the Smyrna Coffee-house. There 
they will be instructed gratis in these polite sciences. 

The Difciples are to prepare their Bodies with three Dilhes of Bohea, and purge 
their Brains with two Pinches of Snuff. If any young Student gives Indication of 
Parts, by liftening attentively, or asking a pertinent Queftion, one of the Profeffors

‘I Suppofe, through a Hurry of Bufmefs, you have either forgot me, or loft my 
laft of this Nature; which was, to beg the Favour of being advantagioufly expofed 
in your Paper, chiefly for the Reputation of Snuff. Be pleafed to pardon this 
Trouble, from, 

SIR, four very humble Servant , 

C. L. 

I am a Perfumer, at the Corner of Beaufort-Buildings in the Strand .’ 

This fame Charles [3) leaves it to me to fay what I will of him, and I am not a little 
pleas’d with the ingenuous Manner of his Addrefs. Taking Snuff is what I have 
declar d againft; but as his (olinefs the 'ope allows Whoring for the Taxes rais’d 
by the Ladies of Meafure, fo I, to repair the Lofs of an unhappy Trader, indulge 
all Perfons in that Cuftom who buy of Charles. [No. 92, by Steele; v9, cols. 1 & l.\ 

... I expect to fee my Lucubrations printed on Browner Paper than they are at 
prefent; and, if the rumour continues, muft be forced to retrench my expenfive 
Way of Living, and not fmoke above Two Pipes a Day. 

It is announced that Charles Lillie is obliged to the editor [i.e. Steele] for several new 
customers. This gives Charles an opportunity to explain the marvelous effects of 
some of his exquisite special perfumes. To this the editor adds a note: 

Mr. Lillie has Snuffs , Barcelona, Sevil, Mufty, Plain, and Spanifh, which may be 
taken by a young Beginner without Banger of fneezing. [No. 101, by Steele and 
Addison; V9, col. 1.] 

In the editor’s “court” (with Charles as clerk) for the examination of persons dead 
in reason, one of the admirers of Mrs. Rebecca Pindust is called to the bar. 

A Letter which he acknowledged to be his own Hand was read; in which were the 
following Words; Cruel Creature , I die for you. It was obfervable, that he took 
Snuff all the Time his Accufation was reading. I ask’d him. How he came to ufe 
thefe Words, if he were not a dead Man? He told me. He was in Love with the 
Lady; and did not know any other Way of telling her fo . . . Tho’ I was moved 
with Compaflion towards him by reafon of the Weaknefs of his Parts, yet for 
Example’s-fake, I was forced to anfwer. Your Sentence fhall be a Warning to all 
the reft of your Companions not to tell Lies for want of Wit. Upon this, he began 
to beat his Snuff-box with a very fawcy Air; and opening it again. Faith Isaac, 
faid he, thou art a very unaccountable old Fellow— Prithee, who gave thee Power 
of Life and Death? What-a-Pox haft thou to do with Ladies and Lovers? . . . 
He was going on with this infipid Common-place Mirth, fometimes opening his 
Box, fometimes fhutting it, then viewing the Picture on the Lid, and then the

Four Pounds of fcented Snuff, with Three gilt Snuff-Boxes; one of them with an 
invifible Hinge, and a Looking-glafs in the Lid. Two more of Ivory, with the 
Portraitures on their Lids of Two Ladies of the Town; the Originals to be feen 
every Night in the Side-Boxes of the Playhoufe. . . . There will be added to thefe 
Goods, to make a compleat Auction, a Collection of Gold Snuff-Boxes and Clouded 
Canes, which are to continue in Fafhion for Three Months after the Sale. w [No. 
113, by John Hughes (on the authority of Rev. John Buncombe); r?, cols. 1 and 2.] 

Whereas there came out laft Term feveral Gold Snuff-Boxes and others: This is 
to give Notice, that Charles [sl will put out a new Edition on Saturday next, which 
will be the only one in Fafhion till after Eafter. The Gentleman that gave Fifty 
Pounds for the Box fet with Diamonds, may fhew it till Sunday Night, provided 
he goes to Church; but not after that Time, there being one to be publifh’d on 
Monday which will coft Fourfcore Guinea’s. [No. 142, by Steele; v°, col. 1.] 

In the same issue of The Taller is an apparently genuine advertisement, in which a 
reward of two guineas “and no Queftions ask’d” is offered for the return of “a fmall 
Mother-of-Pearl Snuff-Box, fet in Gold, with a Gold Hinge.” Steele’s “notice” (pre¬ 
ceding) may have been inspired by this advertisement. 

Among other papers in this journal which should be noticed here are Numbers 35, 
160, and 190. In the first of these are some philosophical observations on snuffing, 
inspired by an incident in which a garrulous politician was deprived of speech when 
his snuff box was hidden from him. In the second,in the mock-indignant letter of 
Tom Folio, The Taller is referred to as being printed on “Tobacco Paper,” and in the 
last, a letter purporting to be written by a Quaker ends on a note reminiscent of the 
refrain in Jenner’s poem (n. 160): “Think of this, and take Tobacco.''

Steele was appointed gazetteer in 1707. Dissatisfied with the official restrictions which, as 
he says, required him to “keep the [Gazette] very innocent and very insipid” Steele conceived 
The Tatler. The first number appeared on April 12, 1709. Chiefly a journal of society and 
politics, it also provided news and coffee-house gossip. It was issued three times a week. 
Addison discovered the identity of Isaac Bickerstaff upon the appearance of the sixth number 
and began contributing to the popular journal with the eighteenth number. 6

T HE author of this amusing political satire, “the travels of a tobacco box,” re¬ 
lates, with roguish humor, the progress through England of Dr. Henry Sachev- 
erell, 1 noted preacher and advocate of the Tory cause. The worthy divine and his 
snuff* box were apparently inseparable, and the author takes particular note of this 
association in several bantering comments. He remarks on the container which held 
the doctor’s favorite snuff, saying that it was of 

plain Oak, (but pretended to be part of the Royal Oak) neatly inlaid with Silver; 
there you may fee a young Monarch peeping out of a Hollow-Tree , and three Airy 
Crowns juft dropping on his Head, with this Infcription; Sacra Jovi Quercus: 
On the Reverfe was infcrib’d Paffive Obedience and Non-Refiftance reklord in 1710, f3] 
if the Hr. be not out in his Computation ... Is not this the Snuff-Box out of 
which the Dr. takes, and indeed by which he divines! [A N' h ] 

One of the several “misadventures” which befell the preacher because of his addic¬ 
tion to snuffing is related by the author: 

. . . the Dr. in a hurry forgot his Snuff Box, and a Young Rogue of a Footman, a 
great Intimate of Andrew’s, U] that had before begg’d a Pinch of his Ourangery , [sl 
flips into the Chamber, guts the Snuff Box, fteals the whole Magazine, and fills it 
again with fome Album Gnecum M he had got of a young Apothecary , who was like- 
wife in at the Roguery. The Dr. Sate out Dinner with fome Uneafmefs, he knew 
he wanted fomething, but could not tell what, till the Company rifing, and a Lady 
asking him for a Pinch, he found it was his Snuff-Box; Andrew was fent in great 
hafte, and his want of Care blam’d; he flew to the Lodgings, brings the Snuff-Box; 
the Ladies all Impatient for the firft Pinch, put in their Fingers almoft all at once, 
the Gentlemen with fome Refpedt after, but all by Way of Shacoon b] to the Drs.

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Health, put them to their Nofes at once; the Ladies who had never been ufed to 
the Innocent Jeft of a Cockeldymoody , began to fhew their Refentment, fome fnifted, 
fome blufhed, fome fneezed, fome farted, fome laugh’d, and all cry’d Paugh ! T he 
Gentlemen enrag’d, the Dr. Aftonifh’d, all was Confufion; at the laft the Dr. him- 
felf fmelt the Cheat, and it is faid the Company fmelt the Dr. who made a precipi¬ 
tate Retreat, mounted his Palfrey , left what remained in the Magazine to the Serv¬ 
ants, and ne’re faw Litchfield more.

In Wrexham, Wales, “the Jade Fortune play’d the Falje Sifier again,” for the doctor, 
desolated by the lack of snuff, sent Andrew for some. Unable to make himself un¬ 
derstood in that “foreign” city, Andrew got into the house of a physician, whose 
puzzled attendant, thinking his visitor required medicine, filled the box with the “beft 
Flower of 'Brimstone .” The preacher’s admirers, “ aftonifli’d to fee the glittering En¬ 
gine of Converfion” (the snuff-box) crowded around it for a pinch. The “whole 
Populace,” comments the author, was thereupon thrown “in a Ferment for the 
Affront offer’d to their Nation ...” Andrew was mightily buffeted with pots de 
chambres, rotten eggs, cow dung, and similar artillery before being forced to retreat 
on his palfrey.

ENGLAND, Tobacco Merchants 

[Headed:] the CASE of the tobacco-merchants. Who are become Infokent, and are Bound 
to Her Majesty for Duties on Tobacco ; Plumbly Reprefented to the Confideration of the 
Honourable House of Commons. [London, c. 1710.] 

T HE tobacco traders have for several years labored under many difficulties, 
chief of which are the high customs on tobacco and losses sustained in the 
late war. Forced to give bonds and sureties, many of them found themselves un¬ 
able to meet their obligations and, “ thus reduced to fo very narrow Cireumftances 
(to avoid Profecution and Imprifonment for Life) they “are fled beyond the Seas”. 
Several petitions have been presented, and a bill is new pending which would per¬ 
mit these poor debtors to compound with the Lord High Treasurer or Commis¬ 
sioners of the Treasury for their obligations to the Crown. The petitioners pray 
that the pending bill “for Incouraging the Tobacco-Trade ” and their consequent 
relief be passed without delay.

ENGLAND, Robert Wise, Tobacco Merchant 

[Headed:] The CASE of ROBERT WISE Late of London, Tobacco-Merchant; Humbly 
Reprefented to the Confideration of the Honourable House of Commons. [London, c. 1710.] 
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T HE petitioner gives the same reasons for his difficulties as appear in n. 477. 

He was once, he says, so considerable an importer of tobacco that he paid almost 
£200,000 customs in fourteen years. In 1708 and 1709, in addition to his own obliga¬ 
tions of custom-house bonds, he went surety for two fellow-merchants. They became 
insolvent and are now in debtors’ prison. Unable to meet his sureties, he fled the 
country in order to avoid imprisonment. 

Several extents have been issued against him, but little property is left to satisfy the 
Crown. He and the merchants for whom he went surety are now able to satisfy 
£3000 of their debt. Having met the requirements relating to petitions of debtors. 
Wise states that the Attorney General has acquainted the House that Her Majesty 
has no objection to a bill for his relief. The petitioner prays that the House will 
enact the bill now pending, which will permit the Lord High Treasurer to compound 
with him so that he may keep himself and family from starving.

E XPOR'I ERS of tobacco are entitled to, and collect, a drawback on duties 
paid at importation.

Be it enacted, therefore, that, after 25 March 1710, 
bond be given at entry for tobacco imported, said bond not to be discharged until 
proper certification has been made by an English officer, or magistrate or other 
reliable person abroad, that the tobacco or other goods has been landed there. 
Provisions made for loss at sea. Forfeit of double value for violation. Masters 
of ships trading to Ireland responsible for certificates of lading for delivery at 
entry port.

ENGLAND, Tobacco Merchants 

[Headed:] REASONS Humbly offer’d to the Honourable Houfe of Commons, by the Merchants 
Trading in Tobacco , againft a Claufe relating to the Exportation of Goods entitl’d to a Draw¬ 
back. [London, 1710.] 

T HE importers of tobacco protest that the large security demanded upon exporta¬ 
tion (v. n. 479) is unreasonable. They admit that English plantation tobacco, 
which is prohibited in several parts of Europe, is “imported thither privately”; that 
this commodity is often sold for cash on shipboard to foreign princes, who also convey 
it ashore secretly; that it is smuggled into Spain; that ships carrying tobacco are often 
lost at sea with all hands; and that great quantities of tobacco are sold along the 
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coast of Africa to small dealers who come aboard for it. In none of these cases is a 
certificate of landing obtainable ( v . n. 479). 

The planters are in need of encouragement. At least 10,000 hogsheads have been 
sold this year for less than the cost of freight and custom. The merchants are willing 
to relinquish the great quantities of tobacco warehoused in London for custom and 
charges, but there are no takers. The planters, out of necessity, are manufacturing 
a large part of their wearing apparel, 1 a condition detrimental to other trades. The 
parlous state of the merchants will be better understood when it is recalled how con¬ 
siderably planting has increased on the Continent. Tobacco is grown and brought 
from Circassia 2 to Moscow and there sold for 1 d. the lb. Huge quantities are planted 
in Holland 3 and Germany 4 and sold for 8 to 1 $s. the 100 lbs., which is less than the 
cost of common freight from the English plantations in wartime.

Stock (op. cit. in n. 222) gives figures which show that the tobacco exported from Virginia 
and Maryland in the ten months ending May, 1704 was about 1400 hogsheads less per month 
than in the fourteen-month period ending November, 1703. (Parliamentary efforts were at 
that time made to encourage the trade.) He then refers to a complaint of the planters, “first 
made in 17131” which reiterates some of the statements given in the Reasons.

T HIS vade mecum of good manners contains a brief passage on pipe-smoking— 
a custom later frowned upon by the elite. When the author first wrote his 
paternal advices ( c. 1673), snuff had but few r devotees in England. 

If thou takeft obacco, which it matters not, whether thou doft or no, yet if thou 
takeft it moderately and Phyfically, it may as lawfully be taken as well as other 
things, which God hath afforded us, for our Delight as well as our Neceflity: but 
to take it vainly as too many do, who are never well any longer than the Pipe, 
like a Turkey-Cocks Snout, hangs dangling under their Nofes, or to take it merely 
to pafs away thy precious Time, or as a fait Bit to draw down thy Liquor, or as 
an help to Difcourfe, is both ridiculous and blame-worthy . . . 

The deleterious effects of over-indulgence in tobacco are commented upon, and the 
passage is concluded with a slightly revised form of the well-known quatrain of 
Vaughan (n. 161). [F s b -F 6 a ]

T HE author notices that tobacco grows everywhere in Persia (particularly at 
Hamadan and in the Karamania Desert), without special cultivation; that it is 
dried and transported in bunches, not in cords; and that the Persians prefer it to 
Brazilian tobacco, because it is milder, and they smoke constantly. Tobacco from 
Brazil, it is observed, was at first called “English,” for it was English traders who 
introduced this kind to the Persians. The latter no longer use it, however, because of 
its strong flavor and great expense. 

Chardin then discusses matters dealing with the original habitat of tobacco, its sup¬ 
posed introduction into Persia by the Portuguese, etc. 2 He states that the best tobacco 
used in India was brought in large quantities from Persia. The art of taking tobacco 
through the ‘callion, and the composition of this smoking-machine are then de¬ 
scribed. 3 It is remarked that the “bottle” of the “callion” is usually filled with 
flowers, to please the eye and that the water in the container is changed daily. 

Tobaccomania has captured everyone. Occidentals smoke, chew, or snuff the herb; 
some, like the Portuguese, have their noses always full of it. 4 Orientals, however, 
take it only in smoke, and insatiably. A gentleman wall have his “callion” carried 
by a man on horseback and often smokes when riding through the streets . . . 
In school both master and student smoke. After the eighteen-hour fast of Rama¬ 
zan, tobacco is the first thing used. he excessive use of this plant dries and en¬ 
feebles them, but they say there is no joy in the heart except through tobacco.

The Voyages deal with Chardin’s visit to Persia, in 1671-1677. He was there first in 1666, and 
published an account of his experiences in 1671. In 1686 he issued his Journal du Voyage .. . en 
Perse (translated as The Travels of Sir John Chardin and published in the same year), which is 
the first part of his Voyages. The latter, 1711, represents the complete account of his various 
expeditions to the East. 

De Lorme was also the publisher of a ten-volume edition, in duodecimo, of the Voyages, 1711. 
Graesse states that this preceded the three volume edition, but according to Sykes {op. cit. supra ) 
the ten-volume edition was an enlargement of the 1686 and 1711 issues combined. 


ADDISON Joseph (1672-1719) and Sir Richard STEELE (1672-1729), editors, el al. 
THE SPECTATOR [London], 1711-1712. 

D ISCOURSING of societies, the editor 1 observes that in the EIum-Drum Club 
the members used to “fmoak their Pipes and fay nothing ‘till Midnight,” and 
that among the rules of the “'Two-penny Club,” it was required that every member 
fill his pipe out of his own box and pay for whatever his wife (should she visit him) 
smoked [No. IX]. From the vital records of the Everlasting Club it appears that 
members ‘fmoaked Fifty Tun of Tobacco” since its founding in the middle of the 
XVIIth century. Some members had “fmoaked an Hundred Pipes at a Sitting” 
[No. LXXII]. In No. XLVI, and elsewhere, Addison indicates that he was a pipe- 
smoker. 

One of Steele’s snuff-vending proteges 2 is again advertised: 

’he Exercife of the Snuff-Box, according to the moft fafhionable Airs and Motions,

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in oppofition to the Exercife of the Fan, will be Taught with the beft plain or 
perfum’d Snuff, at Charles Lillie’s . . . There will be likewife Taught 1 'he Cere¬ 
mony of the Snuff-Box, or Rules for offering Snuff to a Stranger, a Friend, or a 
Miftrefs, according to the Degrees of Familiarity or Diftance; with an Explana¬

N.B. ' ’he Undertaker does not queftion but in a fhort time to have form’d a Body 
of Regular Snuff-Boxes ready to meet and make Head againft the Regiment of Fans 
which have been lately Difciplin’d, and are now in Motion, [No, CXXXVlll] 

An indignant letter (probably by one of the editors) supplements the satiric references 

to snuff in The Taller (n. 475): 

I have writ to you three or four Times, to defire you would take Notice of an im¬ 
pertinent Cuftom the Women . . . have lately fallen into, of taking Snuff, This 
filly trick is attended with fuch a Coquet Air in fome Ladies, and fuch a fedate 
Mafculine one in others, that I cannot tell which moll to complain of . . . Miftrefs 
Saunter is fo impatient of being without it, that fhe takes it as often as fhe does 
Salt at Meals; and as fhe affedts a wonderful Eafe and Negligence in all her Man¬ 
ner, an upper Lip mixed with Snuff and the Sauce, is what is prefented to the 
Qbfervation of all who have the Honour to Eat with her. The pretty Creature, 
her Niece, does all fhe can to be as difagreeable as her Aunt; and if fhe is not as 
offenfive to the Eye, fire is quite as much to the Ear, and makes up all fhe Wants 
in a confident Air, by a naufeous Rattle of the Nofe when the Snuff is delivered, 
and the Fingers make the Stops and Clofes on the Noftrils. This, perhaps, is not 
a very courtly Image in fpeaking of Ladies . . . but where arifes the Offence? 
Is it in thofe who commit, or thofe who obferve it? As for my part, I have been 
fo extremely Difgufted with this filthy Phyfick hanging on the Lip, that the moft 
agreeable Converfation, or Perfon, has not been able to make up for it. As to 
thofe who take it for no other end but to give themfelves Occalion for pretty Action, 
or to fill up little Intervals of Difcourfe, I can bear with them; but then they muff 
not ufe it when another is fpeaking, who ought to be heard with too much Refpeci, 
to admit of offering at that Time from Hand to Hand the Snuff-Box . . . [No. 
CCCXLIV] 3 

The most frequent of the advertisements of snuffs is the variety named “Angelick.” 

It appears in seventeen issues, first occurring in No. CXX. This is offered as

thofe Diftempers; corroborates the Brain, comforts the Nerves, and revives the 
Spirits.

The Tatler and The Spectator fixed the essay as an important division of English literature. The 
latter is better known and had, in its day, an unprecedented success 4 owing to the brilliant, 
urbane style of Addison. He wrote 274 of the issues; Steele, 236. What is probably Addison’s 
finest literary achievement appeared in The Spectator: the thirty sketches of that kindly old 
knight. Sir Roger de Coverley. 

Dr. Johnson remarked that it “ is wonderful that there is such a proportion of bad papers, in 
the half of the work which was not written by Addison; for there was all the world to write that 
half, yet not a half of that half is good.”

[Translation of title ] Five collections of pleasant exotic politico-physico-medical things, in 
which are contained various relations, observations, and descriptions of Persian affairs and 
those of farther Asia, collected with great care in his wanderings throughout the Orient, by the 
author Engelbert Kaempfer. At Lemgo, v/ith the types, and at the expense of, Heinrich Wilhelm 
Meyer, printer to the court of Lippe, 1712. 

T HE “most learned and intelligent traveller in the East during the seventeenth 
century,” in his section on the inebriation of the Persians and the East Indians, 
states that the Portuguese brought tobacco to these people. Some of the equivalent 
terms for tobacco are given; the writer mistakenly remarks that the word was de¬ 
rived from an island of similar name. Comment is made on the rapid spread of the 
plant and its universal cultivation and use. Even if it is not a species of Hyoscyamus, 
as once believed, the author insists that it cannot be excluded from the group of 
poisonous plants, since vertigo, depression, and retching inevitably attack the smoker 
unaccustomed to its use. 

It is established from the experiments of Redi [n. 316], that a drop of the oil of 
tobacco kills poultry and induces dangerous symptoms in humans. I have seen 
natives around Kazan, in Tartary, who emptied in a few pulls a horn of a beef 
perforated and full of leaves with coals placed above them. This results in their 
falling down like epileptics, exhaling mucus and foam. Although the leaves are

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poisonous, the smoke becomes familiar to man by custom, so that it not only does 
not harm by its evil quality, but, by the operation of a more beneficial salt, draws 
the moisture from the recesses of the head and fills the brain with joyousness. In 
order that this may be more favorably accomplished, the Persians inhale smoke 
through a contrivance more than half full of water, which, absorbing the ill-smelling 
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sulphur harmful to the brain, transmits the smoke, cool and free of acridity and 
harmfulness. [The kalian 1 and its modus operandi is then described.] I have seen 
this machine used by the Chinese and Japanese. The Arabs of Hindustan, or the 
Indians of the great Mogul, were taught this method of smoking by the Persians, 
as were those who adopted the customs of the Arabs with their religion, even the 
negro islanders. But the rinds of gourds hollowed out served these last for a ves¬ 
sel, because glass was lacking. Turks, Chinese, Japanese inhale smoke in the Eu¬ 
ropean style through a pipe stuck into a receptacle of burning tobacco. Certain 
dark-skinned people 2 inhale smoke without an instrument; rolling leaves into a 
spindle, they light its end, retaining the apex in their mouth and sucking it. 3 No 
nation indulges more in smoking than the Persians; not only men but women— 
nay, more, the Persians scarcely leave off when they ride, and since the reed inter¬ 
feres, they insert a tube in its place, flexible and very long, skilfully re-inforced 
by brass bands placed around it. A servant carries the machine itself, with its 
small stove, either on foot, or on horseback. [pL^ ^M, 1 ’] (Engraving of a kalian 
and a brazier on 4M7.)

Kaempfer, of German birth, was secretary to the Swedish embassy sent by Charles XI to 
Persia, through Russia, in 1683. After more than a year’s residence at Ispahan (from 1684) 
Kaempfer engaged himself as chief surgeon to the fleet of the Dutch East India Company. 
In 1689 he was in Batavia where he spent a year studying Javanese natural history. As physi¬ 
cian to the embassy sent yearly to Japan by the Dutch, he set out in 1690, touched at Siam, 
and remained in Japan two years. He was a brilliant observer and skilful writer, and the 
reliability of his reports is unquestioned.

Hereafter no greater tax was to be paid on tobacco imported 
into France from England than on tobacco from other countries. France, having

Various clauses of the agreement are given. Among the conditions is one stating that 
the native spinners are to retain the right to grow and prepare tobacco in rolls but 
not in packets. The lessee may establish factors wherever he wishes. Packets are 
to be stamped with the ducal seal. Penalties for fraud, adulteration, and other in¬ 
fractions of the laws are stated. Officials to aid Stocken and his factors. Signed at 
Onolzbach [Ansbach], under the princely seal of the Chancellery, 10 August 1713.

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remarkable qualities of the plant, prose and verse quotations from, or references to, 
the writings of Acosta, Oelschlaeger, Worb, 4 el al. , a Latin riddle in verse, etc. In the 
first part of a concluding note the editor (or translator) refers to the pietistic point of 
view that tobacco is in itself evil.

H AVING cited a number of familiar authors who wrote about tobacco in Latin, 
Thebesius lays claim to originality in presenting a German work on the proper 
use of this herb. 1 As indicated by the title, the usual material is presented in the con¬ 
ventional thesis fashion. Nicotian therapeutic practises are accepted as valid by the 
author, who cites numerous medical authorities on the subject. Lie finds chewing the 
most harmful form in which to use tobacco, remarking that this habit ‘ causes tragedies 
in the abdomen.” He wishes the custom could be forever relinquished by society. 

A moderate use of snuff meets with the author’s approval, but even this habit has 
evil effects. Inveterate use, he says, will destroy the sense ot smell. Furthermore, 
some unpleasant ingredients are mixed in perfumed snuffs. Women should not take 
tobacco in any form, as it adversely affects the generative functions. The value of

I N HIS foreword Baruffaldi explains that during a troubled period he received much 
solace from the use of snuff. He wishes to celebrate the virtues of tobacco, but, 
as he neither smokes nor chews it, he confines himself to singing the praises of the 
nicotian pow'der. 2 

The gods, as well as the chief religious heads of all countries, are called upon by the 
poet to witness that every sense has its pleasure. Having thus assembled this array 
of “supreme authorities” in order to confirm a truism, Baruffaldi discusses the olfac¬ 
tory sense. 

Tobacco has come to please the nose. This herb, the queen of vegetables, has more 
altars than the gods, and they send up a more pleasing incense than the offerings 
of beasts. In this herb is to be found a specific to cure all ills. Laws have grown 
up restricting the commerce in tobacco, here are monopolies and taxes and im¬ 
posts ad infinitum , until the unfortunate citizen may expect to be searched and 
deprived of his snuff box at any moment. 

The snuff boxes themselves are ornamented in the most elaborate style. As for 
keeping snuff in horns. this is an abomination; they remain vile depositories even 
when decorated. Ivory boxes in geometric shapes are very desirable. Sometimes 
the miniature of a sweetheart is painted on the box. 

Baruffaldi, who patterned his poem on the most famous dithyrambic verses of mod¬ 
ern times, the Bacco in Toscana of Francesco Redi, 3 parodied a well-known passage 
in that classic, the stuttering of Bacco:

After many pages or description of boxes, the poet returns to his main theme, snuff. 

'he various kinds of nicotian powders are fully described. Famous brands and some 
of the well-known people who use them are mentioned. The author himself prefers 
‘zansemin ” to all other flavors in tobacco powders. Snuff, he says, is peculiarly the 
elixir of the poets, for it restores their fatigued brains, and each sings the virtues of 
the powder in vogue in his own country. A considerable number of poets are men¬ 
tioned here, together with the names of their favorite snuffs. 

tie annotations w'hich follow' the poem occupy more than half the volume. These 
notes are essential to an understanding of Baruffaldi’s meaning because of the metrical 
form (the dithyramb) he employed and its highly allusive style. The main portion 
of these comments is concerned with matters relating to tobacco: its history, nomen¬ 
clature, medicinal value, commercial names, grades oi snuffs, etc., with numerous 
references to familiar authorities. 

'[’here are two sarcastic comments on the fact that part of the monopoly rights in 
Italian states were under Jewish control. 5 The poet points out that Ramazzini, writ¬ 
ing of the diseases of workers in tobacco factories, 6 stated that the manufacture of 
tobacco in ] taly w T as in the hands of Jews. As this race was anciently divided into 
tubes, says 3 afuffaldi, he thinks they should now' be nicknamed the “ fabaccopean 
Tribe” [G, 2 ]. In reference to the payment of monopoly duties, he speaks of “render¬ 
ing account to the Jewish tribunal ” [G 4 2 ]

ENGLAND, Tobacco Merchants 

[Headed:] The CASE of the Merchants, and Planters , Trading to, and Refiding in, Virginia, 
and Maryland. [London, 1714] 

T HE high duty of 6 T 3 <L the lb. on tobacco is more than the trade can bear. 

lanters, merchants, and entrepreneurs have sometimes lost as much as fifty 
per cent of their capital investment because the return was insufficient to defray 
the customs, freight, and other charges. 

v ithout relief this trade must inevitably be lost. Because of the distance of the 
British plantations and the concomitant high carrying charges, the commercial 
cultivation of tobacco has been encouraged in Holland, Germany, and elsewhere. 
Unless the English merchants can reduce the price to foreign markets, plantations, 
navigation, and trade will decay, and specie will be exported for foreign goods 
customarily paid for with the proceeds from tobacco. 

■The petitioners propose that, upon exportation, a moiety of the old subsidy {ffd. 
the lb.) be drawn back. The present customs on tobacco are id. the lb., old sub¬ 
sidy; id. additional duty, payable at nine months; 3m impost, payable at eighteen 
months; 1 df new subsidy, payable at three months; and jfd. additional subsidy, 
payable at nine months. 

7 The second edition appeared in 1716, the third in 1752. 
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It is proposed that all bonds for the several duties be made payable eighteen 
months from entry (in lieu of twelve, as heretofore), which will obviate the neces¬ 
sity of exporting tobacco in haste in order to discharge bonds without paying n- 
terest thereon. By such forced exportations Holland becomes the mart for colonial 
tobacco, to its great benefit. 

Several considerable merchants have been ruined, others have withdrawn from the 
trade, and the colonials are engaging in the manufacture of goods heretofore pur¬ 
chased in England. The petitioners pray for a reduction in tobacco duties and 
other relief, as proposed.

The merchants’ petition was first presented to the House of Commons on May I, 1 7 I 3 > on *-■' e 
same day that a similar plea was received from the Bristol traders ( v. Stock, III, pp. 2.90- 
299). The testimony of one of the largest importers, Richard Perry, was presented ..o the 
House by its investigating committee. In proof of his contention that the duty on tobacco 
was too heavy. Perry submitted a list of ’*'2.4 bankrupts who had been of late years considei- 
able merchants and planters. The committee indicated that, because of the high English 
duties, the Dutch were able to sell tobacco cheaper by half than the British; that 93,800 
hogsheads of 500 lbs. each had been raised in Holland and Germany between 1708 and 1713; 
etc. A long account of the report will be found in Stock, III, 304-307. A further petition, of 
the same tenor, was presented April 8, 1714. A bill for the relief of the merchants was passed 
in 1714 (n. 495). 

ENGLAND, Tobacco Merchants

T HE force which makes England “formidable abroad ' is its merchant marine, 
which, in turn, depends upon the plantations. Only half of the ships which 
formerly brought tobacco from the colonies are now employed. The customs re¬ 
ceipts are, therefore, affected. The pending bill will give encouragement to home 
consumption, but the export trade in tobacco (formerly two-thirds of the traffic) 
is of greater consequence. 

England’s riches are increased by what it sells abroad. Unless the ixport I rade 
is farther relieved than it is . . . European Tobacco will foon and irretrievably 
deftroy the Sale and Confumption of our Plantation Tobacco.’ (Some of the argu¬ 
ments given in n. 494-A are repeated.)

Such 
a law will place an intolerable burden upon the already over-taxed English im¬ 
porters and further affect “the almoft Ruin’d Virginia- Trade.” The duties are 
already excessive; if they did not exceed 3d. the lb., the trade would revive in the 
colonies and in England. 

Because of the high customs rates the merchants export tobacco to foreign mar¬ 
kets, which are therefore supplied more cheaply than the domestic ones. If the 
intended Act for lessening the drawback on tobacco shipped to Ireland be passed, 
the practise of discharging bonds by debentures will be taken away, exportation 
reduced, and smuggling into ..reland increased. Furthermore, several merchants 
who have already sold their tobacco to Irish dealers, and others who have shipped 
tobacco to Ireland at prices fixed before the bill now pending, will be financially 
penalized.

C ERTAIN Irish merchants have bought in London cheaply (2 }fd. to 3d. the 
lb., “aboard, free of all charges”) “feveral Parcels of Tobacco” for which 
the sellers have accepted payment. Under the pending bill the latter will be liable 
for the duty of 3d. (heretofore drawn back) on tobacco shipped to Ireland. The 
law, ex post facto, will be a hardship on the sellers. They pray that they be allowed 
the full drawback on tobacco exported on or before 24 March [1714].

ROTHERHAM, John (d. 1729)

of Great Britain, in Parliament Affembled: The Humble Petition of John Rotherham. [Lon¬ 
don, 1714] 
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T HE petitioner had previously advised the commissioners of customs that the 
Crown was being defrauded through the practises of merchants, whereby a con¬ 
siderable part of the import duty was remitted on supposedly damaged or imperfect 
tobacco. Such uncustomed tobacco was nevertheless vended at home and exported, 
and the exporter obtained a drawback on the latter. 

The petitioner had proposed, therefore, that all tobacco claimed to be unfit for sale 
should be destroyed, to prevent the continuance of this fraud. He estimated that a 
quarter of the tobacco had been exempted from duty, on the pretense of damage and 
proposed that the pending bill for lessening the drawback should have general applica¬ 
tion, not be limited only to tobacco exported to Ireland.

F OR the encouragement of the consumption and export trade in tobacco, after 
1 June 1714 for five years, and thence to the close of the next session oi arlia- 
ment, an allowance of 8 lbs. per cent, is permitted the importer, on all duties on 
tobacco, for waste and shrinkage, instead of the 8 lbs. per cent, on warehoused 
tobacco and 4 lbs. per cent, on exported tobacco allowed by the Act of 7 William 
III [1696], which applied only to the impost duty. The new allowance not to be 
deducted upon exportation. 

Acts of ia Charles II, 1 James II (n. 387), 7 William III (n. 418), 9 William III (n. 
424), and 2 Anne, all of which imposed additional duties on tobacco, are then recited. 

These Acts, having been found prejudicial and burdensome to the trade and a loss 
to the revenue, relief to the traders is hereby granted by permission to pay those 
duties by the end of eighteen months, with allowance for ready money. Merchants 
paying the royal subsidy of id. the pound may warehouse tobacco at their charges. 

Further allowances made for damaged or spoiled tobacco, and provisions for de¬ 
stroying tobacco upon which payment of duty is refused, etc. Because insufficient 
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time was allowed Scottish merchants to comply with the regulations of an Act of 
1710 ( v . n. 479), arrangements are provided for debentures on tobacco exported 
from Scotland between 27 March and 16 April 1710.

Among the characters presented, one, Nicotianus, is found in a coffee-house, defend¬ 
ing the use of tobacco against the strictures of Jovialis who complains that the Ger¬ 
mans are too ready to ape foreign habits. Nicotianus descants on the virtues of 
tobacco, expresses preference for imported kinds and invites his companions to wit¬ 
ness a meeting of a tobacco club. 1 

There the members (men and women) sing a lusty song of their order in praise of 
tobacco. The rules of the society are then given: 

No members may speak disrespectfully of the herb; they must always have three 
pipes, in cases, two well filled boxes, in the latest fashion, tinder and flint; they 
must be generous (but not extravagantly so) to those who cannot afford better 
grade tobacco; “tobacco-constables’ shall not be ashamed to smell of the plant, 
as this is a prized and reputable odor; members shall particularly respect those of 
the medical profession, as they are esteemed patrons of the order; the society shall 
not be snobbish in its acceptance of members, nor discriminate against soldiers, 
peasants, truck-drivers, tinkers, loafers, chimney-sweeps, , ews, or others, etc. to¬ 
bacco-planter’s, and the places where this herb is cultivated, snail ?e given especial 
recognition and preference to all others. [C t b -C 8 a ]

T HE first few of the thirty-three regulations for a tobacco fraternity which in¬ 
troduce this compilation emphasize the importance of cleanliness in smoking- 
tobacco, shredding-knife and pipe. The rules are practical, moral and social, written 
in seeming earnestness. 


In order to protect the moustache it is required that pipes be reasonably long. 
Bowls must not be too large; each smoker shall have his own box or container; no 
smoker shall chew tobacco or smoke chewing-tobacco. No smoking is permitted 
without the consumption of beer; smokers must be at least eighteen, and the fra¬ 
ternity is to provide tobacco for 
the poor. Females are not only 
denied the advantages of this ni¬ 
cotian society but are strictly for¬ 
bidden to berate smokers.

D ESPITE the fact that social smoking was an almost universal habit, some still 
sought to prove that this use of the plant was improper. The prevalent custom 
of “drinking tobacco” excessively, it is here remarked, causes a form of inebriation, 
and soils beards with unhealthy soot.

The Bavarian government was soon to realize that the existing monopoly could not be success¬ 
fully enforced. The most severe measures failed to reduce smuggling and the sale of contra¬ 
band tobacco. The monopoly was therefore revoked, March 18, 1717. ( V . nos. 861 and 871 
for notices of a limited monopoly in Bavaria.)

AS THERE are enough treatises which discuss the legality of the use of to¬ 
bacco, whether or not its social employment is contrary to Christian ethics, 
and the abuse of the habit, this argument will concern itself with one matter only: 
can a tobacco smoker be an honorable man? 

Some details of the history and nomenclature of tobacco and those qualities of the 
plant which permit it to be smoked or snufFed are presented. The phrase “blemish of 
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unreliable character” {v. translation of title) is then defined; it is, after some academic 
comments, taken to mean simply loss of reputation. The German edition of Balde 
(n. 265) is mentioned and the original author cited as one who attempted to bring 
smokers into ill repute. 1 

Since no law 2 forbids the use of tobacco, the habits associated with it are, at worst, 
neither good nor bad, but only ethically indifferent. The extreme importance of 
tobacco in medicine should not go unmentioned here. Without recreation and 
society man would die prematurely. Anyone who finds pleasure in tobacco, yet 
does not use it, is sinning against God and himself. Exception must be made in 
the cases of those countries where laws interdict the habit, 3 and where the use of 
tobacco is contrary to the customs of the country. In Ceylon, for instance, to¬ 
bacco is held in abomination. Discussion on the propriety of smoking and snuffing 
in church will be left to the theologians. From all this it must be clear that the 
use of tobacco does not entail loss of reputation. 

The last few paragraphs are devoted to refutation of the strictures presented in the 
German edition of Balde.

T HE author’s aversion to the social use of snuff is made clearly evident by the 
employment of “pica” (magpie, or pie) associated with ‘‘nasi’ (nose), in the 
title. (The magpie supposedly displays no discrimination in its selection of food, and, 
also, “pica,” in pathology, means a perversion of taste.) 

Cohausen sought to demolish forever the custom of snuffing, through the most vitriolic 
attack published to that date. Most of the people of western Europe were, by then, 
sniffing tobacco and sneezing heartily. The composite effect was not pretty and the 
author was undoubtedly justified in most of his criticism. His work is divided into 
two parts, the first of which deals with the misuse, the second with the evil effects, of 
snuff. (The text is interspersed with quotations from ancient and modern classics; 
these excerpts are given a nicotian significance.) 

The author emphasizes the opinion, widely held by contemporary physicians and by 
moralists, that tobacco-snuffing was essentially a kind of morbid appetite. It w r as 
their common contention that only the medicinal use of snuff was permissible; any 
social use of this remedial sternutatory was, therefore, vicious and depraved. This 
opinion and variations on the theme are iterated with wearying persistence. State-

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merits such as: “seafarers [after introducing the use of tobacco] commenced digging 
their graves with their noses,” snuff was originally a medicine “which style and 
custom has degenerated into misuse,” ladies have acquired “moustaches which na¬ 
ture deprived them of,” and the various contradictory reasons for their snuffing habit, 
given by people in different walks of life, occupy a considerable place in the text. 
The physiological evils, such as loss of smell and hearing, detrimental effects to the 
vocal cords, increased snoring, etc.; the costliness of the doubtful pleasure of snuffing; 
the adulterations practised by snuff manufacturers are among the disadvantages of 
the habit remarked upon by the author.

Magnenus, Paulli and others who wrote against the social uses of tobacco are cited, 
and case histories of the dangerous results of snuffing are given. The author is par¬ 
ticularly unhappy over snuffing by the young. It is true that Bontekoe and Beintema 
van Peima wrote eulogies of tobacco, but they were enveloped in clouds of smoke all 
day. Smoking comes in for its share of disapproval by the author. He ends, in a 
fine fervor, with a peroration to the “gentler sex,” which might also be applied to his 
passages on snuffing: 

Freedom in smoking and brandy drinking goes with freedom in morals . . . Smoke 

destroys virtue and beauty together. But smoke if you must, misguided girls. It

will make you weep, and that is woman’s lot . . . Smoke, gossips and serpent- 
tongues, for tobacco will stop your mouths—for awhile. Smoke, you vain beau¬ 
ties, and see in the smoke a symbol of the mortality of your beauty.

I N HIS dedication to Mrs. Mary Owen, Player remarks that the original poem 
(v. n. 157) was “a piece applauded as the Draught of a Mafterly Genius even by 
King James the Firft ...” [A 2 b ] While both Hausted (n. 244), the first translator 
of Thorius into English, and Player exercise liberties (sometimes essential) with the 
original text, the latter’s version is more faithful to its Latin source. Neither trans¬ 
lator hesitated to alter Thorius’ invocation. 1 Player’s version opens with:

P ROCEEDINGS leading to the canonization of the Servant of God, Father 
Joseph of Cupertino had begun in 1686, twenty-three years after his death. In 
conformity with the prescribed routine in these matters, testimony relating to the 
holy life of the Reverend Father had been taken, examined by the diocesan tribunal 
and presented to the “Congregation of Rites.” An advocate (postulator) and an 
examiner for the apostolic chamber had been appointed, the promotor fidei (function¬ 
ing as the opposing advocate) had presented his opinion, and the introduction and 
continuance of the case had been approved and sanctioned by the Pope. From this 
point on Father Joseph was entitled to the appellation “Venerable.” Thereupon the 
apostolic trial was held, at which evidence was provided that the worthy Father had 
not been publicly worshipped already, lest the proceedings be, perforce, invalidated. 
Various other formal examinations were conducted up to the point where inquiry was 
made as to the personal virtues of, and miracles performed by. Father Joseph. 

This volume contains the testimony presented in this latter part of the investigation. 
It is an intermediate division of the lengthy and involved discussions before cardinals 
et al. (and, at last, the pope), in three assemblies whereby a decision is reached as to 
whether or not the person proposed for beatification and canonization is fully worthy. 
The investigation with which this volume deals was conducted before a congregation 
presided over by Cardinal Casini. Tomaso Montecatini was the advocate, with Fran¬ 
cesco Antoni as associate, and Giovanni Zuccherini as examiner {sub-promotorfidei). 
Prosper de Lambertini 1 was the promotor fidei. 

Under the “more trivial objections” to the deeds of Father Joseph, made by the 
opposing advocate 

§14. It is admitted that the Servant of God used tobacco throughout his life, and

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this fact became so notorious that authors who wrote on the subject, and praised 
tobacco, have used him as an example. Vitagliani in his work concerning the abuse 
of tobacco, 2 says, “The assiduous use of tobacco restrains lust as I myself have 
heard concerning Father Joseph of Cupertino who belonged to the order of St. 
Francis of Assisi, and the fame of whose sanctity is resplendent. Daily he is caught 
up in ecstatic rapture like a bird. Fie uses tobacco not only to keep awake at night 
for vigils, but also to resist the temptation of the flesh and to overcome the danger 
of yielding to human frailty.” 

In a similar work concerning the abuse of tobacco by Stella [n. 309], it is written 
that “the use of tobacco taken in moderation is not only useful but even necessary 
for preachers, monks, brothers and other religious who ought and desire to lead a 
chaste life and repress sensual emotions. Because the natural cause of libidinous¬ 
ness is heat and dampness, and since, with the use of tobacco this cause is dried up, 
the users do not feel these libidinous emotions so vehemently. Tobacco, therefore, 
should not be used by married people. For these reasons [monks, and others] take 
tobacco in imitation of the great Servant of God of our times, Father Joseph da 
Copertino ...” 

§15. In truth the Servant of God abused tobacco as can be proved from many 
things. It is not agreed whether he took it in or outside of church, or before or 
after mass. Since it is possible that he took it either in church or before mass, 
there is a probable contravention of heroic temperance, [as is also inferred from the 
facts that] secondly, he sought the odor in the tobacco [to hide his own emanation 
of divine scent], and thirdly because the seventeenth witness [in the summary, p. 
172 of a preceding convention] said, “For the greater part of the time I kept the 
tobacco in my cell and gave it to him in small quantities, doubting whether it would 
do him harm.” This doubt of doing him harm implies that it was an abuse. 

§16. _hese things and similar things are against his heroic temperance, and many 
authors reprobating the use of tobacco prove this. [A number of authors are cited.] 

§17. In [a decree] of the provincial council of Mexico, 158 5 3 (as confirmed by the 
Holy See), not only priests but all other persons were forbidden to take tobacco 
before mass or before communion, and in the bull of Urban VIII the use of to¬ 
bacco in the church of Seville is forbidden. 4 It is interdicted in our church of the 
Vatican by the “constitution” of Innocent X s under pain of excommunication. 

§18. It may be said that these things are light, but even if that be true, they are 
not unimportant. We are examining the virtues of one proposed for canonization, 
not those of an ordinary person. [A 2 b -A 3 a ] 

The advocates, in defense, agree that many authors have reprobated the use of to¬ 
bacco and refer to the decrees of the councils of Lima and Mexico forbidding its use 
to priests before mass, etc. 

Authorities differ as to whether taking tobacco before the eucharist breaks the 
natural fast. Those who believe that it does, refer to smoking or chewing tobacco;

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there are few who include taking snuff . . . What comes in through the nose is 
not food. If moderation had been used there would be no indecency, but rather 
health for body and mind. The pontifical regulations prohibiting the use of to¬ 
bacco in the churches of Seville and in the Vatican proceeded from the unreason¬ 
able excesses in taking it. Taking tobacco in church is not in itself intrinsically 
bad, for the Pope would not have made the prohibition for particular churches if 
he had meant it as a general rule that it is wrong to smoke in churches. It was 
presumed in the objection [of the promotor fidei ] that the Servant of God abused 
the use of tobacco in church and before mass, but this was not proved by witnesses. 
It must therefore not be presumed. If the assumption that Father Joseph used 
snuff in church and before mass proceeds from the fact that he used snuff at other 
times it is equally to be supposed that he ate and drank in church and before mass 
because he did so at other times. Numerous authors [among whom Vitagliani and 
Monardes are cited] attest the weakening effect on virility caused by the excessive 
use of tobacco. Since the use of tobacco tends to wakefulness and therefore helps 
in nocturnal devotions it is greatly to the credit of the Servant of God that he used 
it and therefore kept awake for prayers. It also repressed carnal desires. 

Vitagliani’s testimony, as cited by the promotor fidei, is repeated to prove why Father 

Joseph used tobacco, and the same author’s opinion reaffirmed, that many who de¬ 
sired a life of chastity made use of tobacco, in imitation of the Reverend Father. 

If the Servant of God suffered a brother monk to store tobacco in his cell and dole 
it out to him, it is obvious that the assertion of intemperance is unfounded. If, 
in this manner, he resisted his desire for snuff, he is entitled to credit for his restraint. 

Cardinals Julius Spinula and De Laurea have attested the divine odor which filled 
the cell of Father Joseph. He used tobacco to conceal this scent, as an act of 
humility. Therefore the argument that the odor of tobacco emanating from him 
proves an excessive use of it, is untenable. n his fragrance [of his body] was very 
like the odor breathed from the shrine of St. Anthony of Padua. Although in a 
closed cell, without ventilation, the pleasing savor from the Servant of God was 
diffused and was noticed by his two confessors [whose testimony is given]. Even 
in illness and death he had the same odor, as the testimony of his physician proves. 
The doctor stated that the effluvium was supernatural, as it did not resemble the 
usual smell . . . His confessor testified that [Father Joseph had] told him . . . 
he began to use scented tobacco in order to change the opinion that there was in 
his cell a particular sweet odor caused by the presence of angels, and that he was 
displeased because others thought him better and more holy than they. His phy¬ 
sician testified that Father Joseph told him that the pleasant odor came from the 
perfumed tobacco which he used. Since the use of perfumed tobacco was not 
adopted as a sensual indulgence, but as an act of profound humility, God, who 
does not leave unrewarded the virtues of his servants, gave to this same scented 
tobacco another singular quality — namely, that it served to repel the odor of sin¬ 
ners, especially of the impure. A monk has testified that the smell of the impure 
nauseated the worthy Father, and that he once found him depressed because a 
sensual person had caused such a stench in his nostrils that he was able to eliminate 
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it only by the use of perfumed snuff. Dishonest people he also recognized by this 
[acute sense of smell]. 

It is therefore to be concluded that he cherished perpetually a desire for humility 
in all things, and if anything marvelous happened to him, in his Christian sim¬ 
plicity, he immediately concealed it. [E 3 a - -F z b ]

Title of Cohausen, 1719 

T HIS treatise is concerned with the various simples which are potable when 
steeped. Cohausen remarks that he had provided a suceedaneum for smoking 
tobacco to a patient suffering from a head cold. He gives the recipe, and notices that 
many distinguished women now smoke a pipe. This is not objectionable if done for 
health’s sake, but it is better to smoke some herb less acrid than tobacco, preferably tea. 
De Mayerne 1 and others prescribed such things as ginger to be smoked, in place of 
tobacco, as a pleasant remedy for catarrh. Tobacco, it is admitted, is of value to 
some as it eliminates the ichorose and synovial fluids. 


1 Sir Theodore Turquet de Mayerne [1573-1655], physician to James I and his family. 
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Unable to persuade his patient to abstain entirely from the dangerous Spanish to¬ 
bacco, the author concocted a snuff substitute. The recipe of this also is provided. 
Cohausen mentions the fact that many women are now addicted to snuffing. He 
will say nothing here of this matter, referring readers to his Latin treatise on the 
abuse of snuffing. 2 He notes that some people carry snuff boxes containing only a 
powder derived from flowers. [E/’-E c b ] 

While admitting the potential value of tobacco for some people. Cohausen considers 
its usefulness impaired by the considerable quantity of sulphur inherent in the plant. 
Many physicians recommend “waterklaver” 3 in place of tobacco for the relief of 
“superfluous humours of the head.” This domestic plant, the doctor announces, 
neither intoxicates nor depresses. If “Westphalian waterklaver” be drunk instead 
of tea, or smoked in place of tobacco, native scurvy will be greatly diminished, and 
the country enriched as money will not be wasted on useless, foreign herbs. [Aa 3 a_b ]

A conventional account of the names and history of tobacco is contained in the open¬ 
ing chapters. The two chief species of tobacco are described, and the varieties grown 
in different places are named. Virginia tobacco is praised as superior to all others. 
The work of Thebesius (n. 493) is one of the principal authorities quoted. Tobacco’s 
remedial value and its palliative effects in hunger and thirst; the superstitious beliefs 
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c. 1720 


of certain Indian tribes, which increased the mental stimulation provided by this 
herb; the use of tobacco for pleasure, the various kinds of pipes used and their pur¬ 
poses, and the smoking customs prevalent in parts of the Orient are among the sub¬ 
jects dealt with in various chapters. Frequent quotations from, or references to, 
familiar authors occur, "he temperaments and types of persons who should use to¬ 
bacco or not are discussed: choleric persons are advised not to smoke; phlegmatic 
persons should. Many writers are of the opinion that smoking would be as beneficial 
to women as it is to men. Commentators do not agree as to the effect of smoking 
upon students. The compiler, himself, would deprive no one of tobacco. 

The universal popularity of tobacco is discussed in a long chapter, which contains 
copious quotations from popular works of travel. The last two chapters deal with 
the abuse of tobacco and the misfortunes resulting from excessive use. Among the 
specific instances cited is an account of a smoking bout between two men; one smoked 
seventeen pipes, the other eighteen before both collapsed.

[PETITION REGARDING THE TOBACCO MONOPOLY.] Seville, c. 1720. 

T HIS plea is addressed to “Exc. mo Senor” 1 by four citizens of Seville and 
its environs. They express dissatisfaction with the administration of the to¬ 
bacco monopoly in Seville, chiefly because of the controller, Don Diego del Rincon, 
whom they accuse of outrageous swindling. He had recently been appointed super- 

1 Perhaps the chief officer of justice at Seville, then Don Manuel de Torres. 
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intendent of the tobacco revenue for a large territory, including Seville and its en¬ 
virons. The supplicants urge that all association with this greedy monopolist be abro¬ 
gated lest harm befall the kingdom. The writers hint that a Utopia would be without 
monopolies, but announce that, as loyal subjects, they would endure the system of 
sole rights if the king benefited from it. 

But Don Diego pays for his ten-year contract only 104,000 pesos, of which but 2,000 
are for the city of Seville. His profits from this revenue there alone are at least 
30,000 pesos a year. Annually a million bundles of tobacco in leaf come to the city 
of Seville; 50,000 pounds of snuff, and 80,000 pounds of Havana tobacco, on which 
Don Diego pays half the tax he should. Then he sells tobacco at a stupendous profit, 
which cripples commerce and competition. 

The writers wax eloquent when pleading for the poor merchants, shipowners, and 
widows of tobacco-vendors, all now facing bankruptcy because of the rapacious Don 
Diego. The value of tobacco as an anodyne to suffering soldiers and sailors, to wTetched 
Indians working in Spanish mines in America, to the almost infinite number of slaves 
and to the poor is feelingly described. 

His Majesty cannot wish that his treasury should be swelled by the tears of such 
sad and poor vassals. Through his Excellency’s mercy and intervention the peti¬ 
tioners pray that Don Diego’s bid may be rejected, and perpetual restraint be 
imposed upon him, so that the commerce of the kingdom and the kingdom itself 
may be saved.

T HE series of grotesqueries and caricatures collected here represent deformed and 
eccentric specimens of humanity. T he illustrations were patterned after a series 
produced by the famous French engraver, Jacques Callot (i5'93" T 63S) anc b the first 
Dutch edition (v. infra) was entitled II Callotto Resuscitato. 1 he brilliant and ex¬ 
quisite technique of the master is skilfully imitated in some of the vignettes but the 
central figures, for the most part, are lacking in harmonious composition and are not 
particularly reminiscent of Callot’s work. 

The letter-press verses to most of the plates are chiefly in Dutch and French, with a 
sprinkling of south German dialects, Plattdeutsch and high German, In a few plates.

only Dutch appears. Illustrations of various kinds of pipes, or of smokers, occur in 
the central parts or the borders of 29 plates.

“Monsieur Piperoux, Director of the great Company 
of Tobacco Merchants of Virginia and Brazil.” The essential portions of the letter- 
press legends in Dutch and French refer to the popularity of tobacco and the demand 
for this herb which has caused it to be transported across the seas. Everyone from 
emperor to beggar now smokes. irginia and Brazil supply ambrosial tobacco. The 
habit, though indulged in by whites, is best suited to the yellow and the black races.

I N THE author’s opinion, the common and popular question “How far is the Ufe 
of Tobacco beneficial or hurtful?” has not yet received a public answer. He 
therefore undertakes to reply to this frequent interrogation, thus ignoring the exist¬ 
ence of numerous earlier “replies.” 

As a physician he has a “particular Regard ... for the Health of all [his] Fellow- 
Subjects.” He proceeds to an examination of the various medicinal uses to which 
tobacco is put, and the occasional disastrous effects of tobacco when employed thera¬ 
peutically, without benefit of professional advice. He considers the physiological re¬ 
sults of chewing, smoking, and snuffing the herb. His opinions on the social uses of 
tobacco are those usually held by physicians: that it is of some value in medicine, but 
that its social use is prejudicial to health.

T IS regulation re-enacts the provisions (with amendments) of one issued in 
1671, here referred to. Tobacco is not to be adulterated with leaves of other 
plants. Prospective dealers must be property-holders and responsible persons; they 
will undergo an examination before being licensed to sell. Employees must be citizens 
of reputable character, work twelve hours daily and not leave their employment with-

out due notice. Employees must pay an employment and a severance fee. Inspectors 
are appointed to supervise these regulations, and other stated rules. 

Tobacco to be weighed before the proper officials. Both buyer and seller will pay 
the established fee for this service. Inspectors will estimate the weight of standing 
crop and assess it. Penalties of a large fine are set for disobedience of any of the 
provisions of this ordinance. 
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Spinners and rollers of tobacco who break their contracts with employers and leave 
the city will be punished upon their return. Unemployed workers may not grow 
tobacco in their own gardens. Smugglers are warned of punishment, and soldiers are 
prohibited from bringing unlicensed tobacco into the city.

T HE learned doctor considers the correct use of snuff important enough to entitle 
the subject to a separate chapter. The instruments of the senses (the nose, ears, 
mouth) he announces, must be kept clean. For this purpose tobacco snuff is useful 
in clearing the nasal passages, but this employment of it should not be permitted to 
degenerate into a social habit. A digression occurs here on the nature of the sneeze, 
called by the ancients a short epilepsy because of its convulsive character. The no¬ 
tions that nasal discharge derives from the brain, or that the brain may become de¬ 
siccated or fuliginous through smoking, are ridiculed. Various matters pertinent to 
the act of sneezing are related by the author. He describes the process of making 
grained ( gekornten ) snuff, “ Spaniels ” (popular in Spain) and various other tobacco 
sternutatories. Hoffmann thinks that the use of snuff is particularly advantageous 
in curing head ailments caused by “moist humors” and in the treatment of certain 
conditions of the eyes and ears. 

Sneeze-powders mixed with balsam and other herbs relieve the nose of germs and 
offensive odors. Such powders have had a beneficial effect in a case of gout. Various 
recipes are provided here. But several authorities have remarked upon the fact that 
a strong powder will cause nasal hemorrhage. Constant and careless use of snuff will 
affect the sense of smell and produce throat ailments and abuse has resulted in deaf¬ 
ness, serious failure of metabolism, in insanity and fatal illness. 

The chapter closes with five precepts for the use of snuff, each repeating cautions 
already propounded by the author. [Z 4 a -Bb 7 a ]

W ITH new times come new customs, ’he nose, which formerly was only the 
organ of smell now has a novel use. Snuff, made from an Indian plant, was 
invented as a pleasure for the nose. ’his is a delight to men. 1 ut it is really a 
dirty habit. Girls and others who like daintiness had better keep it at a distance. 
It has become so widespread a custom that friends offer each other snuff boxes as 
a greeting. Then they praise the snuff, saying, “Who gave it to you?' Not only 
at the cross roads but in the home is the fashion well intrenched. Neither sex nor 
age is spared. To refuse is the gravest social error. 

The poet, revolted by the spectacle, is uttering some grave reproaches against snuffing, 
complaining that it causes him sleepless nights, when his muse appears and bids him 
cease. In mock heroic strain he continues his poem: 

She began to sing the praises of tobacco, telling of its many curative virtues, its 
relief for poisoned wounds, aching teeth, asthma and other ills. I hen he was led 
into spacious halls where great poets were standing, and Apollo was seated with 
tobacco leaves encircling his locks. In his hand the god had an urn, and he took 
from it a pinch of snuff and applied it to his august nose. He advised the author 
to learn more about the divine power and offered him some. Next, the bards and 
poets surrounded him and pressed more and more tobacco on him. e was com¬ 
pletely covered with the yellow dust; indeed, overwhelmed with it. Each had his 
mistress portrayed on the cover of his box: Catullus, his Lesbia; ibullus, his Delia, 
etc. Virgil’s case showed scenes from the Trojan War. 

(These boxes are described in an epic manner, like that employed to explain the 
shield of Achilles in the Iliad.)

T HE traditional historical account of tobacco introduces this work, but, unlike 
the usual casual notice, it is here presented entertainingly by this well informed 
and able writer. This portion includes a notice on the correct pronunciation of the 
word “tobacco” in different countries. An account of the various kinds of tobacco 
raised in Virginia and in different localities of Germany follows, together with a de¬ 
scription of their color, the kinds of ash produced by each, etc. It is noticed that 
Huguenot emigrants settled in the neighborhood of Mannheim where they cultivated 
tobacco. In the chapter on the medical uses of the herb much space is devoted to 
the kinds best adapted to various types of persons: the melancholy should have a 
light tobacco; those with weak eyes should use a stronger and hotter sort, etc. Many 
unfortunates driven from Swabia on account of religious wars went to the West Indies 
and worked on the tobacco plantations. Imposts and taxes on the traffic in tobacco 
have filled many treasuries, and monopolies granted to individuals have proved 
lucrative it is stated elsewhere. 

In a chapter on the uses of tobacco in the realms of morals and literature, it is claimed 
that a pipe of tobacco has brought many a genius to the heights of Helicon. The 
principal use of tobacco in personal economics, the author notes satirically, is to save 
money, for by giving it to one’s guests they no longer desire to eat and drink so much. 
Four chapters are devoted to rebuttal of objections raised by enemies of the plant. 

If men object to the odor of tobacco they show a depraved and effeminate taste. 
If the ladies resent their lovers’ smoking, it is probably because they detect a sensi¬ 
ble decrease in ardor after a liberal indulgence in the habit. Many of the evils 
blamed upon tobacco are in reality to be attributed to its abuse. As to the opinion 
that smoking befogs the brain and prevents thought, this is not proved — in fact 
many men smoke before undertaking mental labor, as Ennius of old used to go 
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PHILONE De Convcrfationibus.

in one chapter, the kinds of pipes used in different countries are discussed; in another, 
the means of, or objects for, lighting pipes. The term vidimus given to the paper 
spill used as a pipe-lighter and the forms of this word are examined. It is the author’s 
opinion that the term came into use because pieces of legal paper (called a vidimus) 
were frequently employed to light pipes. The alternate term, fidibus , is noticed by 
the author (cf. n. 516, Hi)- Whatever is used to light a pipe, says the writer, is a 
vidimus. He advises his readers to excercise care in this regard; the horrible odor of 
an oil lamp excludes it for lighting purposes. Clean, live coals or a burning-glass 
are next best to paper spills. 
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Various rules must be observed in the use of tobacco in society. Both guests and 
hosts have obligations. The latter must observe the rules of precedence in rank 
when lighting pipes. The pipes should be of proper size and color, the tobacco of 
good quality. No well behaved guest will ever throw ashes on the floor! he 
privilege of using tobacco does not excuse one from exercising decorum.

H IS Majesty has explained by letter, 28 November 1721, to the royal Board 
of Trade the necessity of maintaining the system of stamping all imported 
tobacco as required by previous ordinances. This practise has been neglected 
lately. Failure to observe this law will result in increased smuggling and the ruin 
of domestic factories. Citizens have memorialized the last Riksdag suggesting that 
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all incoming roll-tobacco be stamped at the cost and charges of the cities of entry 
which would then be entitled to the stamping-tax. 

Acting upon his Majesty’s orders all tobacco in stock is to be brought to the proper 
authorities for stamping; hereafter tobacco imported is to be stamped either in 
the bonded warehouses or the custom house. The seal is to be changed each month 
in Stockholm and Goteborg, and every six months wherever else in Sweden tobacco 
is entered. Unstamped tobacco is subject to confiscation; rewards are set for the 
discovery of unlicensed tobacco, but no searches are permitted in homes. Stock¬ 
holm, 20 January, 1722.

I N RESPONSE to “feveral Momorials of the Merchants of Briftol, Leverpool, 
and Whitehaven” 1 Brent had been appointed to investigate their complaints of 
custom frauds in the Scotch tobacco trade. 

Having indicated that the merchants of Glasgow were the principal importers of to¬ 
bacco, Brent presents the aggregate customs records for several years. He uncovered 
data showing that from 1 January 1719/20 to the end of December, 1721 more than 
2,500,000 lbs. of tobacco were imported into Scotland without having paid duty. He 
gives factual evidence based upon the entries of nine ships which delivered tobacco 
during the period under consideration. Although unable to examine all the records, 
he nevertheless computes the loss to the treasury through evaded duties at £30,000. 

He anticipates the probable answers which will be made to his charges of wholesale 
fraud and disallows them, offering what appear to be valid arguments to support his 
opinions. He feels that the sources of his information are accurate and that they are 
self-confirmatory. The fraudulent entry of tobacco into Scotland, he concludes, has 
been practised on a large scale. 

In the reply of the merchants of Glasgow, appended to Brent’s report, they deny the 
accuracy of the commissioner’s figures on the ground that the custom house permit 
books are incomplete. They proceed then to discredit any records derived from the 
Glasgow custom house, stating that no law requires permits for goods going overland, 
which makes it impossible to calculate the amount sent into England, etc. etc. 

Furthermore, they state, considerable quantities of tobacco are manufactured into 
rolls for export or home consumption and the consequent increase in the weight of 
this tobacco is not shown on the books. Stalks, too, are sent in from south Britain 
for manufacture with other tobacco into rolls. W 7 hen permits for the disposition of 
this commodity are issued the source of this tobacco is not recorded. 

It is suggested that Brent is guilty of irregularity, if not of deceit, in his method of 
computation; that he has committed some serious errors and that his arguments are 
invalidated by his ignorance of the Scotch tobacco export trade methods, etc. By a 
rather devious process of reckoning they show that duty on all the tobacco they had 
sent into England must have been paid. They assert that they have not been at 
fault; on the contrary the manifold abuses committed in the trade spring from the

T HE first of the “discourses” provided by the compiler of these curious tracts 
deals with “ The Foppifli Mode of taking Snuff.” He implies that so grave a 
matter is not to be treated casually; he descants, therefore, on philosophical, moral. 
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and historical subjects before he leads the reader to his advertised theme. He says 
of snuffing, inter alia-. 

In the primitive Times of taking this exotick, or outlandifh Commodity, it 
was fparingly taken out of a Spring-Pipe fixt to a wooden Box in the Shape of a 
Pear; but now the Mob is as difficult in the Shapes of their Boxes, as in the Man¬ 
ner of taking what they contain. Some will have them circular, others oval, fome 
in the Form of a Parallelogram or oblong fquare, and others as lewd as foppifli, 
made in the Shape of what Nature forms, to bring fuch Beafts into the World. 
On the Inflde of the Lids muft be fixt a Looking-Glafs, to ffiew the Indecorums of 
an ugly Face, a Cupid wounding earts with his low and Arrows, a enus lying 
ready to entertain Mars , or painted with more obfcene and lafcivious Pieces than 
can be ffiewn in Aretine s Poftures. 

But here ends not the Foppiffinefs of our modern Snuff Takers; for when now even 
Carmen and Porters, Chairmen and Hackney Coachmen, Skipkennels, and others 
of our Sham-Gentry get together, the little Eloquence their Illkeratenefs allows 
them, is difplay’d in nonfenfical Harangues on the Goodnefs and virtues of Bur- 
gomot , Spanijh , Bologn , or Scotch Snuff, which laft generally among the inferior 
Fops, bears away the Bell from the others, for Wholefomnefs, becaufe the o- 
bacco whereof it is made, is firft chew’d, next dry d and Imoak d, and then the 
Afhes grounded fine in a Pocket-Wood-Mill . . . [B y b ] 

He comments with great disgust upon the manner in which snuffers partake of a 
pinch and the horrible fashion in which they bestrew themselves with the “yellow 
dust.” 

Our Englijh Women . . . do fo transform the Phyfiogonomy with this nafty Snuff 
that Foreigners take them to be young Soldiers, with long Muftachoes or Whiskers 
.... a Fifh Woman at Billings-Gate, cannot fcold now without a Snuff-Box in her 
fwell’d Paws . . . the Baker’s Wife is in the Fluffing Humour, whilft Mr. Pillory 
her Husband is grinding the Face of the Poor, with light Bread in fine, a Laundry 
Maid can’t iron her Linnen, a Kitchin-Wench bafte her Meat, a Nurfe wafli her 

Sh-1— Clouts, nor a Chamber Maid empty her Clofe-Stool, without a Pinch of 

Snuff forfooth which they crave for, as much as a Bear does for F oney . . , [C/ b ] 

I do not difallow the Ufe of Snuff, if taken in a moderate Way to cleanfe the lead 
or brain; but ... a too frequent Ufe of it, whether plain or icented, is very 
prejudicial to the Health, in opening the Head too much ... in the Opening 
[autopsy] of fome great Snuff-Takers [there] have been found Clods or Lumps of 
Snuff, bigger than Walnuts, or Pigeons Eggs, which have been the foie Caufe of 
their Death, [ C f- C f] 

In the Second Part the first “discourse” is “A New Rod for the SNUFF Takers A 
This, too, is introduced with a philosophical comment whereafter the author con¬ 
tinues his former flagellation. He is convinced that no lady means it who avow, 
that she has renounced “all the finful Luffs of the Flefli” whilst retaining her snuff 
box. He himself could never be deceived by such a creature and intei rupts his dia¬ 
tribe to present some blank verse in mock praise of the "Trench vox. jl he rest of 
the chapter is dull repetition of his earlier railing.

The subject of the thesis is more fully treated in the second chapter. It is the author’s 
opinion that one should not smoke when partaking of food or drink, or directly after 
meals, lest serious digestive disturbances occur. The process of digestion, or chylifi- 
cation, is explained in some detail. Having expounded the matter Heisse then re- 
rnarks that few would advise the use of a purgative or emetic during or after meals. 
Why then, he asks, should one indulge in tobacco at these times? In order to em¬ 
phasize the dangers of indulgence in tobacco at mealtime the author lists the illnesses 
certain to result from this improper use. But he is not opposed to the correct employ¬ 
ment of tobacco — that is, as medicine.

AMONG the annalists of tobacco Labat is awarded a place of major importance. 
A . The subject of tobacco had developed into a considerable body of writing by 
the time he undertook his own survey of this diversified topic, but within the compass 
of a chapter he was able to summarize the chief parts of tobacco’s history. His 
scientific curiosity, intelligence and wit relieved this division of history of the stigma 
of tediousness and his brief but comprehensive account of tobacco was the best pub¬ 
lished up to his day. 

This plant is so peculiar to America that it cannot be cultivated elsewhere with 
the same success. It would seem that the Spanish did not find its cultivation 
established in St. Domingo, Cuba and Jamaica where they spent some time at the 
beginning of their discoveries. They discovered the plant first in 1520 at "ucatan, 
where it grew abundantly around the city [sic] of Tabasco—hence its name.

brought tobacco from the island of Tabaco [Tobago, West Indies] to Europe. This 
island is one of the Antilles and was never Portuguese property, nor was it in¬ 
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habited or cultivated before 1632, when the Holland or Flessingois 4 Company estab¬ 
lished a colony there, giving the island the name of “nouvelle Ovacre.’ 5 This 
was almost a century after tobacco had been known in Europe, [ibid.] 

The author notices that the use of tobacco in Spain and Portugal long antedated its 
introduction by Nicot into France. Reference is made to its importation into taly 
and the names it received there and in France. 

As the Spanish possessed Naples long before the time that Cardinal Santa roce, 
nuncio in Portugal, and Nicolas Jornaboni, nuncio in France, introduced the plan,, 
into Italy, 6 tobacco must have been already known there. But as the American, 
or venereal, disease had been brought over, it was feared that anything from Amer¬ 
ica except gold or silver was corrupt. It needed, therefore, the authority of these 
two prelates to introduce the novelty which already had as many adversaries as 
defenders . . . Tobacco became a veritable apple of discord, arousing great dis¬ 
cussion among the learned and the ignorant . . . Physicians, although they had 
never seen it . . . discussed its powers, properties and nature as if it had been 
known at the times of Galen, Hippocrates and Esculapius; . . . they nevei agreed 
on it, however. Some thought it was cold, and improved it with fragrant herbs; 
others thought it was warm and tempered it with cooling drugs. On only one 
thing did they agree: they gave numerous prescriptions for its preparation and for 
its use depending on the age, strength and condition of the people . . . Different 
persons had to take it in different ways and at different times, every day bringing 
new discoveries. And as many illnesses have their source in imagination, it is mar¬ 
velous to see the amazing cures attributed to the use of tobacco. It went so tar 
that people considered abandoning all other remedies and merely using tobacco. 

Chemists . . . drew oil, salt, spirits and a thousand other trifles out of it, and it 
became a general cure for all things before time enough had elapsed to discover 
what power it really possessed . . . Made into ashes and into powder, and then 
taken as snuff, it cured all sorts of ailments and was a great prophylactic. It was 
recommended in child birth, for melancholy and for insanity, it strengthened 
memory and made the imagination fruitful; scholars were never better able to study 
recondite themes than when they used snuff! [V/MXp] 

The author writes of the assumed virtues of tobacco as a masticatory an-, refers to 
the tale, widely circulated, that a daily half ounce of tobacco sustained soldiers with¬ 
out hunger, thirst and fatigue, for entire weeks. Smokers, however, he notices praised 
tobacco most. Comment is made on the Indian priests who predicted the future only 
when they had inhaled deeply of tobacco smoke. Native physicians, too, needed to 
fortify themselves with this smoke before offering an opinion about their patients. 
Further ills for which tobacco is used as a remedy are mentioned. he fact that 
tobacco acquired the reputation of a panacea, Labat remarks, made many people, not 
otherwise prejudiced about it, regard it with suspicion. He willingly admits, however, 
that the herb has many good qualities and he has convinced himself that it is an 
excellent and swift purgative. [X I a_h ]

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Reference is made to those rulers who opposed the use of tobacco, and the prohibitory 
laws of Eastern monarchs. 

i hese princes preferred to rob themselves of a large income from taxing tobacco, 
rather than permit its use in their realms. Their successors, however, did not follow 
their examples, as is evident from the large sales it has had since in those countries. 
Western monarchs were not so prejudiced against its use. Some merely taxed its 
importation excessively; others considered themselves obliged to have their subjects 
better instructed concerning its powers. James Stuart, King of Great Britain, wrote 
an excellent tract [n. 68] showing the uselessness of tobacco. Christian IV, King of 
Denmark, obliged Simon Paulli, his physician, to publish a work [n. 295] on the in¬ 
temperate use of tobacco. In this he showed that those who used much snuff tobacco 
were subject to loss of the sense of smell, if not other senses as well, and that the smoke 
of tobacco penetrated and corrupted the brain and formed a crust under the cranium, 
as shown by the heads of several smokers which had been opened. [X/ -b ] 

A debate famous in nicotian annals (recorded in n. 448) is described here. Labat 
repeats the statement that the praeses, Fagon, sent another physician as a substitute. 

It was conclusively demonstrated that the constant use of tobacco did shorten life 
. . . But a peculiar circumstance which accompanied this debate set the users and 
sellers of tobacco again at their ease . . . [Fagon’s substitute] put his whole soul 
into his remarks; nothing could be added to what he said against tobacco, and he 
even surpassed the contentions of the respondent so that one never heard such 
final proof of the bad qualities of tobacco. But ... he never ceased to snuff to¬ 
bacco during the entire proceedings! [X 2 b -X 3 a ] 

The invasion by smokers and snuffers of the sacred precincts of the church is noticed 
by Labat, who refers, too, to the papal interdiction of Urban VIII. 

1 his successors had been equally zealous . . . perhaps the bad habit would have 
been destroyed. But since Urban VIII no pope took any steps against this irrev¬ 
erence, perhaps through negligence, perhaps because they had noticed that the evil 
had become more powerful than the means that could be employed against it. 
-dement [innocent] I forbade under punishment of excommunication the use of 
tobacco in the church of St. Peter, but as the Bull did not mention the vestibule 
o the church or any other churches at all, this silence and exception was taken 
for a tacit consent that it might be used in that place and in other churches, and 
even as a kind of repeal of the Bull of Urban VIII . . . [X 3 a ] 

All tobacco grown outside of America is a bastard variety. It is an error ... to 
distinguish in tobacco the male, female, and small species. [He names the four kinds 
recorded in n. 269, and describes each, explaining variations, botany, cultivation in 
long detail, processes of curing, etc.] . . . Most of the tobacco imported from 
America is in rolls, but it is also made up in twists [Tabac en Andouille\ bunched 
[Tabac en Torquette ], and in packets [or bundles] . . . The third kind is seldom 
exported because it has to be prepared in such a way that it would take up too 
much space in a ship, and, because it could easily become damp and rotten, it may 
not be tightly pressed. It is therefore made into snuff-tobacco or into ends which 
are smoked, In America [West Indies] almost no pipes are used; the Spanish, 
Portuguese, many French and English, almost all our negroes and all our Carib- 
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beans smoke ends, or as the Spanish say, cigales [i.e., cigar]. The cigale, or tobacco- 
end, is a little cylinder six or seven inches long and five or six lines ( lignes) in diam¬ 
eter, composed of tobacco leaves cut to this length, wrapped with a piece of leaf 
. They say it is more natural to smoke in this manner, for many reasons . . . 
[The cigales\ are carried about in small leather cases . . . and smoked after their 
repasts . . . [X 3 a -Y 4 a ] 

The author describes the making of snuff, discourses on Spanish tobacco, and advises 
that snuff should be kept in leaden boxes in order to retain its strength. [Y 4 a “ b ] 

A lengthy account of the after-shoots of the plant is given. Though these lack strength, 
Labat remarks they are sometimes mixed with good tobacco. [Y^-Zp] 

This is a custom followed in Brazil by the Portuguese, among the large islands by 
the Spanish, in Virginia by the English, and in San Domingo by the French. Some¬ 
times even third shoots are thus employed. Tie places where this is practised 
have naturally obtained the reputation for having poor tobacco. [Z, a ] 

In conclusion the author gives his opinions on the tobacco trade, and compares the 
beginning of a tobacco plantation with other plantations. He believes that nothing 
but free trade will reestablish the weakened colonies of his country. [Z, a -Z 2 a ] 

Tobacco is easier to cultivate than other plants, and even one year’s crop yields 
fair profit, which cannot be said of a sugar, or other, plantation. Moreover it was 
the former free trade in tobacco which brought many inhabitants to the islands, 
manning them with capable fighters, whereas now that tobacco is taxed and sugar 
is cultivated so much more extensively, the number of inhabitants has been greatly 
decreased. Many memorials concerning this matter have been presented to the 
king and his council. [Z 1 b -Z 2 a ]

After his ordination Labat taught philosophy to secular students at Nancy, but attracted by 
missionary work in America he went, in 1693, to those colonies of the West Indies then under 
French domination. In 1706 he returned, to Italy. 

Labat had a wide reputation as a mathematician and won recognition both as a naturalist and 
as a scientist. His scientific observations treated comprehensively and accurately of the soil, 
trees, plants, fruits and herbs of the islands. He also explained the manufactures then in exist- 
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ence and pointed out means for the development of commercial relations. (<Catholic Encyclo¬

Efforts to revive Swedish commerce began shortly after the treaties (1719-1721) which 
concluded the exhausting wars with Sweden’s neighbors. A considerable part 01 the 
reconstruction program was assigned to an industrialist, Alstrom, among whose plants 
was a tobacco-spinning factory. This was succeeded by many others within the next 
decade. In 1724 the Board of Trade valued the importation of tobacco at three and 
a half tons of gold. In an effort to curtail the wholesale entry of this commodity, the 
cultivation of tobacco was encouraged in every province where the plant could be 
grown, and a handbook of instructions issued by the Board.

AS a complement to the snuff epic of his friend Baruffaldi, (n. 494) Arisi com- 
jfl posed this poem on the smoking and chewing of tobacco. The poetic style 
selected, he says in his preface, is the dithyramb — the metre employed by the reeks 
in their worship of Bacchus. This form, he notices, is particularly appropriate to 
himself and his friends, who are all “Arcadians.” 1 The poem is divided into two 
trattenimenti. Tobacco is accorded extravagant praise by the author because of the 
marvelous remedial properties credited to it. The history and botanical varieties of 
the plant are described. 

It is in his annotations, essential to a complete understanding of his poem, that Arisi 
provides a chronicle of tobacco and explains its many uses, -his is a conventional 
account, except that a few unfamiliar authors are referred to for various comments 
on the plant’s history. Among these are Mascardi, who called tobacco L amabil 
Erba,” “the amiable herb” (in his Prolusioni Etichef and Lanzoni, whose work, 
Avversari , 3 is cited in relation to the nomenclature of the plant. From the frequent 
references made to Magnenus’ work (n. 234) it is evident that Arisi thought it most 
important. Commenting on the vile odor acquired by tobacco chewers, as observed 
by Balde (n. 262), Arisi remarks that this stench may be a valid ground ior divorce. 
He quotes from Vitagliano’s De Abusu T abac chi 4 on this matter. Historical informa-

tion provided by Oelschlaeger, Magnenus, Stella 5 and Baruffaldi is repeated in these 
annotations.

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The poet interrupts his prosy discourse to mention that Baruffaldi wrote of snuff 
because he neither smoked nor chewed. But he himself has never been able to ac¬ 
custom himself to using tobacco for pleasure. Occasionally he would chew it after 
soaking it in water for six days. II Tabacco, however, was composed to relieve the 
tedium of three autumns spent in a dull place — not because of any love of the plant! 

Neander is given as a source of information for the reader interested in the medicinal 
uses of tobacco. Some commentators, Arisi observes, have credited the devil with 
tobacco’s origin, but he feels that there is inadequate authority for this belief. He 
quotes, in this connection, from Antonio Masino’s Scuola del Christiana . 6 '.lie Persian 
water pipes are discussed and Everard (n. 32) referred to for information on the smok¬ 
ing apparatus of the Indians of Florida. 

The poet inserted, in his annotations, numerous composite words, such as “Tabacchi- 
fumifera,” which, he explains, are suitable for the dithyrambic form of verse. Other 
poets, like Redi, he says, have employed ornate terms which Horace labeled ‘sesqui¬ 
pedalian.” The word “ Peticoli,” for instance, means “lovers of tobacco” Balde 
(nos. 242, 262) wrote some verses containing the phrase “Peticolarum Senatu.' 

In his concluding notes Arisi cites Neander and Mascardi 7 on the voluminous clouds 
of smoke poured forth by tobacco lovers; refers to smoking as “celestial manna,” and 
quotes Stella’s citation of Pietro della Valle’s Voyages in which are discussed the smok¬ 
ers of Constantinople who were able to blow smoke from their nostrils and ears!

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The letter-press legend of the plate reproduced is a short poem, in a philosophic strain, 
comparing smoke and the pipe with life. The inscription in the frame is in the same 
tenor: “The splendor of this world is what I am making here: smoke.’

T HE author commences his account with some of the names by which tobacco is 
known, and remarks that it is common in French gardens. It has, he says, been 
described by so many earlier authors that he will not detain the reader with a long 
account of it. 

If the Trade of Tobacco had been free, as it was fome Years ago, I could have faid 
fomething more fatisfying upon this Subjedl; but as we are not permitted to buy 
any but at the Office, it is for that reafon I lhall treat of it only under thofe different 
Names it is there call’d by. We buy two forts of Tobacco of the Farmers, to wit, 
in Roll and in Powder. That in Roll is diftinguifh’d by feveral Names; as, the 
Brajil Tobacco , which is a black Tobacco , of the Size of one’s Finger. The fecond is 
in a dry reddifh Leaf, roil’d the Thicknefs of a large Cane, and is call’d Saufage- 
Tobacco , from being like a Saufage in Shape. There is another fort in this Form that 
comes from Holland. The third kind is that call’d Dieppe Tobacco, and is a little 
black Roll, of the Thicknefs of a Child’s Finger, or thereabout. There are feveral 
other forts of Tobacco , as thofe of Virginia , St. Domingo , &c. 

As to the Tobacco in Powder or Snuff, fcented and unfcented, there are fo many 
forts, it is impoffible to treat of them all . . . [N 3 b ] 

Du Tertre’s description (n. 299) of the four kinds of tobacco cultivated in the Antilles 
is quoted, after which follows a brief account of tobacco husbandry, chemistry and 
nicotian therapeutics.

Art. 20 imposes double the ordinary fine for damaging tobacco 
fields, which are to be guarded by the local wardens in the same manner as other

This is the earliest piece dealing with the Lorraine tobacco monopoly in the Arents library. 
The only earlier one found recorded is that of June 26, 1699, Letters-Patent of the Duke of 
Lorraine, granting rights to the wholesale trade for eight years. This is referred to by Gondolff 
(pp. 473 and 563), who states that the grant was transformed into a lease in January,i7oo, 
and that the negotiations of the Farm of France to obtain the Lorraine monopoly in order to 
prevent smuggling across the frontier were unsuccessful because the ducal council set too high 
a store by the cultivation of tobacco to consent to its suppression. He supplies no dates in con¬ 
nection with the latter statement and it is difficult to determine from the available material 
the exact relationship between the two Farms before the period beginning in 1737, but details 
which shed intermittent light on its varying status are given in nos. 565, 582-A, n. 2, 585, 
588-A, at n. 1, 603, looi-B, etc.

(details of this lease are given in Gondolff, pp. 511-512) which had only 3 years and 
8 months to run, had granted the monopoly of the sale of snuff and granulated to¬ 
bacco in Bort to Antoine Dulac, merchant of that city, for 4 years and 8 months, 
upon the latter’s agreement to take a definite amount annually at specified prices. 
Duplessis, sous-fermier for Limoges, had Dulac’s lease cancelled at the expiration of 
the 3 year 8 month period. An arbitrator decided that Dulac should pay De Moulin 
the balance due on merchandise delivered, plus the basic cost of additional amounts 
sufficient to make up the quota agreed upon, prorated for the actual duration of his 
monopoly, stocks on hand to be credited to his accounts

rhe prevailing belief that the Farmers’ right to preemption w'as restricted by law to 
manufactured tobacco arose from long-standing trade practises of this district (v. n. 
342, Art. 15). Few planters availed themselves of the right, granted them by the 
ordinance {ibid., Arts. 17 and 19), to make up their own tobacco into rolls or export it. 
Because of a system of credit extension, not obtainable from the sub-Farmers {cf. n. 
605), the planters sold their crops to middlemen, who frequently allowed them ad¬ 
vances to finance the current planting, in exchange for a flat price for succeeding crops. 
Groups of these middlemen, for whom no provision had been made in the ordinance, 
arranged for the manufacture and exportation of this local tobacco, controlling the 
market prices. The Act of May 3, 1712, was designed to break this coalition and 
divert into the coffers of the monopoly the profits to be derived from dealing directly 
with the cultivators and making up the local leaf in monopoly factories. Gondolff (p. 
414) states that the shortage of provisions for the Farm, caused by curtailed importa¬ 
tion and domestic production in 1710 and 1711, formed the immediate basis for the 
passage of this Act, which encountered lively opposition in the affected territory. {V.

without being accompanied by two representatives of the monopoly, etc. (Gondolff, pp.

The charter of the Tinsmiths Guild gave its members the exclusive right to work in 
this metal. They had been guilty, however, of seizing rasps made entirely of ivory or 
walnut as well as those of tin, or having tin grating surfaces. Because of the high cost 
of manufactured snuff or the desire for greater freshness of the product, snuff-graters 
in wide variety were to be had in many kinds of aris shops at this period, including 
tin ones at tinsmiths’.

“It is necessary in the interests of the tobacco Farm,” the monopolist stated in his pe¬ 
tition for this ruling, “to set an example which embraces the contractors for the stage¬ 
coach and postal system in the county [of Burgundy], because the main stream of 
illicit traffic flows through the Farm from that vicinity, owing to its proximity to 
Franche-Comte.” Owners and managers as well as drivers of coaches were liable to 
prosecution under Art. 13 of n. 553. The accused in this case held the contract for the 
Paris to Lyons system; he had allowed packages of tobacco to be accepted and had 
listed them without obtaining waybills from the monopoly; and his regular coachman 
for the run had twice been indicted for fraud.

hands of the same group. Dominated by a certain Maynon, 1 this group had up to this time

this Farm be separated from the others ( v. n. 350, concluding paragraph). Filtz’s lease was 
cancelled in mid-course ( v . notes on the second variant printing of n.

Eleven pages of this document list the legal steps taken before the final decree was obtained, 
and four more cite additional instances of similar illicit activities on the part of religious 
institutions.

The government, in return 
for this opportunity of converting some of its obligations, undertook (Edict of De¬ 
cember, 1717 — French, n. 617) to subsidize the new enterprise by guaranteeing the 
stipulated 4% interest 1 on the Compagnie d’Occident stock. The requisite covering 
fund of 4,000,000 livres was to be derived from the Crown’s assured annual revenue 
from various monopoly leases: one-half of it from that of the controle des actes and 
one-fourth from that of the postal system. The remaining fourth was to come from 
the lease-price of the tobacco Farm, then held by Guillaume Filtz at 2,200,000 livres 
for the current year (v. n. 568, concluding paragraph). 

In the present edict, the allocations to this security fund of revenues from the first 
two mentioned monopoly leases are cancelled; and the 3,000,000 represented thereby, 
as well as the original 1,000,000 already provided for (in other words, the entire 
4,000,000 livres fund), is to be derived from the tobacco monopoly lease, which, by 
an adroit transaction.

this collection are alluded to directly or indirectly in the present Act. The government had 
authorized issue upon issue of millions of shares of Compagnie des Indes stock and vast quanti¬ 
ties of worthless paper currency. Unparalleled speculation had ended in the complete collapse 
of Law’s system, involving the resources of the entire realm (he himself had fled the country 
in December, 1720). On January 5, 1721, the farming of the national revenues had been taken 
out of the Company’s hands, with the exception of the lease of the tobacco Farm, which it 
retained. Failing in its obligations to supply the kingdom with tobacco ( v. n. 573 at n. 3), the 
Company had not held a sale after June, 1720 ( cf. n. 589, Art IX). Others had, therefore, 
either by fraud or by paying duties in banknotes, brought in enough to glut the market for 
several years to come. In this state of chaos there seemed to be nothing to do but return 
to the old form of monopoly, and, despite the previous agreement (n. 579-A, at n. 2) the last 
of the privileges of the Compagnie des Indes was hereby withdrawn (v. n. 608).

Because of the enormous expenses involved in the reestablishment of the monopoly— 
the Compagnie des Indes having been so lax in patrolling frontiers that conservation 
of the revenues was completely out of hand—Duverdier to pay only 1,300,000 livres 
for the first 13 months of the nine-year-one-month lease of the tobacco monopoly, 
including the droit de marque (v. n. 591 and n. 1 there), 1,800,000 for the second year, 
2,500,000 for the third, 2 and 3,000,000 for each of the last six. If the prohibition 
against planting (n. 591, Art. XXII) is revoked, the price will be reduced by 500,000 
livres per year, 3 and if the lease is broken, 4 Duverdier’s successor shall pay him 
2,000,000 livres annually throughout the remainder of the term, as indemnity for losses 
incurred.

I N HIS epistle to the same dedicatee addressed in his De Pica Nasi (n. 504) the 
author explains that this work is a continuation of his earlier one. Together, he 
says, they provide a complete treatment of the subject of snuffing. A further dedica¬ 
tion to his friend Domino Gaudentio Nasoboni, 1 whom he regards as the ornament of 
tobaccophiles, contains the fervent hope that this satire will convert him from his un¬ 
pleasant habit. The work itself (in prose) is replete with quotations from, and paro¬ 
dies or imitations of, classical writers: Juvenal, Persius, Horace, et al. 


1 This “master rejoicing in a good nose” is not identified by the author. 
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In the naive extravaganza composed by Cohausen he imagines himself transported to 
Parnassus for the annual festivities of the dwellers there. Apollo has approved of his 
De Pica Nasi and placed it in the Parnassian library. The muses and great poets 
welcome the author, but during the festivities the immortals are disturbed by a tumult 
at the foot of the heavenly abode. Mercury finds, upon inquiry, an enraged multitude 
of snuff lovers who complain that they have been calumniated by Cohausen. They 
clamor for redress through Apollo. 

The god expresses anger that mortals should criticize a book of which he had approved. 
He is dissuaded, however, from annihilating the intrusive mob. Instead, Mercury is 
sent, accompanied by two satyrs, to collect the noses of the snuff takers assembled 
below, where the amputation is painlessly performed. The grotesque collection of 
organs is then brought before the august assemblage of gods and poets to see if the 
poet has libeled snuffers. 

When Apollo and his companions find that the condition of the noses are as abominable 
as Cohausen proclaimed, the satyrs return them in haste, with Apollo’s orders that 
the complainants depart. The satyrs unload the noses in a heap; whereupon each of 
the snuffers, hastening to reclaim his or her own, seizes the wrong one. Most of the 
noses were grievous misfits, and when the distressed snuffers returned to their homes 
they were unrecognized. Wives turned away their husbands; children denied their 
fathers. The quacks and physicians, called upon to repair the damage, were incom¬ 
petent to help, whereupon the despairing victims appealed, en masse, to Apollo. He 
permitted them to bathe their noses in the Helicon, whereupon each received his own 
again, purified of the defilement of snuff'. Whether they will use them more sanely, 
the author observes, will be seen in the future.

An A6I for repealing the Duty laid upon Snuff, by an A 61 made in the 
Eighth Year of Her late Majefty’s Reign, and for afcertaining the Rates 
according to which the remaining Duties are to be paid . . . 

B Y AN Act of 8 Anne (1710), a duty of 3.1. over other duties, for every lb. of 
foreign snuff imported, was imposed from 6 February 1709 for 32 years. This 
act had since been made perpetual. In consequence of which great quantities of 
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snuff have been clandestinely entered into the kingdom. It is therefore enacted 
that the duty of 2 s - on snuff shall cease, after 31 May 1726. 

Other duties upon snuff imported are now payable according to the value sworn by 
the importers, which has been found to be unequal, and detrimental to the revenue. 
The ad valorem rates on snuff are, therefore, repealed after the same date. 

Snuff is hereafter to pay the old subsidy granted by the Act of tonnage and pound¬ 
age of 12 Charles IX [1660]. All snuff imported in British ships from any of the 
plantations in America shall be rated at is. 6 d. per lb.; all snuff imported from 
Italy, Spain, Portugal and other foreign parts, except France, to be rated at 5 r. 
per lb. [No rate is specified for French snuff. Provisions for further payments on 
snuffs subject to regulations of the old subsidy; details for drawback of duties, etc. 
are given.]

I N THE section of “Rules of Health” for the guidance of ministerial candidates the 
learned American divine discusses a matter which must often have puzzled theology 
students, and which was frequently debated by the pious: 

VIII. Shall I Jmoke Tobacco? Anfwer; Be fure Not , if I can help it . . . w in the 
Dutchy of Berguen , People may not Smoke, without purchafing a Licenfe for it. 
If you were to purchafe of me a Licenfe for it, I know not how high Terms I fliould 
hold you to. If you want an Hydragogue, there is one preferrible in chewing fome 
fuch Thing as a bit of Maflich; which would alfo whiten your Teeth, and fweeten 
your Breath , which Tobacco poifons. If once you get into the way of Smoking, 
there will be extreme hazard, of your becoming a Slave to the Pipe-, and ever Infati- 
ably craving for it. People may think what they will; But fuch a Slavery, is much 
below the Dignity of a Rational Creature ; and much more of a Gracious Chriftian 
. . . There can be no Apology for your taking up the flovenly Practice, and the 
Pains that muff be taken to conquer the Poifon , if you are not well advifed and 
allured, That your Health requires it. But I fhall only reci te what you will find in 
Two very confiderable Writers, that you may form the better Judgment upon it. 
The One of thefe Writers is Magnenus ; [2] who tho’ he be a mighty Friend to the 
XJfe of Tobacco , yet acknowledges, ‘That it is not eafy to relate, what are the Dam¬ 
ages, which the Inordinate and Immoderate Ufe of this Fume does bring with it;

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The Europeans at the Cape look upon the Hottentots to be much better Judges of 
Tobacco than themfelves: And I believe the Hottentots are fo. hey will, by Smoak- 
ing a Pipe of a Parcel of Tobacco, difeover its good or bad Qualities to a wonderful 
Nicety r , and give you a Detail of ’em, which, when you come to fmoak the Tobacco 
your felf, you find in every Particular true. For this Talent they" are not in a 
little Efteem among the Europeans at the Cape , who hardly ever purchafe a Parcel 
of Tobacco there, till a Hottentot has fmoaked a Pipe of it and pafs’d his J udge- 
ment. I have often made Ufe of ’em my felf in the Capacity of Tobacco-Triers . . . 
They are very" proud of this Office; and they difeharge it, indeed, with wonderful 
Abilities. 

A Hottentot will not enter into the Service of an European , unlefs Tobacco be made 
Part of his Wages. He mull have a certain Allowance of Tobacco every Day, or 
’tis in vain to treat with him. And if the Portion it is agreed he lhall receive daily, 
is but withheld for one Day", he becomes reftive and untradtable; and upon the like 
Usage the Day" after, throws up the Cudgels, demands his other Plire, and can 
hardly" be perfuaded to ftrike a Stroke for fuch a Mailer.

Formerly dakka alone had been employed, 
but tobacco was found to have “a fpeedier and kinder Effect.” 3 [Ill, A 2 a ; I, I 6 b in

Mothers accustom their babes, whom they" carry on their back, to the fumes of dakka 
or tobacco by enveloping them in the smoke. When the child is weaned, at about 
six months, the pipe is placed for a brief time in its mouth until it becomes thoroughly 
accustomed to, and has developed a liking for, tobacco or dakka. [II, D 3 a (Illustrated 
with a cut); I, L 2 a ~ b in n.

And for the Encouragement of faithful and able Minifters, labouring in the 
Work of the Gofpel, to come and refide in this Province . . . a Tax . . . of Forty 
Pounds of Tobacco per Poll, be Yearly . . . Levied upon every Taxable Perfon, 
within each refpedlive Parifh . . . [to] be paid and allowed to the Minifter of each 
refpebtive Parifh . . . And every fuch Minifter is hereby required ... to ap¬ 
point and conftantly to keep a Clerk of fuch Parifh-Church, and to pay . . . [him] 
the Sum of One Thoufand Pounds of Tobacco Yearly . . . [I] [Fd] 

Ministers, priests and magistrates are enjoined from performing the marriage cere¬ 
mony contrary to the tenets of the Church of England under penalty of fine of 5000 
lbs. of tobacco. Further penalties of fines, from 100 to 1000 lbs. of tobacco, are pro¬ 
vided for various infractions of the provisions of this act. [Fy-G p]

(Sessions of March-April, 1707) 

. . . for fome Years paft, it has been a frequent Practice, by feveral Merchants 
and other Inhabitants, as well of this Province, as of the Province of Penfilvania 
and the Territories thereunto belonging, to export by Land from the upper Parts 
of this Province into Penfilvania and the Territories thereof, great Quantities of 
Tobacco/ 21 without paying or fecuring to be paid, the Duties and Cuftoms due 
thereon, by the Statutes of England , and the Laws of this Province, to the great 
Prejudice of Her Majefty, and the feveral Perfons Interefted in the faid Duties, 
and the Trade of this Province . . . [The practise is henceforth prohibited, under 
penalty of fine, unless the exporter has a certificate showing all duties paid.] [Op -1 ’] 

(Sessions begun 27 October 1713) 

The preamble to the Act for the relief of debtors states that honest persons, being 
indebted in tobacco, have made tender of this commodity to their creditors. The 
latter being sometimes unable to dispose of the proffered tobacco have refused to 
accept it, or so far delayed the acceptance of it as to subject the tobacco to damage 
and the debtor to uncertainty and further hardship. It is therefore enacted that when 
a debtor has offered tobacco in payment which is refused by his creditor or agent, the 
former may, between 1 November and the last day of March, make oath of the fact 
before a justice. This official will then appoint two “fufficient Perfons” to decide 
whether or not the tobacco be merchantable and fit to discharge the debt. If it be 
such they are empowered to mark the casks to the creditor’s account, weigh the hogs¬ 
heads (which must be 500 lbs. neat, or more), and sufficient tobacco thus allocated to 
the creditor shall for ever after discharge the debt. Further provisions are made for 
notifying the creditor, storing the tobacco, charging costs against a creditor who sues 
a debtor, releasing from imprisonment debtors who possess merchantable tobacco, 
etc. [R, l ’-R 2 b ] 

(Sessions begun 22 June 1714) 

In the Act for “relieving the Inhabitants of this Province from fome Aggrievances in 
the Prosecution of Suits at Law,” it is pointed out that during the late long and ex¬ 
pensive war, planters have suffered greatly and some have been utterly ruined by 
losses at sea when their only staple produce, tobacco, was captured by the enemy. 
Furthermore the European markets have been partly closed, as export to France and 
Spain was in great measure prohibited. Many planters have, therefore, become greatly 
indebted for simple necessities and no prospect appears whereby they may extricate 
themselves from their deplorable conditions. These are very much aggravated by 
their being sued and brought to Annapolis from the remotest parts of the province.

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to their manifest oppression and impoverishment. Therefore, they are daily remov¬ 
ing themselves to plantations and colonies where they are far less serviceable to her 
Majesty and her revenue of customs of tobacco. It is hereby enacted that all per¬ 
sons having any personal claim or demand against any inhabitant of this province 
wherein the original debt or damages do not exceed the value of £20 or 5000 lbs. of 
tobacco shall, by virtue of this act, be obliged to sue and implead their several and 
respective debtors in the county courts where such debtors reside, and not elsewhere, 
on penalty of being non-suited. Provisions are made for alteration of that portion of 
the law which prohibits county justices from hearing cases involving more than £100 
or 30,000 lbs. of tobacco. Further details deal with the methods of suing, payments 
of protested bills, special bail, and the fact that this act does not apply to persons 
absconding or leaving their county. The act to endure from this session of Assembly 
for a term of three years and to the end of the session subsequent to said term. [T I a -T 2 a ]

(Sessions begun 26 April 1715) 

Plantation owners are required to build a good, tight storehouse sufficient to contain 
all their tobacco. Tobacco received by them must be safely stored up to the period 
of a year from date of receipt. They are liable for damage to the tobacco arising 
from carelessness, etc. If the sheriff seizes tobacco received in payment of debt, pro¬ 
vision is made whereby the creditors may force repayment from the debtors. It is a 
felony to alter the hogshead markings of any stored tobacco, or to change the quality 
of the tobacco stored, without written permission of the person for whom the to¬ 
bacco is intended. The time limitation of this last provision is set at one year and 
a day. In order to prevent fraudulent practises in packing tobacco in hogsheads, it 
is enacted that no one shall conceal therein any frostbitten tobacco, nor trashy ground- 
leaves, small scrubs, stalks, stems, wood, stones, dirt, or any other kind of trash or 
decayed tobacco. Nor may a planter practise any “fuch Packing [which] falls within 
the antient common receiv’d Notion of what falfe Packing hath been hitherto reputed 
to be . . .” 

In order to forestall complaints that it will work hardship to throw away small, 
scrubby tobacco and ground-leaves, planters are permitted to pack such tobacco pro¬ 
vided that they declare to the purchaser the nature and quality of the cask’s contents. 
[Aa/-Bb i a ]

Sheriffs are restrained from seizing any tobacco unstript, or cashed, except for public 
levies, including the 40 lbs. per poll for maintenance of ministers. Sheriffs seizing 
tobacco in excess of that justly due are subject to penalty of fine of 2000 lbs. of to¬ 
bacco. When the damages claimed in any trespass case exceed 4000 lbs. of tobacco, 
sheriffs are required to limit bail bond to 8000 lbs. o tobacco, &c., &c. [Bbj b —Cc 2 a ] 

In the Act for regulating ordinaries (a. n. 466) and houses of public entertainment, 
justices are empowered to grant licenses to innkeepers and such others who maintain 
reputable houses for the conveniences of travelers. Keepers in the city of Annapolis 
are to pay 1000 lbs. of tobacco yearly to the Lord Proprietor; all other places in the 
province 500 lbs. Numerous provisions are included relating to the number of beds 
required, maintenance of stables, etc. [Zz /-Aaa /] 

(Sessions begun 28 May 1717) 

The law made for ascertaining the gauge of tobacco hogsheads has been found in- 
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effectual. The Assembly considers that the failure to comply with the law has been 
the fault of the gauge. It has been found by experience that the gauge tended to the 
ruin of the traders, as the chief part of the tobacco of Maryland is so light and chaffy, 
that it has been wholly impracticable and, in a manner, impossible to pack or prize 
it in a hogshead of the late gauge of 30 inches in the diameter of the head, as would 
suffice for the payment of freight and other charges arising thereon. The shippers of 
such small hogsheads have frequently entailed debts owing to the smallness of the 
quantity of tobacco contained therein. For remedy of which it is enacted that any 
person who may suspect or discover any hogsheads of tobacco exceeding 48 inches in 
the stave, 32 inches diameter of the head within the croze, or 37 inches diameter in 
the bulge, on any accident or pretense whatsoever — 36 inches being supposed a 
competent gauge — is to call to his assistance any justice of the peace, or other officer, 
and in his presence mark the suspected cask with a broad arrow. Those casks found 
to exceed the gauge shall become the property of the informer, together with the 
contents of tobacco. But the informer is required to pay to the examining officer the 
sum of ioj. currency for each cask examined whether it exceed the gauge or not. 
Justices or officers who refuse to accompany informers for the examination of suspected 
casks are liable to fine. None to remove nor alter the mark of tobacco seized before 
examination and judgment by the attending officer. The weight of the empty hogs¬ 
head is to be cut or marked thereon, within 5 lbs., under penalty of 600 lbs. of tobacco 
for every hogshead not so marked. The value of the hogshead alone is set at 40 lbs. 
of tobacco, which shall be paid the owner, to be added to the neat weight of the to¬ 
bacco. 

The inhabitants of this province having been much abused by the cropping, cutting, 
lessening, etc. of the tobacco in hogsheads shipped as freight, it is enacted that 
masters of ships are responsible for the tobacco and that if any reach Great Britain 
showing loss, they shall be fined, provided action is brought within two years after 
the date of the bill or bills of lading. Furthermore, the securities of such a master 
are liable to make satisfaction for any cutting, defacement or impairing of hogsheads 
shipped to Great Britain. As the enlargement of the hogsheads will bring about a 
proportionate increase in the exportation of tobacco, the duty on each hogshead is 
increased to 15 d. instead of lid. The application of the money so raised is explained, 
as is the manner of paying the duty. An account is given of the payments made to 
the late Benedict Leonard [Calvert], Lord Baron of Baltimore, in discharge of quit- 
rents, fines for alienations, etc., which he had accepted in tobacco. Upon his death 
the rents became payable in money to his estate, but the scarcity of ready money 
made it impossible to continue such payments. The late Lord Baron’s son, Charles, 
having signified to the General Assembly his willingness to accept an additional duty 
of Gd. sterling per hogshead in full satisfaction of his quit-rents, etc., it is enacted 
that there shall be levied 2 s. per hogshead of tobacco exported out of the province. 
As this brings the total duty on tobacco exported out of the province to js. 9d. 
sterling the hogshead, which the Assembly regard as a great burden on the trade, it 
is enacted that the Act of the Assembly, at the sessions begun 22 June 1713, laying 
an imposition of 3d. per hogshead on tobacco, is hereby repealed. Owners of tobacco 
cargoes on which duty has been paid and which are lost at sea, have the privilege of 
re-shipping without paying additional duties, &c., &c. This act to continue until 29 
September 1720. 3 [AaaA Bbb 2 b ]

An additional imposition of 3d. sterling per hogshead over and above all present duties 
is imposed on all tobaccos hereafter exported out of the province, for every lot of 400 
lbs., to be paid by the masters of ships to the naval officers. Half of this duty is to 
be applied to the use of county schools; the other half for the use of Charles Calvert, 
lieutenant-governor. If tobacco on which such duty has been paid shall be lost, an 
equal quantity may be shipped without repayment of this duty. he act to continue 
until 29 September 1721 only. [Kick/- 13 ]

The tobacco trade in the province being reduced to a very mean circumstance, a 
bounty of 50 lbs. of tobacco is offered for every hundredweight (or pro rata) of mer¬ 
chantable hemp made in the colony. T he bounty is to be assessed upon the taxable 
persons within the county where the hemp is made. [Ttti b - 5 tt/] 

This volume contains several hundred other references dealing with the use of tobacco 
as legal tender for taxes, debts, public salaries, etc. prior to the establishment of a 
paper currency in Maryland (1733). 4 Among these the following are of especial in¬ 
terest: sheriffs who conveyed public letters or pacquets were allowed payments for 
their service in tobacco, from 1500 lbs. for Ann-Arundel county to 600 lbs. for Balti¬ 
more and other counties [Q/]. No appeal, or writ of error, from county courts was 
allowed when the case involved less than £6 sterling, or 1200 lbs. of tobacco [S x a ]. 
A conviction of adultery would cost the culprit £3, or 1200 lbs. of tobacco, and hab 
that sum for a conviction for fornication [X 2 a ]. I he pay for a major-general of foot- 
soldiery, chief commander in the field, was 3000 lbs. of tobacco per month; that o a 
private soldier 300 lbs.; a colonel of horse 2300 lbs.; a private trooper 600 lbs. re¬ 
spectively [Dd 2 a ]. Members of the Council were allowed 150 lbs. of tobacco per day; 
delegates and burgesses of the Assembly, 140 lbs.; provincial justices 140 lbs. and 
county justices 80 lbs. per day during the days of their attendance or service [Zz t a ]. 
The legal fee for publication of banns and marriage at the minister’s dwelling-house, 
was 100 lbs. of tobacco, or 6s. 8 d. current money, and no more [Ddd 2 b ]. In an effort 
to prevent clandestine running of tobacco into any neighboring colonies, all were pro¬ 
hibited from transporting tobacco without first entering it with the proper officers 
[Ooo 2 b ]. In order to restrain the evil practises of attorneys and to ascertain their 
tobacco-fees, an act set the legal rate they might charge. 1 he highest fee allowed 
was 600 lbs. for bringing an action in the high court of chancery and court of vice¬ 
admiralty, or for bringing a writ of error or appeal before the governor and council . 
Where the sum to be recovered was less than 2000 lbs. and the action brought in a 
county court, the fee was to be 100 lbs. of tobacco only. No attorney was permitted 
to charge more than 100 lbs. of tobacco for consultation only [C3c 2 ‘ b ; 1 3^2 ]• It is 
shown by the records of St. John’s parish that the 40 lbs. per poll levied for ministers, 
on 1336 taxable persons amounted to 53,440 lbs. 01 tobacco, besides perquisites

AMONG the several acts relating to tobacco contained in this volume is one in- 
L creasing the bounty for growing hemp to 100 lbs. of tobacco for every hundred¬ 
weight. The tobacco trade was then again “reduc’d to very mean Circumftances ...” 
(C/J n. 652, Session begun 23 September 1723.) [B 2 b ] 

In the Act for the speedy and effectual printing of the Laws of the Province , by William 
Parks of Annapolis, and for his encouragement, it is noted that at a former session of 
the General Assembly, March 1726, Parks was instructed to print the public laws, 
speeches and answers at the opening of each session, and to be allowed 2000 lbs. of 
tobacco therefor by each county. Parks, having complied, received his 2000 lbs. from 
some counties, but in others the justices, through misapprehension of the said resolu¬ 
tion, refused to allow and pay the same. It is therefore enacted that the commis¬ 
sioners of the several county courts of the province are empowered and directed to 
make the allowance of 2000 lbs. of tobacco in the levy, from each county, for the said 
William Parks for his services. Those counties which neglected to pay last year shall 
now do so. The act to remain in force until 21 March 1732. [D T b ] 

1 he rector, vestrymen and wardens of St. Paul’s parish in Baltimore county are per¬ 
mitted to require the assessment of 10 lbs. of tobacco upon every taxable person 
within the parish every November-Court yearly until a sufficient sum has been col- 
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lected to pay for the purchase of two acres of land and to erect a new church. (J he 
present decrepit and inadequate building is inconveniently located.) The 6000 lbs. of 
tobacco already in the hands of the vestry and assigned for repairs to the existing 
church is to be applied to the purchase of land, etc. Not more than 40,000 lbs. of 
tobacco is to be raised by this special levy. [jJ 2 “ b ] 

A tax of 15 lbs. of tobacco per poll on the estates and bodies of taxable persons is 
levied in order to meet an expected deficit in payment of the public expenses of the 
province for 1727 [F^-F/]. Commissioners of record are allowed 80 lbs. of tobacco 
for every day’s work in transcribing and repairing the public records. [G : a ] 

Whereas Tobacco , the only Staple of this Province, and the principal epend- 
ance of it’s Inhabitants, has been for feveral Years, and now is fo very low, that 
the Makers of it cannot poffibly fupport themfelves by the Produce thereof: And 
whereas the large Quantities of Trafli, and Unmerchantable Tobacco ufually made 
and Shipped, hath been, and always will be (if not remedied) very detrimental to 
the Trade in general; and that the Peoples Backwardnefs in getting their Tobacco 
ready in a reafonable Time, hath not only occafioned very great Delay and Charge, 
in the Lading and Difpatch of Ships, but fometimes of the Lofs of Ships and Mens 
Lives, and always of great Damage to the Tobacco it felf, in Winter Paffages;

It is enacted that “false packers” and fraudulent traders shall forfeit 400 lbs. of to¬ 
bacco to the party to whom such tobacco shall be paid or tendered, upon prosecution 
within two months’ time; or to informers who will prosecute. [Cp-C/] 

All persons making tobacco must get it ready, packed and prized for shipping by the 
last day of May, or not to sell or ship it until the following tenth day of November, 
under penalty of forfeiture of the entire consignment. When forfeited, one moiety 
to be applied toward the support of the free school of the county where the fact was 
committed; the other moiety to him or those who will sue for the same. All persons 
paying away any hogsheads of tobacco shall mark on the bilge thereof within 5 lbs. 
of the real and exact weight of the empty hogshead, under penalty of fine. The 
allowance for the hogshead from the buyer to the seller shall be eight 1 per cent, of 
the neat weight of the tobacco therein contained, and no more. All owners or over¬ 
seers of tobacco shall, each year, have all the tobacco-stalks on such plantation cut up 
within the space of 20 days after the tobacco shall be cut down and housed, under 
penalty of fine. No tobacco seed to be sown in hills, under penalty of fine. All who 
sell or pay with tobacco shall be obliged to roll the same within one mile at least of 
some convenient landing, within five days after being requested to do so by an order 
in writing from the receiver of such tobacco. 2 Failure so to deliver incurs a forfeiture 
of 100 lbs. of tobacco per hogshead, and a charge of sixpence per mile for every hogs¬ 
head of tobacco so conveyed, to be recovered by the consignee from the shipper. 
Certain former acts relating to false packing, and to imposing a penalty tor false 
taring of tobacco-hogsheads, are repealed. The act to continue in force for three years 
from the end of this session of Assembly.

NICOLL, John (1680-1743)

T HE author s memorial is offered for the consideration of the Lords Commis¬ 
sioners of Trade and Plantations. Nicoll’s first proposal is that the conversion 
of tobacco stalks into the commodity called “Old Spanish” be prohibited. If this 
prohibition be made effective, he states, the revenue must be increased, as a third to 
a half more tobacco w r ill have to be imported. 

In the elaborate “scheme” which follows the introductory matter, Nicoll, a trader in 
tobacco, advises that the duty on this commodity be reduced by a half-penny the 
pound. At present, he says, tobacco for home consumption pays duty above its value. 
Stalks cause a loss to the “tobacconists” of a fourth or fifth part of the total imported. 
Even when the trader sells them as stalks he does not gain above a half-penny the 
pound. But the stalks converted into “Old Spanish,” he explains, receives a draw¬ 
back of duties estimated at more than £34,000 per annum. 

Old Spanijh is made of Tobacco Stalks. They are firft foak’d in Liquor, or Cham- 
berly; then cut wet, and colour’d with various pernicious Colours, as Red Oaker, 
Yellow ditto , Jmber, Spanifh Brown, Florrey, Small-Coal Duff, &c. and mill’d thin 
to deceive the Unwary; afterwards cut according to what Tobacco they defign to 
mix it with; fo that the Country all over, as well as this City, is cheated, and 
ftock’d with this pernicious Commodity, which hinders many from ufmg Tobacco 
that otherwife wou’d; which muff be a great Hindrance to its Confumption, as 
well as a great Detriment to the fair Trader: Befides, our Plantations muff fuffer 
likewife, if Old Spanijh be ufed as Tobacco . . Therefore, I humbly conceive, 
was this pernicious Comodity not us’d, there would not be a Tyth of the Tobacco 
flung upon the Crown, as now is daily, to be burnt . . . By taking one half Penny 
per Pound off the importer of Tobacco wou’d be a great Eafement; and he doubt- 
lefs could, and would fell to the Manufacturer one half Penny per Pound cheaper; 
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which half Penny per Pound pays for the Stalks at ftrft buying more than the fair 
Trader can fell them for. As for Example, I Import four Iuns of I obacco, and 
having one half Penny per Pound deduced from the prefent Duty, is a Lofs to 
the Crown eighteen Pounds, thirteen Shillings and four ence; and Stalks being 
prohibited, I loofe one Tun in thefe four Tuns, which paid Duty at leaft forty four 
Pounds, fix Shillings and eight Pence, altho’ when ftript are not worth the eighteen 
Pounds’ thirteen Shillings and four Pence; therefore the Crown mull be a gainer, 
and I no loofer, twenty five Pounds, thirteen Shillings and four Pence: And if I 
make this Tun of Stalks into Old Spanijh, there goes into it, in the Working, various 
pernicious Colours, that pays no )uty. [B 2 b ] 

Stalks need not be converted only into snuff and pipe-tobacco, says Nicoll; they are 
valuable chiefly as potash. By a process of involved reasoning which may be re¬ 
garded as imaginative rather than logical, he then indicates other advantages which 
he assumes would accrue to the customs through the prohibition of “Old Spanish/’ 
He presents, too, a “Table of Progression," using 400 tons as the basis of calculation, 
which demonstrates the probable fiscal and economic advantages of his scheme. 

Their lordships having received his proposals, they thought it proper for him to ac¬ 
quaint the trade with it, which, being done, the manufacturers and dealers demanded 
a copy of his scheme. The trade delayed their reply as long as possible, and then 
“jumbl’d up an Anfwer,” attempting to refute the author’s contentions. He de¬ 
manded a copy of their answer “Merchants and Traders” which he described as a 
“Parcel or Heap of Digreffions,” and having received it, set to work to prove them 
inaccurate. He devotes several long paragraphs to these refutations, makes a digres¬ 
sion to explain the purpose of colonies, notes that the planters in America are re¬ 
strained by legislation from planting more than 6000 plants of tobacco per head, 
classifies his opponents as smugglers and designing exporters, and insists that neither 
planter nor importer would lose anything were his plan put into effect, ihe planteis 
themselves regard the stalk as offal and refuse, and not tobacco. 

The author insists that better tobacco was available to consumers when only the leaf 
had been imported. He again attacks his opponents and in reply to the charge that 
he attempted to deceive the Commissioners he states the prices he paid but recently 
for tobacco and for stalks. He refers to the latter as a liu/teratirig Comodity (as 
they call them)”—one of his many illiteracies. The frequent sales of large quantities 
of tobacco condemned as smuggled are referred to. The commissioners are reminded 
of an act (n. 505) prohibiting the fraudulent manufacture of tobacco. 

The delivery of the author’s reply reached their lordships at a time, says Nicoll, when 
their other duties prevented their attention to it. Nicoll therefore addressed another 
memorial to them in which he asks whether 19 designing persons (London importers) 
were going to be able to prevent an annual increment of £200,000 or more to the 
revenue, promised by the author if his proposals be accepted. In final warning he 
reminds his correspondents that tobacco stalks are really not tobacco and that, in con¬ 
sequence, when drawbacks are permitted on this adulterated commodity the revenue 
is being defrauded. Some of his opponents, contrary to law, 1 have imported about 
87 tons of stalks in two months’ time. n order that the country s well-wishers and 
the king could be informed of his scheme, the author has had it printed in this fo in.

snuff tobacco) on the 19th of December 1727. At Leipzig, with the types of Immanuel Titius. 

AFTER the usual brief account of the history of tobacco, its nomenclature, its 
J- JL widespread use, the varieties and forms of snuff, etc., Plaz launches into an 
attack upon the popular sternutatory, with all the intolerance and vigor of youth. 

He compares the snuff box and its contents with the fabled receptacle of Pandora 
and condemns snuffers for their stupidity in imagining they are aiding their health 
when, in reality, they are inhaling a slow poison. Women, who constantly ape men, 
he goes on to say, disfigure themselves through this vile habit and acquire “snuff 
beards.” (He was to be scolded for his criticism of feminine snuffers; v. n. 656.) 
Even some of the medical fraternity, horrible to relate, offend by their addiction to 
this habit. 

A discussion of the chemical constituents of tobacco is followed by a fuller explana¬ 
tion of the dangerous effects of snuffing. Kerckring (n. 312) is quoted to relate the 
case of one who became unconscious from nasal hemorrhage after excessive use of 
tobacco powder. The first certain danger attributed to snuff by the author is the 
breeding of worms in the brain. He thinks the eggs probably appear in snuff during 
the processes of its manufacture or when it is transported or stored. Several authori¬ 
ties, he remarks, agree on this, and refers to Bartholin, Kerckring (nos.

A “ CORRESPOND ENT, ” signing herself “Tabacophila,” complains to the 
editor, with some bitterness, that in a recently published disputation concerning 
snuff there was a section which unjustly attacked women snuffers. She offers to the 
feminist world a translation of that portion of the Latin thesis which she considers 
offensive. Although she carefully refrains from mention of the tract by title it is 
clear that the object of her displeasure is a passage in De Tabaco Sternutatorio (n. 655). 

The writer objects to the contention, advanced by the author of the offending thesis, 
that snuffing by women derives from their love of novelty or desire to ape men, or 
that they spoil their daintiness through the use of the powder. 

Indeed “Tabacophila” would just like to meet the vulgar author of that dreadful 
passage, in order to terrify him with her snuff-blackened nose! She would snuff (or 
sniff) at him but refuse to offer him any of the delectable powder. The very idea — 
that tobacco was made but for the use of men! They would forbid us girls coffee if 
they could. But if the writer of the tract will come out like a man and talk German 
he will find an embattled femininity drawn up to receive him. [Mm x b -Mm 2 b ]

D URING the period of dispute between the Triple Alliance (England, Holland 
and France) and Spain the commander of an English man-of-war. Captain 
Jacobs, brought into the harbor of New' York, March, 1719, the “Victory” of the 
India Company of France. This prize carried 2,217 bags of snuff and tobacco in rolls 
and hands in its hold. They had been loaded at Havana for delivery at Cadiz and 
were valued at thirteen thousand pieces of eight. 

Jacobs advanced his claim to the prize in the Admiralty Court at New York. In 
October, 1721, however, the seized property was ordered released, whereupon the cap¬ 
tain appealed to the High Court of Admiralty of Great Britain. The New York 
Court of Admiralty thereupon ordered the tobacco placed in the custody of Hett and 
Fresneau (the defendants) under bond to reimburse Jacobs if the court decided in the 
latter’s favor. 
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In March, 1722, the defendants acknowledged to the India Company of France the 
receipt of 1,998 hags of snuff (379,845 lbs.), 108 rolls of tobacco (14,309 lbs.) and 
9,628 lbs. of leaf tobacco, damaged and undamaged. The Company advised the 
Spanish king that he could take possession of the tobacco upon payment of their 
freight and other charges. The Spanish ambassador in France then instructed the 
Company to deliver the cargo to De Medina, Mosesson and Company. I he latter 
were to pay the accumulated charges, as well as those relating to the prosecution of 
the appeal against Jacobs. Hett and Fresneau were instructed to deliver the tobacco 
to the Spanish company’s agents, Pacheco, De Lara, and De Costa. Fresneau being 
dead, Hett was ordered to make an accounting. He refused to show his records, but 
arbitrarily demanded £1,400 for accrued charges (later proved to be excessive and 
fraudulent) which the agents were forced to pay. 

As a result of Hett’s exorbitant charge, additional claims made by him, and his fail¬ 
ure to render an accounting, the Spanish company and their agents brought the suit 
which terminated in a decree in favor of the complainants. 

Every step of the involved proceedings is separately considered in this printed ac¬ 
count of the case. Hett was shown to have committed fraud, embezzlement of part of 
the tobacco, and to have engaged in other illegal practises in handling this account. 
The defendants were adjudged in contempt for delaying court action and ordered to 
pay all costs, in addition to full reimbursement to the plaintiffs.

Another poem compares love to a burning pipe of tobacco: each pleasant, sweet and 
full of fire but both consumed by flame and smoke [C 7 b ], A smoker philosophizes 
about the pleasures of loneliness (in one of the longer pieces) and sees a vision of life 
in his pipe. He concludes, however, on the usual melancholy note of futility [E/]. 
In a quatrain it is related that Hans, having written a poem in praise of Michiel, is 
rewarded by the latter with a roll of tobacco. Michiel remarks that it is just that he 
should repay wind with smoke [E 7 a ]. On K 2 °- Iv 5 b occurs a rhymed dialogue between 
two students. One is devoted to drinking, the other to tobacco, but both have only 
praise for the “divine herb.”

Young women cannot complain 
that they have been insulted merely because men smoke in their presence unless, of 
course, the smoke is blown in their face with malice aforethought!

One of the two characters who are represented here as deliberating about the various 
questions of law and equity, Pantophilus, is stated to have written a historico- 
philosophico-juridical dissertation on the tobacco plant, after concluding the fore¬ 
going discussion on nicotian etiquette. In his work 1 Pantophilus listed a number of

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authors who opposed or favored smoking, as recorded by Morhof. 2 A further account 
of the contents of Pantophilus’ work is then given by Rottmann, 

Tobacco-smokers had been compared by a writer (unnamed here) to men possessed 
by the devil. It was his opinion that they prepared themselves for the vapors of hell 
by smoking on earth. 3 Mention is made of the medical uses of tobacco, with refer¬ 
ence to Thebesius (n. 493). The value of tobacco in weaning women from sweets and 
reducing the illnesses to which they are subject because of their sedentary lives is 
described at some length. Nothing, says the author, is more becoming to a pretty 
woman than a neat English pipe. 

Selections are quoted from Oelschlaeger (n. 233) and from a Hamburg newspaper, 
which deal with the disastrous fires traceable to careless smokers. The penalties for 
smoking in Persia and Turkey are noticed. Coming 4 is given as authority for the 
statement that modern Germans are neither as big or strong as those of former ages 
because of the widespread indulgence in tobacco. The various methods of smoking 
by the inhabitants of foreign nations are described. It is stated that the Persians 
carried their complicated smoking-machines even into their places of worship. The 
Dutch were, at first, the great manufacturers and exporters of clay pipes, but now 
the Germans not only make these but export them as well. A long list is provided of 
writers on explorations who dealt with the smoking customs of other lands. 

One of the questions propounded is whether a clergyman may smoke with good con¬ 
science and without sin. It is decided that as tobacco is God -given it may be used in 
moderation by a good Christian. The ancient forms of inhaling burning herbs to cure 
asthmatic conditions, as recorded by Dioscorides and Galen, were abandoned when 
tobacco became common in Europe. It is obviously better to employ this plant as a 
salutary herb than for pleasure. Various errors have been made in regard to smoking, 
such as the opinion that it rendered the brain fuliginous. Nevertheless, it is stated 
by the author, excessive smoking affects longevity. 

A poetic riddle and a poem, both on tobacco, are quoted from the works of Von Hoff- 
mannswaldau. 5 These are followed by twenty-four rules “newly revised,” similar to 
those in nos. 409, 499-A, etc. [B t b -C g b ] 

There are incidental references to tobacco in the material between D x a -E8 a - A spir¬ 
ited poem, singing the praises of a pipe of tobacco which the poet finds superior to 
wine or women, occurs on Eg'-FA

He remarks further that the heat engendered by 
smoking draws forth the “superfluous humidities” of the brain; that corpulent people 
benefit from the use of the herb provided that they restrict themselves to three pipes 
a day — and then but occasionally; that the physiological results of excessive smoking 
are devastating, among them desiccation of the human system. The author is con¬ 
vinced that young people who use tobacco are certain to injure their brains; that no 
one should smoke before the age of twenty-four and that, from the medical viewpoint, 
snuff is of no value to mankind. [D 7 a -D 8 b ]

T WO of the characters in this political satire. Sir Owen Apshinken (a Welshman) 
and his chaplain, Puzzletext, are recorded in the dramatis personae as being “ in 
love with tobacco”. 1 They express their affection for the herb early in the play: 

Sir Owen. Oh, Puzzletext! if I could but enjoy my pipe undifturb’d, how happy 
fhould I be! for I never yet could tafte any pleafure, but in tobacco.

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THE WALPOLE EXCISE BILL 

(Numbers 667- 698-A) 


N AN endeavor “to attach the landed gentry to the House of Hanover” 1 Walpole re¬ 
duced the rate of the land tax, long a cause of bitter complaint, from 2 s. to 1 s. in the 
£, in 1731. That the tax had been inequitable economists are now generally agreed, but 
by this move about £500,000 was then lost to the revenue. A revived tax (1732) on salt 
produced but a third of the amount of income relinquished. Under the necessity, there¬ 
fore, of supplying funds, then urgently required to meet the deficit, Walpole adopted a 
measure which, though economically sound, progressive, and fundamentally desirable, al¬ 
most lost him his premiership and aroused a spirit of insurrection throughout England. 

The Anglo-American planters of tobacco and the English fair traders in that commodity 
had long petitioned for laws which would protect them from the notorious customs frauds 
widely practised in every English port of entry. Their representatives had indicated, 
with obvious justice, that were the system of drawback eliminated or curtailed and duty 
collected on all tobacco entered, the import tax could be considerably reduced without 
seriously impairing the crown’s revenue. 2 

That their complaints were not ill-founded was evident from the report of the commission 
appointed to inquire into customs frauds. The facts reported (n. 667) were an open scandal 
in the trade. But aroused by the unprincipled and virulent campaign of Walpole’s op¬ 
ponents — and he had many, having held office for twelve years — the tobacco-consumers 
(the public, in fact!) were violently unwilling to approve of a measure — an excise bill — 
merely because it was sound and honest. 

Dowell, 3 among others, 4 gives a very able account of the entire matter, but for a rapid 
survey of the essential facts dealing with the famous bill the following excerpt will best 
serve the reader here: 

“Since 1723 [Walpole] had checked the smuggling of tea and coffee by applying to them a com¬ 
pulsory warehousing system under government supervision . . . thereby increasing the revenue 
derived from them by 120,000 /. in seven years. No change was made in the name of the duty, and 
the reform passed unnoticed. He had (14 March 1733) projected the application of the same sys¬ 
tem to tobacco and wined 51 By so doing there would not merely be a check put upon smuggling. 
Under the existing complicated system of discounts, drawbacks, and allowances, with the aid of 
false weights and false entries, vast frauds, as he pointed out, had been detected, especially upon 
re-exportation. His proposal 16 ' w r as to levy the full tax on tobacco and wine, imported only w r hen 
they were removed from the warehouses for sale. Where imported for re-exportation, no tax was 
to be levied at all. The former of these tw r o measures would, it was thought, check smuggling . . . 
The second would, as Walpole explained, tend to make London a free port, and by consequence 
the market of the world. The change W'as, in technical terms, a transfer of customs to ‘excise’, and 
therein the opposition saw their opportunity.

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Excise had at various times been levied with vexatious incidents upon most of the necessaiies oi 
life. Its very name was odious. The ‘Craftsman’ and the pamphleteers [7] 8 discerned in the pro¬ 
posals the first approach to excise upon all articles oi iood and clothing . . . Petitions against the 
scheme poured into the House of Commons. The house itself was besieged by ‘ a most extraordinary 
concourse of people’. 181 The City of London prayed to be heard by counsel against the bill, and 
its petition [v. n. 687] was escorted by a train of coaches that extended from Temple Bar to West¬ 
minster. Discontent began to pass into disaffection. The army, it was said, could not be relied on 
because the soldiers believed that tobacco would be raised in price. Inside the House of Commons 
the ministerial majorities dwindled from sixty-one, on the introduction of the scheme on 14 Maich 
!733, to seventeen on 10 April . . . [On 11 April, Walpole] moved that the bill be le^d a second 
time’on 12 June’ (the recess). 1 ’ 1 Frantic manifestations of delight throughout the country followed 
his capitulation . . . The king had taken the strongest personal interest in the bill. 1,01 Its aban¬ 
donment was followed by the summary dismissal of Lord Chesterfield, the lord steward, and of a 
group of peers in public employment who had cooperated with him in opposing it . . . 

Walpole’s power had been shaken. It is true that he could probably have carried the excise 
bill through the House of Commons. The reason for its abandonment was, as he truly said, that 
‘ t he act could not be carried into execution without an armed force . . . and that there would be 
an end of the liberties of England if supplies were to be raised by the sword’." [ l] 

It was not until 1789 ( v . n. 966) that a form of Walpole’s rejected scheme was adopted in 
England. Cf. nos. 740 (introd.) and 769.

T HE Committee 1 found the abuses in the customs so extensive they were unable, despite 
their diligence, to complete the information required. However, the shortness of the 
session made it incumbent that they lay their report before the house so that it might be in 
formed of how far they had proceeded in the matter. Each branch of the revenue was sepa¬ 
rately examined, but the several papers referred to the Committee by the House related 
chiefly to frauds committed in the tobacco trade. This branch was, therefore, the first ex¬ 
amined, as its revenue and trade is of great importance to the nation. 

The prefent Duty on Tobacco, as settled by the Act 9 George I, cap. 21 ... is 6 d. A, of 
a Peny, per pound; id. whereof, being the old Subsidy, is to be paid down in Money at 
Importation, deducting 25 per Cent on fuch Payment, fifteen per Cent thereof in lieu of all

The methods of customs supervision and examination are explained in great detail. The 
Committee had certain evidence that great frauds had been, and were still being, committed 
in importations of tobacco. The principal fraud committed at importation was the setting 
down in the book of the land waiter [under-officer of customs], by which the duty is computed 
and paid, less weight than the several hogsheads imported really did contain. 2 This was the 
subject of one of the principal complaints made by the merchants of Bristol in 1721. This 
fraud was brought about by connivance between importers and the land waiters, who received 
large sums for such frauds. Although many of them had been detected and dismissed, the 
false reports still continued in many places. Sir John Randolph of Virginia, an expert in the 
tobacco trade, being examined, swore that the usual weights of hogsheads of tobacco exported 
from Virginia were between 8 to 950 lbs., with an allowance for waste of 8 lbs. on every cwt. 
at the utmost, although his own reports showed no more than an average of 2 lbs. the cwt. 
The average weights of Maryland tobacco could not be so readily ascertained, but they were 
in the neighborhood of 700 lbs. the hogshead. However, an examination of the weights on 
which duties had been paid, showed that they were so far below the average that a consider¬ 
able loss had taken place in the revenues on tobacco, not only at importation, but by draw¬ 
backs at exportation from England. 

An instance is given of a specific shipment, showing a difference of more than 30,000 lbs. be¬ 
tween the exporter’s and land waiters’ books. Other cases are cited. In order to explain the 
methods of frauds committed upon exportation, the Committee gives a short account of the 
means by which debentures were obtained, for the drawback of the duty paid and the dis¬ 
charge of bonds, on importation. 

Some of the Frauds at Exportation, in order to obtain Debentures, which the Exporters 
are not legally in titled unto, are, by (hipping corrupt or damaged Tobacco, Tobacco mixed 
with Dirt, Rubbifh and Sand, and by (hipping Stalks alone, (tripped from the Leaf, which 
by A6t of Parliament are to receive no Drawback. 

One way dealers deceived the inspectors was to have but a few hogsheads weighed upon ex¬ 
portation and when the weights appeared to be right, to ship the remainder. A case in the 
year 1705 is given as an example. In each of the rolls of tobacco exported in this instance 
there was found a weight of lead which had considerably increased the weight of the tobacco. 
One of the greatest frauds on exportation, however, was the endorsement by unfair traders, 
on the back of their cockets 3 of considerably greater weights than the hogsheads actually con¬ 
tained, and by this means discharging bonds for more than the real exportation. An example 
is given, as well as another of 1732, which “contained almoft every confiderable Abufe in this 
Branch of the Revenue”. In the 1732 case, there was fraud committed upon the weight at 
entry and in statements made for exportation, etc., so that if discovery had not been made 
the revenue would have been cheated of the duty on more than 20,000 lbs. of tobacco. One 
of the merchants examined admitted his share in this transaction without the least concern, 
and gave the Committee information, with the greatest simplicity and candor. The details of 
his examination are given in part, and his exposure of methods of the trade stated.

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Another fraud was detected by the Committee, viz., re-landing after having obtained deben¬ 
tures for the drawback, which tobacco so re-landed was sold for home consumption under the 
market price, in prejudice to the fair trader. Evidence of a cutter and manufacturer at Ostend, 
who repacked tobacco from England for re-entry is given to prove the Committee’s belief 
that this fraud, too, was common. This form of entry was, of course, only smuggling. Part 
of the system was to take out false clearance papers in English ports, especially in those of 
the north and west when the tobacco was intended to be run into Ireland. Nearly a million 
lbs. of tobacco had been seized since Christmas, 1723, for attempts to evade customs duty. 
A case is cited of tobacco stolen from ships in the Thames, in considerable quantities, stored 
in homes near the river, and then sold to dealers in town. 

Your Committee having thus gone through the feveral Frauds committed in this Branch 
of the Revenue at Importation and Exportation, by re-landing, running, and ftealing, or 
focking, think it their Duty to make fome Obfervations on the whole, as the feveral Arti¬ 
cles relate to the Lofs fuftained in the Public Revenue, to the Diminution of the Ballance 
of Trade, to the Nation, the Prejudice of the Fair Trader, the Injury done to the Planters 
abroad, the Injuftice to, and frequently the Ruin of, the Perfons bound for the Importer, 
and the fatal Confequences which have often attended the Factors themfelves. 

Observations on these several particulars are thereupon made. The Committee believed that 
the chief reason that frauds were so easily committed at entry and exportation was the cur¬ 
rent system of securing the duties by bonding, and then discharging the bonds at exportation. 
Another loss to the nation by this method of bonding arose from the temptation the factors 
were under to export, or sell for exportation, the tobaccos entrusted to their care without any 
regard to the price and merely to discharge their bonds, by which means the foreign markets 
were overloaded and clogged, depreciating the value of the commodity and injuring the fair 
trader and the planter. That this had been long practised fully appears by the memorial of 
the Council of Virginia, sent to the Board of Trade so long ago as 1713. 4 

The remainder of the Committee’s investigation concerned the abuses in the trade in tea and 
brandy. A long appendix contains 25 papers relating to the tobacco duties, forms of customs 
reports, examinations of witnesses, memorials of the merchants at Bristol, 1721, etc., ac¬ 
counts of weights of shipments, forms of cockets, debentures, etc., other examinations, etc.

T HE opening part of the Commons debate (March 14/15, 1732 [1733]) on the excise bill 
is reported here. 1 It commences with the address to the House by Walpole, as Chancellor 
of the Exchequer. Having stated his reasons for introducing the bill and denied that it was 
a scheme for general excise, he related in detail the kinds of customs frauds he sought to 
eliminate and then again protested the misrepresentations of his opponents. 

An opposition member, Alderman Micajah Perry, 2 replied. He suggested that Walpole was 
guilty of exaggeration and that his methods of computation were questionable. He dismissed, 
in a paragraph, the complaints of the colonial tobacco planters and upheld the “honour” of 
the belabored London tobacco importers, traders, and factors. 

The debate was to be continued in a later issue of “The Bee Revived”. The remainder of 
this tract is taken up with an extract from “The Craftsman”.

T HE seven essays w 7 hich, together with an introduction, comprise this work, provide a 
survey of excises in relation to their supposed or actual political, economic and social 
effects, with comment on the dangers inherent in the extension of this form of taxation to 
popular commodities. One of the essays deals with the operation of the excise in Holland in 
relation to a land tax. There are frequent quotations from the land tax theories of John 
Locke. 

The author (probably Amhurst— v. infra) was among the most able of the opposition pam¬ 
phleteers and one sincerely convinced of the justice of his cause. This pamphlet was replied 
to by the author of n. 671. 

The Craftsman w 7 as the most vociferous of the opposition journals and its editors the most 
unscrupulous among Walpole’s critics. 1 The attacks made upon Walpole and the bill in The 
Craftsman were so virulent that there was some talk in government circles of prosecuting it 
for libel.

The pseudonym “D’Anvers” seems to have been indiscriminately employed by the editors of, or chief 
contributors to. The Craftsman ( v . nos. 672, 675). This piece is credited to Amhurst by some authorities; 
to Sir William Pulteney by others. The first edition was issued on January 8, 1733. 

Nicholas Amhurst (1697-1742), a poet and political writer, issued the first number of the famous Crafts¬ 
man (the most successful of all the political journals of the age) on December 5, 1726—under the 
pseudonym ‘Caleb D’Anvers of Gray’s Inn’. Bolingbroke and Pulteney contributed very largely to 
the pages of The Craftsman, and it was to them (and to the former in particular! that it chiefly owed its 
literary merit and great reputation. Amhurst, however, appears to have had from the beginning the 
editorial conduct of the paper, and to have managed it with much ability ... I wo pamphlets against 
the excise were reprinted from The Craftsman in 1733, and are ascribed to him. I he last years of Am- 
hurst’s life were unfortunate. When Pulteney and his friends made their peace with the government, 
they did nothing for their useful associate; and the closing portion of his life appears to have been spent 
in much poverty and distress. ( DNB.

I N REFUTATION of the opinions expressed in The Craftsman , chiefly by “Mr. D’Anvers 
(v. n. 670), the author of the Considerations very carefully explains the significance of 
Walpole’s excise scheme. Fie was extremely well informed and, in face of the bitterness en¬ 
gendered by the opposition, refreshingly temperate. 

He remarks upon the growth of domestic tobacco planting in France and in the Netherlands, 
and the parlous state of the planters in Maryland alone (but see n. 673), all of which repre¬ 
sent a threat to the well being of the colonial tobacco trade. 1 he issue at point, he notices, 
is the method of collecting a tax already laid, not the imposition (inferentially suggested by 
the opposition) of a new duty. The duties in Holland are “chiefly raifed by way of Excife 
...” and “Holland [is] a free Government, subfifting wholly on Trade”. The author con¬ 
cludes with a discussion of the land tax, the reduction of which he favors.

f I 'HE preamble to this pamphlet (published by Sir John Randolph; v. infra ) contains a 
' summary of the various imposts on tobacco landed in England, an account of the com¬ 
plicated customhouse procedures, and of the frauds most prevalent at importation and ex¬ 
portation. It is suggested that the methods enforced by custom regulations invite deception. 
The difficulties of the planters are referred to. But, the writers note, the matters dealt with 
in this preface are but “an Epitome of fome of our Grievances ...” This introductory ac¬ 
count is signed by Robert Carter, President, and John Holloway, Speaker, of the Virginia 
House of Burgesses, June, 1732. The writers petition that: 

. . . the Merchants be no longer folely trufted with the keeping of Tobacco, but that 
the fame be depofited in Warehoufes under the Lock and Key of the King and Merchant; 
that all the Duties be reduced to Four Pence Three Farthings the Pound, which is the 
net Duty, at prefent, after difcounting the Twenty Five per Cent; that no Bonds be taken 
for fecuring the Duties upon Importation; that all Tobacco be weighed when it is landed, 
and weighed again when fold and delivered out to the Retailer or Exporter; that luch Re¬ 
tailer pay down the Duty according to the laft Weight, and only remain anfwerable to 
the Merchant for the Overplus of the Price; that all Tobacco be exported Duty-free, and 
the fame Time allowed for Exportation as is now; and that fome feverer Penalties be an¬ 
nexed to the relanding of Tobacco [exported, or sold] at home . . . [B 3 b ] 

The Case, together with petitions presented before to the Commissioners of Trade, et al. 
U’. n. 494-A) represented the basis of Walpole’s arguments that the colonial planters were 
unfairly treated by the English importers. (An indication of the contents of the “Vindica¬ 
tion,” which follows the preamble to the Case will be found in the Introduction, p. 136 and 
notes 3 and 4 there.)

Vaucher is of the opinion that both the first and second parts of this pamphlet were probably by Sir 
William Pulteney, but Lord Percival, (1683 1748) author o the . . . Diary oj Discount Percival after¬ 
wards first Earl of Egmont (London, 1920-23), was inclined to credit it to Henry St. John, Viscount 
Bolingbroke. Turner ascribes the second part to Pulteney without question. Pulteney became alienated 
from Walpole after his failure to receive any post, at the time when Walpole became first lord of the 
treasuryin 1721. He joined Bolingbroke in a journalistic war on Walpole, largely through The Craftsman, 
to which he contributed regularly. After further disappointments in his expectation of preferment over 
Walpole he began to intrigue openly against the latter. He saw in the excise scheme an opportunity to 
weaken the prime minister’s position and was one of the most important and active agents in bringing 
about the defeat of the bill. 

He became Earl of Bath in 1742, the year in which Walpole resigned all his offices. His political prestige 
was at once ruined Walpole unjustifiably boasted that he had “turned the key” upon Pulteney, who, 
after “gobbling the honour”, perceived his error too late, and on the day he took his seat in the Lords 
dashed the patent on the floor in a rage. 

It is ... as an orator that he is chiefly to be remembered. Ample evidence supports Mr. Lecky’s con¬ 
clusion that Pulteney was “probably the most graceful and brilliant speaker in the House of Commons 
in the interval between the withdrawal of St. John and the appearance of Pitt . [DNB., xlvii, 28 -35 "

Such men are already required to visit 
inns, and shops of those who vend coffee and tea. The honest trader in tobacco will be pro¬ 
tected from unscrupulous competitors; other advantages are cited.

T HIS sharp and witty reply to n. 678 was written by a bitter enemy of Walpole. He 
accuses the latter of dissembling about the actual character of the intended excise bill 
and of inaccuracies (deliberate, it is implied) in his pamphlet. He further blames Walpole 
for inconsistency and general folly, and suggests that the very introduction of the bill and 
the methods employed to force its passage are akin to treason. Walpole’s various arguments 
in defence of the bill are vehemently attacked in an obvious spirit of personal antagonism. 
Pulteney concludes with a quotation from Coke which contains what is very obviously a wish: 
“. . . no subject (tho’ never fo potent and subtile) ever confronted, or juftled with the law 
of England, but the same law in the end infallibly broke his neck”. [E/’]

. . . how long has Tobacco been reckoned an Article of pure Luxury? [as the author of 
the “scandalous Papers” suggests] Is it not good part of the Subfiftence of our Poor? 
How many Thoufands in this City never tafte a Morfel of Victuals till Noon, nay, very 
frequently till Night, but a fmall Dram, and a Chew, or a Pipe of Tobacco? To raife the 
Price thereof which would be infallibly the Effedt of an Excife) would therefore be as 
effectually ftarving thefe Wretches, as laying a Tax upon Flefh-Meat and Bread-Corn.

Having, with considerable heat and scorn, condemned the ministerial party for its “insult to 
the public intelligence”, “deceit” and “treachery”, for proposing the bill, the author closes 
with a defiant “advertisement”, dated London, March 30, 1733:

'HIS is one of several petitions presented to the House of Commons. The excise system 
■ was portrayed to the public imagination as a ravenous monster. The anonymous artist 
who engraved this petition was, however, unusually restrained. Excise was usually delineated 
as a hydra-headed brute, a Medusa or a Cerberus. Vaucher and others give an account 
of this petition, which was delivered to the House by an army of equipages. It was after the 
debate (April 11) on this petition, that Walpole withdrew his bill. V. Stock, IV, 209 and

They are listed in this 
tract by obvious, punning forms of their names, in a series of ironic remarks of a local or 
contemporaneous nature, now r obscure.

HIS pro-ministerial tract reiterates the arguments supporting the bill. The author, like 
the majority of the pamphleteers who favored the measure, was temperate and rational. 
In relation to the bill’s defeat he comments upon a frequent phenomenon: the stubborn and un¬ 
reasoning antagonism on the part of “the People [who], at fome Periods take a delight in 
oppofing themielves to the Government, and are never happier than when they feem to have 
them at an Advantage” [Cj b ]. He says, inter alia: 

In the firft Place ... it muft be remembred, that this [tobacco bill] was not originally a 
Court Scheme ; but took its Rife from the Grievances, and Difcouragements of the Tobacco 
Planters, who finding themfelves diftreff’d in their Trade, and in abfolute Necefiity of 
fome Relief, applied to the Minijlry for that Purpofe, and that in fuch ftrong, and prefiing 
Terms, as would not admit of Negledt, or Difcouragement . . .

T HIS able reply to n. 695 was obviously prepared with great care. It elaborately analyzes 
the pamphlet ascribed to Walpole and Concanen, but is marred, somewhat, by the per¬ 
sonal bias of its author. He includes a warning customary to the pamphlets which were pub¬ 
lished subsequent to the defeat of the bill: 

... it is manifeft that even the Projetlor Himfelf [Walpole] hath not yet done with his 
'Scheme ; for though fuch a national Rebuff as He lately met with from all Parties was 
fufficient, one would think, to induce any Man in his right Senfes to drop a ProjeQ io 
univerfally odious, and to bury it, if poffible, in eternal Oblivion; yet it is very plain from 
his Condudt that . . . the natural Fondnefs of a Parent for his Off-fpring, however 
deformed ... got the better of his Reafon ...

T HE chief part of the Parliamentary proceedings relating to the excise bill, between 14 
March 1733 and 11 April 1733, are briefly reported in this tract. The author then con¬ 
cludes the section with comments which undoubtedly met with popular approval: 

Thus ended the Excife Scheme, which had liked to have proved the Ruin of the Projector. 
It is certain, that in the Progrefs of it he loft Ground upon every Queftion, iniomuch, 
that his ufual Confidence quite forfook him. He talked of Submiflion and Resfignation, 
and People began to conceive fome Hopes of him. He had been always ufed to exprefs 
the higheft Contempt for the Judgment of all Mankind, when oppofed to his own. But 
this Petition [n. 687], drawn up with fo much Modesty, fo much Strength, and fo much 
Skill, and backed by fuch Numbers of our wealthieft Merchants, whom he, in the Height 
of his Pride, had hitherto thought fit to treat as fturdy Beggars, quite confounded him, his 
darling Scheme he was glad to give up, the Torrent was fo ftrong he was forced to yield to it, 
and he feemed thoroughly terrified; but it foon appeared, that tho’ he was frightned, he was 
not converted: The Dog returned to his Vomit, and he recovered his ufual Confidence, 
Supercilioufnefs, and Obftinacy.

■ among the tradesmen there, by a tobacconist, Ben Bradley. He was loudly acclaimed 
by his grateful associates after the bill’s defeat, and during the period of his temporary fame, 
was honored by a portrait of himself from the hand of a successful painter and engraver, 
Arthur Pond.

The print was further enhanced by a miniature etching from Hogarth’s 
hand. It was published at London, April, 1737 - 

The etching, writes Fairholt, is “indicative of unexcised liberty; in which the British lion . . . 

makes free with Britannia ...” (p. 133)- Bradley adopted Hogarth’s design for his shop- 
bill, together with the motto “the best in Christendom without excise”. This motto, except 
fo/the two last words, had already been employed by Bradley for the paper in which he 
wrapped loose tobacco, and they are included in the letter-press poem which was published 
with the engraving.

D URING the period of the feverish dispute which raged about Walpole’s excise 
bill, the author, a merchant, chose to publish these educational observations, 
ostensibly to advertise his own wares. He explains: 

Perhaps my Reader may have formed an Expectation of ieeing the Myftery of the 
Tobacco Trade laid open, with my Sentiments of the Frauds, fo much complained 
of, which I might and could have done, with fuch Obfervations and Remarks that 
hath not been touch’d upon by any; but like an old Veteran, worn out with the 
Toils of War, I defire to be excus’d; having oft Rood the Heat of Engagements, 
whilft others have carried off the [onour and 'rofit. [A 2 b ] 

In his brief comment on the salutary and prophylactic value of tobacco he remarks: 

One of my Anceftors employ’d, in the Year 1665, above 300 Work-folks to manu¬ 
facture Tobacco, not one of which was infected with the Plague. 7 hen I was in 
Mexico, it was a Cuftom there, to burn a particular kind of obacco, of a very 
grateful Odour, in the Rooms of Perfons who had died of the Small-Pox, or any 
infectious Diftemper, which, as they imagin’d, purified the Rooms, and prevented 
the fpreading of the Infection. [Ap] 

After an account of the remedial uses of tobacco, he discusses the economic value of 
the plant. 

According to the exacteft Computation that has been made on this Branch of our 
Trade, about 430 Sail of Ships, with above 5000 Seamen, have been employ’d in 
one Year to bring over about 75,000 Hogfheads of Tobacco rom Virginia and 
Maryland . . . [A, b ] 

Men of Speculation do calculate, that out of the faid 75,000 Hogfheads, there are 
exported 46,000 Hogfheads, containing 720 lb. per Hogfhead, at 4 d. per lb. on 
Board, which amounts to £552,000 towards fupporting the Balance of Trade with 
foreign Nations . . . \Ibid.\ 
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Lacy is at some pains to prove that the British manufacturers of tobacco are at serious 
disadvantage in competing with continental producers. This, he says, is owing to the 
excessive customs fees attached to repayments of duties upon exportation from Eng¬ 
land, and the prohibition of drawback on stalks and stems. He provides a table, 
comparing assumed costs and proceeds from ten hogsheads of tobacco manufactured 
abroad and the same quantity produced in England to which the customs charges 
have been added. In consequence of the existing fees and prohibitions he asserts that 
the exportation to the continent of tobacco manufactured in England has well nigh 
disappeared. Lacy then makes various recommendations for improving this condi¬ 
tion. He estimates the value of tobacco manufactured in England and shipped to 
the British colonies at £500,000 annually. A table of English import duties on to¬ 
bacco is appended to his account. 

Hitherto I have treated on Tobacco in general ... To acquire a thorough Knowl¬ 
edge of Tobacco, I have taken the Trouble to vifit our Tobacco Colonies; Mexico, 
and likewife feveral Places in Europe; and, in my Opinion, Virginia Tobacco, for 
Purity and Flavour, excells all Tobacco of European Growth; alfo that of St. 
Chriftophers, Terra Nova, Nieve, and St. Martin: the Brazil and Varino Tobacco, 
are efteem’d. by the Phyficians, to be of an intoxicating Nature. 

To fupport this Affertion, we may obferve that the French have Plantations at 
Clarac,* Flanders, Strasburgh, St. Domingo, Meffiffippi, Martinico and elefwhere 
in America, yet they had from us laft Year above 20,000 Hogfheads to mix and 
flavour the Tobacco of their own Growth: We have exported for Holland from that 
Part of Great Britain, call’d England, 17 to 25000 Hogfheads in a Year; notwith¬ 
standing their Kannafter and Currofo [Curasao] Tobacco, befides the great Quanti¬ 
ties that are planted at Amersfoort by Utreckt. [A 2 a ] 

*By the French King’s Edict, they are to be fent to the Galleys, that fhall be found 
with any Clarac ' Tobacco in their Cuftody. 


For eighty years past, Lacy announces, his family or himself have been engaged i'n 
trading in tobacco. He has been interested in scientific improvement of crops and 
in the fact that planters and shippers should “obferve the proper Seafons for packing 
[tobacco] in Casks, that it might preferve its natural Flavour, being liable to funk 
when it fweats in the Ships, if pack’d in too damp Weather; by which Precautions, 
my Tobacco hath been received with a general Approbation amongft the Nobility and 
Gentry in Foreign Countrys ...” [A A] 

The author expects that the trade will censure him, as “the Manner of publifhing 
this Sort of Tobacco for Sale is Unufual”, but that will not deter him in this under¬ 
taking ‘ in order to fecure a Livelihood for a Younger Son”. He praises the tobacco 
he sells, “from the choiceft Plantations of Matopony, Parmoncky and Portopotank, 
in York-River, Virginia ...” [A 2 b ] 

At the foot of the last page is a lengthy advertisement of a work on commerce to be 
called The British Merchant, which Lacy offers to publish if he can meet any encour¬ 
agement through subscribers. It appears not to have been issued!

T HE author of this fervent panegyric poem on tobacco believed all good of to¬ 
bacco, no evil. One could not smoke too much, he proclaimed. Having recounted 
some of its medicinal virtues, as reported by earlier writers, he supplements the record 
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by praising tobacco as a stimulator of appetite, and announces a few heretofore un¬ 
discovered uses: its stalks, steeped, produce a juice which increases the growth and 
sleekness of the tails and manes of horses; the leaves, cooked with green cabbage, 
provide a valuable remedy in the external treatment of piles; tobacco ashes aid in 
cases of chilblain. 

The use of tobacco makes life bearable in certain difficult occupations. The reader is 
warned against a supposed improver of tobacco called “Voedent Sap” (nourishing 
sap). Tobacco treated with this spurious syrup costs six times its original price; the 
author insists that purchasers are being cheated.

[EDICT REGULATING THE TRADE IN TOBACCO.] Vienna!?] 1734. 

T HIS edict is valid in the archduchy of Silesia. It confirms the edicts of 23 March 
1723 which prohibited the importation of foreign tobacco, etc.; that of 21 June 
1725 which related to the manufacture of tobacco, confined to imperial factories, etc.; 
and that of 6 October 1729 which prohibited the sale of tobacco without a license, etc. 

All tobacco is owned by the government and may be imported only by the monopo¬ 
lists. 1 Travelers are permitted to carry 1 lb. of tobacco over the borders. The 
manufacture of tobacco by individuals is prohibited, nor may it be grown without 
a license. Vendors must have permits. In many villages none can be found to 
act as monopoly dealer (the merchants preferring to trade in illegal tobacco, to 
their own profit). Therefore the authorities may nominate a dealer in such a place 
who shall be required to sell tobacco at fixed prices. Penalties are set for any 
violations of the provisions of this edict, among them corporal punishment and 
forced labor for those unable to pay their fines; exile for third offenders. Many 
occupants of monasteries disobey the monopoly laws; such of them as are found 
guilty shall be exiled. Vienna, 1 December 1733; countersigned at Breslau, 29 
January 1734.

T HE proceedings of the congregation which continued the investigation {v. n. 510) 
of Father Joseph’s personal history and character are reported in this volume. 
It contains, in part, a rebuttal of the evidence presented by Father Joseph’s advocates 
(in a preceding convention, n. 510). The new proceedings were presided over by 
Cardinal Finy. Carlo Alberti, Archbishop of Philippi, was the promotor fidei. The 
advocate w'as Ludovico Valenti, with G. Franchellucci as his associate and G. Prunetti 
as examiner. 1 Among the censures of the promotor fidei , Father Joseph is accused of 
mendacity. 

He said that the odor which emanated from his body came from the tobacco [snuff] 
he used. The Servant of God well knew that this odor came from his body and 
not from the tobacco. The testimony of a witness proves that this fragrance ac¬ 
companied Father Joseph constantly, and, therefore, when Father Joseph said it 
was from tobacco he was mendacious. Flow, therefore, can the Servant of God 
be absolved from this sin? St. Augustine has well observed that the concealment 
of a truth is equivalent to a lie. It must be noted that the Servant of God had no 
scruples about these lies, which he did not even think venial sins, as he never con¬ 
fessed them. It should be considered whether this was not a grave defect in the 
Servant of God. [A 3 a_b ] 

In reply. Father Joseph’s advocates observed that 

Many witnesses have testified concerning the very pleasant and celestial odor which 
clung to the body and everything belonging to the Servant of God. The reverend 
Revealer of Truth [i.e. Archbishop Alberti], disregarding what was formerly said 
on this subject, charges the Servant of God with mendacity in this matter . . . 
The Servant of God himself had no scruples on this point and did not accuse him¬ 
self of such a sin in confession. It is clear therefore that there was no mendacity 
. . . because the snuff did give forth a pleasing odor, and Father Joseph said noth¬ 
ing false when he told those who wondered about the fragrance, that it proceeded 
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from the tobacco. In this he merely suppressed the fact of the other [personal] 
odor proceeding from his body. He thus acted with proper humility in not flaunting 
the gift of God. 

Some will say Father Joseph was interrogated about the particular scent which 
delighted those who came near him. The philosophers teach us that when there 
are several substances all having odors, there is a resultant combined odor. Whence 
it is seen that the scent from the body of the Servant of God and that from the 
snuff combined into one odor. Therefore it was not a lie when he declared that 
the odor proceeded from the tobacco. He was not asked whether the odor came 
from his body. 

All witnesses unite in saying that the odor came not only from Father Joseph’s 
body, but from all the things he used. 1 herefore, the tobacco which he used would 
have had this same odor. [C 3 a_ b ]

Father Michael de Monte Albotto, confessor of Father Joseph for two years, 
testified that the latter had told him he made use of scented tobacco [snuff] in 
order to overcome the opinion held by some that angels caused a divine odor in 
his cell. This he did in all humility so that his visitors would not regard him as 
sacrosanct.

Further mention of the use of perfumed tobacco by Father Joseph, in an effort 
to conceal his exceptional gifts and virtues, occurs on E 3 a . The confessor re¬ 
ported, too, that he had once visited Father Joseph in his cell, where both used 
scented tobacco. he Servant of God was in a gay mood and after he had taken 
a little snuff, he was seized with a sudden rapture and fell to the floor. [G 4 a ]

T HE earliest published use of the equivalent of “cigar” in English appears in 
this account of the author’s adventures in Mexico and Central America. Cigars 
were then almost unknown in England, except among seamen. 

On the way to Nicoya (Costa Rica) Cockburn and his companions met three friars. 

. . . Thefe Gentlemen gave us fome Seegars to fmoke, which they fuppofed would 
be very acceptable. Thefe are Leaves of Tobacco rolled up in fuch Manner, that 
they ferve both for a Pipe and Tobacco itfelf. Thefe the Ladies, as well as Gentle¬ 
men, are very fond of Smoking; but indeed, they know no other Way here, for 
there is no fuch Thing as a Tobacco-Pipe throughout New Spain , but poor aukward 
Tools [makeshift pipes] ufed by the Negroes and Indians. [K 6 a ]

T HE author has already delivered himself on the subject of tobacco-chewing, 
addressed to his honored correspondent. 1 This discourse, therefore, will be con¬ 
cerned with smoking and snuffing. 

Smoking, formerly a pastime, has occasionally degenerated into excess. A famous 
sonnet 2 in French is quoted, with a Latin quatrain appended. Every corner apothecary 
now manufactures snuff, colors and perfumes it, and has the assurance to sell it under 
fantastic names. 

Spanish snuff is produced in mills. The subtlest Spanish variety is the “Levantine 
Dunga ”, in which the harmful oil of tobacco has been eliminated. This product is 
then placed in a special sack over which a wide linen cloth is stretched. Two men 
shake this sack; what adheres to the linen cloth through this process is called the 
“dunga.” The preparation and drying of the various kinds of snuff creates the real 
difference between them. It is true that merchants add essences, wine, etc. to snuff 
which has been damaged, imperfectly treated, or which has lost its flavor in trans¬ 
portation. ' ley also add gums and other resinous substances with the intention of 
protecting the nasal membrane which might otherwise be injured by rough grains of 
snuff. 

Comment is made on the popularity of snuffing among both sexes and the kinds of 
boxes in vogue. Geyer remarks that it has been proved that snuff cannot clear the 
brain of superfluous humours, as many have believed. But constant sneezing, he 
warns, affects the nervous system, with consequent loss of the sense of smell. The 
author illustrates his text by frequent quotations from Balde (n. 262) and other poets.

He is put together of fire, 
smoke and stench, from which it would seem that he pretends to have a

... In case (as some think) there is no smoke without fire, he must have inside 
his body the fire of Mount Etna, which often emits smoke without showing flames. 
And even as the human race is called Micro cosmo, i.e. a small world, so may he 
be named Micro Etna, or the small fire-mountain. No food can be more suitable 
for him than salamanders, because they would be digested in his stomach without 
burning. Nothing could be more faithful than the tobacco itself which, constantly 
urging its own use, never cures him who takes it. One smokes lung, liver and 
bowels as black as the bacon that hangs in the chimney, and in doing so makes 
his own body a chimney, which must always remain unswept . . . Tobacco is no 
less reasonable in its action on phlegm, for in place of that which it expells, it 
induces more and more again. But it is a wonderful drink, for it is taken through 
the mouth, and expelled through the nose! [I 7 a ~ b ] 

This old fashioned 1 diatribe (typical of, and more appropriate to, the period in which 
it was originally published; v. infra ) is followed by a brief poem on the same subject: 

If women were trained to suck a pipe, their chattering tongues would be silent 
while thus occupied. But the masculine sucking is beyond understanding, for to 
suck is childish and dribbling is peculiar to children. Waster of time, does this 
thing nourish you? Is it any more than smoke or stench? Admit it does not 
all this business disappear in smoke? [I 8 a ]

This work was first published at Antwerp in 1619, with verses attached to each “character”, 
by the author. According to Doorninck {op. cit. in n. 658-A), I, 540, it was entitled Caracteren 
oft scherpsinnighe beschrijvinghe . . . van verscheyden persoonen. Two further editions, each 
with different titles, succeeded the first, in 1622 and in 1705; in the last of these, the verses 
were altered by D. Schelte. 

V hen publishing the fourth edition, Mourik announced in his preface that he had attempted 
to produce a work of typographical excellence and claimed his to be, by far, the best edition 
published. 

Rombauts {op. cit. supra) implies that Rowlands flourished around the years 1550-1627. He 
adopted his grandfather’s surname, Verstegen. In 1576, he set up a press at Antwerp (then 
the seat of counter-reformation propaganda) and issued anti-Protestant literature. Because of 
a polemic against Queen Elizabeth, written about 1587, he was imprisoned in Paris. Rowlands 
composed works in both Dutch and English.

I N THE mimetic field of English literature the poems collected in this volume must 
be accounted among the best. They had been circulating in manuscrip but heii 
obvious merit soon brought them into print in various forms (v. infra) and they were 
awarded the tribute of several editions. 

The first “imitation”, an ode modeled upon the style of Colley Cibber 1 contains some 
pleasant “ airs”. A portion of the poem follows: 

AIR 

When Summer Suns grow red with Heat, 

Tobacco tempers Phoebus' Ire, 

When Wintry Storms around us beat, 

Tobacco chears with gentle Fire. 

Yellow Autumn, youthful Spring, 

In thy Praifes jointly fing.

Happy Mortal! he who knows 
Pleasure which a Pipe bellows; 

Curling Eddies climb the Room,

The distinctive literary form and typographical mannerisms of James Thomson’s 
poetry is next pleasantly parodied in a short poem, encumbered with a typical plethora 
of footnote symbols and an unreasonable use of italic letter. 

The style of Edward Young provides the pattern for the fourth poem. It opens: 

Critics avaunt! Tobacco is my Theme; 

Tremble like Hornets at the blafting Steam. 

And you, Court-infedls, flutter not too near 
Its Light, nor buzz within the feorching Sphere. 

Pollio , with Flame like thine, my Verfe infpire, 

So fliall the Mufe from Smoke elicit Fire. 

Coxcombs prefer the tickling Sting of Snuff; 

Yet all their Claim to Wifdom is - a Puff: 

Lord Foplin fmokes not — for his Teeth afraid: 

Sir Tawdry fmokes not — for he wears Brocade. 

Ladies, when Pipes are brought, affedt to fwoon; 

They love no Smoke , except the Smoke of Town . . . [B 4 b -C p] 

The next piece mimics the poetic forms of Alexander Pope, It contains a hint of the 
struggle which had but lately raged over the excise bill, 3 and begins with the lines: 

Blest Leaf! whofe aromatic Gales difpenfe 
To Templars Modefty, to Parfons Senfe . . . 

and concludes in a familiar Popeian strain: 

. . . the Critic owns thy genial Aid, 

While fupperlefs he plies the piddling Trade. 

What tho’ to Love and foft Delights a Foe, 

By Ladies hated, hated by the Beau, 

Yet focial Freedom, long to Courts unknown, 

Fair Health, fair Truth, and Virtue are thy own.

The model for the last imitation was Swift’s curious and vigorous style in the writing 
of verse. It commences:

The editor remarks in his introduction 
that “. . . in the history of English parody A Pipe of Tobacco . . . holds a place of some 
honour”. It was praised by Byron, and referred to in Mansfield Park, and Samuel Johnson 
described Browne to Boswell as “one of the first wits of this country”.

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O LDY’S “Life of the author”, first published in this edition of The History of 
the World, contains a long passage, a source of frequent quotation, on Raleigh’s 
association with tobacco. 

Camden (n. 170) has remember’d, that by this colony [Virginia] of Ralegh's, and in 
thofe fhips of Brake's, the famous American plant called Tobacco was firft brought 
into England, by or under governor Lane, doubtlefs according to the inftrudtions 
they had received of their proprietor; for the introduction among us of that com¬ 
modity, is generally afcrib’d to Ralegh himfelf. There are fome pleafant Rories of 
this plant, with relation to him, which have been as carefully preferred as the box 
he kept it in. 

[To this is attached the following footnote:] 

Being at Leeds in Yorkjhife, soon after Mr. Ralph Thorejby the antiquary died, 
Anno 1725. I faw his Mufteum; and in it, among his other rarities, what himfelf 
has publickly call’d (in the catalogue thereof, annex’d to his antiquities of that 
town) w Sir Walter Ralegh's tobacco box. From the beft of my memory, I can 
refemble its outward appearance to nothing more nearly than one of our modern 
Muff-cafes; about the fame height and width, cover’d with red leather, and open’d 
at top (but with a hinge, I think) like one of thofe. In the infide, there was a 
cavity for a receiver of glafs or metal, which might hold half a pound or a pound 
of tobacco; and from the edge of the receiver at top, to the edge of the box, a 
circular fray or collar, with holes in it, to plant the tobacco about, with fix or eight 
pipes to fmoke it in. [2] [y 2 a ] 

Oldys then repeats the traditional story of how Raleigh’s servant attempted to save 
his master when he thought he was aflame, deriving it from the British Apollo, 3d 
edition, 1726 {v. n. 473). Other examples of rustic simplicity are related in an effort 
to show that the amazement of Raleigh’s man was not unusual. The author believes 
that the great Elizabethan deserves no less honor than Nicot, for he first laid the 
foundation of the tobacco trade in England. The zealous interest of Catherine de 
Medici in the plant is mentioned. 

Nor was the queen of England backward in liftening to, and promoting the ad¬ 
vantages it was promis’d to produce. We may gather from fome authors, that fhe 
was very curious to know its virtues and properties; and that once converfmg with 
Ralegh upon this fubjedt, “he allured her majefty he had fo well experienced the 
nature of it, that he could tell her of what weight even the fmoke would be in any 
quantity propos’d to be confum’d. Her majefty fixing her thoughts upon the raoft 
impracticable part of the experiment, that of bounding the fmoke in a ballance, 
fufpected that he put the traveller upon her, and would needs lay him a wager he 
could not folve the doubt: fo he procured a quantity agreed upon to be thoroughly

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evident, it foon became of fuch vogue in queen Elizabeth's court, that fome of the 
great ladies, as well as noblemen therein, would not fcruple to take a pipe fome- 
times very fociably; however, it was fuch an abomination to the refined palate of 
her Scotch fucceffor, that he not only refufed to ufe of it himfelf, but endeavoured 
to rob his crown of what has fince proved one of its greatest revenues, by reftraining

He makes some polite criticisms of the philosophy and statecraft of James I, and 
devotes a long footnote to a quotation from Lacy’s Observations , 1733, (n. 699) on 
the great commercial benefits derived by England from this “vegetable”. To this he 
adds some comments of his own relating to the enrichment of the customs from the 
same source, and returns to his main text with a brief quotation from Hariot’s ac¬ 
count of Virginia (v. n. 36). [y 2 b -z, a ] 

In a long quotation from Raleigh’s last speech (partly derived from a Harleian ms.) 
occurs a passage often mentioned by biographers: 

. . . herein I fhall fpeak of the imputation laid upon me through the jealoufy of 
the people, that I had been a perfecutor of my lord of Effex; that I rejoiced in his 
death, and flood in a window over-againfl him when he buffer’d, and puff’d out 
tobacco in defiance of him; when as, God is my witnefs, that I fhed tears for him 
when he died . . . [ccccp -13 ]

{op. cit. supra ) points out that the “advertisement” to the Works (1829, Vol. I) stated “not 
only Oldys had made several arbitrary and unnecessary alterations, but that the printer had 
executed his task with considerable carelessness and inaccuracy . . . having left out entire 
passages . . . which either weakened or destroyed the sense”. 

Gibbon said of Oldys’ “Life” that it was “a very poor performance; a servile panegyric, or 
flat apology, tediously minute, and composed in a dull and affected style”. {Misc. Writings, 
1814, I, 151.)

I N HIS brief discussion of tobacco and its effects Deidier accepts the opinion that 
it belongs in the class of potent emetics. He also observes that drinking tobacco 
mixed with wine results in emesis and that inhaling smoke produces vomiting or nausea. 
When the author once attempted to cure diseases of the gall by rubbing the body 
with a strong solution made from tobacco leaves, violent vomiting ensued. He relates 
that he was called upon to treat a pregnant girl who, in an attempt to induce abortion, 
had introduced a solution of tobacco into her vulva. This violent remedy nearly 
caused her death, but Deidier restored her and her child to health after its premature 
birth. From these various experiences the author concludes that tobacco produces 
vomiting when it affects the blood vessels of the ventricle. [Evn^-F/] 

In other parts of this work tobacco is mentioned as a purgative [Aiij a ]; as an errhine 
[Li a ] and as a masticatory [L ; ij a ].

HISTORY OF THE BRITISH PLANTATIONS IN AMERICA. London, 1738. 

T HE author, governor of Pennsylvania from 1717 to 1726, depended upon Beverley 
(n. 456) as his source of information. He continued the history of Virginia to 
the year 1723. Among the numerous matters associated with tobacco recorded in 
this work, Keith observes that 

. . . that fmall Slip of Land which divides York from James River , is efteemed to 
be a very rich Soil, producing at this Time the beft Tobacco in all that Country, 
known by the Name of fweet-feented Tobacco, which will bear a clofer Package than 
any other, and therefore is often ftripped from the Stalk before it is prefled into

I N A long introduction Swift acknowledges the source of these conversations to be 
the “choicest expressions” of his associates among the “polite Families” in town. 
Their bon mots, aphorisms and other pleasantries were collected by Swift over a period 
of twelve years. In this medley of casual discourse, snuff and snuff-boxes were several 
times facetiously referred to (Cf-CP; E/; E 6 a ) and the following colloquy on smoking 
is reported: 

Ld. Smart. But, pr’thee, Sir John, ftay awhile longer. 

Sir John. No, my Lord; I am to fmoke a Pipe with a Friend before I leave the 
Town . ..

T HE free trade in tobacco in the lands of the Langhe has resulted in serious 
detriment to the chief monopolists of the tobacco revenue.

T HE introductory matter explains that the instructions contained in this manual 
are those which originally guided the administration of the government tobacco 
monopoly, with some revisions and additions necessitated by the expansion of this 
enterprise. 

The elaborate instructions comprise numerous clauses of a most explicit nature and 
were intended for the use of the general managers and sub-officers of the provinces 
and districts charged with the collection of the tobacco revenue. 

When the sales of tobacco do not correspond to the size of any given district, 
managers are to examine into the reason for that condition. If it be found that 
the inhabitants there do not use tobacco a good supply of the best is to be sent 
them, to incline them to its use. If discovery is made of contraband tobacco, 01 
smuggling, in ecclesiastical houses, convents, or other sacred places, orders for 
search by customs inspectors must be authorized by the Lord Nuncio. At the 
end of each year an exact account is to be rendered of all tobacco in the monopoly 
warehouses. No dependent of the administration is to hold any other office, so 
that his zeal may be devoted entirely to his majesty’s benefit. The greatest cau¬ 
tion is to be taken that no one be employed who is suspected of being a Jew, or 
otherwise lacking religion. 

Castilian measures are to be employed in packing tobacco; no paper is to be used 
in retail sales, and only the amounts stated are permitted for wholesale sales. Snuff 
and roll tobacco is to be kept in closed boxes in the warehouses; no tobacco to be 
treated with any kind of moistening. he special manager is not to entertain any 
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dependents of the monopoly in his house, nor to show them any favors which might 
result in undue familiarity. When military troops are stationed in a town, the 
administration manager is to go at once to their leader and have a soldier appointed 
to prevent contraband tobacco in camp. he manager is expressly forbidden to 
permit card-playing or dice-rolling in his house. 

When revenue guards meet muleteers with cargoes which they suspect are contra¬ 
band tobacco, they are to escort them to the nearest custom-office and ask politely 
for their permits, as it is not necessary to insult even tramps. The utmost urbanity 
and prudence is to be observed in searching religious establishments, which is not 
to be done unless there is certain proof of contraband deposited there. he su¬ 
perior is first to be asked if he will pay for his contraband, at the price of three 
reales a pound for snuff of good quality; if he refuses the visit may be made, al¬ 
though the same urbanity must be preserved throughout. Jap tains of customs 
guards are to treat their assistants kindly. 

Rules and regulations for various officials, retail vendors et al. then follow. Retail 
prices are fixed and shop hours set. Dealers are prohibited from entertaining officials 
of the monopoly, lending or borrowing money from them. nspectors of chief and 
secondary tobacco warehouses must be able to read and write and are required to 
give bond for the tobacco in their care. 

Inspectors, like retailers, are advised to be kindly, and moderate in words and ac¬ 
tions, treating with bland politeness all kinds of peoples who come to buy tobacco, 
especially ecclesiastics, so that a greater consumption of tobacco may be en¬ 
couraged. 

Signed by Don Juan Francisco de Lujan y Arce, Don Juan Francisco de Goyeneche, 
and Don Martin de Loynaz [ministers of the royal junta of the tobacco revenue, and 
directors of the revenue], Madrid, 27 January 1740.

T HE foreword contains the statement that in 1699, under the direction of king 
Charles II, new regulations for the administration of the tobacco monopoly had 
been issued. The income from the monopoly had made it possible for his majesty to 
pay increased wages to the army. But the regulations then established were being 
ignored or disobeyed; therefore this revision of them is published. 

The text opens with the announcement that the king (Philip V) dedicates this enter¬ 
prise to the protection of the Divine Sacrament and from its proceeds will donate 
200,000 reis at the beginning of each year to the treasuries of two brotherhoods of 
this order, in Lisbon, for their charities. Fifty-three clauses regulating the etiquette 
of the monopoly junta follow. This first section contains painstaking details. Among 
other matters it is ordered that, in addition to the usual personnel of the junta, there 
shall be two messenger-boys and a doorkeeper who must knock, or ring a bell, before 
entering the council chamber. The members are to sit on chairs, the backs of which 
are covered with leather. The president’s chair, however, is to have a cushion of 
crimson velvet. Every detail of procedure at meetings is given. The duties of the 
junta in handling the traffic in tobacco and the disposition of civil or criminal cases, 
forms of trial, etc. are clearly stated. When the decision in any criminal trial is the 
death penalty it is to be referred to the king. Only special judges may try knights of 
the three military orders accused of violating a tobacco law. The various officers, 
guards, el al. to be appointed and the salaries to be paid them are here listed. 

Sons of shopkeepers licensed to sell tobacco in certain (stated) provinces are ex¬ 
empt from military service, if they are to follow their father’s profession. No for¬ 
eign tobacco may be imported. Tobacco brought in from the colony of Brazil is

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to pay a stated duty. Merchants who have paid the import tax may sell tobacco 
where they wish, but not to individuals within the realm. [Details relating to 
ports of entry and methods of handling shipments are given.] Clerics or friars 
are prohibited from entering tobacco warehouses or factories. No one may use 
tobacco not imported from Brazil or manufactured by the monopoly. Marine troops 
are to prevent smuggling. Officers are appointed to oversee the tobacco industry 
in Brazil. All ships leaving Portugal are to be searched for contraband tobacco. 
Any master of a small vessel caught smuggling tobacco to anyone in the fleet will 
be banished to Angola (Africa) for three years, fined, and his vessel destroyed. 
If he be a negro he will be sent to the galleys for three years. 


Superintendents in charge of the customs may enter anywhere in the realm, even 
in privileged provinces, when searching for contraband. They may enlist the aid 
of the military, arrest offenders, demand that judges give immediate trials, etc. 
After four years of office they will be called before a tribunal and answer any com¬ 
plaints against them, before they may continue in office. [This conformed to the 
rule for all officials of Portugal.] In searching convents they must write before¬ 
hand to the prior of their intention to do so. 


The penalties established by the various laws between 1674 an d 1700 against trans¬ 
gressors in the use of tobacco are repeated. Noblemen violating the laws relating to 
tobacco will have their property confiscated and serve six years’ exile in Africa. When 
convicted of trading in tobacco with any foreign power, the exile will be lengthened 
to ten years. Knights of the three military orders will be arraigned before the regular 
judge, but the case will be finally tried before the Grand Master of the Order. Those 
knights who enjoy the privileges of nobles will have their property confiscated and be 
sentenced to five years’ exile in Brazil; for dealing with foreign countries the sentence 
will be lengthened to ten years in Angola. Artisans incurring penalties will have all 
their property confiscated, be whipped, and sent to the galleys for five years. Sailing- 
masters found with more or less than the registered amount of tobacco will have all 
their goods confiscated, be exiled to the Indies for ten years, and may never again be 
more than common sailors. The same penalty applies to those who, when forced by 
shipwreck or pirates to foreign ports, have any commerce there in tobacco. Soldiers 
who break any of the regulations relating to tobacco lose all rights of service and will 
be sentenced to five years’ exile in Angola; conniving officers lose all rights of service 
and their post. The punishment to be inflicted on shopkeepers and numerous other 
details of the penal code of the tobacco monopoly are fully stated. 


Following the various sections of regulations, etc. are summaries of earlier laws, set¬ 
ting the penalties of transgressors; copy of resolutions of the junta increasing penalties 
according to ancient laws, in which it is affirmed that noblemen must irremissibly 
serve exiles of six years in Africa, that no privileges will be granted for infringements 
of the tobacco laws and that any trading in tobacco with Castile will be punished by 
ten years’ exile in Angola. These regulations are followed by the conditions set by 
the newly appointed contractors of the monopoly, 18 September 1734, for their three 
year contract, which follow the usual form and in which selling prices of tobacco and 
snuff are listed. 
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The law of 21 June 1703 is reprinted, by which King Pedro prohibited the cultivation 
and use of Erba Santa, 1 which he considered harmful to his subjects’ health and to his 
royal monopoly. Other laws of 1706 by the same sovereign ordering a more strict 
enforcement of the prohibition against importations of foreign tobacco, and another 
law of 1719, in which Dom Joao orders the penalties enforced against those importing 
Spanish or Italian tobacco, follow. The concluding pieces are a request from the then 
monopolists, 22 April 1741, that the king republish his decree permitting search of 
foreign ships in the port of Lisbon, and the king’s decree, 25 April 174L confirming 
his former edicts to this effect.

Where no actual seizure of contraband has been 
made, but the indictment is based on informers, special testimony is required and 
great care is to be exercised that the accusation is justified. he tobacco seized must 
always be tested by an appraiser. 

These directions, issued 19 May 1741, at Madrid, are attested a faithful copy of the 
original, in a manuscript notation at end, by the secretary of the tobacco monopoly 
junta, Madrid, 6 June, 1741, and signed by him.

[;Translation of title] Inaugural medical dissertation on the smoking of tobacco by the the¬ 
ologian. Is it needful and wholesome for a theologian to smoke tobacco? With the propitious 
favor of God and the gracious authority of the medical faculty in the Royal University of 
Friederich, Henry Christian Alberti of Halle-Magdeburg, respondent, will present [the dis¬ 
sertation] for the degree of doctor to the public consideration of the learned, the venerable 
master, his father, Michaele Alberti, presiding. At the accustomed hour and place in the 
year 1743, on the [12th] day of June. [In the scroll at foot:] At Halle-Magdeburg, with the 
types of Johann Christian Hendel, university printer. 

T HE respondent, in his introduction, affirms the dictum that the clergy must be 
immaculate in all things — examples to the laity. He supports this chaste ob¬ 
servation by quoting a number of learned authors. Many believe, he says, that min¬ 
isters of the gospel should not drink wine, and the question has arisen as to whether 
or not it is proper for them to indulge in smoking. 

Alberti declares at the outset that he plans only to investigate the practical medical 
aspects of the problem under consideration. He points out that Francke, in his 
Lectionuin Parcsneticarum, wrote on the subject of the use of tobacco by the clergy, 
and decided that, when used as a medicine, it was not sinful. e further considered, 
whether it would not be better to avoid scandal and offense to others by refraining 
from the use of tobacco even as a medicine, if another drug would provide the desired 
healing effect. 

The author concurs in the opinion that many clergymen remain healthy without to¬ 
bacco. It is apparent, therefore, that this herb is not essential in their regimen, as it 
is in the lives of more active people. But there are bodily afflictions (catarrh, asthma, 
etc.) in which the use of tobacco is beneficial and, therefore, permissible for theologians. 
The sulphuric and volatile salts of tobacco have a stimulating effect upon blood- 
circulation and the excretory functions. Consequently this herb is of value to those 
who, like clergymen, lead sedentary lives. Reference is made to the powerful emetic 
and cathartic powers of tobacco, and its use in England in clysters. 
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Tobacco is a known prophylactic, and as clergymen must often visit those suffering 
from contagious diseases it is advisable that they make use of some preservative from 
infection. Other instances are mentioned in which tobacco-smoking, for its palliative 
or sanatory effects, is permissible for clergymen. Divinity students are earnestly 
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warned not to succumb to the temptation of smoking, however, lest it become a 
fixed habit.

[MSS. DOCUMENTS RELATING TO THE PETITION OF JAMES COUTTS 1742-1743.] 

T HIS collection consists of five ms. pieces. The first, a copy, unsigned, {c. 1742) 
deals with the events which occasioned the petition. Coutts states that a ship¬ 
ment of tobacco from Maryland, consigned to him, reached Montrose, Scotland, in 
September 1715. The Scottish (Jacobite) rebellion had broken out, and when Coutt’s 
agent applied to the customs collector for entry papers they were refused. A week 
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later, the commissioners of customs advised that the cargo be discharged at Leith. 
Before the carrying vessel could proceed, however, the rebels seized it and demanded 
immediate payment of the duty. This being refused, the rebels rifled and disabled 
the ship and took Coutts and others prisoners to Perth. In order to obtain their free¬ 
dom Coutts paid £500 to the late Earl of Mar (leader of the rebellion) and, to prevent 
the plundering of the tobacco, ordered it disposed of at any rate. A considerable 
quantity was thus sold, whereby Coutts sustained a loss of £200. 

After the suppression of the rebellion the commissioners of customs not only obliged 
Coutts to pay the duties for the tobacco left in his possession, but also required a 
bond, payable at the determination of the Lords of the Treasury for £720-19 -}4 for 
the duties on the tobacco of which he had already been robbed, or which had been 
sold at a loss. 

The petitioner thereupon appealed to the Lords of the Treasury, asking for discharge 
of the bond, in view of the great losses he had already sustained. The plea was re¬ 
ferred to the commissioners of customs at Edinburgh who gave it as their opinion 
that their Lordships might order the petitioner’s release from the bond. 

The second document is a ms. copy, unsigned (c. 1742), of the bond of Coutts for 
£1441-18-1. Of this, £720-19-Li was to be paid on demand, being for the existing 
subsidies, additional duty and impost for the cargo of 34,105 lbs. of tobacco imported. 
(The date of entry given here is 19 April 1716.) 

In the third document, the original ms. petition of Coutts to the Lords Commissioners 
of the Treasury, the facts in the first document are related in fuller detail. Coutts 
here remarks that he had ordered the cargo ship to London, but his letter had arrived 
too late and, further, that the rebels had rifled his warehouse at Montrose of £200 
worth of tobacco. His agent signed this petition for relief from the bond given by 
Coutts. This piece (docketed as received 17 Dec. 1742) is subscribed at Whitehall 
Treasury Chambers, 18 Jan. 1742 [1743] with a notation referring the petition to the 
commissioners of customs in Scotland. They were to report to the Lords Commis¬ 
sioners of the Treasury on the proper disposition of this case. 

The fourth piece is the original letter of the commissioners of customs at Edinburgh, 
15 Feb. 1743, sustaining the facts stated in Coutts’ petition, and giving it as their 
opinion that the bond given by him should be discharged. This document, marked 
as received 8 March 1742 [1743], contains an additional notation: “24 March My 
lords can do nothing in this, the application must be to Parliam!;” 

The last document is a ms. copy of the foregoing, docketed: "'(Copy) Report Comm rs 
of the Customs to the Lords of the Treasury on the Petition of Mr James Coutts 15 
febry 174*.” [Written in the same hand as the first and second pieces.]

L OVERS of tobacco are reminded that they owe a debt to Bontekoe (n. 384) be- 
j cause of the encouragement he gave to smokers. It is no longer necessary, says 
Kruger, to import tobacco from America, as it is now so widely cultivated in Europe 
that the foreign kinds are rarely seen by Germans. 

Cnafter is properly American tobacco. It derives its name from the Italian word 
Canajiro , which means a basket, since it is brought to us in baskets, or crates of 
woven reeds. It is not correct, therefore, simply to call it Cnafter, since that does 
not mean the tobacco itself, but rather the case in which it is enclosed. This kind 
of tobacco surpasses all others in aroma and taste. The secret of improving the 
taste of even inferior tobacco has been discovered, however, so that now even in¬ 
veterate smokers of Cnafter often are uncertain whether or not they are smoking 
the real thing. 

The author then comments on the anodyne and purgative value of tobacco. He con¬ 
siders that its primary use in therapeutics is as a salve. But it is not, he says in 
passing, a panacea. Although it contains two poisons they neutralize each other. 
This plant was originally a medicine, which has been transformed into a means for 
personal gratification. The author cannot, however, understand the abuse which has 
been heaped upon the tobacco habit. [D/-D 6 b ]

T HE Micmacs of Acadia had a strange manner of reviving those who had al¬ 
most drowned. A bladder or large intestine was filled with tobacco-smoke and 
well tied at one end; to the other they fastened a reed and inserted it into the 
rectum. The patient was then hung by his feet from a tree and, the bladder being 
pressed, the smoke was forced into his body. This, filling his belly, made him dis¬ 
charge from the mouth all the water he had swallowed. [I, Tj b ] 

It is noticed that the “Cenis” or “Assenis” (Caddo) of Florida grew tobacco (III, 
A x a ), and that, when this tribe celebrated a victory over their enemies, on such occa¬ 
sions the orator blew tobacco smoke over the scalps of the fallen [ibid., Qj a ]. The 
author observes that tobacco grows more readily than grain in Louisiana, and that 
(according to a correspondent, in 1711) the tobacco of Mobile is regarded as superior 
to that of Virginia. [IV, G xlj b ] 

The tribes of Indians around Hudson Bay w are sun-worshippers. When they wish 
to deliberate about an important matter they smoke. They assemble at daybreak 
in the cabin of a chief who lights his pipe and presents it three times to the rising 
sun; then with both hands he draws it from east to west, praying this heavenly 
body to be favorable to the nation. Then all in the assembly smoke the same 
pipe. [V, M.j b J 

The calumet is more in use among the nations of the southern and western sections, 
than of the north and east, and it is used more for peace than for war. Calumet is 
a Norman word, “Chalumeau”. The calumet of the Indians is the tube of the 
pipe, but the whole pipe is also meant. The tubes of the ceremonial calumets are 
very long. The head is made of a kind of reddish, easily worked marble [appar¬ 
ently Catlinite] which is found across the Mississippi. The tube is made of light 
wood, painted in colors and adorned with heads, tails, and feathers of the most 
beautiful birds . 121 After smoking a calumet to confirm an agreement the tribes do 
not go back on their word. The Great Spirit would never let an infraction go 
unpunished. If one takes the calumet from an enemy, arms must be laid down 
immediately. In a commercial transaction, the calumet makes the agreement bind¬ 
ing and somewhat sacred. In war time the pipe is reddened and the feathers are 
red. Sometimes they are so colored on one side only and, according to the manner 
in which the feathers are placed, one is able to know at once to which nation it is 
to be presented.

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The custom of smoking originated in the desire to call the sun as witness and 
guarantor of the words of any treaty or agreement. The smoke is always exhaled 
towards the sun. Some people have inferred that the calumet has some connec¬ 
tion with the caduceus of the Greek god Mercury. The savages knew nothing of 
Greek mythology and the caduceus had no symbolic connection with the sun. It 
seems more likely to think that the natives had noticed that petun cleared their 
brains and made them more wise in decisions and, therefore, they introduced it 
in their councils. It is the appropriate sign of agreement and seal of good faith. 
Smoking from the same pipe seems to make close alliance and brotherhood, like 
drinking from the same cup — a usage in vogue among many nations, and with 
similar religious import when proffered to the Divinity. 

The decorations of the calumet are more splendid in the case of those presented to 
personages of distinction or used on great occasions. 

Among the Panis [Pawnee], a nation established along the Missouri, they believe 
that the sun gave the calumet to men. They have merely wished to give a divine 
explanation to a national custom. [Ibid., N xii a -Oj b ] 

The continual usage, by all the nations of Canada, of a sort of petun [TV. rusticd\ 
which grows everywhere, has led various travelers to say that they swallow the 
smoke and it nourishes them. This unproved story may be derived from observa¬ 
tion of the savages’ long fasts. After trying the French tobacco \N. Tabacum ] they 
do not like their petun. Tobacco flourishes here, and from well-chosen ground some 
very excellent could be grown, [VI, B xi j b -Ci a ] 

It is observed that one of the most important concessions among the Natchez Indians 
was operated by the company which imported tobacco cultivators from Clairac, France. 
Successful crops were developed, but almost all of the French planters returned home 
[ibid.. Hi, 3 ]. The calumet ceremony at daybreak, by the Natchez chief, is briefly 
reported. [Ibid., H v b ] 

Embassies are conducted with great pomp among the Natchez Indians. There are 
thirty men and six women who march in procession, led by the best voices. Those 
who carry the calumet dance and sing, turning as they leap, and making grimaces. 
When they arrive in the presence of the great chief they rub him from foot to head 
with the calumet. Then they fill a pipe with tobacco and, holding fire in one hand, 
they present him with the lighted pipe. They smoke with him, blowing the first 
puff toward heaven, the second toward the earth and the third around the horizon. 
This done, they present their calumets to the relatives of the sun (great chief) and 
sub-chiefs. Finally they place their calumets before the great chief who, with the 
chief orator of the embassy, each delivers an hour’s harangue, after which the master 
of ceremonies lights a large peace pipe and each ambassador swallows his first puff 
from it. [Ibid., H XJ a ] 

There are numerous other references throughout this work to tobacco ceremonials 
associated with the plant, and to the calumet. The chief of these will be found in 
vol. V, Mij b (tobacco as a burial offering), Tiij a -Tinj b (calumet dances, and com¬ 
memorative engravings on the calumet), and in vol. VI, C x , b (tobacco as a sacrificial 
offering to the god of waters, etc.).

Charlevoix began his travels through the French colonies in America, in 1720, in order to 
gather information which would lead to the discovery of the “Western Sea”. He had pre¬ 
viously taught grammar at Quebec, 1705-1709. His explorations led him through the Great 
Lakes, among the Winnebago Indians, and down the Illinois and the Mississippi to its mouth. 
He attempted to reach St. Domingo but his vessel was wrecked, whereupon he returned to 
Mississippi via Florida. 

Charlevoix had, therefore, exceptional opportunities to study the American Indian, in the 
territory explored, at close quarters. His observations, when published, formed a work ex¬ 
ceptional (in that period) for its accuracy and wealth of detail. 

The first edition appeared in 1744 in three vols., quarto (S., iii, n. 12136). 

The Journal (Vols. V and VI) was translated into English and published at London, in 1761. 
The passages from Vols. V and VI, summarized in our translations above 3 , occur in the 1761 
edition as follows: Vol. V, Mj b excerpt, occurs in Vol. I on S 3 a ; Vol. V, Nxij 3 —Oj b passage, in 
Vol. I on U 8 b -X 2 a ; Vol. VI, B X ij b -Cj a excerpt, in Vol. II on I 7 a ; Vol. VI, H X j a passage, in 
Vol. II on Sg a .

M EN of all classes in England, the author announces in his foreword, chew to¬ 
bacco. He noticed that sailors were particularly addicted to the habit, winch, 
he thinks, is particularly valuable to those who live in maritime localities. It was 
the custom of Queen Caroline of England (1683 -1737) Schulze states, to chew “pig 
dail” (“pigtail”) as a morning dentifrice and this variety is preferred by women and 
children because of its mildness. Tobacco-chewing is also common in Holland. 

3 The length of several passages in the first English version precluded their use here, as direct quotations. 
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The first paragraph of the dissertation proper deals with the introduction of tobacco 
into England by Drake; the second with the origin, nomenclature and introduction 
of the plant into France and Italy. Succeeding parts of the dissertation explain the 
physical appearance of tobacco, where it is raised, an account of Virginian tobacco, 
how the custom of chewing was first observed in America, the supposed therapeutic 
value of the plant among the American aborigines, etc. 

The correct method of chewing is explained. Tobacco masticatories, the author affirms, 
prevent the decay of teeth because of the powerful sulphuric and oily elements present 
in the plant. Those unaccustomed to chewing will probably experience nausea at first, 
but not to any great degree if they use “pigtail”. Other remedial effects of tobacco- 
chewing, particularly in certain bilious, acid, and scorbutic conditions are stated. This 
masticatory also overcomes halitosis, relieves asthma, etc., and is of particular value 
in curing the diseases common to seamen. He goes on to say that in Florida and 
Canada, Virginia and Carolina, numerous inhabitants suffer from scorbutic conditions 
because of their proximity to the sea. The opinion has been accepted in these places 
that the best therapeutic agent for scurvy is a decoction of tobacco, which is drunk 
to induce vomiting, after which the leaves are chewed. 

Prose and verse tributes to Schulze conclude the work.

T KE long chapter on tobacco summarizes the information supplied by many fa¬ 
miliar earlier botanists, herbalists, and historians who dealt with the plant. It 
opens with an account of the introduction of tobacco into various parts < Europe 
and provides some of its nomenclature. Seven kinds of tobacco (the first three de¬ 
scribed by Neander, n. 148), are listed, together with their Latin synonyms as given 
by numerous authorities. (3 hese have all been recorded in obacco.') he last four 
kinds, the author states, are not specifically differentiated by Neander. Information 
is then given on the cultivation of the plant, and elaborate instructions follow on the 
various phases of tobacco farming, and the preparation and curing of the leaves. A 
long section deals with the medicinal uses of tobacco, its inherent "qualities'’, etc. 

The author remarks that (among other advantages) the chief benefit of smoking is 
that it discourages conversation and promotes reflection. He thinks Worb (n. 407) 
was too generous when he permitted twenty pipes a day. Six or seven are enough, and, 
he adds, time, place, temperament and one’s personal habits in eating and drinking 
must be considered when deciding upon a tobacco diet. 

A Latin poem, “Elegia Tabaccaria follows the main part of the chapter. The con¬ 
cluding portion is composed of some further observations, and a stanza in German in 
which the reader who wishes to understand the subject of tobacco thoroughly is ad¬ 
vised to study Greek and Latin [M6m 2 a -N6n 3 b ]. (Illustrated with a woodcut of two 
varieties of N. Tabaccum , from an unidentified edition of Dodoens.)

HE author first considers the kind of tobacco to be preferred for smoking. Of the 
L five species class)! ed by the botanists the most common is that called Nicotiana 
major latifolia. , after Caspar Bauhin. [This is N. Tabacum var. brasiliensis , Comes.] 

Merchants offer a hundred varieties but many of these. Beck remarks, have only 
ai ti ctal differences. he tobacco of Hanover or Bremen is stated to be the best in 
Germany. Other popular foreign varieties preferred by traveled Germans are men¬ 
tioned. Four qualities are essential to good tobacco. Beck finds: when smoked, it 
should have a pleasing odor, a mild taste, it should burn easily, and produce a white 

ash. For catarrhal and other respiratory diseases medicinal herbs are mixed with 
tobacco. 

It is the author’s opinion that smoking is chiefly advantageous to those who live in 
colt and unpleasant climates, or are 01 phlegmatic temperaments, and for those who 
lead hardy outdoor lives. But persons of choleric and sanguine temperaments, as well 
as the very old or young, should avoid using it. Among other matters Beck observes 
that summer is the worst time for smoking; that tobacco used after meals affects 
digestion; that smoking has a soporific effect before bedtime; that it is best to smoke 
moderately and in the open air. Methods of smoking and the kinds of tobacco pipes 
used are discussed in another chapter. The beneficial effects of smoking in rheumatic 
and catarrhal conditions, ailments of the eyes and ears, and even in such grave dis¬ 
eases as arthritis and epilepsy; the use of tobacco in clysters; the prophylactic value 
ot the plant during plagues, etc., are remarked upon, with references to numerous 
authorities whose opinions on these forms of nicotian therapy the author supports. 

1 he last chapter deals with the harm done by excessive smoking. A number of ob¬ 
scure authors are quoted who show that over-indulgence in tobacco affects the diges¬ 
tive and respiratory functions, induces sterility and reduces the span of life, etc.

I N THE author’s opinion only Schoon (n. 414), among all those who wrote of 
tobacco, presented an able account of the constituent elements of the plant. The 
author himself (as he announces in his preface) conducted laboratory experiments in 
the chemistry of tobacco before attempting this dissertation. 

He begins his thesis in a traditional manner with a brief survey of the history of the 
plant, and its nomenclature, with reference to several authorities. Ludwig’s Defini- 
tiones Generum Plantarum [Leipzig, 1737], is cited for the “two names” by which 
tobacco is known: Nicotiana and Peturn . 1 Works of Linnaeus are mentioned 2 in sup¬ 
port of this general classification; these two authors provide the botanical descriptions 
which are then given. Linnaeus notes eleven species; an account of the three best 
known is provided: the broad-leaved, narrow-leaved, and small tobacco. 3 

For his chemical analysis of tobacco the author chose the unmixed leaves of the Vir¬ 
ginian variety called “canaster,” 4 because, he says, of the ease with which this kind 
could be pulverized. Detailed reports then follow of nineteen experiments in dis¬ 
tilling and rectifying tobacco. From these tests Frauenknecht deduced that the leaves 
of tobacco were composed of water, oil, alkaline salt, and earth, and interspersed 
with these constituents were small odoriferous oily-saline volatile particles. The re¬ 
sults of quantitative and qualitative analyses are given. It is the author’s opinion 
that the salt was the active agent in the elimination of mucous humors from various 
parts of the body; and that the saline and oily volatile particles created the odor 
(pleasant or offensive) of tobacco. “When more saline volatile particles are combined 
with fewer oily volatile particles, a pleasant odor is produced . . . when more oily 
volatile particles are combined with a smaller quantity of saline volatile particles they 
give forth an ‘ungrateful’ odor, distasteful to the nostrils . . .” [sl (The effect of 
offensive or of pleasant smells on the nervous system and other parts of the human 
organism is explained at considerable length.) 

Saline-oily elements, Frauenknecht announces, are less affected by the combustion of 
the tobacco when smoked, and consequently have more effect on the body than the

Frauenknecht, in the section quoted, Dr. Jenness 
observes, presents the concept “that the volatile 
matter (in tobacco) could be subdivided into oily 
and saline products in combined form . . . and that 
the odor depended not only upon the relative ratio 
of the salt to oily portions, but also upon the vola¬ 
tility of both the salt and the oily portion”. Frau¬ 
enknecht was here undoubtedly presenting the re¬ 
sults of chemical analyses which had begun, prob¬ 
ably in France, about 1570 (v. n. 17). 
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oily-saline. It is clear that the narcotic quality of tobacco is pronounced and that 
this plant should be classed with hyoscyamus, mandragora and similar herbs. 

The author prefers to leave to others any discussion of the virtues of various nicotian 
preparations for therapeutic uses. He closes his interesting dissertation (which fairly 
well indicates the status of chemical knowledge then) with some general comments on 
the social forms of tobacco usage, mention of the “four general kinds of tempera¬ 
ments” and the effect of tobacco upon the “choleric”, the remedial value of the plant 
in various ailments, etc. The tract is concluded with the usual commendatory verses.

A FTER the defeat of the Walpole Excise Rill (n. 668), the smuggling of tobacco 
,' became intensified in England and Scotland. 1 The attention of Parliament was 
again directed to a situation which had become a national scandal, and investigating 
committees were appointed. Before the adoption of a bill, in 1751 (n. 769), designed 
to curtail tobacco smuggling and customs frauds, various members of the tobacco 
trade, petty officials and customs officers submitted to the chancellor of the exchequer 
(Henry Pelham), apparently upon his request, or to the lords commissioners of the 
treasury, reports on prevalent conditions and proposals which were to serve in framing 
the intended bill. 

Among the associated documents 2 (later in the Townshend collection, v. infra) is the 
following letter, perhaps intended for Pelham. The writer was apparently an official 
investigator, or a customs officer. 


Sir 

After I had done my self the Honour of writing you from Whitehaven of the 
14? Ult?, haveing some time to spare, I thought it might be usefull to inform my¬ 
self farther of the certainty of what I mentioned to, by going to severall places in

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unspun tobacco; the last extract deals with the elimination of a local tax on Nijmegen 
dealers.

T HE third clause of this decree gives a tariff of the taxes to be paid by all who 
wish to use the “superfluous article”, tobacco. In the larger cities, noblemen, 
clergymen, persons of quality, and citizens are to pay one Daler Silfwermynt 1 the lb. 
for pipe-tobacco, and sixteen ore 2 for snuff. For people o lesser quality, such as jour¬ 
neymen, servants et al. the tax on pipe-tobacco is 8 ore the lb; for snuff, 4 ore. In 
other cities and in the country, the tax for the first class is 24 ore for pipe-tobacco 
and is reduced one-quarter for snuff. The rate for the second class in other cities 
remains the same. In the country, peasants, servants and millworkers are to pay 4 
ore the lb. (Snuff is not mentioned; apparently there was no considerable use oi this 
product among these people.) Soldiers and boatmen are exempt from this excise so 
long as they are in the service of the crown. Stockholm, 26 November, 1747.

[NOTIFICATION OF THE TOBACCO LEASE, &c.] Briinn, 1748. 

T HE inhabitants of Moravia are informed that the estates of the realm have 
again leased from his Imperial Highness [the Holy Roman Emperor, Francis I], 
the collection of the tobacco revenue for this territory, for the price of 50,000 gulden 
annually, commencing 1 November 1748. This was done in order to prevent un¬ 
necessary hardships [/.<?., a private monopoly] to the public. In order to pay for 
the lease certain taxes are instituted. Every household (chimney) is to pay 10 
kreutzer. [The regulations for enforcing the provisions of this decree are given.] 
Free trade in tobacco is established, excepting in the seven royal cities, and the

Regulations are given concerning the commerce in tobacco in the royal cities, which 
are not required to pay the household tax of 10 kreutzer. The monopoly is under a 
different jurisdiction in these cities, and the inhabitants of Moravia are warned not 
to buy any tobacco from the lessees there, under penalties of fine and confiscation. 
(Briinn, 8 October, 1748.)

[LETTER TO HENRY PELHAM.] 13 February 1747/8, 

Sir 

You having lately lay’d your Commands on me to consider & propose to you 
my thoughts for the better Collecting & improving the Customs in general but 
particularly as to Tobacco I humbly submitt them to you. They are chiefly the 
4 following things which I beleive will both secure & advance the Customs which 
now in time of War would be of the greatest service to the Nation. 

1. To take off absolutely the Prohibition of Trade wfith Spain which has been at 
leaft £200,000 pr Ann lofs to the Revenue. By which Step on our part the Span¬ 
iards may perhaps become inclined to a reconciliation . . . [Spanish commodities 
are already being smuggled into Scotland in great quantities.] 

2. Let the People of Scotland pay the small Anti-Union Customs which were farmed 
at £40,000 pr Ann & if Tobacco or other foreign Goods are brought from thence to 
England by Land let it be through Carlisle or Berwick only, as it was before the 
Union, or Coastways & let the difference be paid up equal to the present Dutys by 
a Book of Rates to be framed on purpofe. 

3. Let it be enacted that Foreign Goods bro! Coastways from Port to Port shall 
always be on Bond to return a Certificate [containing essential information] . . . 

4. Let a short general Clause be prepared that instead of taking security for the 
Dutys on all East India Goods Tobacco &c which are bondable the Goods them¬ 
selves shall be all warehoufed & kept under the Kings & Merchants Locks till the 
Dutys are paid in the times at present limitted the Importers selling by Samples 
or Buyers being admitted to view them, paying the full Dutys if for home Con¬ 
sumption & if deliverd for Exportation to pay only the % Subsidy or whatever is 
now r left on receiving the Drawbacks. [Further procedure on this proposition is 
given.] 

By doing all which the variety of Frauds in relanding & other wife wall be greatly 
prevented. I am certain yourself & the rest of the Honble Persons in the Admin- 
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1748 istration & in the P’arliament will for his Majestys & the nations Service now at a 

time when a further Subsidy is layed, joyntly make a strong point of these things 
this Sefsion & get them thoroughly effected. As what is proposed will greatly lefsen 
the Fees of some of the Chiefs and other Officers I hope in Justice Provision will 
be made by Law, to make them amends for their Lofs. I am with the greatest 
regard and good wifhes . . . [Signed] Rob 1 aul.

ENGLAND, Customs Department; Henry SAXBY (d. 1771) 

[MS, headed:] A PROPOSAL TO PREVENT ABUSES IN THE TOBACCO TRADE. 
[London, 1748.] 

I N THIS document, addressed to Pelham, the author points out that when a mer¬ 
chant has given a bond for the duties on tobacco, landed in England and intended 
for exportation, he penalizes himself to the extent of £16-10-0 in every £100 if he 
decides to sell the tobacco for home consumption. (V. the Introduction , p. no, n. 1, 
•Jfa.) Tobacco which has been exported and has received the drawback can very easily 
be re-landed along many parts of the English coast. From these two factors, par¬ 
ticularly the last, arise most of the frauds practised against the customs. 

Saxby suggests that tobacco imported pay no duty at entry, but that the hogsheads 
(having been weighed and the usual allowances made for damaged tobacco, etc.) be 
deposited in public warehouses. The duties should then be paid only upon delivery 
to the importer or purchaser, who cannot buy less than one hogshead. Elogsheads 
will be distinctively marked, such mark to be valid only for a certain number of years. 
The present stocks on hand of each merchant must be declared, with a statement of 
what is intended for export and what for home consumption. The latter is to be 
secured under the king’s lock. No drawback is to be permitted on tobacco with¬ 
drawn for exportation unless manufactured [in England], When unmanufactured it 
must be exported directly from the warehouse, under bond not to re-land. (Other 
procedure to cover this phase is suggested.) Certificates of re-landing are to be re¬ 
quired for tobacco delivered to Ireland. Only cut tobacco on which the duties have 
been paid is to be shipped coastwise, under the usual regulations and with bonds for 
proper delivery. Only cut and rolled tobacco to be removed from private warehouses. 
The author admits that nothing in these proposals will prevent re-landing without 
payment of duty, but he thinks his plan, if adopted, would make it impracticable to 
dispose of contraband tobacco. The huge quantities of snuff now manufactured and 
brought coastwise make it incumbent to lay an inland duty of a penny or halfpenny 
the lb. on it. This will require inspections of snuff factories by excise officers. In an 
added note in his own hand, Saxby further proposes that tobacco warehoused for 
more than three years be publicly sold and net proceeds paid to the owner after 
warehouse charges, etc. have been deducted. Signed “H. Saxby , and dated at the 
customhouse, “London, 19 Jany 1748”.

[EDICT PRESCRIBING PUNISHMENTS FOR TOBACCO SMUGGLERS.] Munich, 
1748. 

O NLY licensed merchants may deal in tobacco. The provisions of the mandate 
of 1 January 1748 concerning vagrants who offend against the tobacco regu¬ 
lations are to be put in force. Confiscation and fines are to be inflicted upon workers 
caught with contraband. Those who cannot pay are to be placed in the stocks, 
with the tobacco hung around their necks, and flogged soundly, according to the 
individual’s constitution. Second offenders to receive double penalty, etc. Penal¬ 
ties of confiscation and fine are provided for merchants and wagoners conveying 
contraband tobacco. Officials disregarding the law or prosecuting innocents shall 
be dismissed, exiled, or otherwise punished according to circumstances. Dated at 
Munich, 5 August 1748.

[Translation of fly-title ] For Don Salvadore Cangiani. 

T HE exclusive right to sell tobacco was bid upon by Antonio Gomez Figueiro and 
Salvadore Cangiani. The former offered 270,000 ducats; the latter 12,000 less. 
On June 29th the king 1 sent a dispatch accepting the higher offer and dispensing with 
all legal requirements and formalities. It appeared to the Giunta that it was rash 
to permit so valuable a lease to pass to a foreigner, who had no property in the domain. 
Furthermore Cangiani, a citizen and vassal, had immediately offered 50,000 ducats 
more (when he learned of his rival’s bid) and stated that he would sell tobacco to the 
public at a lower price than Figueiro. The latter refused to increase his offer. 

(The Giunta was therefore faced with the problem of circumventing the king’s order, 
thwarting legal action on the part of Figueiro and preventing any further bids.) Argu¬ 
ments based upon legal decisions are advanced to prove that the king’s dispatch was 
contrary to law and public policy. (These opinions are from Italian and foreign 
sources. Cicero is also quoted.) The royal order had stated additionally that Figuei- 
ro’s offer should be accepted without admitting any additional bids, either of a tenth 
or a sixth. 2 These words, the special pleader notes, were quite definite and provided 
only against offers of these additional amounts. (Authorities are quoted to explain 
that there can be no deviation from the exact sense of legal phraseology.) Since, the 
writer goes on to say, nothing was stated in the order about the acceptance of offers 
of more than a sixth, and since Cangiani's additional bid was more than the sixth

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part of the whole, it appears just, and not contrary to the decree, to accept his pro¬ 
posal. It is further emphasized that as the king’s order is contrary to public policy 
there is special necessity for a strict interpretation of and adherence to its terms, in 
their legal sense. 

Figueiro was guilty of bad faith in having undertaken a contract which, it is clear, he 
could not keep for he had no tobacco to sell. What a loss this would have been to 
the state, and sub-contractors involved! The petitioner trusts that the Supreme 
Giunta will accept the offer of Cangiani, in the best interests of the state.

At 
Kampen. Printed at the shop of Aegidius Valkenier, printer of the noble and mighty estates 
of Overyssel. [1748] 

T HERE has been a heavy decrease in the tobacco impost. "his is chiefly- 
owing to the fact that the provisions of the ordinance of 7 September 1636 
(as modified and amplified by the regulation of 1692), relating to the impost, 
monopolists, etc. have not been observed. he latter regulation is, therefore, here 
reprinted. 

This contains the usual provisions designed to protect the revenue of the monopolist 
and prevent smuggling. The importer of tobacco into Overyssel was to pay 2 stivers 
the lb. Full details are given relating to declarations of entry or trans-shipment, 
weighing, seizures upon suspicion of fraud, indemnification by monopolist lor false 
arrest, etc., permission for individuals to import tobacco upon notification to monopo¬ 
list, excise chargeable upon inn-keepers and others who keep public houses, the pro¬ 
cedure for collection of impost and payments to monopolist; declarations by domestic 
planters, etc. Dated at Zwolle, 16 April 1692. 

Article XV of the preceding, relating to the duties, etc. of the monopolist, is amplified 
and further regulations given. he regulation of 19 March 1728 is to be fully ob¬ 
served; some of its provisions are re-stated. Hereafter tobacco is to be imported, and 
delivered, in barrels. Appointed dealers must contract for at least 140 lbs. in the 
larger cities; 70 lbs. a y T ear in the smaller. No cut or twist tobacco may be brought in; 
Varinas or roll tobacco shall not be imported in less than 25 lbs. at a time. All im¬ 
portations are subject to certain procedures (here stated) and for the registration of 
dealers with the monopolist; for the making of declarations, etc. Fines of 200 guilders 
are to be imposed for noncompliance. he new impost is to be leased or three yoars 
from 1 May 1748 Dated at Kampen, 5 April 1748

SPAIN, Ferdinand VI, King 

[ORDER CONFIRMING GRANTS OF FREE TRADE IN TOBACCO.] Madrid, 1748. 

T WO earlier cedulas [king’s writs or patents] by Philip V, in 1727, permitting free 
trade in tobacco in the seigniory of r izcaya [Biscay] and the provinces of Gui- 
puzcoa and Alava are given In full, together with some associated matters. 

In the cedula for Vizcaya it is stated that, by the decrees of 1717 and 1718, Philip V 
had established customs officers in all seaports and frontier towns of the kingdom. 
As these offices offended the rights and privileges of certain exempt parts of the king¬ 
dom, in 1722 the superintendent of the tobacco revenue was ordered to restore them 
to their original posts and continue the exemptions in the stated places. The rights 
of these provinces and of the seigniory of Vizcaya to the free importation of tobacco, 
sugar, and spices, etc. in sufficient quantity for the use of their inhabitants, w T ere there¬ 
fore confirmed in 1727. Special provisions are made against the introduction of con¬ 
traband from the factories near the French border, San Juan de Luz and Bayonne, 
and against trading tobacco with the provinces of Castille and Navarre which had no 
exemption. Directions are given for the issuance of customhouse permits for the 
tobacco brought into Vizcaya from the port of Cadiz, and for the formalities and ex¬ 
changes of permits in transmitting tobacco to other provinces. 

The council and deputies of Vizcaya agreed to the decree and set down eight provi¬ 
sions which w T ere approved by the king. Among these was one that, because of the 
noted nobility of their blood, offending citizens of Vizcaya were to be exempt from 
the usual punishments of galleys and prison in Africa, and that their lands, likewise, 
were exempt from confiscation. Only pecuniary penalties could be exacted as punish¬ 
ment. 

The cedula for Guipuzcoa is an exact repetition of that for Vizcaya. The cedula for 
Alava is omitted, but the eight points of agreement with the deputy of the council of 
Alava are given under general provisions for the prevention of fraud and smuggling. 
The only variation from the others is that storekeepers are required to have govern¬ 
ment permits and may sell no more than tw T o pounds of tobacco at a time. These 
three decrees and agreements are approved and confirmed by Ferdinand VI, who 
promises that there shall be no alterations of their provisions. 

Signed, at end of printed attestation of agreement with original document, by Don 
Joseph Maroto, secretary of the tobacco monopoly administration, and each leaf 
initialed at foot with his paraph. Official stencil stamp and date on first and last leaves.

T PIE author presents his opinions on the advantages or disadvantages of tobacco 
cultivation in Sweden in parallel columns. On one hand, he says, domestic plant¬ 
ing reduces the export of capital, benefits the national treasury, and improves the 
value of estates where tobacco is grown because such crops are profitable. Poor chil¬ 
dren and old people find gainful employment in tobacco fields. This plant has be¬ 
come indispensable in social use and, if cultivated in Sweden, its cost need not rise 
materially in the event of foreign wars. Surplus crops could be exported. Specula¬ 
tion in grain, and price deflation of that commodity, would be curtailed if lands now 
given over to the excessive production of grain were partly planted with tobacco. 
Excellent crops have been grown in new soil when proper fertilizers are used and cer¬ 
tain manures, formerly thrown away, can be utilized for tobacco. 

In opposition to this array of arguments, the author provides “evidence” that “twenty 
barrels of gold” from tobacco would not compensate for the loss of lands better em¬ 
ployed for other crops. More profits would accrue to farmers who planted cabbage. ' 
It is better lor the poor that they have steady employment in factories, rather than 
intermittent labor in the tobacco fields. Tobacco is a superfluous article and, in order 
to prevent excessive use, its price is kept high. Only the state treasury gains by this. 1 
When capital is exported profits are shared (thus increasing international good will). 
It is a false assumption that Swedish tobacco, which is not so good, would exclude the 
importation of Dutch or Virginian tobacco. The Swedes are not so patriotic as to 
prefer their own tobacco to better foreign crops. Speculation in grain, etc. is the 
result of selfishness and precautions can be taken against this. Tobacco requires the 
very best soil we have, thus crowding out essential crops, &c., &c. The author comes 
to the conclusion, therefore, that he is not opposed to the domestic cultivation of 
tobacco at some later date when arable fields are available. At present, however, it 
would be better to utilize the available soil for grain and other productive crops, 
such as hemp, flax, etc.

(n. 716), whereby the importation of twist tobacco was prohibited, Sweden has saved 
a considerable sum of money, he says. Some of the statements made by the author 
of n. 750 are questioned, on statistical grounds. The writer of the Anmarkningar 
estimates that 500 acres were then set aside for tobacco in Sweden. He is convinced 
that this commodity can continue to be produced without interfering with the culti¬ 
vation of essential cereals.

T HE author praises the fine “health snuff” imported into Germany from Portugal, 
which the Portuguese manufacture from the best black tobacco leaves. These, 
he says, have been previously dipped in rose water to remove their pungency, are then 
dried, run through a pulverizer which has been moistened with balsam, and a coarse 
powder, golden-brown in hue, is thus produced. Because of its concentrated strength 
this snuff is to be preferred to all others. It does not lose its moisture, the author 
remarks, nor does it have the disadvantages of Spanish and other snuffs. 

The beneficial effects of this “health snuff” upon the nasal passages, the brain, eye¬ 
sight and other parts of the body are described. A well-regulated sneeze is healthful 
when caused by this product of Lisbon. The reader is cautioned not to keep the snuff 
in a heated room, but in a cool place. The lettering of the wrapper of the “four- 
cornered” lead box w'herein genuine Portugallo Sano is sold is given.

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T HIS compilation commences with a short history of the laws relating to tobacco 
in France from 1629 on, and of the monopoly there. The text then following is 
arranged by subject alphabetically. Under the separate headings are given those 
clauses and parts of the declarations, acts, and regulations, with the date of promulga¬ 
tion or enactment, which relate to the commerce in tobacco, taxation, the monopoly, 
etc. in France. The longest section deals with articles in the “Proces Verbaux” (v. n. 
342, n. 4). The collection is indexed, and the latest date given is 1743. 

Bound in is an “Extrait de La Declaration du Roy du premier Aoust 1721” (r. n. 
591). “Observations sur la Douanne de Lyons,” and “Nottes d’Arrets,” in which the 
latest date given is 1748. The observations on the customhouse at Lyons are of a 
general nature; the notes on “arrets” contain a list of acts on various subjects, such 
as colonial commerce, tariff, taxation, etc. 

Small Quarto (Inscription page; 7 pp. of introductory matter; 62 pp. of text [paginated 1-93, 
with most versos left blank]; index, 4 pp.). The “Extrait” occupies pp.; the ‘Observa¬ 
tions”, and “Nottes” (both small 89) 4 pp. each.

The page preceding the text is inscribed (tram.): “Given to M. Monteil historiographer of 
France by his printer ED. [E. Baverger],” after which follows a note in Monteil’s hand ( trans .): 

No historiogra¬ 
pher of France has written the national history. My friend Monsieur Daverger printed the 
first which has been done. Monteil” 

Amans Alexis Monteil was author of Histoire des Frangais des divers Stats (Paris, 1828-1844) 
and other historical works. Daverger printed another of his historical works in 1835.

T FIIS macaronic, 1 made of three parts “kitchen” Latin, one part Dutch, is cred¬ 
ited to the most famous Dutch philologist of his time. It begins on an elevated 

note: 

Give place, ye nasal ones and chewers; depart impious tribe. What hellish devil 
has taught you, filthy host, to defile the herb consecrated to the good and honest, 
with mucous and saliva? For shame! be abashed, remain afar ye profane ones. 
Fie! fie! I have nothing to do with you. It is the pipe tobacco only which I 
righteously recommend to all, oh ye connoisseurs. 

Then follows an inspired passage wherein the abundance of fish, birds, flowers and 
leaves serves as an analogy to the praises heaped upon smoking. Not all, the poet 

1 A part of the humor in this piece is of an obscure apparently conceived by the scholarly author, 
or private nature, depending upon words and phrases 
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goes on to say, who have the correct paraphernalia are necessarily faithful devotees 
of the pastime of smoking. One should inquire whether such a person has mastered 
the art. If one is to be considered an honest and an able smoker the following injunc¬ 
tions must be strictly observed: 

It is not enough to fill a pipe and put it to the mouth and set fire to it, for even 
the country bumpkin knows as much. It is only correct to hold it dextrously with 
the left hand, have the right hand provided with a stopper, impress the onlookers 
with majestic mien, sit in the proper attitude on the chair, and finally, to take 
enough time for each pipe and not treat with hasty irreverence this heavenly food. 

Forsooth, one is not to take quick, but long-drawn puffs, with a graceful counte¬ 
nance, and to blow out the smoke slowly, not to distend the hollow cheeks with a 
too great inflation and scatter the curved twists [of smoke] through the thin air. 
Nor is the fire to be permitted to go out, so long as one may use the nail of his 
thumb. Nor may any proper smoker submerge the floor in a flood of saliva, nor 
drink wine or beer — only a moderate draught of water. Thus let mouth and lips 
be gently watered. [One may then proceed to reach perfection in this happy art.] 
To smoke thus, in my judgment, befits an honest man! 

All my wishing is but smoke 
To smoke is also my wish.

[MSS. COLLECTION OF CUSTOMS STATISTICS, ETC. ON TOBACCO IN ENGLAND AND 
SCOTLAND, c. 1749] 


T HESE reports, apparently collected for the use of the treasury department ( v . the in¬ 
troduction to n. 740) in relation to the pending bill (n. 769; cf. n. 761), consist of original 
documents, and copies, as follows; 


I- Memorandum of “Annuall Exportation of Tobacco upon a medium”, divided into 
5 periods varying from 6 to 11 years between Christmas 1709 to Christmas 1746. With 
other memoranda. 


II- [Headed;] The Amount of the Net Produce of the Duties on the Impost on Tobacco, 
From Christmas 1710 to Christmas 1749. 

The greatest amount of revenue from this source was more than £202,000 received in 1733. 
(This was chiefly owing to the fact that the excise bill, n. 668, was then under consideration. 
Large quantities of tobacco were imported in order to forestall the stringent regulations in 
the pending bill.) Importations in 1734 paid an impost of only £48,869. (The figures for 
several years are left blank.) 

III- [Headed:] An Account of the Quantity of Tobacco Imported into London and the 
Out Ports distinctly in Eight Years to Christmas 1728. 

The greatest quantity imported totaled more than 43,000,000 lbs. in 1727; more than twice 
that imported in 1725. 

IV- [Docketed:] Compare of the Net Receipt [of tobacco in England] with The Revenue 
of the Tobacco for Home Consumption. 

The figures for the quantities of tobacco imported and exported between Christmas 1736 and 
Christmas 1746 show an average of 6,309,036 lbs. annually retained for home consumption. 
The exchequer net receipt for the same period, however, shows an excess payment of more 
than £30,000 per annum. This meant that duty (on a base of per lb.) 1 was paid on 

more than 1,500,000 lbs. unaccounted for by customshouse entry records. 

V- [Headed;] An Account of the Total Quantity of Tobacco Imported into and Exported 
from the Several Ports in Scotland for Ten Year’s Commencing at Christmas 1737, and 
ending at Christmas 1747. 

From this it appears that 11,959,261 lbs. more were exported than were imported at eleven 
ports in Scotland. The apparent quantity retained for home consumption, however, was 
about 450,000 lbs., as seven other ports in Scotland showed a 12,409,116 lb. surplus of import 
over export. 

VI- [Docketed:] An Account of the Import’s and Export’s of Tobacco in England and 
Scotland for ten Year’s from Christmas 1737 to Xtmas 1747. 

Total imports into England exceeded those into Scotland by five to one; the exports by four 
to one. Nearly 90,000,000 lbs. were retained for home consumption in England; about 450,000

VII- [Headed:] An Account of the Total Quantity of Tobacco Imported into and Ex¬ 
ported from the Several Ports in England for Ten Year’s, Commencing at Christmas 1737, 
and ending at Christmas 1747. 

The figures given for England in n. VI are here augmented. 

VIII- [Headed;] An Account of the Quantity of Tobacco Exported for 5 Years from 
Christmas 1738 to Christmas 1743, distinguishing each Year: with the Medium. 

The annual Medium is more than 42,000,000 lbs. (Two copies of this document; one lettered 
“N° C.”, the other “N? D.” under the individual dockets.) 

IX- [Headed:] An Account of the Net Produce of the Duties on Tobacco from Christmas 
1737 to Christmas 1750. 

The total for this period was £2,179,000, but the subsidy which commenced 1 March 1747 is 
not included. 

X- [Headed:] An Acco 1 of Weight and N° of hds of Tobacco Imported and Exported in 
Scotland from Xtmafs 1738 to Xtmafs. 1748. 

The total exported (108,704,150 lbs.) is 1,100,921 lbs. more than that imported, showing a 
loss to the crown of £21,789, exclusive of duty on tobacco retained for home consumption. 
(No ports are specified in this document. Although the figures are for a comparable period, 
the export total here is more than 14,000,000 lbs. over that given in No. V. It is probable, 
of course, that the figures in No. X are for more, perhaps all, Scottish ports.) 

XI- [Headed:] An Account of Tobacco Imported and Exported Yearly at the several 
Ports of Scotland, From the 24* June 1740 To the 24? June 1747. 

More than 73,000,000 lbs. were imported into 16 ports listed, of which about 4,000,000 lbs. 
were retained for home consumption. The total of tobacco retained in Scotland is almost 
10 times the amount shown in nos. V and VI for a longer period. (No comment is made on 
this discrepancy.) 

XII- A memorandum summarizing the law relating to bonds on imported tobacco: The 
bonds are payable at the expiration of 18 months. Three years are allowed the merchant 
to export the tobacco and still receive a drawback of duties paid. Although bonds unpaid 
within 18 months are legally forfeit, in cases where tobacco is intended for exportation no 
suits of forfeiture are instituted before the 3 years have expired. 

The writer inquires how many expired bonds are now outstanding, and why the tobacco se¬ 
cured by these bonds has not been exported. He presents a brief memorandum showing how 
under the present system an importer uses the crown’s money at the hazard of his bondsman, 
and manages to keep a single bond in force, year after year. 

XIII- [Headed:] Tobacco. The present Duties on Tobacco are about five pence a pound 
if the Duties are paid down on Importation; And if Bonded 10 pr Cent more, the Discount 
then being only 15 instead of 25 pr Cent w? is deducted when the money is paid down. 
[Docketed:] An Acco! of what Additional Duties on Tobacco, Wood, Iron, Wines and 
Sugar, will produce for the fervice of the Publick. 

A brief account is presented of tobacco supposedly imported in one year, and its duties, fol¬ 
lowed by memoranda of the expected income from additional duties on various commodities.

A FTER giving some details of procedure in the customhouse registration of tobacco en- 
- tered, the author of the first section presents the essential part of his plan. I le proposed 
that no tobacco be manufactured into roll above 20 lb. weight and that every roll from 2 lb! 
weight upwards should have a tape interwoven throughout it, with two exposed ends which 
would be sealed and upon which would appear an official stamp. A specimen stamp is sketched. 
Only duty-paid tobacco, of course, would be thus officially stamped. An involved system of 
checks and counter-checks covering all the matters of entry, sale, and distribution or tobacco 
is carefully outlined. Seals and stamps were to be delivered from a station in Dublin, to 
officers who would be in charge of sealing manufactured tobacco. All tobacco in the posses¬ 
sion of manufacturers was to be reported to the stamp office once a month. Further details 
are given, together with outlines of various other matters to be considered, such as allowances 
to manufacturers for increased output, penalties for non-compliance, specimen rolls to be made, 
etc. There are some marginal notes in the hand of the writer of the next part. 

Following this is a page, written in another hand, beginning: “Here follows the Scheme [for 
Ireland] of the General Registry & method of Country Book keeping, by w* it will appear 
that the Registry without the Seals or Stamps; or the Sealing without the Registry will be 
insignificant & ineffectual ...” The author is certain that the plan “would save vast Sums 
to the Revenue, as all Tobacco reland(ed] ” would, by means of the interwoven tapes, be dis¬ 
covered even if the seals were cut oft. 

Thereafter follow 16 partially written pages of a sample ledger. The entries are dated in 
October and November, 1747, and have occasional marginal annotations in the hand of the 
writer of the second section. 

The authors of the scheme seem to have been stationed at, or resident in, Ireland.

[MS., headed-] A Scheme to prevent the running of Tobacco ... [c. 1 749-1 

T HE smuggling of tobacco into England and Ireland from the Isle of Man, says the 
writer, results in an annual loss to the crown of £60,000. Florry suggests that the mer¬ 
chants (not the masters or mates of carrying vessels) be required to swear to the destination 
of tobacco exported from the Isle of Man. Customs bonds of treble its value on tobacco in¬ 
tended for foreign ports should be required, at clearance (from any port in Great Britain), and 
forfeited if the tobacco be re-landed in the Isle of Man, or England or Ireland. Informers 
should be encouraged, by offering 5J. the lb. on any tobacco they prove has been fraudulently 
re-landed. A specific method of affixing stamped wood bosses (called “flags”) to tax-paid 
roll tobacco is recommended (cf. nos. 754, 755 )- R i s the duty, muc ^ neglected, Florry re¬ 
marks, of every surveyor and gauger in reland to visit importers, manutacturers and retailers 
twice a week.' Such officials should have a steel stamp and make impressions in the wood 
bosses in rolls, or they could stamp all seized tobacco at the customhouse before it is sold. 
Bosses should be relinquished to the proper officers when rolls are used up. 1 n order to obviate 
false swearing by servants, merchants in Ireland themselves should be required to appear 
quarterly and swear that none of the permits issued to them were for illegal tobacco. 

Whereas Papists do think it rather meritorious than criminal to defraud his Majesty of 
his just and Legal Duties, and whereas they do not scruple in such Cafes to sweai false!) 
on the Bible or Book of Common Prayer, Esteeming them as heretical Books, but pay a 
particular and superstitious veneration to the Sign of the Crofs done in ron, as well on 
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account of the metal as the figure. It is humbly proposed that in all permit offices an Iron 
Crofs be affixed to Every such Book of Common Prayer as they are to Swear by. 

Permits for tobacco, it is proposed, shall be signed first by officers who keep the stock accounts. 
The present laws for seizure and destruction of contraband carriers are ineffectual. Merchants 
reimburse boatmen or carriers for their losses and thus encourage their illicit trades. A jail 
term of two years, without bail or mainprise, would be a more powerful deterrent than forfei¬ 
ture of property. (A paragraph deals with the smuggling of tea and of spirits.) It is observed 
that the “running trade” is carried on in Ireland chiefly by credit. Therefore, Florry recom¬ 
mends, all bonds, notes or other securities entered into for smuggled tobacco should be voided. 
Sales of tobacco over 4 lb. weight should be accompanied by a permit. Further details on 
this phase of internal control are provided. 

This manuscript is accompanied by (1) a fair copy, but differing in its conclusion from the 
edited ms., (2) a rough draft embodying some of Florry’s proposals, together with (3) a sum¬ 
mary, under ten heads, relating to the duties of gaugers, permits for retailers and manufac¬ 
turers, seizures of smuggled tobacco, etc., etc. The contents of the first manuscript indicate 
that Florry was associated with the customs department in Ireland.

TOBACCO, [c. 1749.] 

r I V HIS summary of the proposals made in relation to the bill (v. n. 761) then pending 
"*■ was drawn up by English tobacco merchants. They suggested, first, that tobacco laws 
then in force be retained except those altered by the Act; that hogsheads, upon importation, be 
progressively numbered and newly marked; that importers deliver to the proper officer a 
written account detailing any of their shipments of tobacco, three days in advance, and that 
buyers sign the endorsement. 

Among the numerous further recommendations for improvement of customhouse piocedure 
and trade practises occur details on or mention of the following: export certificates, procedures 
for assertory oaths, package markings, payment of duties before the sale or manufacture of 
tobacco imported except that intended for exportation, tonnage of carrying vessels, deductions 
for increase in weight of tobacco exported in roll or carrots, penalties for re-landing, payments 
to informers, seizure of suspect vessels found with cargo of uncertified tobacco stalks, exporta¬ 
tions only from ports of importation, seizure of tobacco conveyed overland without proper 
permit; seized and condemned tobacco stalks to be burned, and seized tobacco not selling for 
id. a lb. more than the duties to be burned also; taking of 4 lb. samples from hogsheads at 
importation or exportation to be permitted; allowances from customhouse scales. Unnatural¬ 
ized strangers to be disbarred from exporting tobacco from England; masters and three-quarters 
of crew of carrying vessels to be English. Masters and mates to be jointly responsible for 
proper delivery to foreign ports. Owners of vessels to be fined for loose tobacco on board; 
said forfeitures to be deducted by owners out of wages of sailor responsible. Warehouse stocks 
to be sworn to and annual return of tobacco on hand to be made by merchants. Manufac¬ 
turers who use stalks in making snuff or pipe tobacco to make entries under oath of all tobacco 
and stalks received, and to declare the “specie” they intend to work them into, &c., &c. 

Most of the proposals coincided with recommendations then being made by customs officials

and “fair traders”. Some were incorporated in the tobacco bill (n. 769)- The framers of 
this “Abstract” seem to have been inspired by a desire for a workable, inclusive Act which 
would eliminate abuses in the trade and curtail smuggling.

P ROPOSALS similar to the chief of those made in the manuscript catalogued under n. 

754-B occur in this piece. In some additional proposals, it is again suggested (v. nos. 
754, 754-A) that all roll tobacco manufactured in Great Britain or Ireland have a wood boss 
“fix’d by a String to the Middle of the Roll by the Manufacturer, burnt thereon, with the 
Words, British or Irish, Roll ...” It is urged that the law prohibiting the importation of 
tobacco stalks 1 be strictly enforced. It is further recommended that no “pricks” 2 above 
200 lb. weight be exported from Virginia or Maryland, nor made up on board, nor sold, so 
made up, in England. No drawbacks should be permitted for tobacco exported to Guernsey 
or Jersey, etc., etc. 

Accompanied by a manuscript with the same title (to which a phrase is added) as that above. 
This was apparently an earlier form of these proposals, as it contains but 19 paragraphs, with 
some textual variations from, and additions to, some of the sections. 

Together with a further manuscript containing synopses of the 33 paragraphs in the first 
piece. The purpose and benefit of each proposal is explained. In regard to the prohibition 
against the importation of stalks and stems it is remarked that such parts of tobacco are of 
little value “& can be imported for no other than a Fraudulent Account”, Some of the sec¬ 
tions read “Referred to Ml B to shew Reasons for each of these Heads’ 1 .

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T HIS manuscript of the proposed bill consists of 29 clauses for procedure in handling 
tobacco imported, exported, and distributed for domestic consumption. Chief emphasis 
was laid upon the importance of warehousing tobacco brought into England, thus assuring 
supervision by the customs department. Suggested procedure for allowances of discounts for 
ready money, of debentures, and for damaged tobacco, etc., etc. conform, for the most part, 
with the practises then in effect. It is recommended that all roll tobacco manufactured in 
England be labeled in such a fashion (cf. nos. 754-A, 755) that it would be difficult to smuggle 
this commodity into Ireland or to re-land it in England. Various other clauses cover tonnage 
of vessels exporting tobacco; fraudulent landing in Guernsey, Jersey, or the Isle of Man; 
penalties for mixing rubbish with tobacco, etc. 

The act referred to in the heading is catalogued under n. 534. This manuscript appears to 
have been drawn up by some one associated with the customs department.

T HE writer, apparently a Scottish tobacco merchant, presents objections to various pro¬ 
posals incorporated in the draft of the pending tobacco bill (n. 761). He indicates that 
several of the clauses relate to rules already complied with An intended regulation, that no 
drawback be allowed except for a minimum 300 lb. weight of tobacco, exported in its original 
cask from the port of entry, cannot be observed because of legal allowances, already estab¬ 
lished, for removal of damaged tobacco, breakage of casks, defacement of marks, etc. Further¬ 
more, he observes, that in times of war it is expedient for merchants to export tobacco to 
Holland from Burrowstoness, and that it would be more proper to allow one port in the Forth, 
for exporting tobacco not entered there. The writer’s further objections and opinions relate 
to the matter of export certificates, the inability of manufacturers to swear to “identities” of 
the different tobaccos which compose the rolls produced by them, the palpable unfairness and 
unreasonableness of requiring customhouse entry for tobacco passing from south to north 
Britain (from England to Scotland), the probable violation of a section of the Treaty of Union 
by this proposed condition, etc., etc.

[MSS. COLLECTION OF PROPOSALS FOR PREVENTING FRAUDS IN THE ENGLISH TO¬ 
BACCO TRADE. 1749.] 

I— The first document is docketed “Tobacco Merchant’s Proposals and the Commifs[ioners]’ 
of the Custom’s Observations thereon.” It is recommended by the merchants: (1) that de¬ 
tailed manifests of tobacco cargo shall be delivered to the master of each ship by the colonial 
clearing officer, of which a copy is to be sent to the customs office at London, and (2) the 
original of which is to be delivered to the proper official at the port of entry; (3) that this 
manifest shall be entered by the Iandwaiters at the port of entry; (4) that unmanufactured 
tobacco receive no drawback upon exportation unless sent out in its original cask from the 
port of entry; (5) that cockets and bills for unmanufactured tobacco intended for export be 
marked and numbered as the hogsheads are, together with the weights; (6) that importers 
who intend to manufacture tobacco give a full account of its hogshead markings, weights, etc. 
to the proper officer at the port where he resides; (7) that copies of all customs transactions 
be sent by Iandwaiters, searchers, et al. to the port of London monthly; (8) that there be no 
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traffic in tobacco, coastwise or ovenand, until it has been entered at the proper customhouse 
and oath made that the duties are paid; and (9) that English colonial tobacco be entered as 
heretofore, except as altered by these proposals. In the column left blank for the commis¬ 
sioners’ “observations” are notations in the same handwriting as in the main section. The 
commissioners agreed to the majority of the proposals, noticed that one or two of the regula¬ 
tions recommended were already in practise, and made some slight alterations to two of the 
proposals. 


II- A verbatim copy of the foregoing (without the commissioners’ “observations”), except 
for the last paragraph here omitted. In place of this is a suggestion that the reduction of 
the duty to 3 Y%d. per lb. would prevent smuggling and increase the public revenue. 


Ill- An elaboration of the first document, headed: “Remarks upon the Scheme or Proposals 
of the Tobacco Merchants for preventing the Frauds in the Tobacco Trade”. These pro¬ 
posals, it is stated, are based upon the schemes of the merchants “of London &c.” and of Mr. 
Grosett (Inspector-General of the Customs of Scotland) for preventing frauds ’by an Amend¬ 
ment of the Laws, without lefsening the Duties . . . encreasing the Expence of management, 
or having recourse to an Excise Scheme”. 

The left-hand column contains the merchants’ proposals, as in entry I above, following the 
same order up to, and including, the sixth article of (9). The last two articles of the original 
proposals are discussed in full detail; the seventh is omitted. Grosett’s scheme, sometimes 
amplifying or altering the merchants’ plans, appears in the right-hand column. The “Re¬ 
marks” on each section are then presented. These “remarks” expound the existing law in 
relation to the proposals made, notice that one of the regulations proposed is already in force, 
explain some of the frauds practised, and indicate that one of the recommendations made will 
not effectually obviate these frauds, and present counter-proposals. The author (or authors) 
of the “Remarks” disclose some of the frauds not revealed by Grosett’s scheme: 

It has become a practice at the Out Ports to wrap a Leaf or two of Tobacco round seven 
or eight Tobacco Stalks or Stems reimported from the [sic] France, and to draw back the 
Duties upon Exportation thereof as Roll Tobacco . . . [also, to ship] Mofs, r'eat, urf 
& other Rubbish, & obtaining a Drawback upon the Exportation of these materials, in 
place of the Tobacco that should have been shipped & exported . . . 

Various clauses of Acts relating to tobacco are presented and recommendations made for 
their extension, etc., etc. 


IV- A document containing certain clauses to be added to the merchants’ proposals, “being 
an Abstract of some of the Clauses in the Tobacco Bill prepared by the Commifsioners and 
sent in a Letter to M! West of the 21 st October 1749”. It recommends that tobacco be im¬ 
ported in casks, chests or cases of 500 lb. weight and small quantities be permitted for use on 
shipboard; that the same weight apply for unmanufactured tobacco exported from England; 
that no drawback be allowed for tobacco stalks or stems exported by themselves, nor for to¬ 
bacco packaged with stalks or stems or mixed with rubbish; and suggests regulations for 
debentures, for ships hovering off the coasts, and for due dates of bonds and interest on them. 


V- A document headed “To prvent ffrauds in ye Tob:° Traid 1749”, dealing with tobacco 
shipments from Virginia or Maryland, ships’ manifests, payment of duties at entry, bonds, 
etc., allowances at weighing in; penalties (including exile for 7 years) applying to shipmasters 
convicted of smuggling; seizure of uncasked tobacco which cannot be proven duty-paid; ware¬ 
house procedure and punishment for officers conniving at smuggling. 
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VI- The authors of this memorial, “Unto The Hon: 1 * Henry Pelham Esq:”, propose that 
all machines and tools employed in the manufacture of snuff and tobacco be taxed. Water-, 
wind- and horse-mills, “engines” with standing presses, mortar presses, null and pintle, etc. 
are to be taxed various sums. In this manner, the authors believe, the unlawful running of 
tobacco and snuff can be prevented and about £30,000 annually brought “to the Government 
and ... an End [put] to all former disputes. Occasion’d by these new Machines”. [Signed:] 
“Lodk: Gordon, And! Gardner;” [docketed:] “A Memorial for a Scheme of Taxation on Snuff 
and Tabbacco. 1749”.

f HIS “memorial”, addressed to the Lords Commissioners of his majesty’s Treasury by 
two tobacco importers, on behalf of themselves and others in the trade in Liverpool, 
represents that a clause in the pending bill (v. n. 761) will deprive them of the long-established 
privilege of repacking and exporting tobacco. 

The tobacco manufactured in Liverpool, the petitioners state, is exported to Jutland, Den¬ 
mark and other parts. Many people are employed in this trade. Tobacco for the Irish market 
“requires the best and stoutest Tobacco”; the poorer grades are unsalable there. The manu¬ 
facturer must, therefore, break open many hogsheads to obtain the desired quality of tobacco. 
The inferior residue cannot be sold for domestic consumption, but is exported to Germany, 
Holland, Spain, etc. 

If a clause in the pending bill is retained, the manufacturers of Liverpool will no longer be 
able to break open hogsheads and repack them for exportation. The petitioners pray that 
provision be made to “obviate the Inconvenience . . . and ill Consequences” certain to ensue 
if the clause referred to be retained.

hogsheads undated (as recommended), to be forfeited; containers of tobacco to be similarly 
marked upon exportation or when shipped coastwise; no unmanufactured tobacco to be ex¬ 
ported in casks or hogsheads weighing less than 500 lbs.; no drawback allowed for any unsound 
or adulterated tobaccos; no debenture to be made or drawback allowed for tobacco shipped 
anywhere in a vessel under 60 tons burden, etc., etc.

' 7 TOBACCO TRADE, c. 1750.] 

M ANY great frauds and abuses are frequently committed and contrived by several 
ill-designing persons concerned in the tobacco trade, to the great prejudice of his 
majesty’s revenue, and to the great loss and discouragement of the fair trader. Further 
provisions are therefore required for the more effectual prevention of Jiese frauds and 
abuses. 


On and after [25 July 1750, i n marginal note in the ms.; 25 March 1752 in n. 769] the proper 
officers at the port of exportation in America shall deliver to the master of the vessel con¬ 
veying tobacco a true manifest of all the tobacco on board, with the number of hogsheads, 
casks, chests, etc. and all the details relating to marks, numbers, tare of each hogshead, 
etc. This said manifest shall be immediately transmitted to the Commissioners of C us- 
toms in London. Masters of ships are required to deliver the manifest to the proper officer 
upon arrival in Great Britain. ' he duties of land-waiters, attached to Lite customs, aie 
stated.] On and after [29 Sept. 1750, in marginal note; 29 Sept. 1751 in n. 769] no deben¬ 
ture or drawback shall be allowed on any unmanufactured tobacco expoited, unless ex¬ 
ported in the original package in which it was received, and irom the port of ent. y. I fight 
lbs. [in marginal note; 10 lbs. in n. 769] of tobacco may, however, be taken from any 
container for samples of quality. [Allowance is made for repairs to casks, e.c., and for 
damaged tobacco, and full details are given of the procedure for handling the latter.] 


Exporters of unmanufactured tobacco must submit to certain regulations when shipping, 
in order that correct records may be kept. ersons planning to manufacture tobacco are 
required to give full details relating to the place of origin of the tobacco, manifest marks 
and number of each hogshead, etc. Importers when they have sold tobacco must abide 
by the same regulations, within 14 days of delivery to the purchaser. No tobacco stalks 
or snuff [24 lbs. of the former, 10 lbs. of the latter, in n. 769] may be conveyed by land 
without passing through the towns of Carlisle, Hexham and Newcastle-upon-Tyne [these 
places not specified in n. 769] upon certificate from the port officer where the tobacco was 
entered, showing that the duties were paid or secured and that the tobacco had been con¬ 
demned" [for use as cut, roll tobacco, etc.]. These certificates are to be delivered to the 
proper customs officer in the aforesaid towns, transmitted within the space of a month to 
the proper receiving officer, who, upon assurance of correctness, shall issue a true duplicate, 
after which the tobacco, stalks, or snuff may be removed. 


Tobacco, tobacco stalks, or snuff conveyed coastwise shall not be removed without proper 
certificates of the same nature as when conveyed by land. [ I he duties of customs officers 
relating to their records are stated in detail. Penalties are prescribed for any erasures of 
marks, forgeries, neglect of any provisions of this act, on the part ot officers, importers 
and manufacturers, etc.] No tobacco to be imported in casks, etc. of less than 450 lbs. 
weight of neat tobacco, nor to be exported in casks, etc. of less than 425 lbs. weight, ex¬ 
cept in cases of tobacco exported in the original container, where damaged tobacco has 
been removed from it. No drawback shall be allowed for tobacco mixed with rubbish or 
dirt. Tobacco may not be shipped for exportation in vessels of less than 80 tons [70, in 
n. 769] burden, except when the destination is Ireland. Vessels containing such tobacco 
which shall fail to proceed on their way, after clearing properly, and which shall hover 
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near port or shore, except in unavoidable cases, shall be seized and the tobacco confiscated. 
Doubts having arisen as to whether the bonds given for the payment of tobacco duties 
within 18 months, as required by law, shall be put in suit upon expiration, and whether 
or not interest shall accrue to the crown after the expiration of the said 18 months until 
the said bond shall be vacated by a proper debenture, it is hereby enacted that such bonds 
shall be due upon the day mentioned in the condition of said bond, and that interest shall 
be paid to the crown, in accordance with an Act of 4 Anne [1706], computed from the due 
date of the bond to the date of its discharge. The time limit for the allowance of the 
drawback upon exportation remains at 3 years. [The procedure of officers of the exchequer 
in relation to bonds is explained.] 

Penalties of fine for violations of some of the provisions of this Act, and confiscation of tobacco 
and conveyances, together with fine and imprisonment for other parts are provided.

HE frauds and abuses in the tobacco trade are here listed as follows: the entering of 
less than actual weight, by the landwaiters; the endorsement of more than actual weight 
on cockets, by exporters; smuggling; relanding, and 

. . . the Importer giving Bond for the Duties at Importation selling those Tobacco’s for 
home consumption Importing a fresh Cargoe and giving Bonds for the Duties then export¬ 
ing the Last Cargoe of Tobacco and swearing it to be of the first Importation in order to 
Discharge the Oldest Bonds and thereby make use of the publick Money as long as he 
pleases to prevent which altho the Present Bill will not put an effectual stop to the many 
illicite practices it will answer many great purposes for the benefitt of the Revenue. 

The probable effectiveness of the pending bill ( v . n. 761) in preventing or curtailing the frauds 
noticed above is then commented upon. Thereafter follows an account of the tobacco im¬ 
ported into and exported from Scotland between 1738 and 1748. It is shown by these figures 
(cf. n. 753-A, entry X) that more than 1,200,000 lbs. of tobacco, stalks and snuff were sent 
coastwise over and above the amount retained for home consumption. It is charged that 
neither the quantity retained for use at home, nor the excess sent coastwise paid any duty in 
Scotland.

T HE snuff-box drill in this chap-book has nothing to do with Perrault s popular 
tale, which has nothing to do with tobacco. The conceit was undoubtedly in 
limited vogue then (as, in an earlier period, was the military routine for taking a pipe 
v. n. 174) and this appears to have been its only publication, the drill occurs on 

the verso of the title: 

1. Take the snuff-box in the left hand, 

2. Carry the snuff-box in the left hand. 

3. Tap on the snuff-box. 

4. Open the snuff-box. 

5. Offer the snuff-box to the company. 

6. Take back the snuff-box. 

7. Keep the snuff-box always open. 

8. Gather the snuff together by tapping on one side of the box. 

9. Take a pinch correctly in the right hand. .... 

10. Hold the snuff between the fingers for a time before carrying it to the nose. 

11. Carry the tobacco to the nose. 

12. Snuff with gusto in both nostrils without making a grimace. 

13. Sneeze, cough, spit. 

14. Close the snuff-box.

The stated place of publication, Guibray, a suburb of Falaise in Normandy, was the scene of 
a summer fair, long held there. According to Georges Lepreux (in Gallia Typographic 
Vol. Ill Normandie— Paris, 1912—pp. 350-430) printing was not authorized in Falaise until 
1789. At Rouen, not distant from Falaise, lived the Oursels, a family of printers, several o 
them named Jean. The printer publisher of this trifle was undoubtedly the widow of Jean III 
who died some time before i 7 5°- She herself withdrew from the printing shop ,n 1752. Hie 
chap book was, most likely, printed at Rouen and sold at the Guibray fair.

One 
cannot ever abandon the habit of snuffing when once it has been formed. It cheers 
us in sadness, gives us new spirit, evokes a blessing when we sneeze. 

Beautiful Iris speak not ill of snuff. It inspires me as do you. I languish without 
my snuff-box as I do when you are absent. 

Each year tobacco brings the state a revenue of five hundred thousand ecus. Your 
invective is imprudent; you attack the king’s privilege. As for me I shall attempt 
to increase the royal treasure by singing the praises of tobacco, salt and wine. 
Perhaps my verses will bring me a pension!

I H IS first chapter, which reviews the history of English commerce from the days 
of William the Conqueror, the author gives credit to the Anglo-American colonies 
for England’s great wealth. The tobacco and sugar produced by them, he states, 
brought a large merchant marine into being and made it possible for the English 
practically to eliminate the Portuguese in the markets of the Baltic, Germany, the 
Netherlands and France. [A 2 b ] 

Elsewhere Gee points out that the tobacco-producing colonies import from England 
numerous commodities which employ great numbers of workmen in the mother- 
country. It is Gee’s opinion that there is no more certain way to enrich the kingdom 
than to import tobacco from the colonies, in large enough quantities to export the 
surplus. [B 3 2 ] 

A Law was made fome Time ago for burning all the Tobacco the Merchant thought 
proper to throw upon the -rown, at 1 } 4 d. per Pound, the Reafon of which was the 
Planters had overftock’d the Market, and therefore this Expedient was found out.

Other references to colonial tobacco exportations to various parts of Europe through 
England occur in the chapters dealing with individual European countries. The 
author expresses the fear that the French, if they can establish themselves along the 
Ohio River valley, are likely to participate heavily in the tobacco trade, to the dis¬ 
advantage of the English. [D 6 b ]

D ESPITE the opinions of Tournefort, Ray, Linnaeus and others (here mentioned) 
that such dissimilar plants as “petum” and “nicotiana” are the same, Reichel 
agrees with Rivinus (and other authorities named) that they are distinct and separate. 
(The terms refer to the older names for N, Tabacum and N. rustical) He quotes 
Rivinus’ description of the physical characteristics of the plant. 1 Details of the culti¬ 
vation and preparation of tobacco are provided and the author refers, too, to the 
various methods employed for improving the odor and taste of smoking and of snuff- 
tobacco. A quotation from Balde (n. 262), on the materials used in pipes, is given. 

Tobacco, having an inherent narcotic quality, is an anodyne, Reichel observes, and 
he comments upon the fact that it contains volatile alkaline and acid salts. The 
experiments of Neumann 2 with tobacco are described at some length, and the be¬ 
havior of the chemical constituents of the plant are briefly commented upon. 

The remainder of this thesis differs but little from the usual academic disputation. 
It may be particularly noticed that Reichel accepted the current favorable opinions 
of the therapeutic use of tobacco, ridiculed the statement that smoking could render 
the brain sooty, and regarded the social use of snuff dangerous because of the con¬ 
sequent sneezing. He doubted the belief, held by some physicians, that worms could 
be introduced into the head through snuff because, he remarks, these organisms could 
not survive the process of pulverization, etc.

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He was of the opinion that the chewing of tobacco had some benefits; among these, 
a favorable effect upon the auditory sense through action on the Eustachian tube. 
The purgative value (and the violent effects in some ailments) of infusions, nicotian 
decoctions, and tobacco juice or water, are commented upon. The author provides 
the correct dose of each of these preparations. Tumors are cured, and paralytic livers 
revived, by the correct use of oil of tobacco properly infused with other ingredients.

The author’s dear pupil, Reiehel, presents evidence that the immoderate use of 
tobacco causes various evils, but ... he will receive no reward for his effort to 
correct this social abuse. Physicians who attempt to reprove the habitual users 
of tobacco receive scant attention. Reiehel will tell us more about himself. 

Thereupon follows a five-page personal resume by the candidate including a precis of 
his medical degrees and honors, together with the subject submitted by him for a 
master’s degree, etc. Concluding remarks by Langguth contain the announcement 
that the candidate (Reiehel) will receive the doctoral honors on March 24th.

S HORT devotes an entire chapter to the subject of tobacco, with especial reference 
to the plant as a simple. He had a faith as uncritical as that of the nicotian 
panaceists of the X Tth century in the remedial value of tobacco and in various 
products, such as ashes, derived from it. His account of the plant is interlarded with 
reproof of the immoderate use of tobacco for pleasure and moral exhortation directed 
against social smokers and snuffers together with some brief comment (partly inac¬ 
curate) on historical matters. In the introductory section to this chapter the author 
remarks

King James’s violent Prejudices againft all Ufe of Tobacco, arofe from his Aver- 
lion to Sir alter Raleigh , its firft Importer into England , whom he intended a 
Sacrifice to the Gratification of the King of Spain.

ii considerable number of the diseases or ailments catalogued by earlier specialists in 
nicotian therapeutics are again recorded here, together with an account of the various 
forms in which tobacco was applied in the treatment of numerous maladies. As an 
indication of the author s opinions on the remedial value of tobacco the following 
quotations will suffice: 

In Indigeftion . . . Smoaking helps much . . . partly . . . [because] the Salts of 
the Tobacco being swallowed . . . ftimulate and excite the lazy membranous Coats 
Of the Stomach to a biifker Acftion: And laftly, as thefe Salts attenuate the fecerned 
Liquor, ftimulate the .lands, and deterge them from their fculking flimy Mucus; 
or if their excerned Liquor be too ferous and thin, this Stimulation contracts their 
Veffels, ftraitens their Tubes, and diminilhes the Secretion . . . [Q 7 a ~ b ] 

In paralytic or apopledlic Difpofitions, or in Gbftructions of the optic Nerves 
[amaurosis is meant here; v. the Introduction , p. 34, n. 4], called Gutta Serena , 
chewing Tobacco is ferviceable, as a conftant Drain of fome of thofe vifeous or 
redundant Serofities from the Head, which loaded and foaked the Nerves. [R A] 

Short offers himself as a case history when writing of the value of snuff. He had, he 
says, an “hereditary Tooth-ach”, which “at laft confirmed moll of my Grinders”. 
Having tried ill else, he finally turned to tobacco snuff, which eased his pains and 
saved his teeth. 

IThe author finds that the “greateft Inconvenience arifing from habitual Smoaking” 
is the infatuating nature of tobacco. The habit can only be broken off by violent 
effort; some habitues even “commit ffiocking Crimes to get it”. The use of this herb 

paves the Way to a moft vicious and often a criminal Life; Parents confume their 
Children and Families, Fortunes or Profits, and Children their Parents’s, whilft 
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I7 fo their Families are ready to ftarve; many have bartered away their beft .ftec.s for 

a Scantling of this inchanting Weed. Nay, Multitudes have fold one another into 
perpetual Slavery for a Trifle of it; and thefe not only Strangers or Captives, but 
their own Countrymen, yea their own Relations; Princes have not only lold their 
Subjects, but Prifoners unjuftly accufed of Crimes; and Mailers for it and Spirits, 
difpofe of their Servants and Slaves. [R s b -R 6 a ] 

Short concludes the chapter by repeating an observation often used to terrify snuffers 
or smokers: that the “ Paler a of the Brain” of dissected criminals, and of dead soldiers 
who were also snuffers, was found upon examination to be in blackened condition. 
He mistakenly assigns this statement to Hoffmann (probably referring to the authoij 
of 526).

T HE preliminary part of this discourse treats of the natural advantages of the 
land in the province of the Marches and the economic misfortunes of the in¬ 
habitants there which have brought them to the point where they cannot pay their 
taxes. The governor-general had called a meeting of the foremost residents to ex¬ 
amine into the situation and present means to ameliorate it. 

Many people, because of their poverty, engage in smuggling. The monopolists 
have had recourse to the sovereign against the contrabandists, but the latter did 
not have an opportunity to present their side of the case and to protest the frauds 
in the manufacture of tobacco, commonly practised under the monopolists. . Tow 
the people are exposed to the fury of armed men and the greed of the commission¬ 
ers, and blood has been spilled unjustly. There is universal consternation over 

this state of affairs. 

One thing will restore harmony to the states, redound to the profit of the ulers 
and the apostolic camera, and that is to introduce the cultivation of tobacco into 
this territory. Ludovico Muraton [l] has written about the tobacco-farming and 
snuff-manufacture, introduced by the king of Sardinia into his realm, which put 
much waste land to use and brought employment to many of the poor.

B Y THE process of interpreting literally various clauses of the Act (n, 769) the 
author (apparently a tobacco manufacturer), who signs himself “Britannicus,” 
demonstrates that these provisions cannot be complied with by the London manu¬ 
facturer-traders of tobacco. Outport merchants, at Bristol, Liverpool, etc. may be 
able to conform with them, because they are importers as well as manufacturers. 
Under the express letter of the law, Britannicus states, the Act, for instance, makes 
no provisions for the disposal of stocks on hand; supposedly requires manufacturers 
to swear to the “identical mixtures” in the snuff they produce, despite the obvious 
difficulties or distinguishing each kind of tobacco made into snuff; unreasonably com¬ 
plicates the conveyance of manufactured tobacco by land or coast-wise, etc., etc.

T HIS document deals with the dismissal from office, for neglect of duty of two 
customs officers at Barnstaple. The report made by an inspector for die com¬ 
missioners and the answers of the accused to the charges are taken into consideration 
(These are not included in this paper.) There had been an earlier inspection refened 
to here, and special attention is given to the fact that on 14 December 1749, as 
result of that survey, the commissioners had written a letter of complaint and instruc¬ 
tions to the dismissed officers. 

The trial officials state that there has been total neglect in the management of the 
customs at Barnstaple, which probably accounts for the increase in frauds and smug¬ 
gling there. The collector and deputy comptroller were warned, in 1,49, to me 
fheif behavior, but their irregularities and laxity continued. 1 hey have been guilty 
of granting land-carriage certificates for a greater quantity of tobacco than appeared 
in The land waiters’ books. Details of a specific case, including records of false: affi¬ 
davits are given. Persons of insufficient credit have been admitted asj security 
merchants’ Tobacco bonds. In support of this charge a case is cited of a merchant 
whose security for tobacco bonds of several thousand pounds comprised the master .1 
a sailing vessll (who has taken the pretended title of Governor of Lundy an unin¬ 
habited island), a footman in livery to the said merchant, a person now in jail charged 
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with having sunk one of the merchant’s vessels, and the fourth the master of a vessel 
now abroad. None of the four has any visible property. 

In order to protect the revenue and maintain order in the customs department at 
Barnstaple, the two accused officials are dismissed and the collector at Dartmouth is 
ordered to proceed to an examination of their accounts.

In the Act for the better support of the College of William and Mary, it is observed 
that by an Act of Parliament (1673/4), a duty of id. per lb. was laid on all tobacco 
exported from irginia to other British plantations in America, which was granted 
to the college as part of its support. But this revenue, it is noticed, has of late proved 
deficient because of divers frauds and abuses. Therefore, every person shipping goods 
to other British plantations must make oath of the contents of such packages, and 
must not ship any such packages before paying the required duty on tobacco, under 
penalty of forfeiting all the goods. No one to ship tobacco to North Carolina to be 
exported thence, without paying the duty in either colony, under penalty of forfeiture 
of the value of such tobacco.

This, the most complete and explicit of all the tobacco Acts passed in this long session, 
states in its preamble that the laws heretofore made to prevent the exportation of bad 
and trash tobacco have been found ineffectual and the practise of deceiving the cus¬ 
toms has increased considerably. 


1752 
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It is therefore enacted that all tobacco to be exported, except such as has been 
inspected, is to be brought to some public warehouse, etc. and there viewed. No 
tobacco is to be put on any vessel for exportation before inspection. Masters of 
vessels shall take oath not to take tobacco on board before being stamped by in¬ 
spectors. All tobacco found on board without proper stamps shall be seized and 
forfeited and the master shall be penalized. Servants on board who conceal frauds 
shall be whipped, [Details of manifests, clearance papers, transportation of tobacco, 
etc. are given.] Tobacco damaged in carriage and refused acceptance by a ship’s 
master shall be carried to a public warehouse, there to be repacked, weighed and 
stamped, without fee. But if the owner fails to separate and repack the tobacco 
within 10 days the inspectors shall do it and receive 5 s. for each hhd. or cask. Two 
inspectors shall view all tobacco. [The manner of appointing them is given, penal¬ 
ties for accepting bribes stated, etc.] Inspectors are to give notes for all tobacco 
received, which notes shall be current in all tobacco payments. An allowance of 
4 per cent is made for each hhd., but the minimum allowance for any hhd. is 30 
lbs. of tobacco. Every transfer hhd. shall contain 950 lbs. of tobacco at least. [4] 
Allowances are made for casks and shrinkage, etc. All crop tobacco in hhds. in¬ 
tended for export shall be delivered to inspectors who shall stamp them and give 
proper receipts. During the continuance of this Act, no tender for a tobacco debt 
is lawful unless in inspector’s notes or receipts. Stemmed tobacco must be laid 
straight, in order to prevent it being mixed with trash or packed in ‘unfizable 
Calks”. Tobacco to be packed in hhds. which do not exceed 48 inches in the 
length of the stave, 30 inches at the head within the crow, with allowance for 
prizing of 2 inches above the gauge in the prizing head. Tobacco refused by the 
inspectors as not merchantable shall be burnt, unless the owner desires to sort and 
separate the bad from the good, within a month of its receipt. The trash tobacco 
shall then be burned by the inspectors. In order to prevent frauds in the customs, 
all weights of tobacco to be exported shall be properly entered in official records, etc. 

Numerous other details are given of penalties for forging stamps or certificates; for 
taking false oath, etc.; how levies shall be paid and what notes shall be accepted in 
payment of levies; what allowances shall be made out of such public dues, etc.; salaries 
of inspectors in tobacco, and lengthy notices relating to rents, building, equipment and 
maintenance of warehouses. 

Inspectors paying away tobacco upon presentation of their notes or receipts shall 
open the hhds., when required to do so. No tobacco may be cut or manufactured 
before being viewed. Owners of transfer notes may, at any time before the first 
of October in every year, receive and mark hhds. of tobacco for satisfying such 
notes, and the inspectors shall then take in their former notes and deliver crop 
notes and receipts for such hhds., and shall be answerable for the safe-keeping of 
such tobacco. Each person thus tendering transfer notes for tobacco shall pay 
$s. 6d. for the inspection and nails provided by the inspectors. [Chap. LI,

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ne miscellaneous entries of law's which had expired or had been repealed show that 
in 1661 there was a law prohibiting the courts to take cognizance of any action in¬ 
volving less than 200 lbs. of tobacco (repealed 1748); that artificers not planting to¬ 
bacco were freed from payment of the levy, 1661 (repealed, 1748); that malicious 
divulgers of false news if convicted could be fined 2000 lbs. of tobacco, 1661; that 
tobacco of Maryland growth should be free of duty, 1667 (which Act expired); that 
the justices of the several county courts were restrained from levying tobacco upon the 
people for their accommodation and expenses while keeping court, 1674 (repealed 1748). 
In 1 /05 an Act w'as passed prohibiting the importation of tobacco from Carolina or 
other parts outside the Capes of Virginia (repealed, 1748). By an Act of 1732, mas¬ 
ters of siiips were permitted to employ their own sloops, boats, and sailors in carrying 
tobacco from the public warehouses on board their ships, in 1734 an Act was passed 
requiring the justices of James-City and York to levy tobacco "for certain officers of 
the city of Williamsburg to defray charges in connection with legal matters. Persons 
not concerned in “making” tobacco were permitted to discharge their levies and 
officers fees in money, by an Act of 1742* ‘here are, of course, the usual frequent 
references to the use ol tobacco as forfeitures and for the payment of fines, etc.

In general the Indians are fond of the smoke of tobacco; they will swallow ten or 
twelve mouthfuls and retain this in their stomachs without difficulty; then ceasing 
to draw, they will exhale the smoke in several puffs through nose and mouth. hey 
mix the tobacco with the leaves of the sumac tree, either to lessen the strength oS 
the former or to use the latter as tobacco. ^ ihe two mixed and chopped together 
is called by them Feningue; their pipe they call calumet. The pipe of peace is 
famous and was in former days a passport and the symbol of fiendship among the 
savage nations. But today it may not be so generally trusted as has been proved 
by the sad experience of the French, ior the Indians often abuse this sign of peace 
to carry out their most barbarous designs. 

The calumet consists of a wooden tube about four feet long, with a hole running 
through its entire length. It is painted in various colors and ornamented with 
porcupine bristles usually painted red or yellow. From the middle 01 this tube 
extends a bunch of white and red feathers, arranged as a peacocks tiain; a_ the 
end of these are attached the manes and tails of horses killed in war, also colored 
vermillion. One of the extremities of this tube bears a bowl usually of stone red 
like coral, sometimes black, resembling marble . . . 

Fifteen to twenty Indians will leave their village to offer the calume o 
of another nation to ask the continuance of his friendship, help against their ene¬ 
mies, or any other favor.

/\ HE request of two other London tobacco merchants (George Buchanan and 
illiam lamilton) the petitioner, Claud Johnson, had become bound with them 
for the payment of £5763-17-9, due 28 March 1753, for the duties on 250,000 lbs. of 
tobacco, imported by his fellow bondsmen. Buchanan and Hamilton assigned 200 
hhds. of tobacco to the petitioner in order to secure and indemnify him, but shortly 
thereafter they removed 101 hhds. without his knowledge or consent. As further 
security the importers assigned 42 other hhds. of tobacco to the petitioner. 

Buchanan and amilton became bankrupt and 135 hhds. were seized, by suit of the 
crown, for tobacco duties owing. The petitioner entered his claim for these hhds., 
but was awarded only 42 hhds. by the special jury which heard the case. The 200 
hhds. to which he was originally entitled have been lost to him. 

Johnson understands that an argeement was entered into between the commissioners 
of customs and the assignees, under the commission of bankruptcy, whereby they 
were to have all the tobacco seized, in consideration of a certain sum to be paid by 
the said assignees. But the bond in which the petitioner was bound with Buchanan 
and Hamilton had not been included, the commissioners alleging as their reason that 
it was not yet due. 

The petitioner has already paid £2000 in part and discharge of said bond and is 
endeavoring to raise another £1000. But as he will suffer greatly unless relief is 
granted him before the bond becomes due, next month, the petitioner prays that 
their lordships will give the matter their consideration and mitigate the sum due.

T HE French mercantilists had long looked upon Louisiana as the potential source 
of a vast tobacco supply, Vhe Compagnie cTOccident attempted to give prac¬ 
tical expression to this expectation and experienced tobacco cultivators were sent to 
the colony in 1719. 1 Various factors operated to curtail production, however — among 
them the bursting of the “Mississippi Bubble” — but after the Compagnie’s control in 
the tobacco monopoly in France was vested in the Fermiers-Generauxf in 1730, in¬ 
terest in the Louisiana tobacco industry was renewed. 

A section of this manuscript (the last portion of the supplementary part, “Extraits 
* • I” — v. infra.) , is a Memoire’ on the project to establish tobacco plantations in 
Canada and Louisiana. Its writer states that French manufactured tobacco was made 
up from the kinds grown in Virginia, other foreign American colonies, and from the 
Netherlands or Germany. He was of the opinion that all the required tobacco could 
be cultivated in the French colonies of Canada and Louisiana. By this step, he re¬ 
marks, the Fermiers-Generaux would profit and the king could receive an increased 
price for the lease of the tobacco monopoly. 3 

In the event that this project were unsuccessful, however, the author recommends 
that an attempt be made to cultivate tobacco in the south of France. He observes 
that the proposal relating to colonial plantations contained in this “Memoire” had 
been adopted by the Council in 1749 and that 600,000 livres had been sent to the 
Intendant in North America for new tobacco plantations in Louisiana and Canada. 
While it is assumed that several years would pass before there could be satisfactory 
results from this venture the author notices that by the end of 1752 some “suffi¬ 
ciently good” tobacco had been produced in Louisiana. 4 [II, pp. 118-122]

T HE complex details of the operation of a tobacco factory are surveyed with 
admirable thoroughness by the anonymous author. He recommends, in the first 
chapter, that the site of the factory be on fiat terrain near a navigable river. (Appar¬ 
ently an experienced production manager and efficiency expert, he had a good deal to 
say about workers. He interrupts his treatise here to make a typical remark — and 
one characteristic of the period: workers must be docile and willing to labor for little ) 
The various steps in the manufacture of tobacco are outlined: sorting, disposition of 
spoiled leaves, moistening, cutting, rolling, pressing, tying and making rolls, togethe" 
with the kinds of rooms in which these processes are carried on. 

In his second chapter the author treats of the different kinds of tobacco leaves in 
commercial use, the methods employed in ageing and curing them, and explains more 
fully manufacturing processes outlined in the first chapter. An account of the manner 
in which tobaccos are blended in order to improve their flavor, and descriptions of 
Amersfoort, pressed irginia, and other tobaccos, are given. The duties of officers in 
the inspection of raw' or manufactured tobacco, and of the bales in which this com¬ 
modity is shipped, the terms for designating the quality of tobacco, the manufac¬ 
turing difficulties likely to arise and the solu tion of these problems, the taste of various 
kinds of tobacco, are among the subjects discussed in chapter III. 

One of the sections deals with “abusive” practises among the tobacco-spinners. 
These, says the author, have caused trouble before and had to be suppressed with a 
strong hand. The spinners have become arrogant because they regard themselves as 
indispensable, and, he goes on to say, have frequently caused revolts among the work¬ 
men when they demanded increased wages or when their working conditions dissatis¬ 
fied them. They have cleverly propagandized to the effect that it was extremely 
difficult to train spinners — a belief apparently accepted by the manufacturers, who 
have spoiled these people. As a matter of fact, the author states, a young person, 
properly trained, can become sufficiently expert in three weeks time. 1 be concluding 
chapter is concerned with the method of choosing officers to police the factories, super- 
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vise the workers, exclude strangers, guard the secrets of the plant, etc., etc.

T HE addressee was lord chancellor; the writer, Joseph Lanciego, a judge in the 
supreme court of Navarre. Although judicially disassociated from the tobacco 
monopoly administration, Lanciego became the trial judge in two highly important 
cases when the regular monopoly judge withdrew from their consideration, on the 
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plea of advanced age and iii health. he viceroy of Navarre, the lord chancellor and 
the king had approved of the assignment of the case to Lanciego. 

One of the trial matters dealt with the theft of a quantity of tobacco, coincident with 
ihe rifling of a safe in the home of the general manager of the tobacco monopoly in 
Navarre, oseph Antonio de Flon; the other with the seizure of fourteen wagonloads 
of contraband tobacco on the public highway, 27 March 1752. 

A succession of notes between Lanciego and the viceroy, and between the viceroy and 
the Marques de la Ensenada (then lord chancellor?), who delivered the royal orders, 
are recorded and offer proof of the author’s contention that the cases had been tried 
fairly and with proper consideration for their gravity. Evidence clearly showed that 
De Flon and others in the monopoly service were implicated. The king had repeatedly 
given orders that examples be made of offending monopoly agents. Lanciego duly 
passed a severe sentence, including the penalties of dismissal from service and con¬ 
fiscation of the offenders properties. (The dates of the interchanged letters imply 
that the case was closed early in 1754.) 

it a crucial moment, however, just before final decision was rendered, the viceroy of 
Navarre died. Flence the entire responsibility fell upon the judge. Shortly after 
sentence had been pronounced, the Marques de la Ensenada was removed, and the 
Count de aldeparaiso succeeded him. Influence being exerted, a plea of unjust sen¬ 
tence was brought forward. 

i he harried judge, his health undermined by this difficult case, had left Pamplona to 
recuperate. Pie was informed by letter from the Count de Valdeparaiso that the king 
iidd pronounced his decision null and void, and had given full pardon to the defend¬ 
ants. .anciego was being accused of all degrees of injustice, bribery and corruption, 
and his judicial reputation was in a fair way to be ruined. He offers the testimony in 
the present letter in his own defence.

ASa gift to his friend Lauhn, and in congratulation for his recent appointment to 
j'|_ the Polish royal council, Jenichen presents him with these selected observations, 
connecting tobacco with law. (The assumption is that this is a phase of legalistic 
information heretofore neglected, which will be of reference value to the dedicatee — 
but v. n. 443). Some of Jenichen’s “observations” are of a tenuous nature: mention 
of a duelist who threw a piece of tobacco-pipe at the feet of his adversary; use of a 
pipe to inflict a mortal injury in a quarrel, etc. In the last case, Jenichen remarks, 
the defense pleaded that the assailant was drunk with wine and tobacco and that the 
victim, who smoked twenty or more pipes daily, had ignored medical advice for heal¬ 
ing the wound. 

The author notices that pregnant women who wish to induce abortion (a criminal 
>raetise) bring about the desired result through the immoderate use of snuff, which 
causes violent sneezing. Whether or not the crime of poisoning could be proved when 
only the powder of a pulverized tobacco-pipe (but no poison) was found in the body 
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of the deceased, was discussed in a debate at the University of Julia, in 1719. The 
use of a lighted tobacco-pipe in the commission of arson has been noticed, and the 
tobacco habit has been employed as an excuse by persons who were seized while en¬ 
gaged in the crimes of adultery and of theft. When caught in embarrassing places 
the offenders frequently excused their presence on the premises by stating that they 
were there but to light their pipes. 

Unscrupulous members o 1 the clergy have been known to accuse their parishioners of 
smoking in church in order to fine them heavily, as in the case of Liber Baro of 
Bylandt who thus penalized the people of Reidt for an assumed offense of this nature. 
Ike author reels that at some times (as when they go to administer extreme unction), 
the clergy should shun tobacco. He charges soldiers with a too immoderate use of 
the herb. e chinks it inexcusable to permit jailors to give prisoners freedom to 
smoke on the steps of their prisons, etc., etc.

T HE candidate has something to say, bat nothing new, about the use and value 
of tobacco in medicine. He depends upon many familiar authorities for his in¬ 
formation. Among these is Linnaeus whose Species Planlarum provides a description 
of the “four species” of tobacco (as given in n. 789). The verses irom the French 
edition of Neander (n. 148-b) are quoted here on the virtues of the three kinds illus¬ 
trated there (v. Tobacco, II, p. 88). 

Various forms in which tobacco is employed in the treatment of different ailments, 
its alleviative value in hunger and thirst (from Monardes), the therapeutic uses of 
essence or tincture of tobacco (from Riviere, Glauber, et al.) and the aid given by 
syrup of tobacco to sufferers from asthma and catarrh are among the several matters 

commented upon. 

The remainder of the tract offers further evidence of the importance of tobacco in 
materia medica (with references to several writers already recorded in 2 obacco ), com¬ 
ments briefly upon Oriental smoking apparatus, deals with the favorable effect, of 
tobacco upon the mental faculties and the digestive system, notices that smoking 
reduces overweight, rests the fatigued, gives courage to those unhappy and dis¬ 
heartened, etc., etc. 

Petitmaitre seems to have accepted without criticism everything said about tobacco 
by the writers he quotes or refers to. From the evidence supplied by frequent quota¬ 
tions from older authorities in this tract, and the additional references to a group oi 
obscure authors at the conclusion of the thesis, Petitmaitre must have engaged m 
considerable research. He was undoubtedly awarded his degree on the basis of earnest 
labor — not for originality or intelligence.

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A BRIEF account of the method of cultivating, curing, and packing tobacco oc¬ 
curs in the section dealing with Virginia (II, 0 7 b - 0 8 b ). ’hen follows a pithy 
paragraph (occasionally quoted by contemporary writers), of considerable interest in 
the economic history of the colony: 

In trade they diftinguifh two forts of tobacco, the firft is called Aranokoe, from 
Maryland and the Northern parts of Virginia; this is ftrong and hot in the mouth, 
but it fells very well in the markets of Holland, Germany, and the North. The 
other fort is called fweet fcented, the beft of which is from James’s and ork rivers 
in the Southern parts of Virginia. There is no commodity to which the revenue is 
fo much obliged as to this. It produces a vaft fum, and yet appears to lay but a 
very inconfiderable burthen upon the people in England; all the weight in reality 
falls upon the planter, who is kept down by the lownefs of the original price; and 
as we have two provinces w'hich deal in the lame commodity, if the people of Vir¬ 
ginia were to take meafures to ftraiten the market, and raife the price, thofe of 
Maryland would certainly take the advantage of it; the people of Virginia would 
take the fame advantage of thofe of Maryland in a like cafe. hey have no profpedl 
of ever bettering their condition; and they are the lefs able to endure it as they live 
in general luxurioufly, and to the full extent of their fortunes. herefore any failure 
in the fale of their goods, brings them heavily in debt to the merchants in London, 
who get mortgages on their eftates, which are confumed to the bone, with the 
canker of an eight per cent ufury. But however the planters may complain of the 
tobacco trade, the revenue flourifhes by it, for it draws near three hundred thoufand 
a year from this one article only; and the exported tobacco, the far greater part of 
the profits of which come to the Englifh merchant, brings almoft as great a fum 
annually into the kingdom. To fay nothing of the great advantage we derive from 
being fupplied from our own colonies with that for which the reft of Europe pays 
ready money, befides the employment of two hundred large vefiels, and a propor¬ 
tionable number of feamen, which are occupied in this trade. From us the Vir¬ 
ginians take every article for convenience or ornament which they ufe; their own 
manufacture does not deferve to be mentioned. The two colonies export about 
eighty thoufand hogfheads of tobacco of eight hundred ’weight. [II, 0 8 b - P x a ] 

In an account of exports from North Carolina is an entry “Tobacco, abt. ioo hogf¬ 
heads”, from all the ports of that colony. There is a further observation: 

They raife likewife much more tobacco than I have mentioned, but this, as it is 
produced on the frontiers of Virginia, fo it is exported from thence. [II, R 7 a ]

The Gentleman s Magazine, the first English periodical miscellany of importance, was founded 
by Edward Cave (1691-1754) in 1731. It was the most successful journal of its character 
published in the XVIIIth century and counted among its “correspondents” some of the out¬ 
standing men of letters and science of that period. It was published regularly until 1907 
(303 volumes) — the longest-lived paper of its kind. Although it was no longer issued as a 
regular journal after 1907 it is still “in progress” by virtue of titles and some pages of letter- 
press regularly filed with the British Museum. After Cave’s death the Magazine was edited 
by David Henry and Richard Cave, a nephew of the founder.

T HIS valuable record of English laws then in force, relating to the customs, be¬ 
came a text-book or officials of that branch of the revenue department. It has 
much to repoit on tobacco; the majority oi the entries are already summarized or 
referred to in this catalogue. 

Mention of the discount of 25 per cent allowed on British plantation tobacco and the 
5 or 8 per cent allowed on the foreign product occurs (on B„ a ) in the section of“Subfidy 
inwards, or Old Subfidy Computations of these allowances on a quantity of British 
and of Spanish tobacco are provided, as an example. In the chapter containing cal- 
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dilations of duties, allowances, drawbacks, etc. on various goods, several forms of 
applying these figures to shipments of tobacco are mathematically presented. [ t 2 b - 
Tt 3 a ] The allowance permitted on damaged tobacco imported is explained on Bbb 3 b .

D ESPITE the dangerous character of tobacco-smoke therapy, 1 its use increased 
in the xvinth century, largely through the influence of English and German 
physicians. Schaeffer’s work became a textbook on the subject and passed through 
several editions. 

It was the author’s intention to popularize the use of tobacco-smoke clysters in the 
treatment of various diseases. Historical and botanical information about tobacco, 
some brief notes on the nomenclature of the plant, an account of the inhalation of the

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smoke of certain herbs as practised by the ancients and comment on the physical and 
moral value of smoking for pleasure are provided in the introductory sections. Schaeffer 
observes that tobacco is of greatest benefit when employed medicinally, but he does 
not deny its social use within the bounds of moderation.

He writes briefly of the various medicinal products of tobacco in the form of oils, 
unguents, syrups, etc. which were more widely used in the days of Neander and 
Magnenus, he says, than in his day. But the presence of nicotian salves, extracts 
and oils in the pharmacies indicates that a demand for them by contemporary physi¬ 
cians still exists. Various familiar authorities who believed in the efficacy of these 
medicinal forms of the tobacco plant are cited. 

i lative Americans first employed tobacco in clysters, in primitive fashion. 2 The Eng¬ 
lish imitated the custom 3 and improved the methods for using it. Stisser (n. 393) 
then sought to perfect the English process, but Schaeffer feels that the former’s in¬ 
struments left something to be desired. In his opinion a bellows to force the smoke 
into the intestines, rather than dependence upon the manipulation of assistants, was 
needed. In 1752 he completed a machine which met his requirements, and he has 
used it successfully since then. Many physicians have had excellent results from the 
employment of tobacco-smoke clysters on their patients. 

Schaeffer then establishes the medical principles which make it possible for this clyster 
to be effective. He presents a long and careful account of the chemical components

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of tobacco, their alteration by combustion and the resultant smoke, and the various 
chemical qualities produced by this conversion of tobacco. The author states that 
these products have a stimulating effect upon the human organism when employed 
in clyster, for the smoke, so applied, is at once an evacuatory, counter-irritant, diuretic, 
and anodyne or sedative, and the warm air has beneficial effects as well. All kinds of 
colic (a large number are here differentiated and described) are eased by tobacco 
clysters, and intestinal stoppages are eliminated. A long account of various forms 
of hernia is provided here, together with the best methods of treating them. The 
clyster is prescribed for other ailments as well, and several authorities are quoted on 

this phase of the subject. 

Twelve case histories, in which cures of various maladies were effected by the author’s 
clyster-machine, are presented. A few cautions and precepts for its use are given, 
together with a detailed description of the instrument illustrated in this work.

Many do without salt, Eusebio says, but abso¬ 
lutely require tobacco. Freedom to grow' tobacco would give many families an in¬ 
come twentyfold the amount they would have to pay for a salt tax, if such be applied 
as a substitute for a tobacco excise. The current extensive smuggling of tobacco, the 
attendant evils of armed forces to combat it, the repressive monopoly agents and 
police supervision, are factors which invalidate the argument that income from the 
tobacco monopoly is more certain than any other form of revenue. No system could 
be more disagreeable and disadvantageous to the state than the present one, which 
oppresses the population. 

jlIi.. value of the smoke of tobacco and of tobacco ash in the extermination of insects 
,s mentioned. The writer concludes w'ith an appeal to his correspondent to enlighten 
the higher authorities on the misery of the people and to heed their complaints about 
the monopoly. The inhabitants have become tributaries of foreign states because of 
tobacco which could be easily grown at home. The pope will be bestowing a benefit 
on his people if he effects the desired change. {Cf. nos. 816, 817)

The third growth of 
leaves is much inferior to the others. 

The processes of cultivating and manufacturing snuff, roll and chewing tobacco are 
described. Therapeutic uses of the plant and by-products of tobacco are dealt with, 
repeating the conventional information on this subject. The author s advice on sana¬ 
tory smoking includes the usual formulas. He thought the herb most proper for 
those living as celibates because it “decayed the generative powers”, and he dis¬ 
approved of its use by the youthful or by women. The snuffing of tobacco had some 
value when done moderately. For medical reasons the author recommended that it 
be indulged in only once or twice in the morning during the first or last quarter of 
the moon, but not at other times, and never at full moon ’he remedial value of 
tobacco juice in asthma and other ailments is referred to at the conclusion of this 
section. [I T~ 1 9 a ]

ALEXANDER, William vs. John MILLER 

[BRIEF, London (?), 1758, with text-heading:] John Miller, Tobacconifi in Greenock [Scot¬ 
land], - Appellant. | William Alexander, Efquire, Refpondent. I The Refpondent’s CASE. 

/\N INTRODUCTORY paragraph explains the system then in force relating to 
the drawback of duties upon the exportation of tobacco from England. It is 
stated that the Farmers-General of France purchase tobacco from Scotland and that 
this trade is one of the most valuable carried on with France by Great Britain. Alex¬ 
ander had for many years been employed by the French monopolists as their agent 
or factor. In order to obviate errors in the identity of tobacco consigned to them, 
the mark of the Farmers-General had been customarily stamped on the hogsheads, 
which were lodged in Greenock warehouses, in the custody of Miller {v. n. 810). 

THE Appellant having got into a Way of buying from the Sailors in and about 
Glafgow, and others, large Quantities of fmuggled Tobaccoes, of a mean Quality, 
called Baby [Babby in the Appellant’s brief] and Box Tobaccoes-, fuch of thefe as 
were lit for Home Consumption, he picked and fold, or manufactured, as Occafion 
offered, and the Remainder, being moftly rotten and unmerchantable, he fubfti- 
tuted in place of the like Quantity taken from out of the Hogfheads under his 
Charge, bought by the Refpondent from Scot and Johnfion for the French Farmers, 
and which he manufactured and fold in the Country; committing thereby a moll 
notorious Breach of "ruff to them his Conftituents, defrauding the Refpondent and 
his Employers the French Farmers, to the great Difcredit and Prejudice of this 
Nation in fo important a Branch of Trade, and alfo defrauding the Revenue of 
the Duties, which were either drawn back, or the Securities vacated, upon a Sup- 
pofal that the Tobaccoes fo exported were the identical Tobaccoes, upon the Im¬ 
portation whereof the Duties had been paid or fecured. 

The methods of inspection of tobaccos imported into France are referred to and a 
brief account given of six specific cargoes, with which the appellant is accused of 
tampering. In France an agent of the importers examined the shipment referred to 
and discovered that 192,420 lbs. of tobacco, formerly in the appellant’s care, were 
rotten and unfit for consumption. The Farmers-General, having just cause for com¬ 
plaint, and suspecting the respondent of gross negligence, thereupon expressed their 
displeasure in strong terms and threatened to discontinue relations with him. 

Having, by examination, discovered the appellant’s fraudulent conduct, Alexander 
brought suit, in 1754, for indemnification of himself and his principals, the Farmers- 
General. Miller denied his guilt and made some trivial defense, but the Lord Karnes, 1

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Ordinary, by interlocutor 2 of 6 February 1754, allowed the respondent to prove his 
declaration, etc. and granted a commission for taking testimony in -ance; The 
various appeals and interlocutors are then recited, together with the testimony of 
witnesses. Evidence is presented that even the defendant’s (here appellant’s) wit¬ 
nesses made statements damaging to his case. Miller then contended that as France 
and Great Britain were in a state of war, neither the Farmers-General nor their agent 
could bring suit in an English court. To this the respondent replied that, as he was 
the purchaser of the tobacco in litigation, and was liable for the price and credit given 
him, he maintained the action in his own name and right. 

Eventually, by interlocutor (the fifth - 10 August 1756; being of the whole Lords) 
Miller was found guilty of the frauds charged and damages to be ascertained by the 
Lord Karnes, Ordinary, were granted Alexander. A schedule submitted by Alexander 
showed a loss of £1643 odd. Miller made several appeals, all of which were denied, 
and from these and the several interlocutors he has now presented an appeal to the 
bar of the House of Lords. The respondent prays for affirmation of the interlocutors 
(nine in all), with exemplary costs. He reaffirms his right to have brought the original 
suit and presents further arguments to show the merit of his case. he brief is con¬ 
cluded with the forceful comment that the benefit accruing to Great iritain from t e 
tobacco trade to France is of such importance that even in time of war passports are 
granted by both nations so that the commerce could be maintained. - I bauds com¬ 
mitted by the English would, says the respondent, have the disastrous result of dis¬ 
continuance by the Farmers-General of this valuable trade. An appendix follows m 
w'hich details are given of two cargoes oi tobacco shipped to Bordeaux, and the un¬ 
favorable result of their examination for condition and quality stated, ( he names 
of the attorneys, Ro. Dundas, Al. Forrester, are printed at the end.)

which has the ,ame 01 Babby\ and being very firm and hard rolled up, has no 
Package of Cafk, Cheft or Box. 

Hie brief then recites that incoming seamen smuggle small quantities of tobacco, 
called the sailors’ portage, which is often discovered, seized and sold by process of 
law. This seized tobacco was, more often than not, superior to that imported by the 
Glasgow merchants. 1 he appellant, John Miller, did not engage in importing or ex¬ 
porting tobacco on his own account. He was concerned only with the inland trade, 
purchasing tobacco condemned because of fraudulent entry, etc. Most of the tobacco 
merchants ot Masgow have their warehouses at Greenock, where they have agents. 
A cargo of tobacco for exportation is examined and weighed at the king’s scales, in 
the presence of the purchaser or his agent, and immediately afterwards put on board 
the ship. The cargo is then held to have been w'ell delivered to the purchaser, who 
cannot be imposed upon, as he deliberately examines, or ought to examine, the to¬ 
bacco before it is shipped. 

the lespondent, William Alexander, used to purchase tobacco from the Glasgow mer¬ 
chants for exportation to France. In 175° an d 1 751 > the respondent purchased from 
two different merchants in Glasgow, six cargoes of tobacco, said to be for the use of 
the Farmers-General of France. The appellant on this occasion was employed by 
one of the sellers to act as his agent. In delivering these cargoes, had the appellant 
been disposed to commit fraud, by abstracting good and substituting bad tobacco, he 
would, he says, have been required to use certain methods and employ assistance, 
w'hich would have cost more than the transaction would be w'orth. The brief goes on

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to state that in 1753 Miller had discharged certain porters for pilfering, and that these 
gave information to the respondent charging the appellant with committing frauds in 
the above-mentioned shipments. Alexander brought his action against Miller in 1754, 
charging the latter with fraudulent substitution of tobacco during a period of seven 
years. Specific instances are cited. The amount of the damages asked totaled 
£6,000, together with £100 for expenses. 

Among the arguments advanced in the appellant’s defense at the original hearing, it 
was stated that to commit the suspected fraud would have been profitless because the 
tobacco supposedly substituted was more expensive than that customarily exported 
to France. Considerable space is devoted to a record of several interlocutors, the 
testimony of the discharged porters against the defendant and of defense witnesses, 
and the apparent proof that Miller had been purchasing smuggled tobacco from sailors. 
That part of the evidence which appeared to confirm the charges is carefully exam¬ 
ined and answered by arguments which attempt to give Miller the benefit of doubt. 
The specific charges of fraudulent abstraction from certain shipments are particular¬ 
ized and brief evidence submitted at this point attempting to show the defendant 
guiltless of theft or substitution. 

The Lords of Session court, however, found Miller guilty, as charged, and allowed the 
plaintiff damages based on records, which amounted to £1,643 is, 4 d., and costs of 
£208. The defendant appealed (the basis of the appeal is given) and the several suc¬ 
ceeding interlocutors were appealed from. The appellant brings this appeal to the 
bar of the House of Lords, praying that the interlocutors, as cited, be reversed. Nine 
reasons for reversal, already stated in the foregoing testimony, are given. (The names 
of the attorneys, C. Yorke and John Dalrymple, are printed at the end.)

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T HE conventional harangues associated with the calumet of peace used by the 
Chitimachas during conferences are reported by the author. (This portion of 
his work is accompanied by the illustration reproduced in Tobacco , ol. I, p. 26.) 
The calumet is described in a footnote: 

... a tube of pipe at least a foot and a half long; it is decorated with the skin oi 
a duck’s neck branched of which the vari-colored plumage is very beautiful; at its 
extremity is a bowl. On this same end is attached a kind ol fan ol a white eagle s 
feathers formed in a quarter circle; at the end of each leather is a tuft of hair 
painted bright red . . . [I, E v a ] 1 

This (red ftone with white fpots, like Porphyry, which is foft and tender, like land- 
ftone, found on the banks of the MiJJouri) is eafily worked, and bears the moft 
violent fire. The Indians of the country have contrived to ftrike off pieces thereof 
with their arrows, and after they fall in the water plunge for them. When they 
can procure pieces thereof large enough to make pipes [calumets 2 ], they fafhion 
them with knives and awls. This pipe [calumet] has a focket two or three inches 
long, and on the oppofite fide the figure of an hatchet; in the middle of all is the 
boot, or bowl of the pipe, to put the tobacco in. 1 hefe fort of pipes are highly 
efteemed among them. [I, O vij b ~O viU a ; I, O s b in the first English edition, n. 839] 

Tobacco , which was found among the Indians of Louifiana ... is very large, its 
ftalk, when buffered to run to feed, fhoots to five feet and a half and fix feet; the 
lower part of its Item is at leaft eighteen lines in diameter, and its leaves o ten 
near two feet long, which are thick and fucculent; its juice is ftrong, but never 
diforders the head. The Tobacco of Virginia has a broader but fhorter leaf, its 
ftalk is fmafter and runs not up fo high; its fmell is not difagreeable, but not fo 
ftrong; it takes more plants to make a pound, becaufe its leaf is thinner, and not 
fo full of fap as the native. What is cultivated in the lower Louifiana is fmaller, 
and not fo ftrong; but that made in the illands is thinner than that of Louifiana , 
but much ftronger, and diforders the head. 

Then follows an account of the cultivation of tobacco in Louisiana, the destruction of 
insect pests and the method employed in the care of the growing plant. 

I faw my neighbours ftnp the leaves of 2 obacco from the ftalk, firing them, fet 
them to dry, by hanging them out in the air, then put them in heaps, to make 
them fweat. As for me, I carefully examined the plant, and when I obferved the 
ftem begin to turn yellow here and there, I caufed the ftalk to be cut with a pruning- 
knife, and left it for feme time on the earth to deaden. Afterwards it was carried 
off on hand-barrows, becaufe it is thus lefs expofed to be broken than on the necks 
of Negroes. When it was brought to the houfe, I caufed it to be hung up, with the 
big end of the ftem turned upwards, the leaves of each ftalk flightly touching one 
another, being well affured they would fhrivel in drying, and no longer touch each 
other. It hereby happened, that the juice contained in the pith (fometimes as big 
as one’s finger) of the ftem of the plant, flowed into the leaves, and augmenting their

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fap, made them much more mild and waxy. As fall as thefe leaves affumed a bright 
cheftnut colour, I ftripped them from the ftalk, and made them dire&ly into bundles, 
which I wrapped up in a cloth, and bound it clofe with a cord for twenty-four hours; 
then undoing the cloth, they were tied up clofer ftill. This Tobacco turned black and 
fo waxy, that it could not be rafped in lefs than a year; but then it had a fubftance 
and flavour fo much the more agreeable, as it never affedled the head; and fo I fold 
it for double the price of the common. [Ill, P x ii b —Qii b ; I, P 4 a - p fi a in n. 839]

V ARIOUS writers are quoted to sustain the author’s opinion that tobacco im¬ 
ported from America is likely to be imperfectly prepared, or spoiled, and, further¬ 
more, that it is heavily adulterated by unscrupulous merchants. Therefore it is 
obvious, Eusebio remarks, that tobacco produced at home under native supervision 
must be purer than those foreign kinds which are imported. I he qualities and effects 
of tobacco are discussed. Eusebio recommends moderation in its use, and enumerates 
the various objections of those opposed to smoking or snuffing on the grounds that 
it supposedly injures the sense of smell, desiccates the brain, etc. 

Those popular writers who praised tobacco, the rulers who prohibited its use, and the 
names of the plant in various countries are mentioned. I hereafter follows comment 
on the ecclesiastical rules relating to smoking, snuffing, or chewing before celebrating 
mass or other holy offices. On this subject examples, analogies, opinions of various 
Catholic churchmen, and an account of the bull of Urban HI are presented, some¬ 
times in considerable detail. 

The author does not find it difficult to accept the opinion that tobacco cat: be the 
sole sustaining nutritive agent at periods when food and drink are lacking. Whether 
or not chewing violates the condition of the fast more than smoking 01 snuffing, is 
discussed. As tobacco is a strong irritant and stimulant, and differs in its effect from 
eating, it can hardly be said to break the fast. But Eusebio agrees with those who 
argue that the use of tobacco during communion is abhorrent before the high altar.

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The usual historical and botanical details are given together with advice on tobacco 
farming. Essential knowledge is provided which deals with the cultivation of to¬ 
bacco, its commercial nomenclature, the kinds grown in the Americas, manufacture 
of rolls, methods of planting practised in Virginia and Maryland, various simple 
phases of agronomics, construction of drying-sheds, the proper means of curing to¬ 
bacco (as carried on in Virginia and Maryland), packaging of, and containers for 
tobacco; the methods of cultivation in vogue in France and in Persia, and, at some 
length, an account of the process of manufacturing snuff in Italy. There is, as well, 
a record of the prices of various kinds of tobacco under the late monopoly, the com¬ 
merce in this commodity, and rates current, in Amsterdam, and the import and export 
duties established in Holland. 

The concluding section deals with the remedial virtues of tobacco, with references to 
the usual (and some more recent and lesser known) authorities. The edict of Benedict 
XIV (27 December 1757), which abolished the monopoly lease of Domenico A. Zac- 
cardini and granted permission to all to raise tobacco, is given here.

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W HILE all the world of fashion was snuffing, “my uncle Toby” continued to 
smoke his pipe, thus displaying in his unobtrusive manner his manly scorn of 
the “daintier” nicotian custom. The scent of his beloved pipe permeates this incom¬ 
parable novel. No other character in literature is represented with a greater affection 
for smoking. Riding his “hobby-horsical humour” of military strategy with his sim¬ 
ple, complacent crony. Corporal Trim, he is rarely brought upon the scene by his 
creator unless he is fumbling for his pipe; filling, lighting, puffing or emptying it in 
order to refill it again. 

Toby is first presented, as a smoker, in vol. I [p. 141] and as knocking out the ashes 
[I, 145]. “We’ll fill our pipes, brother,” says Tristram’s father [II, 130]. Toby re¬ 
doubled the vehemence of his smoking (his customary defense when ridiculed) and 
on the occasion to which this episode relates nearly suffocated his brother [III, 130- 
131]. He w r as found smoking again [ibid., 188], briefly removed his pipe to say some¬ 
thing [ibid., 194] but soon renewed his puffing [ibid., 197]. He laid his pipe down, 
but quickly replaced it in his mouth [V, 29] and was again noticed removing it from 
his lips or laying it down [ibid., 31 and 67]. 

References to Toby’s smoking continue to be woven throughout the text [V, 108, 112, 
115, 127; VI, 16, 22, 24, 25, and 36]. All those already noticed contain but incidental 
mentions; the most abundant occur in the two following passages. The first relates 
how Toby received his greatest smoking thrill: 

With two or three other trinkets, fmall in themfelves, but of great regard, which 
poor Tom, the corporal’s unfortunate brother, had fent him over, with the account 
of his marriage with the Jew s widow- there was 

A Montero- cap and two Turkijh tobacco pipes . . .—The Turkijh tobacco pipes 
had nothing particular in them, they were fitted up and ornamented as ufual, with 
flexible tubes of Morocco leather and gold wire, and mounted at their ends, the 
one of them with ivory,- the other with black ebony, tipp’d with filver. 

My father, who faw all things in lights different from the reft of the world, would 
fay to the corporal . . Tom did not care. Trim . . . to fmoak in the tobacco- 
pipe of a Jew . . . 

The corporal, who the night before had refolved in his mind, to fupply the grand 
defideratum, of keeping up fomething like an inceffant firing upon the enemy dur¬ 
ing the heat of the attack, - had no further idea in his fancy at that time, than a 
contrivance of fmoaking tobacco againft the town, out of one of my uncle Toby s 
fix field pieces, which were planted on each fide of his fentry-box . . . 

Upon turning it this way, and that, a little in his mind, he foon began to find out, 
that by means of his two Turkijh tobacco-pipes, with the fupplement of three 
fmaller tubes of wafh-leather at each of their lower ends, to be tagg’d by the fame 
number of tin pipes fitted to the touch holes, and fealed with clay next the cannon, 
and then tied hermetically with waxed filk at their feveral infertions into the 
Morocco tube,—he fliould be able to fire the fix field pieces all together, and with 
the fame eafe as to fire one.— 

The corporal fat up the beft part of the night in bringing his [project] to perfec¬ 
tion ; and having made a fufficient proof of his cannon, with charging them to the 
top with tobacco,- he went with contentment to bed. 
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Chap, xxvii. 

The corporal had flipped out about ten minutes before my uncle Toby, in order to 
fix his apparatus, and juft give the enemy a fhot or two before my uncle Toby came. 

He had drawn the fix field-pieces for this end, all clofe up together in front of my 
uncle Toby's fentry-box . . . In the rear . . . with his back to the door of the 
fentry-box, for fear of being flanked, had the corporal wifely taken his poft:—He 
held the ivory pipe, appertaining to the battery on the right, betwixt the finger 
and thumb of his right hand,—and the ebony pipe tipp’d with filver, which apper¬ 
tained to the battery on the left, betwixt the finger and thumb of the other—and 
with his right knee fixed firm upon the ground, as if in the front rank of his platoon, 
was the corporal . . . furioufly playing off his two crofs batteries at the fame time 
againft the counterguard, which faced the counterfcarp, where the attack was to 
be made that morning. His firft intention, as I faid, was no more than giving the 
enemy a Angle puff or two;—but the pleafure of the puffs, as well as the puffing, 
had infenfibly got hold of the corporal, and drawn him on from puff to puff, into 
the very height of the attack, by the time my uncle Toby joined him. 

'Twas well for my father, that my uncle Toby had not his will to make that day. 


Chap, xxviii. 

My uncle Toby took the ivory pipe out of the corporal’s hand,—looked at it for 
half a minute, and returned it. 

In lefs than two minutes my uncle Toby took the pipe from the corporal again, 
and raifed it half way to his mouth—then haftily gave it back a fecond time. 

The corporal redoubled the attack,—my uncle Toby fmiled,—then looked grave,— 
then fmiled for a moment,—then looked ferious for a long time;—Give me hold 
of the ivory pipe. Trim, faid my uncle Toby —my uncle Toby put it to his lips,—- 
drew it back directly,—gave a peep over the horn-beam hedge;—never did my 
uncle Toby’s mouth water fo much for a pipe in his life.—My uncle Toby retired 
into the fentry-box with the pipe in his hand.— 

Dear uncle TobyX don’t go into the fentry-box with the pipe,—there’s no trailing 
a man’s felf with fuch a thing in fuch a corner. [VI, 102-116] 

We are informed that during certain discussions with Tristram’s father, my uncle 
Toby laid down his pipe [VI, 122], and then occurs a most disturbing silence in re¬ 
lation to both Toby and his pipe, broken only by his appearance, with his familiar 
companion, in vol. VIII: 

In her proposed attack upon my uncle Toby, the Widow Wadman planned to besiege 
him in his favorite place, the sentry-box. If she could take hold of the map pinned 
to the wall which he was examining with such passionate devotion, it was obvious 
that he would take hold of the other end of that plan, “ and with the end of his pipe 
. . . begin an explanation”. 

When the attack was advanced to this point . . . Mrs. Wadman’s next ftroke of 
generalfhip . . . was to take my uncle Toby’s tobacco-pipe out of his hand as foon 
as Ihe polfibly could; which, under one pretence or other . . , fhe would effect 
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before my uncle Toby (pour foul!) had well march’d above half a dozen toifes 
with it. 

—It obliged my uncle Toby to make ufe of his forefinger. 

The difference it made in the attack was this; That in going upon it, as in the firft 
cafe, with the end of her forefinger againft the end of my uncle Toby’s tobacco-pipe, 
fhe might have travelled with it, along the lines, from Dan to Beerfheba, had my 
uncle Toby’s [map] reach’d fo far, without any effect: For as there was no arterial 
or vital heat in the end of the tobacco-pipe, it could excite no fentiment—it could 
neither give fire by pulfation—or receive it by fympathy—’twas nothing but fmoak. 

[VIII, 45-47] 

But at the last moment the Widow Wadman altered her plan, and formed a new 
attack. There was something in her eye—would not my uncle Toby look into it. 
He looked—and was undone: 

I fee him yonder with his pipe pendulous in his hand, and the allies falling out of it 
—looking- -and looking. . . . \Ibid. 112] 

When he had told Mrs. Wadman once that he loved her, he let it alone, and left 
the matter to work after its own way. 

My father was always in raptures with this fyffem of my uncle (1 oby’s, as he falfely 
called it, and would often fay, that could his brother Toby to his proceffe have 
added but a pipe of tobacco—he had wherewithal to have found his way . . . 
towards the hearts of half the women upon the globe. [IX, 102-103] 

We can clearly see the movements of this famous pipe in this last volume. On p. 129 
he laid his pipe upon the table, and before a dozen sentences had picked it up again. 
He used it to make a sign to Trim to draw his chair up while he dictated an account 
of Mrs. Wadman’s virtues [130], and as an indicator [131]. He filled it [138] and while 
one would like to leave him, puffing, the last reference shows that he laid it down [141]. 

Tristram’s father, too, was a great smoker, and there are references to this habit, or 
his pipe, in Vol. II on pp. 48, 49, 50, 53, 131 and 133. It was obviously a family 
habit. Mrs. Shandy did not smoke, but she had no prejudices, for it is noted that 
“my mother took a pinch of fnuff” [VIII, 137].

Ihis set appears to have all the half-titles which were issued with the work, although there is 
no accurate bibliographic data on the subject. Whether or not Volumes I and II were actually 
privately printed for Sterne and published by John Hinxham in York [but see the opinion on 
this from the DUMB., infra] or by Dodsley in London for Hinxham, has long been a bibliographic 
problem. 1 

As a matter of precaution, Sterne signed volumes V, VII and IX, and thus provided an as¬ 
surance to purchasers that they w'ere receiving the authentic work. Not a few spurious 
Tristram Shandys had come on the market because of the success of the original. 

“When Sterne had gone some way with ‘Tristram Shandy,’ his friend Croft assembled a 
select company at Stillington Hall after dinner to hear portions read by the author; but the 
company fell asleep, and Sterne is said to have flung the manuscript in anger into the fire. 
Luckily| his host rescued the scorched papers from the flames. (Croft) . . . when by the 
autumn of 1759 two books were completed, Sterne offered them to Dodsley, the great London 
publisher, for 50 /. with much self-satisfaction. The offer was declined. A friend, Arthur 
Lee, lent him 100 and he printed at Cork a small edition of two or three hundred copies, 
which John Hinxham, the successor of Hildrop, the publisher of his sermons, agreed to pub¬ 
lish for him. Dodsley was one of Hinxham’s London agents, and took a few copies with many 
misgivings. On 1 an, 1760 advertisements in the ‘Publick Advertiser’ announced that the 
work was on sale, fhe York public at once recognized its attraction; but it was more gratify¬ 
ing to its author, who declared that he wrote ‘not to be fed but to be famous,’ to learn within 
a few weeks that it had startled London ... In March, Horace Walpole wrote that nothing 
else was talked of or admired. A wager was laid in London that a letter addressed to ‘Tristram 
Shandy in Europe’ would reach Sterne at Sutton, and the letter was safely delivered . , 
Sterne’s first genuine experiment in literature brought him in an instant a world-wide 
reputation . . . 

But Sterne’s triumph was not unalloyed. In private and in public ‘Tristram’ excited much 
adverse criticism. [York neighbors freely charged him with vilifying his neighbors alive and 
dead.] . . . In London ‘ Tristram was denounced on wider grounds. Dr. Johnson was 
offended by its indecent innuendo, and always spoke with scorn of ‘the man Sterne.’ ...” 
(DNB. pp. 206 ff.) 


1 Cross (op. cit. in References, supra ) refers to a 
letter of Sterne reading, in part, “The book shall be 
printed here [York], and the impression sent up to 
you.” He gives also an advertisement from the 
“London Chronicle”, I Jan. 1760, of this work in 
which the imprint reads “York. Printed for and 
sold by John Hinxham ... J. Dodsley and M. 
Cooper”. (Cf. “Publick Advertiser” notice in 
DNB. quotation, supra.) 


The apparent proof of York printing in Sterne’s 
letter (supra) is inconclusive, as the rest of the cor¬ 
respondence dealing with the matter is missing. 
From the evidence provided by type and paper, and 
some practical considerations. Professor Cross is cer¬ 
tain that all of the volumes must have been printed 
by Dodsley in London and most of the copies of the 
first two volumes sent to York for distribution.

T HIS edict is supplemental to several others defining the re-establishment of the 
tobacco monopoly in this bishopric. 1 The two Bamberg merchants to whom 
the monopoly was leased were among those who had petitioned against a projected 
tobacco factory in Bamberg and Wurzburg on the ground that it would be ruinous 
to the tobacco-sellers there. 

Foreign tobaccos are to pay an impost of one florin; domestic tobaccos, 12 kreutzer 
(both in Franconian currency) the cwt. each, in addition to existing duties. »ih< 
impost has been leased to the monopolists G. A. Floch and . S. Leist. [Details 
regarding enforcement of the provisions of this edict, and payment of the new 
taxes are fully stated.]

ALTHOUGH the habit of snuffing in England was at its zenith, the author 
sought (futilely, as might have been expected) to effect a moderation, if not 
prevention, of this social custom, trie remarks at the start that 

Tobacco is a narcotic [like opium] with a peculiar acrimony. . . . he herb itlel 
is fo nearly poifonous, that no phyfician gives it inwardly. 1 [B 2 a ] 

Fie devotes considerable space to “case-histories” (some of them probably imaginary, 
some of them mere hearsay) to illustrate the horrible effects of excessive snuffing. 
The method in which tobacco snuff is employed, the construction of the nasal passages 
and associated nervous system, the specific kinds of nasal disorders (polypi and other 
tumors, ulcers, etc.) and the maladies of the throat, stomach and other parts of the body 
induced by the immoderate use of snuff are among the matters discussed by the 
author. He cautions the reader that loss of the sense of smell, “ a lethargy of the 
mind,” painful illnesses, and even death have ensued through careless indulgence m 
the nicotian sternutatory. He is distressed by “ the coarfe and shameful eructations 
of snuffers; he objects to this “belching.” Among the comments which conclude his 
tract, Dr. Hill remarks that:

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The immediate effetff of a pinch of Snuff, in quickening the imagination, is like 
that of a glafs of fpirituous liquor in giving chearfulnefs: it is a falfe fire in both; 
it is moft perceived by thofe who are leaft accuftomed to the things; and ufe wears 
it off. Thofe who are habituated to Snuff, feel no fuch effebt from it: and for the 
reft, all that deferves confideration is, that we are fure from this. Snuff can affebt 
the brain. [Pl 3 a_b ]

The first edition was published in 1759. The author became knight of the Swedish order of 
Vasa because of the publication of his The Vegetable System, 1759-1775. Thereafter he called 
himself Sir John. He was an apothecary and a quack and he dabbled in the theatre, among 
his other literary exercises. Garrick added to his doubtful fame by producing a celebrated 
epigram about him: 

“For physic and farces his equal there 
scarce is; 

His farces are physic, his physic 
a farce is.” 2

Constant excitation 
will dull the sense of smell. Some sneezing, he remarks, may be natural; when too 
vehement, it may be moderated by pressing on the inner corners of the eyes. Con¬ 
stant artificial stimulation, however, will atrophy the ability to sneeze, with conse¬ 
quent painful results. 

A brief biography of Unwuerde (the candidate) is then given, together with an an¬ 
nouncement of the subject of his thesis, the usual invitation to the readers to be 
present at the appointed time to hear him, etc.

I N HIS foreword the author notices that the use of snuff, known as “rappe” was 
forbidden by royal edict throughout all Spain on 17 December 1760. 2 He agrees 
with those who consider the order prudent and salutary. At about the same time, 
according to him, a similar law was issued by the king of Denmark. 

(Without intention the writer relieves — at least for modern students — the tedium of 
academic dissertations by the fervor of his strictures against snuff. He was an earnest 
man with a mission: to inspire general sniffing at snuffing.) 

Before the discourse proper, a morbid tale is related of one who used Spanish snuff 
to excess, fell ill of a desperate distemper and was abandoned by his physicians, 
Someone at last thought oi emetics; the remedy' had a positive reaction and the 
patient (apparently) lived to lead a purer life. Upon examination, the contents 
lately lodged in the victim’s stomach revealed deposits of snuff which, inhaled through 
the nose, had found their way' into the abdomen! The author neglects to say' how 
long these particles had lain there it is one of the few details he disregards — but he 
reports, in a manner calculated to arouse horror, the agony' and suffering of the pa¬ 
tient whose life nad nigh been snuffed out. As an aside Triller notices that he had 
already employ'ed this case-history in a metrical version designed to discourage the 
social misuse of snuff.* He had written this some years earlier and the poem had im¬ 
pressed no less a personage than a countess to such a degree that she promptly' aban¬ 
doned the habit (to which she had been long addicted) and never snuffed more.

The author returns to a further examination of the case-history cited in his intro¬ 
ductory matter, and explains (sic) why snuff particles coagulate in the abdomen. To 
emphasize his opinions, and provide a kind of homily to his introductory tale, ‘ill 
recites the record of an inveterate snuff-talcer who died of a polypus in his esophagus. 
(For the author it was not a matter to sneeze at.) A long list of those who had written 
on the abuse of snuff and an equally lengthy catalogue of the evil effects of the habit of 
snuffing are given. The asthmatic, phlethoric, hypochondriac, and melancholic 
(among other “temperaments”) are particularly warned against the use of errhmes. 
The remainder of the thesis is largely dull repetition of the author’s arguments.

This had been assigned to Innocenzo Maria Rossi, acting for Domenico Lupo, on his 
offer of 400,000 ducats annually. (The bid had apparently not yet received the royal 
assent.) De Franciscis offers 66,666.66 hi ducats additional, payable in 6 install¬ 
ments. Accepted by the king for the period 1 January 176a to 31 December 1767.

On 6 September 1760, Rossi, acting for his principal (Lupo), offered 394,000 ducats 
for the monopoly lease 1762-1767. He agreed to abide by the conditions governing 
the farm held by Vigo ( v. following).

The 
bidder asked that the royal Giunta (controlling the monopoly) be composed of four 
members instead of three and that one of these be named by the tobacco tax lessee 
to sit as a judge in cases of contraband. He also requested that the monopolist’s 
judicial appointee and the attorney-general be permitted to decide summarily all cases 
of smuggling, without the use of torture as at present practised. It is suggested that 
this new method will prevent the delays, frequent in contraband cases, caused by the 
usual inquisition. The Chancellor of the Exchequer recommended, 11 September 
1760, that this offer be accepted. [A 2 b -A 4 E ] 

Simone Tarsia, acting for his principal (Antonio Vigo), made a bid for the tobacco 
monopoly, 11 February 1754. The existing contract was held by Antonio G. Figueiro 
(a. infra), expiring 31 December 1755. The offer contains 31 conditions. The ac¬ 
companying printed marginalia are explanatory of the provisions of the proposed lease, 
and contain concurring notes by Tarsia: the contract is to be for four years, 1 January 
j: 756-3t December 1759; the annual payment is set at 350,000 ducats; the lessee is 
to abide by the conditions governing Figueiro’s lease; the contractor is to set prices 
for tobacco sold or transported; the monopolist may have tobacco ground for snuff, 
or otherwise manufactured, in the two government warehouses in Naples or wherever 
else he desires; he is to be provided with shops and warehouses by the government 
and may erect more of them, at his own discretion; he is not to reduce the price of 
tobacco materially, except during the last four months of his lease. The monopolist 
is to name the head of the council (which is to include the attorney-general) who will 
act in a judicial capacity. The government is to assist in searches, when called upon, 
for contraband in any place in the realm. No persons are to be exempted from such 
searches. The monopolist may declare a ban on the transportation of tobacco when¬ 
ever it is found necessary to do so. Anyone in debt to the monopoly may be im¬ 
prisoned. The monopolist and his assistants to be exempt from all taxes or duties 
on tobacco. Masters of vessels found, or suspected of, smuggling may be arrested 
at sea and military assistance must be given by government officials whenever re¬ 
quired. Sub-contractors may be appointed for the provinces and the monopolist will 
have complete control of the number and activities of his assistants. The import 
duty will not be increased by the contractor. Illegal sowing of tobacco is to be pre¬ 
vented. Vigo is to begin to assume control of the monopoly four months before the 
expiration of his predecessor’s lease. All fines are to be appropriated by the con¬ 
tractor; the penalties of corporal punishment may be converted to fines; decrees about 
smuggling and tobacco are to be republished six months before the new contract takes 
effect; the lease is to be irrevocable and unconditional when once the contract has 
been signed.

Figueiro is awarded the lease; the time for decima 
and sesta bids are shortened. Notes are given for Figueiro’s surety by prominent 
business men of Naples, including an English firm. Smith, Hamilton & Co. [I 3 b - 4 a ] 

On 26 October 1750, Figueiro offered, for a renewal (v. infra ) of his lease for the period 
1 January 1752 to 31 December 1755, 350,000 ducats annually. The conditions of 
his bid are similar to those in the Tarsia (Vigo) contract {supra). He requests actual 
control of the lease as soon as possible if his offer be accepted and asks, therefore, 
that the period of the decimal and sesta bids be reduced to fifteen and twenty days, 
to run successively. Figueiro also asks for the privilege of importing skilled workmen 
from Holland, Portugal, and France to improve the manufacture of tobacco. Ac¬ 
cepted, 15 January 1751, by the Chancellor, who urged that the contract be awarded.

Figueiro offers (28 June 1748) 270,000 ducats annually for the monopoly for the rest 
of the year (1748) and the three succeeding years. He provides a surety of 50,000 
ducats. The conditions of his bid are similar to those preceding but he asks for more 
stringent penalties for nobles and others guilty of smuggling. He demanded that 
nobles and officials suffer confiscation of goods and deprivation of rank; that ordinary 
people be penalized by confiscation of goods, flogging and a term in the galleys. he 
same penalties are to apply in cases of illegal planting of tobacco and any amount of 
unlicensed tobacco, no matter how small, is contraband. (The offer accepted.) [H 4 b - 
I/] (It was this contract which brought about the appeal of Cangiani — v. n. 747.) 

Offer of Giuseppe Santoro, 26 February 1748, for the lease of the tobacco monopoly 
to 31 December 1751, at an annual payment of 220,000 ducats. The conditions of 
his bid parallel those of the other bidders (summarized above). (The offer was re¬ 
jected.)

Each of the six plates in this library has the legend “Oeconomie Rustique, Fabrique 
du Tabac”. They were engraved (though not signed in these examples) by Defehrt 
and Prevost, after Goussier. 3 Essential details of those sections of the plates repro¬ 
duced are here given: 



Plate l, upper-third and middle compartments

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The upper-third compartment of plate I shows the sorting room where leaves are 
separated by sizes and placed in the bins (F, G). The laborer at fig. 1 cuts off dam¬ 
aged tobacco; the one at fig. 1 removes waste matter from the hogsheads. The sec¬ 
tions marked H indicate where tobacco in rolls is placed. 

The middle compartment represents the moistening room. The worker at the table 
is selecting leaves to serve as “robes.” These, the largest leaves, are used to cover 
rolls. They are moistened in the buckets (A, B). The worker {fig. 2) is sprinkling 
the piled-up tobacco. 

The upper-third compartment of plate II shows the stemming-room. 4 The aperture 
(A) is used to haul tobacco up from the moistening-room (plate I, section 2). (The 
work of stemming is done by boys.) 

The middle compartment shows the spinning-room. The first processes in spinning 
tobacco are shown at figs. 1 and 4; figs. 2 and 3 represent the spinners’ assistants. 
The boy at fig. 5 is turning the wheel for the tobacco leaves being joined and covered 
with a “robe” (fig. 6), received from the boy at fig. 7, 



Plate 11, upper-third compartment 


The upper-third compartment of plate III illustrates the rolling-room. The worker 
at fig. 1 feeds the tobacco from its reel to the worker at fig. 2 who rolls it evenly. The 
press at fig. 4 compresses the rolls and equalizes their size. In the middle compart¬ 
ment is shown the cutting-room. Here roll tobacco is cut to proper lengths and placed 
in the bins. 

The upper-half of plate IV depicts the manner in which the presses are employed to 
make carottes of roll tobacco. (Plate V, not reproduced here, shows the tobacco press 
in several views, also its essential parts.)

The workers who tie tobacco rolls (tobacco in cords) are shown in the upper-third 
compartment in plate VI.

Washington cultivated tobacco on his own lands and accepted this commodity in payment 
of rent from his tenant farmers. In 1760/1 he made or received a total of 65,037 lbs; in 1763, 
89,079 lbs. (his largest total receipts of tobacco). The chief part of these crops was shipped 
to England. Washington was well aware that the continued cultivation of tobacco then was 
exhausting to the soil, and attempted to diversify his plantation crops. After 1773 he planted 
only a negligible amount of tobacco; by 1789, he was sufficiently opposed to this agriculture 
to insert a clause in a lease to a tenant that the latter should raise only enough tobacco for 
chewing and smoking for his family’s needs. ( V. the authorities cited above.)

The de¬ 
mand for this kind of pipe in Germany, it is stated, has brought about its manufacture 
on a large scale at Koenigsbruck (in the Oberlausitz) and at Halle (in Saxony).

As these latter objects are nevertheless being 
smuggled in, the patent rights of the company are now confirmed, and extended from 
the original 12 years for an additional 3 years (to 1774)- No snuff boxes of varnished 
cardboard manufactured abroad may be imported into the kingdom. Merchants are 
to consign such foreign-made boxes, within a month, to justices of the peace and the 
company is then to take possession of them. However the merchants will have the 
privilege of selling the smuggled boxes during the month of December 1765.

Pardons, alledging that he was abjent. Abjent, fays Najh, I wifi with all my Heart 
you had been abfent, then my Snuff would not have been Jpoiled.

T HE passages on tobacco in the original French edition which are taken from 
this English version are given or referred to in n. 812. The translator has added 
several passages from other works, together with comments of his own, as follows: 

The first part of a chapter headed “Some Abstracts from the Hiftorical Memoirs of 
Louifiana, by M. Du Mont” deals with the “way of cultivating and curing” tobacco. 1 
[I 5 Q 6 b -Qio a ] This section has a footnote by the translator: 

This is an advantage that they have in Louifiana over our tobacco planters, who 
are prohibited by law to cultivate thefe feconds; the fummers are fo fhort, that 
they do not come to due maturity, in our tobacco Colonies; whereas in Louifiana 
the fummers are two or three months longer, by which they make two or three 
crops of tobacco a year upon the fame ground, as eafily as we make one. Add to 
this their frelh lands will produce three times as much of that commodity, as our 
old plantations; which are now worn out with culture, by fupplying the whole 
world almoft with tobacco for a hundred and fiftyi years. - ' ow if their tobacco is 
worth five and fix fhillings a pound, as we are told above, or even the tenth part 
of it, when ours is worth but two pence or three pence, and they give a bounty upon 
fhips going to the NliJJifipi , when our tobacco is loaded with a duty ecjual to feven 
times its prime coft; they may, with all thefe advantages, 00n get this trade from 
us, the only one this nation has left entire to itfell. hefe advantages enable the 
planters to give a much better price for fervants and Haves, and thereby to engrofs 
the trade. It was by thefe means, that the French got the fugar trade from us, 
after the Treaty of Utrecht , by being allowed to tranfport their people from St. 
Chrifiophers to the rich and frefh lands of St. Domingo ; and by removing from 
Canada to Louifiana , they may in the like manner get not only this but every other 
branch of the trade of North America. [I, Q8 b -Q 9 a ] 

A chapter is devoted to “Extra# from a late French Writer, concerning the importance 
of Louifiana to France”. 2 A part of it states that 

Tobacco is the only production of the earth which gives the Englijh an advantage 
over us. Providence, which referved for us the difcovery Oj Louifiana , has given 
us the poffeffion of it, that we may be their rivals in this particular, or at kail 
that we may be able to do without their ’Tobacco . Ought we to continue tributaries 
to them in this refpedl, when we can fo eafily do without them? [I, It/ 1 b ] 

The author of the “Extract” continues with the report of a scheme proposed by 
some merchants for supplying negroes to the planters in Louisiana, w T ho were to be

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paid for in tobacco. 3 The expected advantages to be derived from such a policy 
would be (1) a natural increase of a “branch of Commerce in France , which affords 
fubfiftence to tw T o of the Englifh Colonies in America, namely Virginia and Mary¬ 
land . . . The inhabitants of thofe two provinces are fo greatly multiplied, in con- 
fequence of the riches they have acquired by their commerce with us, that they begin 
to fpread themfelves upon territories that belong to us”; (2) the fullest possible de¬ 
velopment of the culture of tobacco; (3) the reduction of such cultivation in the English 
plantations; (4) the elimination of French importation of tobacco from Great Britain 
within twelve years; (5) the annual diminution and eventual cessation of the exporta¬ 
tion of specie to Great Britain for tobacco, which then amounted to “five millions 
of our money”; and (6) the restoration of a favorable trade balance to France.

[PROCLAMATION RENEWING THE MONOPOLY OF TOBACCO.] Vienna [?] 1764. 

M ARIA Theresa, Empress of the Romans, Queen of Germany, proclaims to 
her subjects of Austria and Bohemia a new order in the administration of 
the tobacco revenue. A monopoly of tobacco had been established by her father, 
Charles VI, which, at the beginning of her reign she found was carelessly enforced, 
so that the royal income was greatly damaged by the smuggling and resistance of 
her subjects. She had sought to remedy these conditions by establishing a separate 
management of the monopoly in each province, and requiring a fixed sum, but this 
had led to a tax being imposed on all, whether or not they used tobacco, in conse¬ 
quence of which the most doleful complaints had come to the throne. herefore 
the former royal patent-right for all importation, manufacture and sale of tobacco 
is renewed, and all other taxes relating to tobacco are voided from the first day of 
the current year. [The former laws and ordinances relating to the monopoly are 
re-established and amplified.] 

All the rights of the monopoly are renewed; even the smallest amount of contraband 
tobacco is subject to confiscation and the possessor to fine; ships entering Adriatic 
ports are to declare their cargoes of tobacco within 24 hours; tobacco in transit to 
Fiume or Trieste may pass free except that from Albania and Orta for which a 
deposit of the full value must be made; tobacco is to be manufactured only by the 
royal administration; none to plant it without official permission, and all crops to 
be licensed and contracted for by the administration; none to sell tobacco without 
a license; none to purchase tobacco illegally. As smuggling is usually done by 
wandering soldiers, Jews and other rogues, all good citizens must wat«h out for 
them. Smugglers who are captured are to be imprisoned, but exceptions are made 
for nobles and people of condition, for whom special judicial procedure is pre- 
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scribed. The Empress is grieved to learn that there has been contraband tobacco 
and smuggling in convents and other ecclesiastical habitations, which must cease. 
(Given at Vienna, 1 February, 1764.)

T HE introduction to this piece contains a quotation from the lexicon 1 of Victor 
Amadeo Francisco, Prince of Piedmont, on the origin of tobacco in Florida. It 
is remarked that tobacco is one of the chief sources of income for the royal treasury. 
Count de Ricla (the dedicatee— v. infra), it is then explained, had requested a com¬ 
plete manual of directions for the cultivation of tobacco and Don Rapun, because of 
his long experience with tobacco, is commissioned to provide the desired information. 

The eleven chapters of the text contain practical advice on the kind of soil required 
in Cuba for the cultivation of tobacco (with an explanation of natural and artificial

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qualities of soils), correct methods of sowing, transplanting, plant care, construction 
of tobacco-sheds (with associated details), curing of leaves, the classification and sort¬ 
ing of leaves, their commercial nomenclature in the district of Havana and the qualities 
of each class, the names by which tobaccos are known in other parts of Cuba and how 
the various kinds are distinguished. The cities, towns and villages which are the chief 
seats of tobacco-growing districts in Cuba are listed. The ravages of weather on 
growing plants and the treatment of leaves in factories are among other matters 

presented. 

The work is richly illustrated and an explanatory table of legends is provided. In ins 
conclusion Rapun states that he has provided only those directions which he lias 
found, from experience, to be practical, and that at the request of the Count de Ricla 
he has made his instructions as compact as possible.

Rapun, a Knight of the Order of Santiago, was general manager of the tobacco administration 
and of the royal factory. He was author of Reglamento para el gobiemo interior, politico, y 
economico de los hospitales reales , origidos en la isla de Cuba . . . published at Madrid in 1776. 

The dedicatee, Don Ambrosio Funes de Villalpando Abarca de Bolea, Conde de r icla, was 
the governor-general of Cuba (1763-1765) and superintendent-in chief of the tobacco revenue. 
In 1763 he summoned the printer. Bias de los Olivos, and proposed the publication of a gazette 
of governmental activities and accomplishments in Cuba. The Council of the Indies, how¬ 
ever, in August, 1764, rejected the plan because of the expense of the paper required. 

Rapun’s work was probably one of those projected. It appears not to have been published. 2 
The manuscript is a good example of the Spanish calligraphy of the period. The water colors 
are superb.

T HE preamble states that, in spite of government subsidies, tobacco factories 
have failed to flourish in Prussia.

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manufacturers and merchants (here named) 1 the king therefore institutes a monopoly 
to be operative in all the royal provinces, including Silesia, but excluding the princi¬ 
palities of Neufchatel and East-Friesland. 

The conditions of the monopoly are stated: except for the first year the lessees were 
not to import any other manufactured tobacco but Spanish, crazil and canaster; 
other imported tobaccos were to be manufactured in the country and the monopolists 
were to establish factories and mills for that purpose. The maximum price of rappe 
and good grades of smoking tobacco is set at one reichsthaler; the prices of other 
grades are stated. Further provisions of the edict gave monopoly employees equal 
rights with others in the royal service; gave the lessees sole rights of importation, 
manufacture, and sale of tobacco; required licensed manufacturers not associated with 
the monopoly to sell or lease their factories to the monopolists at prices to be deter¬ 
mined by a joint commission representing both parties; and ordered dealers to dis¬ 
pose of their stocks to the monopoly or export it at the latter s charges. 

Travelers in the royal provinces were to be restricted to one lb. of tobacco. Monopoly 
agents were permitted to conduct searches for contraband in bonded sto age ware¬ 
houses, land or water conveyances and even in the royal post-offices, it is stated that 
if it be found that the cultivation of rye is being curtailed the king will restrict the 
production of tobacco in Prussia, etc. Growers are required to register theii tobacco 
after bundling it and it is further provided that domestic tobacco may be offered for 
sale only in twists or in paper packages with the monopoly seal. In any other form 
tobacco is to be regarded as contraband, subject to confiscation and its possessoi to a 
fine. Penalties of labor in a fortress are ordered for those unable to pay fines. 

Further details on the packaging of rappe and of Spanish tobacco, required monopoly 
seals, punishments for counterfeiting seals, immunity of the monopoly’s funds and 
employees’ salaries from any attachment or garnishment and the privacy of its ac¬ 
count books, exemption from taxation of the monopoly s tobacco, etc. are contained 
in the edict. It is announced that, in order to improve the quality of the domestic 
kind, various tobaccos are to be imported, such as Macedonian, acchi, .olland, 
Virginian, St. Domingan, etc. and the variety known as Sultanischen (Turkish). 

Other provisions deal with the employment by the monopoly of Prussians in prefer¬ 
ence to foreigners, and the appointment of capable invalids of the royal army as excise 
officers. Corporal punishment and confiscation of all property is to be imposed upon 
any who illegally manufacture tobacco. The sole jurisdictional officials of the monop¬ 
oly in Prussia and Silesia are stated.

I t is stated that, despite the ordinance of n August 1751 (cf. n. 814), large quantities 
of tobacco are smuggled into the province. Buyers are hereafter prohibited from 
purchasing tobacco from street-hawkers, or to accept tobacco from strangers. Excep¬ 
tion is made for gifts of tobacco acquired from licensed dealers or imported in quantity 
and on which the impost has been paid. 

Gnly qualified shopkeepers may deal in tobacco. Persons whose homes inspectors are 
permitted to visit shall declare how they acquired tobacco in their possession. Re¬ 
fusal to make this required declaration shall render the owner liable to fine for pos¬ 
sessing contraband. The ordinance of 11 August 1751 and its amplification, 2 August 
1758 (n. 814), are to remain in effect, except where revoked or altered by the present 
interpretation, etc.

I N THIS vigorous paper, opposing the Stamp Act, 1 the author had much to say 
about the condition of the colonial tobacco trade and the disadvantages imposed 
upon it by excessive taxation. He iterates many of the disapproving comments on 
the latter subject made by earlier writers.

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In the Article of' obacco, for Inftance, the Planter pays a Tax upon that Produce 
of his Land and Labour confirmed in Great Britain, more than Six Times the clear 
Sum received by Plim for it, befides the Expences of Freight, Commifiion and 
other Charges . . . upon the Tobacco re-exported, by which the Britijh Merchants, 
Mariners and other Britijh Subjects, are fupported — a Tax, at leaft, equal to 
what is paid by any Farmer of Great Britain , poflefled of the fame Degree of Prop¬ 
erty; and moreover the Planter muft contribute to the Support of the expenlive 
internal Government of the Colony, in which He reiides.

From Virginia and Maryland are exported, communibus Annis , 90,000 Hogfheads 
of Tobacco to Great Britain, of which it is fuppofed 60,000 are thence re-exported. 
But thefe Colonies not being permitted to fend their Tobacco immediately to for¬ 
eign Markets dijlributively, in proportion to their Demands, the re-exported To¬ 
bacco pays double Freight, double Infurance, Commifiion and other Shipping 
Charges.

On L 2 a -L 3 a is an account, partly repetitive of the last excerpt, which contains a table 
of the annual taxes paid by the colonists on tobacco, which includes “fundry im- 
pofitions,” and the home duties, totaling £1,636,666-13-4. This is related to the 
estimated value of the “clear annual Rents of the Lands in North-America,” amount¬ 
ing to £2,500,000. On this basis the whole tax inflicted upon the colonists “is upwards 
of 65 per Cent; and . . . therefore . . . there was, before the Siamp-Act, a Tax paid 
by the North-Americans, near double of that which is paid by the Inhabitants of 
England”. 

For a Reafon, which the above Opinion fuggefts, I fhall fubjoin an Eftimate of the 
Duties upon Tobacco confumed in Great-Britain, and of the Profit to the Planter 
on that Tobacco. — The intelligent Reader will not apprehend it to be my Mean¬ 
ing, that the Planter pays out of his Pocket all the Duties laid on Tobacco, or be 
at a Lofs to infer, that the Eftimate has been made with no other View, than to 
obviate the Principle others by their Writings feem to adopt.

T PIE anonymous author remarks that it would be difficult to calculate exactly 
the production of tobacco in Virginia and Maryland. He proposed, therefore, to 
supply approximate figures “drawn from experience”. The two English colonies he 
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deals with produce, it is stated, about 80,000 hhds. of tobacco, weighing 1050 lbs. 1 
each, of which 50,000 come from Virginia; 30,000 from Maryland (but cf. n. 839, last 
paragraph and n. 845, H5). Of this total quantity, 59,000, the author estimates, are 
exported to foreign countries (through Great Britain). London, where the Fermiers- 
Generaux have an agent, is the center of tobacco commerce. 

A table of the approximate distribution of these tobacco exports is supplied, with an 
explanation of the quality desired by various countries and with the statement that 
France is the largest purchaser of the cheapest quality. Details are provided relating 
to harvesting periods, warehouse requirements before exportation from the colonies, 
and the prices of various tobaccos. The best Virginian kind, that from the ork 
River district, sells for iff ~ 3 x 4 ^- the lb. (others are mentioned, too, of about the 
same value); the best Maryland tobacco ^d. the lb.; inferior Maryland tobacco 
iy 4 d. the lb. 2 These prices, the author says, are for tobacco on board ship, where 
most tobacco for export is bought (v. n.

T HIS declaration clarifies some of the provisions of the edict (n. 843) as indicated 
by its title. All legal matters pertaining to the monopoly, it is ordered, are to 
be under the jurisdiction of special judges. These officials are nominated for the 
different districts (here named) where the monopoly is in force. Methods of pro¬ 
cedure in appeal cases where the suit entails 150 reichsthaler or more are fully ex¬ 
plained. Authorities are required to receive complaints and denunciations under pen¬ 
alty of personal responsibility for damages for failure to do so. The monopoly officers 
are to make reimbursements without delay whenever legally required. A special court 
of appeals is instituted and the judges named. No appeal may be made from the 
decisions of this court. 

Only the nobility resident in their own seats are exempt from the decisions of the 
monopoly courts. When noblemen violate any tobacco law in their own domain they 
shall be held accountable in their own court. But if such commit an offense outside 
of their own districts they are liable to the jurisdiction of the monopoly courts. Two

No scene in the Sentimental Journey struck the fancy of Europe more than the exchange of 
snuff-boxes between Yorick [Sterne himself] and Father Lorenzo after their amiable conten¬ 
tion. It led in Germany to the formation of little coteries for the study of Sterne, the members 
of which presented one another with horn snuff-boxes, and promised to cultivate Yorick’s 
gentleness, content with fortune, and pity and pardon for all human errors.* 131 Before turning 
in his manuscript to the printer, Sterne hesitated between a bald relation of the incident and 
the details as the world now knows them. In its canceled form the passage read: “The monk 
rubbed his horn box upon his sleeve and presented it to me with one hand, as he took mine 
from me in the other; and having kissed it, with a stream of good nature in his eyes he put it 
into his bosome—and took his leave.”

I N 1769 the Compagnie des Indes made one of its frequent demands upon the gov¬ 
ernment for financial assistance. The comptroller-general appointed the Abbe 
Morellet, because of his authority as an economist, to examine into the affairs of the 
organization. His findings (the Memoire), expressed in severe criticisms of the Com¬ 
pany’s financial operations, were widely accepted and caused the government to dis¬ 
solve the powerful corporation. 

Those monopolistic rights in tobacco, originally vested in the Company by royal au¬ 
thority, and the manipulation of the tobacco leases and associated matters, are fre¬ 
quently commented upon in Morellet’s full and detailed survey. The lease of 1718

The scene itself was affectionately depicted by 
several contemporary artists. Two engravings of 
this (one after Angelica Kauffmann) are in the 
extra-illustrated Fairholt (n. 3248). 
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(n. 573) is first referred to. Morellet remarks that, when the Company’s privilege 
was revoked (n. 581) and tobacco subjected to an import duty, the use of this com¬ 
modity was materially increased. But, he goes on to say, to pretend, as did the 
Company later, that the new arrangements gave it rights on that part of the public 
revenue (the import tax) was an abuse of the indulgence of the ministry. The Com¬ 
pany was, he remarks, merely acting in its own interests by the methods it employed 
to increase the consumption of tobacco, for it thus hoped to further the production of 
this commodity in the colony it controlled in Louisiana. [C 3 b ] 

The decree (n. 608) whereby the Company was to be re-established on its former 
basis of capital resources is referred to. Morellet then proceeds to an account of it 
and the various other decrees relating to the Company’s fixed capital, exclusive privi¬ 
leges, monetary arrangements, revenue, etc., but in a footnote remarks of one of these 
matters that it was “enveloped in the obscurity of the financial operations of that 
time.” The decree (n. 608) which restored the monopoly on tobacco to the Com¬ 
pany provided advantages which enabled it to pay dividends for some years; but, the 
author states, the management was as indifferent as it had ever been and, it is further 
observed, the government was most careless about the entire affair. [D , a -D f] 

In 1730 the Company ceased to control the exclusive right of selling tobacco and 
leased it to the Fermiers-Generaux (v. n. 992). thereafter the Company always 
made a great point of this “renunciation” when asking rom the government the 
favors it obtained. It may be observed here that the tobacco monopoly constituted 
a very considerable portion of the public revenue, and was to become even more 
important in the future. For this reason alone the Company could not have a 
justifiable claim to possess it forever. [D 4 b -Ej a ] 

The Company is censured for failing to develop Louisiana, despite the fact that to¬ 
bacco could have been easily grown there. The weak condition of this colony is 
contrasted with the “prodigious development” of the English settlements in America.

Morellet gives an account of those demands, presented by the Company in 1747 
its memorial (n. 1025-A) to the king, which dealt with the tobacco lease (articles n 
and 12). These claims were, chiefly, that the Company could have derived a greater 
profit than the 8,000,000 livres it received annually for the lease of the tobacco 
monopoly since 1730 ( v . 992) if it had itself retained this exclusive “perpetual” right 
— a right, it announced, it could reclaim; that the state has received high profits from 
the tobacco lease since 1738, to some of which the Company is clearly entitled; that 
it was owing to the Company’s good management that the value of the lease has 
increased so materially since it was granted to them in 1723 ( v . n. 608; cf. n. 592) at 
3,000,000 livres, and that in justice the crown should assume all the expenses which 
the Company has borne in increasing the value of the lease, etc., etc. In response to 
these demands, the author notes, the king awarded the Compagnie des Indes the sums 
of 31,529,000 and 30,000,000 livres. 

But Morellet finds the arguments of the Company frivolous and its claim of responsi¬ 
bility for the increased value of the lease inconsistent with the facts. He provides a 
memoir on the yield from the tobacco lease since 1718, and a table showing net in¬ 
come of more than 12,000,000 livres annually between 1730-1732, and over 23,000,000 
livres annually between 1756 and 1762. The increase in revenue would, therefore, 
seem to be credited to the management of the Fermiers-Generaux, not the Company. 
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Morellet feels, however, that it was owing only to “the whim of the public, to the 
sway of fashion ... to the wider use of tobacco”. 

1 1 is the author’s contention that the Company was not entitled to additional recom¬ 
pense as it had already made exorbitant profits on the tobacco lease. The Company’s 
own books showed a net profit to the organization of nearly 115,500,000 livres be¬ 
tween 1725 and I 747 - Further, Morellet denies the validity of the Company’s claim 
that it held the tobacco lease in perpetuity, and argues that the king could withdraw 
the privilege upon repayment of the original sums received for it, when such can¬ 
cellation is in the public interest. 

Moreover the government had a legitimate right to re-enter into the control of 
this part of the public revenue, for the Company had failed to fulfill the condi¬ 
tions under which it had obtained the monopoly. One of the motives stated in 
the decree of 1723, and repeated in that of 1725, explains that in making over the 
monopoly to the Company, the king expected it to encourage the tobacco planta¬ 
tions in his colonies. In the preamble of this decree it is stated that the enjoyment 
of the exclusive privilege of selling tobacco was fitting for the Company both be¬ 
cause of the quantity of tobacco it could draw from the Louisiana plantations and 
because of the commercial facilities and shipping at its disposal. However, the 
Company drew no tobacco at all from Louisiana and did not transport tobacco in 
its vessels during the seven years it had the exclusive privilege (cf. n. 788). [G I b - 
G 4 a , let passim\ 

Notice is taken of the king s letter-patent, 18 November 1764, concerning the liquida¬ 
tion of the Company s debts and the amounts to be paid to creditors secured by the 
tobacco lease [H 4 b —J x a ]. Tables relating to the income from the tobacco monopoly, 
giving the net return in 1725, and from 1725-1769 occur on K 3 a and ZT.

Weber (op. cit. supra ) provides a careful analysis of the Memoire. He thought Morellet at 
fault in judging the condition of the Company independently of its commercial operations 
(cf. n. 853) and at one point charged the Abbe with sophistry. On the whole, however, he 
regarded the Memoire as a document of great importance and praised Morellet for his literary 
talent and his supple and precise dialectic.

{Translation of heading Elucidations on the memoir of the Abbe Morellet, concerning the historical 
part of the India Company and the basis of the shareholders’ interest. 

T HIS attempted refutation of Morel let’s Memoire (n. 851) contains passages re¬ 
lating to the Company’s participation in the tobacco monopoly, etc. The lease 
of 1718 (n. 573), and the decree of 1719 (n. 581) converting the Company’s exclusive 
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privilege of selling tobacco into an import tax and restoring free trading in tobacco 
are remarked upon. In relation to the latter the author states that the decree was 
intended to increase tobacco production in Louisiana and though the Company ap¬ 
peared to be acting contrary to its own interests by abandoning its present profits 
for more distant returns, its commercial sense assured it that freedom in the use of 
tobacco, decrease in its price and multiplication of sellers would increase the con¬ 
sumption of tobacco. Once the habit of taking tobacco was formed, it is stated, it 
would not easily be broken, and this widespread usage would bring in greater profits 
than the revenue from the exclusive privilege. This came to pass, and without this 
transaction the consumption of tobacco and the yields from the lease would not have 
been as large as they became. The Company should, therefore, receive some credit 
for the growth of the tobacco revenue, and not the Fermiers-Generaux alone, as sug¬ 
gested by the author of the Memoire. 

The reasons why the shareholders made their demands in 1747 ( n - 1025-A) are ex¬ 
plained by means of an involved financial statement. The Company’s claim that 
their rights in the tobacco monopoly were perpetual through the decree of I 7 2 3 ( n> 
608) is upheld. By this decree, it is stated, the king not only intended to encourage 
tobacco-planting in Louisiana but to assure more certainly the investment of the Com¬ 
pany’s shareholders, these terms were stated in an edict of 17255 the author feels, 
therefore, that the Company has the unquestioned right to re-enter into full ownership 
of the tobacco monopoly, originally awarded without any termination clause. It is 
further his opinion that in the public interest the Company should regain possession 
of its privilege. If not, then it should be indemnified for the annual losses sustained 
by denial of its rights here. The author goes on to show that the Company had lost 
heavily by its purchases of Louisiana, Mauritius and Bourbon and its acquisition of 
negroes, armaments, etc. [Ai a -Bui b , passim ; Cu a ]

T HIS answer to n. 851 supplements, in part, the arguments presented in n. 852. 

The author maintains that when the Company took over the tobacco lease it 
faced the risk of loss, as there was no indication then that it was worth the amount 
paid for it. But the Company was equally entitled to whatever profits should accrue. 
Morellet, it is said here, failed to mention the considerable expense to which the 
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Company went which resulted in the enhanced value of the lease. But the king was 
well aware of this, Necker states, for in his edict of 1747 (n. 1025-B) he announced 
that the difference between the worth of the tobacco lease in 1730 and its actual 
value in 1747 “is the effect of the wise administration of the Company and must be 
attributed to the large sums it spent to make it valuable ...” 

Morellet is further blamed for ignoring the losses the Company sustained in its colonial 
ventures in India when he emphasized only the profits it made on its tobacco lease. 
The expenses entailed by the Company in the exploitation of tobacco had induced 
the king to cede it the lease in perpetuity, but because of the increase in value his 
majesty reunited this privilege to those of the Fermes Generates (1730, n. 992). It 
was partly to compensate the Company for the withdrawal of its rights in the lease 
(i 747 3 n - 1025-B) that the king made certain concessions. But these, Necker pro¬ 
tests, were disproportionate to the value of the lease then and represented only the 
sum the Company had received, to that time, from the Fermes Generates. Further 
arguments are advanced to support the Company’s claim and to justify the payments 
made to it. [Bi V a -C, a ]

T HE Company’s claim for indemnity, because the king had deprived it of the 
exclusive right to sell tobacco, is first dealt with in the various passages on the 
subject of the tobacco lease here. The Company stated that it would have drawn more 
than seven to eight million livres annually from this privilege had it been able to 
exploit it itself for a longer period. But, Morellet points out, the king had indemni¬ 
fied it in this particular, in 1747 (v. 851, *16). The king was not obliged to pay this 
indemnity, the author continues, in order to bring about the reversion of so important 
a branch of revenue to the state, for the continuance of the concession contravened 
the public good. [C jv a_b ] 

A passage is quoted from Voltaire’s Steele de Louis XV (iv, chap. 29) which (trans¬ 
lated) reads: The Company established by Louis XIV . . . which seemed very flour¬ 
ishing in 1748 . . . has nevertheless been unable to supply the smallest dividend to 
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its stockholders from the revenue of its commerce. It is the only European trading 
company in this condition and its stockholders and creditors have never been paid 
except by the concession made by the king of part of the tobacco lease, which was 
absolutely foreign to its business.” A further similar quotation is given from Voltaire, 
ibid., chap. 35, [D av a_b ] 

The tobacco lease, which the Company had received by royal grant for 3,000,000 
livres annually, proved, says the author, to be worth about seven to eight million 
livres. In 23 years, he continues, it brought in a profit totaling 130,000,000 livres 
[but 115,500,000 in n. 851, p]. Morellet protests, at some length, the interpretations 
put upon several of his former statements and vehemently denies that he suggested 
that the government should claim the surplus of 130,000,000 livres referred to. He 
was, he says, merely opposed to any further financial aid from the state . or the com¬ 
pany. It had been annually reimbursed for its expense in enhancing the value of the 
tobacco lease (by the increased income from it) and was, therefore, without justifica¬ 
tion in its demands for additional assistance. 

The only loss the Company could have sustained would have come about if it had 
invested, in the lease, money which it withheld from its commercial enterprises. 
But as the seven to eight millions are the net profits of the lease it was sufficiently 
repaid for any expenses. In deducting these profits I do so because they are not 
the result of the Company’s commercial enterprises, and I abandon to it its losses 
in India because these are indeed the fruits of its endeavors. It is necessary to 
prove that the commerce of the Company and the exploitation of the privilege 
cause, and will continue to cause, real and constant losses to the state and the 
stockholders. It was necessary to distinguish, therefore, between the expenses of 
its commercial enterprises and the profits which are foreign to it, &c. The proceeds 
of the tobacco lease are foreign to its commerce and must therefore be deducted 
when deciding the loss or gain. 

The remainder of the passages relating to the tobacco lease, etc. are largely repetitive 
of opinions given in his Memoire (n. 851). [KJ-Lp]

T HE edicts of 2 November 1760 forbidding the use of foreign snuff (rappee) or 
tobacco from which it is manufactured, in any form; that of 12 anuary 1764 
in which conformity with the former edict is demanded, and royal indignation ex- 
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pressed at disobedience of its provisions; and that of 14 June 1765, restricting the 
manufacture and sale of the tobacco called “son” are repeated and renewed. In re¬ 
lation to the last edict it is stated that “son” is mixed with rappee so that the color 
is altered and ingredients cannot be distinguished. (The use of “son” in Catalonia 
is absolutely forbidden; v. n. 856.) Penalties for disobedience of any of the provisions 
of the edicts are stated. Promulgated at Madrid, 15 March 1769, and published in 
Santiago for the principality of Galicia, by the secretary of the monopoly, 9 May 1769.

r?ie decree is of similar tenor to n. 855. The penalties (five years in Africa for the 
first offense; eight years for the second; ten for the third, together with a heavy fine 
and added punishment at the discretion of the royal junta of the tobacco administra¬ 
tion) are to be applied to those convicted, without distinction of rank or condition. 

I obacco son, the decree states, can only be manufactured for use outside Catalonia 
and only in the natural color of the leaf, and must not be made to resemble rappee, 
etc. Promulgated at Madrid, 10 October 1769, and published for the province of 
Catalonia at Barcelona, 15 November 1769.

The poet’s doggerel verses (in couplets), which follow, commence with an apostrophe 
to his lady’s nose and a passionate entreaty that she never defile it by the use of snuff.

XXIII (on K^kf’-Kqky) is reprinted here on Lll 2 b - 
Mmm p. An Act for “amending the Staple of Tobacco”, etc. which occurs in this 
volume on N4n 2 b ~U4U x a agrees with the Act of similar title given in n. 784 under Chap. 
LI (on B4b 2 a -H4h r b ) except in sixteen paragraphs which contain additional clauses 
relating to the establishment of new warehouses, inspectors’ reports, inspections by 
justices, frauds in tobacco-picking, relanding of tobacco, receipts and duties on hogs¬ 
heads, etc., etc. 

This Act was amended and continued in 1766 (Chap. XIV, on C$cp-C$cf). The 
amendments provided for additional warehouses, manifests to be made out by in¬ 
spectors, etc. It was ordered, too, that tobacco in public warehouses unclaimed for 
three years was to be described in an advertisement in the Virginia Gazette and, if no 
owner appeared for it, was to be publicly sold for the account of the colony. On 
September Court day inspectors were to publish a list of tobacco lots then in ware¬ 
houses. No one was to erect a wooden chimney near a warehouse. Pickers were to 
receive no more than 8 lbs. of tobacco for each cwt. picked. The Act was to be in 
force for two years only, from October 1767. It was continued, however, in 1768 to 
October, 1771 (G5g! b ). 

Among the Acts given in the appendix is one, passed in 1764, which empowered the 
vestry of Elizabeth River parish to pay the minister’s salary in money, instead of 
tobacco (Li/). {Cf. the Introduction , p. 105, n. 3, H3)

I T SEEMS not unlikely that this amusing trifle was intended as a gentle parody 
of the rules governing some feminine club for snuffers in France. It commences 
with the well known sonnet often ascribed to Grsevius (v. n. 465 at n. 2). 

The members of the Order declare that up to the present they have found nothing 
worthy of the constancy of their love except tobacco. Time shows us faults in our 
lovers, ingratitude in our friends, the appearance of antiquity in our apparel and 
such frivolity in fashions that we change them four times a year, ergo , there is 
nothing but tobacco which we deem worth love. And, as a mark of the eternal 
attachment we have for it, we have judged it fitting to establish an order in its 
honor, called the Order of the Snuff-Box, and we agree to submit and vow to ob¬ 
serve all our lives certain rules for the Order. 


The regulations require that a blue ribbon be worn on the left side as a badge of the 
Order and that members constantly have a box of snuff The details of elections of 
a head of the Order are given. The only persons who may be admitted to the club 
are those ladies who are not “ugly nor old nor stupid, and who have the tender pas¬ 
sion for tobacco which it merits”.

T HE use of tobacco is surveyed from a medical standpoint. As was customary, 
the author disapproved of smoking for pleasure. He gives a slight historical 
sketch of tobacco, remarks upon its wide cultivation in Europe, notes the tobacco 
plantations of Prussia, and deals briefly with nicotian therapeutics. It is observed 
that common people pulverize well-smoked pipes and swallow the powder as a medi¬ 
cine (but for what ailment is unmentioned). 

While admitting the virtues of tobacco in medicine, the author emphasizes its danger 
to the human constitution and gives detailed reasons for his objections to the social 
use of this “drug”. Pie particularly warns those of “choleric temperament” against 
it, but people inclined to obesity will find that smoking reduces weight. Tobacco will 
also, he says, relieve toothache because it acts as a cleanser for hollow teeth and as a 
temporary opiate.

[Translation of title ] The effects of the indirect tax proved by the two examples of the salt, 
and the tobacco, tax. A work in which is disclosed what they cost the nation and what they 
cause the king to lose. 1770. 

AFTER a long general discussion of taxation and an exposition of the effects 
/l brought about by indirect taxation, in connection with the salt impost, the 
author devotes a section to the levy on tobacco. 

In order to derive the full benefit of the tobacco revenue Le Trosne believes that the 
free cultivation and sale of tobacco should be permitted. He is of the opinion that 
the cost of this commodity to the nation is highly excessive. Figures are provided to 
emphasize his point: the monopoly derives 36,000,000 livres annually for its tobacco; 
smugglers secure another 16,000,000; costs of administration, fines and confiscations 
take another 4,000,000, thus totaling 56,000,000 livres. Of this the king receives 
22,000,000 annually for the monopoly lease; the difference (of 34,000,000) is, as it 
were, a loss in the state’s revenue owing to the monopoly system. 

Le Trosne goes on to show that the estimated amount of expenditures in the nation 
is 1,800,000,000 livres annually. If the cost of tobacco be placed at only 50,000,000 
livres, then one thirty-sixth is for this commodity alone. As government expenditures 
total 250,000,000, one thirty-sixth of this is 6,500,0003 T lie author concludes that, 
on the basis of this ratio, if this sum be deducted from the 22,000,000 livres appar¬ 
ently paid by the monopoly for its lease, the crown receives only i5,5 00 > 000 actually 
for the tobacco privilege. The author remarks that the interdiction of free tobacco 
cultivation in France deprives the people of a source of wealth. Mention is made 
of the law prohibiting tobacco growing in 1719 G- m 581), ostensibly for the benefit 
of the colony of Louisiana, and of the exclusive rights awarded to the Ferrniers-

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In his remarks on the common features of the salt and the tobacco taxes the author 
notices the loss they cause industry in general, their effect upon commodity consump¬

T a S compendious survey or tobacco commences with an account of the names 
(seventeen are listed) by which the plant is known in America and Europe. (All 
os these are .innliar and occur frequently in the history of the plant excepting only 
one. Conjolida Indica.j It is stated that three kinds of tobacco are generally recog¬ 
nized: large or male, small or female, and a bastard variety. The chief places where 
it is grown are mentioned; in addition to the countries usually listed, the author adds 
.jomeo and ussia. Details relating to the cultivation of the plant, climatic condi¬ 
tions, the curing of tobacco, etc. are given. The best Dutch tobacco, it is remarked, 
is found around Amersfoort, Nijkerk, Rhenen, Wageningen and on the high Veluwe 
in Gelderland. 

Most places do not use their own tobacco, for we all have the strange idea that 
oui neighbor eats better than we do. In Prance its cultivation used to be far more 
extensive than it is now. It is especially grown in Guyenne, toward Bordeaux and 
Clairac; in Bearn near Pau; in Normandy, around Lery, Vaudreuil, and Pont de 
1 Arche, etc. he people there lose their interest and zeal in its cultivation as they 
may sell it only to the tobacco monopolists or their agents, and hence must sell it 
at any price. here are three main kinds of snuff used in France, a granular kind, 
an almost intangible powder, and the bran or coarse powder remaining on the sieve 
when the second has been sifted.

The root of this plant was formerly used as a vul¬ 
nerary. Literally the term would mean “Indian 
healing herb”. 
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Brazilian tobacco is meant when referring to the product packed in bales. t is 
black and a finger thick. Tobacco of Andouilles 2 has a dry, reddish leaf and is 
encased in large bales. That of Dieppe, in little barrels, is small and black. Kan- 
aster is very dry and the color of a dead leaf; Varinas is held one of the best of all 
tobaccos, but it is considered by some to be the poorest for medical purposes. The 
Indian 3 tobacco and that of Japan has a pleasant odor and a soft salt which makes 
it expensive. Furthermore these kinds often spoil on the long voyage to Europe. 
The so-called tobacco of Seville is a fine snuff which comes from the region of 
Sancti Spiritus and the small city of Trinidad in Cuba. From Havana, Barcelona 
and Portugal comes a snuff similar to that from Seville; that of Portugal is olive- 
colored and has a strong, disagreeable odor. The tobacco in rolls prepared in the 
Netherlands is valued higher than that made up at Morlaix, Dieppe and Man- 
dragon [Spain?], the three chief places where there are spinning-houses for that 
sort of tobacco. The carottes made in Flanders and Artois are also prized. Those 
sent from Germany, especially from Strasbourg, are reckoned among the best for 
making snuff; they are prepared in pieces of varying length and thickness, orna¬ 
mented with gold foil, small gilded and silvered nails, and covered with strips of 
marbled paper. From the Levant, certain parts of Greece, and the Archipelago 
comes much tobacco suitable for snuff, as also from Malta and taly especially 
perfumed tobacco. The rolls from Brazil are often covered with a green skin which 
helps to preserve the tobacco. Rolls are very skilfully prepared at St. Domingo. 

Drake is credited with bringing the knowledge of Virginian tobacco to the English 
by his “conquest of Virginia”. The cultivation of sweet-scented and of Oroonoko 
(Maryland) tobaccos is mentioned. 

The English do not like Oroonoko, but it is popular with the people of eastern and 
northern Europe. It is much exported to Holland, Germany, Denmark, and 
Sweden where it is preferred to sweet Virginia tobacco. 

The annual average production of this commodity in Virginia and in Maryland, the 
exportation from these colonies in 1763, and the value of these shipments are among 
the further matters discussed. 

The tobacco of Havana annually brings the king of Spain 2,427,803 crowns. The 
income is drawn from one large sale when the king allows this merchandise to be 
sold for the account of the royal treasury. The management of this is entrusted 
to one of his majesty’s administrators. If necessary measures were taken in the 
sale of this tobacco, which is very popular in Spain and other states, especially that 
prepared in Seville, this income could be increased to five or six millions. The 
indifference of the Spanish alone is to blame for the small quantity of tobacco 
which they export. [The author suggests improvements in the merchandising of 
this tobacco, the demand for which is much greater than the supply.] The Spanish 
have to pay very highly for tobacco in rolls as they are not made up in Spain; yet 
the Havana tobacco, being far superior to that of Brazil, could be made into rolls 
if sufficient care were applied and some efficient workmen from Portugal were sent 
to Havana.

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An account is given of the tobacco of Louisiana, and mention made of the fact that 
but a small quantity of carottes was manufactured in the colony, for the settlers’ own 
use. The concessions and privileges of the Compagnie des Indes, etc. 4 are among the 
matters briefly commented upon. An unnamed writer is cited to sustain the author s 
opinion that Louisiana can never prosper unless the sale of its tobacco is unrestricted. 
He goes on to say that this colony is, of all places, the most efficient in its cultivation 
of the plant and that it is the most inexpensive place in which to produce tobacco. 
As far as can be estimated France consumes annually some 20,000,000 lbs. of tobacco, 
gross, or about five lbs. yearly for each consumer. But owing to frauds and smug¬ 
gling the monopoly probably does not sell two-thirds of the gross amount. 1 he to¬ 
bacco produced at St. Omer is mentioned, with the comment that it is next in im¬ 
portance to that of Louisiana and that it fetches high prices in Brabant and elsewhere. 

The tobacco 5 grown on the mountains of Alsace-Lorraine, the author states, is much 
used in medicine. Found in abundance it is known as “Capuchin tobacco' or “flower 
of tobacco” and is employed throughout Lorraine as a sternutatory and for malignant 
fevers. In Germany its use is chiefly as a remedial agent for sores and cephalic ail¬ 
ments. Other places in western Europe where this “wild tobacco grows, and an 
account of it in the Journal Economique, are mentioned. 6 Silesian tobacco is de¬ 
scribed; it is said to be very oily and bitter. 

The entire Russian realm could be supplied with the tobacco grown in the Ukraine. 7 
This plant was probably derived from the Turkish tobacco, but it is less fragrant 
than the latter. Russians of the seacoasts prefer Dutch. “English” 8 and Virginia 
tobacco. Chinese tobacco was formerly widely^ used in Siberia and is still popular 
with the Buriats and Tunguses of North Asia. In ersia tobacco is cultivated 
around Hamadan and along the Persian Gulf. Hie domestic crops are tied in 
bunches and sold without undergoing the process of sweating. This tobacco could 
be as strong as the Brazilian kind, if properly cured, but the Persians prefer its 
mild flavor. 

The various therapeutic uses to which tobacco is put, some of the prominent writers 
who recommended the plant for medicinal purposes, and the ailments which tobacco 
will cure, are matters discussed in the second part of this work. Part III treats of 
the mixing, flavoring, tincturing, packing, and the smoking and chewing of tobacco. 
Methods are indicated for converting inferior tobacco into better and more fragrant 
grades, and for coloring and perfuming it for snuff. Snuffs are described in Part v. 
The nicotian powder, says the author, may be divided into four chief kinds: Spanish 
and Portuguese; pure rappee or krotten 9 -tobacco; perfumed or adulterated rappees; 
and flower or herb snuffs. Several recipes for making snuff are provided.

* HISTOIRE PHILOSOPHIQUE ET POLITIQUE. . . Amsterdam, 1770. 

[Translation of title] Philosophical and political history of the settlements and the commerce 
of the Europeans in the two Indies [i.e., the East Indies and the Americas], First [Sixth] 
Volume. At Amsterdam, 1770. 

T HIS work, which had the distinction of being condemned by the parliament of 
France and the high clergy there for its liberality, has abundant references to 
tobacco. Of the numerous passages (none occur in the first two volumes) which deal 
with, or refer to, this subject the following are of chief interest: 

The author observes that in Mexico there is a kind of oppression, impatiently borne 
by the people, resulting from the tax recently put on salt and tobacco: 1 

People who suffered their ancient ills . . . without murmuring have been revolted 
by these novelties. One seemed so opposed to natural right; the other denied one 
of their keenest appetites . . . The atrocious conduct of the monopolists has added 
to the discontent. [This resentment has expressed itself in such a manner that] 
the central government can not calm it without concessions. [Ill, E s a ] 

[In Lima], among many things which improve and conserve their charms [the 
women] have a custom that, it has been wished, they would abandon: the use of 
the “limpion ”.* 2] This name is given to little rolls of tobacco four inches \pouces\ 
long by nine lines [9/12 inch] in diameter, covered with a very white thread, from 
which it is pulled gradually as the tobacco is consumed. The ladies only carry the 
end of the “limpion” in their mouth to chew it for a moment. This habit, un¬ 
known to [cities of] Mexico, situated in the lowlands in a damp climate at the foot 
of the mountains, is necessary at Lima, in a country near the ocean, where the cor¬ 
rosive salt of an air hot, dry and rainless, acts on the teeth and gums. The use of 
tobacco, the sulphurous salt of which causes a moderate and continual flow of saliva, 
is truly helpful in preventing mouth ailments. Thus the “limpion” is not a de¬ 
praved taste in Peru, as those without observation too commonly believe. 

This chewing is especially customary in resorts where women receive company.

Notice is taken of an order issued “without any discoverable reason” in Portugal in 
1664 which prohibited the importation of sugar and tobacco from Brazil [III, Cc 3 a ]. 
It is remarked that plants grew naturally in the West Indies; therefore it was un¬ 
necessary to sow seeds. Tobacco came to be the first product which was cultivated. 
Only a simple scraper is necessary to prepare the soil for this plant. [IV, L 8 a ] 

The loss of revenue to Spain from sugar is doubtless compensated for by 

the tobacco it receives from Cuba. This island still furnishes to Spain, except for 
what comes from Mexico and Peru, all the tobacco she consumes, if reservation be 
made of a small amount which is gotten from Caracas and Buenos Aires. Most 
is exported in the leaf. That which is prepared in the country itself [Cuba] by 
Pedro Alonzo, has enjoyed (and does still enjoy) the highest reputation. This 
Spaniard, perhaps the only one who has enriched himself by an industry really 
useful, has gained in this trade three or four million piastres. If the government 
had heeded him, the public treasury would have gained by increasing the cultiva¬ 
tion of a plant to which caprice has given such a value. The little enthusiasm 
shown by the court of Madrid in encouraging European taste for Havana tobacco 
has been the only hindrance to its use. [IV, P 3 b ] 

The cultivation of tobacco, in Santo Domingo, added an advantageous commodity to 
the exports of this island. This trade was soon spoiled by a company having exclusive 
rights in it. 

The company was suppressed, but uselessly in so far as the sale of tobacco was 
concerned, for the trade was put under a monopoly. 1 he inhabitants there, hop¬ 
ing for some favor from the government as the price of their submission, offered 
the king a fourth of all the tobacco exported to the kingdom, clear of all charges, 
even that of freight, on condition that they might have the free disposition of the 
other three-quarters. They showed that this method would bring the treasury 
more revenue than the forty sols the hundred that it would receive from the 
monopolist. Private interests caused the rejection of so reasonable an offer. This 
harshness drove the planter to despair. In disgust he fortunately turned his atten¬ 
tion to the cultivation of indigo and cacao. [V, Fj a_b ] 

[France] which annually buys seventeen million pounds of tobacco abroad might 
easily have drawn this produce from Louisiana. Twelve or fifteen thousand good 
cultivators would have sufficed to provide for the requirements of this trade in all 
of France. So thought and hoped the government when it caused all the planta¬ 
tions of tobacco to be eradicated in Guyenne. 

It was the government’s conviction that Guyenne should more properly produce 
greater necessities than tobacco. This commodity, requiring least time, experience, 
and cost, would best serve Louisiana’s purpose. 

The discredit which befell Law (author of this project) brought about the mis¬ 
carriage of his most reasonable ideas as well as those which seemed most foolish.

A long passage which, in the English edition is headed “Of the 7 obacco-trade' con¬ 
tains the statement that the plant was 

difcovered in the year 1520 by the Spaniards, who found it firft in the Tucatan . . . 
from whence it was carried into the neighbouring iilandsd 31 Soon after, the ufe of 
it became a matter of difpute among the learned, which the ignorant alfo took a 
part in; and thus tobacco acquired fome reputation. By degrees, fafhion and 
cuftom have greatly extended its confumption in all parts of the known world. 

The physical characteristics of the plant are described, together with a reference to 
the usual methods adopted for its cultivation and care. It is observed that a “Angle 
induftrious man is able to take care of two thoufand five hundred plants, which ought 
to yield one thoufand weight of tobacco”. A brief account is given of the curing, 
packing and preparation of tobacco. Maryland and Virginia are the two colonies 
where most of this commodity is produced. Mention is made of the beginnings of 
the tobacco industry in these places and the employment of “whites and blacks” in 
its cultivation. 

[The tobacco] from Virginia, which is the mildeft, the moft perfumed, and the dear¬ 
est, is confirmed in England and in the fouthern parts of Europe, ’hat of Maryland 
is fitter for the northern climates, from its cheapnefs, and even from its coarfenefs, 
which makes it better adapted to lefs delicate organs. 

As navigation has not yet made the fame progrefs in thefe provinces as in the reft 
of North America, the tobacco is commonly tranfported in the fhips of the mother 
country. They are very often three, four, and even fix months in completing their 
cargo. This delay arifes from feveral very evident caufes. Firft, as there are no 
magazines or general receptacles 141 for the tobacco, it is neceffary to go and fetch 
it from the feveral plantations. Secondly, few planters are able to load a whole 
ftiip if they would; and if they were, they would not chufe to venture their whole

lame whether the articles are ready for embarkation or not, the planters wait till 
thej are preffed by the captains themfelves to haften the exportation. All thefe 
feveral reafons are the caufe why veffels only of a moderate fize are generally em¬ 
ployed upon this fervice. (he larger they would be, the longer time they would 
be detained in America.

A considerable part of the Ilistoke, perhaps as much as a third, is credited to Diderot. Other 
members of the philosophe coteries assisted in the production of this work upon which Raynal s 
reputation as a historian chiefly depends. Among the collaborators were Alexandre Deleyre 
and, surprisingly enough (considering its “democratic propaganda”), Paulze, the JermieA 
general of taxes. In 1779 the introduction of the Histoire into France was interdicted; the 
public executioner burned the volumes and Raynal’s arrest was ordered. He escaped, how¬ 
ever. His work went through numerous editions, some revised and augmented by Raynal, 
and was frequently translated.

AMONG the numerous passages 1 in this compilation 2 relating to tobacco it is 
stated that this commodity is one of the exports of New England 3 to the Barba- 
does (I, Y 2 a ); and from New Jersey 4 to Portugal,. Spain and the Canaries (I, Ee/). 
The account of the calumet dance, originally written by Father Marquette, 5 is in¬ 
cluded here (I, Ll 3 b -Mm/). 

In Volume II the important passage on the tobacco of Virginia and Maryland taken 
from Burke (on R 3 a -R 4 a ) 6 is among several other references to, or accounts of, to¬ 
bacco 7 dealing with legal, economic, commercial, ceremonial, and botanic aspects of 
the plant. The following comments (perhaps original with Wynne) 8 are of novel 
interest:

T HE old tobacco-pipes of the Indians are likewife made of clay, or pot-ftone, 
or ferpentine-ftone. The firft fort are ft aped like our tobacco-pipes, though 
much coarfer and not fo well made. The tube is thick and fhort, hardly an inch 
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long, but fometimes as long as a finger; their colour comes neareft to that of our 
tobacco-pipes which have been long ufed. Their tobacco-pipes of pot-ftone are 
made of the fame ftone as their kettles. Some of them are pretty well made, though 
they had neither iron nor fteel. But befides thefe kinds of tobacco-pipes, we find 
another fort of pipes, which are made with great ingenuity, of a very fine, red pot- 
ftone, [l] or a kind of ferpentine marble. They are very fcarce, and feldom made 
ufe of by any other than the Indian Sachems , or elders. The fine red ftone, of 
which thefe pipes are made, is likewife very fcarce, and is found only in the country 
of thofe Indians who are called Ingouez [. Aiouez (i.e. Iowa), in original] and who, 
according to father Charlevoix , live on the other fide of the river Mijfifippi, [2) The 
Indians themfelves commonly value a pipe of this kind as much as a piece of filver 
of the fame fize, and fometimes they make it ftill dearer. Of the fame kind of 
ftone commonly confifts their pipe of peace, which the French call calumet de paix .. .

Pierre a Calumet. 'his is the French name of a ftone difpofed in ftrata between 
the lime flate, and of which they make almoft all the tobacco-pipe heads in the 
country. 131 The thicknefs of the ftrata is different. I have feen pieces near fifteen 
inches thick; but they are commonly between four and five inches thick. When 
the ftone is long expofed to the open air or heat of the fun, it gets a yellow colour; 
but in the infide it is grey. It is a lime-ftone of fueh a compadtnefs, that its parti¬ 
cles are not diftinguifhable by the naked eye. It is pretty foft, and will bear cutting 
with a knife. From this quality, the people likewife judge of the goodnefs of the 
ftone for tobacco-pipe heads; for the hard pieces of it are not fo fit for ufe as the 
fofter ones. have feen fome of thefe ftones fhivering into thin leaves on the out- 
fide where they were expofed to the fun. All the tobacco-pipe heads, which the 
common people in Canada make ufe of, are made of this ftone, and are ornamented 
in different ways. A great part of the gentry likewife make ufe of them, efpecially 
when they are on a journey. 1 he Indians have employed this ftone for the fame 
purpofes for feveral ages paft, and have taught it the Europeans. The heads of 
the tobacco-pipes are naturally of a pale grey colour; but they are blackened whilft 
they are quite new, to make them look better. They cover the head all over with 
greafe, and hold it over a burning candle, or any other fire, by which means it 
gets a good black colour, which is encreafed by frequent ufe. The tubes of the 
pipes are always made of wood.| [III, P 3 b -P 4 a ] 

f f I ranslator’s footnote] All over Poland, RuJJia, Turky and Tartary , they fmoke out of 
pipes made of a kind of ftone-marle, to which they fix long wooden tubes; for which latter 
purpofe, they commonly employ the young fhoots of the various kinds of Jpircea, which 
have a kind of pith eafily to be thruft out. The ftone-marle is called generally fea-fcum, w 
being pretty foft; and by the Tartars , in Crimea , it is called keffekil. And as it cuts fo 
eafily, various figures are curioufly carved in it, when it is worked into pipe-heads, which 
often are mounted with filver.

In the 
northern parts of Canada, they generally fmoak tobacco by itfelf; but further up¬ 
wards, and about Montreal, they take the inner bark of the red Cornelian cherry, [sl 
crulh it, and mix it with the tobacco, to make it weaker. [6] People of both fexes, and 
of all ranks, ufe fnuff very much. Almoft all the tobacco, which is confumed here, 
is the produce of the country, and fome people prefer it even to Virginian tobacco: 
but thofe who pretend to be connoiffeurs, reckon the laft kind better than the 
other.

[EDICT PERMITTING FREE TRADE IN TOBACCO.] Mons, 1771. 

I T IS announced that his majesty (Charles Alexander, Prince of Lorraine) permits 
the Estates of Hainaut to issue this edict allowing all inhabitants, from 1 January 
1772., to import, manufacture, and sell at wholesale or retail any kind of tobacco — 
leaf, carotte, rappee, snuff, etc. Anyone is permitted to plant as much tobacco as lie 
likes, provided that intention to do so is registered with the local tax receiver, and 
details of location and extent of plantations are stated, etc. Duties are established 
on tobacco imported and penalties provided for violations of any parts of this regula¬ 
tion.

T HE author observes, in a footnote, that he has not found in the Academy library 
any work on the manufacture of pipes. 1 He remarks upon the collection [appar¬ 
ently at the Academy] of beautiful examples of pipes and calumets from China, Persia, 
Mongolia, etc. 

In recent years pipes have been made with long stems, occasionally of wood or 
metal [2] and even of leather. Some are constructed to have the smoke pass first 
through water. But the peasant uses a short stem pipe and enjoys the acrid taste 
it gives. This treatise will deal with pipes of European make. The most important 
today are Holland pipes, made of white clay, which are both light and durable. 
They are manufactured in quantities in France, England and mostly in Holland. 

Rigault m explains how to distinguish various makes of pipes by their bowls and 
stems. [4) Certain districts are favorable to the manufacture of pipes, because they 
abound in suitable clays. [Various kinds of clays are noticed.] Louis XIV forbade 
the exportation of certain clays for pipe-making. Since white pipes are desired, it 
is necessary to use clay in which there is no iron. The deeper the clay, the purer 
it is. [Pipes of different localities, particularly those of Holland, are described.] 

Some smokers maintain that French pipes are superior to those of Holland, be¬ 
cause they do not get coated so easily. Persons of low class, such as sailors, prefer 
pipes that are coated with smoke.

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Rigault’s experiences with pipe clays is commented upon. _ An account is given o 
various clays, particularly those to be found in Andenne, which the author states, arc 
superior to others. It is observed that the Autrache clay costs 40 sols the cwt 
delivered to Dunkerque, while that of Andenne transported overland from Lolland 
costs 3 livres, 10 sols the cwt. A description is provided of the manner of preparing 
clay for pipes, together with a list of the tools used. 

A good workman can make about twenty gross** of pipes a week for which be 
receives five sols per gross, thus making about five livres a week. [ he furnaces 
employed for baking pipes, and the large kilns are described.] In order to prevent 
pipes from sticking to the lips they are removed irom the furnace or kiln w ien 
almost cooled off and dipped in a kind of milk made of fine earth soaked m water. 
This also improves the whiteness. When pipes are finished they are sold by the 
gross . 171 Good pipes, eighteen inches long, sell for forty sols in lolland.

This publication is the 2 S th volume in Descriptions des Arts et Metiers &c. published by the 
Acadlmie Royale des Sciences, at Paris, 1761-1788. The author, a well known scientist and, 
officially, Inspector-General of Marine, was a director of the Academy for several years. 

While the chief centers of clay pipe manufacture were in England, the Netherlands and France, 
it is interesting to note that the industry was in existence in an Anglo-American colony as 
well.

Bv the general 
mandate of 2.6 May 1769, provisions were made for the sale of confiscated tobacco by 
the concessionaires. It is now ordered that such tobacco is to be sold to Bavarian 
dealers in pre ference to others, but if it cannot be disposed of to them it may be sold 
to foreign vendors. If no sale can be arranged for seized tobacco, it is to be delivered 
to the nearest chief excise office.

In the Act for regulating the inspection of tobacco and preventing frauds in the royal 
customs, it is announced that the laws heretofore in force had proved ineffectual. 

Hereafter the exportation of all trash, unsound and unmerchantable tobacco shall 
be prevented by inspection at a public warehouse. All tobacco for export is to be 
examined and masters of vessels are to make oath not to receive any uninspected 
tobacco on board, under penalty of fine for noncompliance or evasion. Masters 
are to deliver to port collectors two manifests of tobacco on board, before clearing. 
County courts are to appoint inspectors who will give bond, take oath to perform 
their duties faith.'ally, &c., &c. Inspectors will issue notes for tobacco passed and 
publicly stored. hese warehouse notes shall be current in tobacco payments ac¬ 
cording to the species expressed on their face. Such notes are transferable for 
tobacco payments and shall be paid by inspectors responsible for them on demand. 
Allowances are made for casks, nails, shrinkage, etc. Each hhd. is to contain 1,000 
lbs. or more, net. During the continuance of this Act no tender of any debt or 
duty, payable in tobacco, shall be accounted lawful unless the same be in inspector’s 
notes or receipts. Crop notes are to be valid for eighteen months only. 

Provisions are made for preventing fraudulent abstractions of tobacco or the mix- 
ing of trash with stemmed tobacco, and for burning any tobacco refused by the 
inspectors, as well as the keeping of records of all tobacco exported. Further sec¬ 
tions deal with penalties for forging inspector’s notes; the method of recovery when 
such notes have been lost; where warehouses are to be built; salaries of the inspectors 
ithat at alifax being 50 pounds proclamation money” per annum; the others to 
be set by the Inferior court of the county); rent for warehouses; reimbursements to 
persons whose tobacco has been accidentally burnt when in public warehouses; method 
to be followed when tobacco tendered by inspectors in discharge of their notes is 
refused; permission to owners of light tobacco to compress [prize] it again, etc., etc.

T HE author is bitterly opposed to the use of tobacco; he regards the social em¬ 
ployment of this dangerous simple as an unmitigated evil. He quotes at length 
from an array of medical writers and others (the majority of them already recorded, 
or referred to, in Tobacco) to confirm his statements on the disastrous consequences 
of taking tobacco for pleasure. The juice of the plant used medicinally is, he says, 
lethal and should be resorted to only in extreme cases. Various matters relating to 
the origin, habitat, introduction into Italy, preparation, fermentation, etc. of tobacco 
are related. Silvestri thought the word petun, applied to tobacco because of its wide 
leaves, derived from the Greek petao (extend), (cf. n. 434 last paragraph.) 

He announces that, during his experiments, he injected the juice of tobacco into the 
veins of an animal which thereupon became convulsed and died. Anecdotes and case 
histories from various medical sources dealing with the untimely deaths of snuffers; 
the opinion that smoking desiccates the salivary and other glands; and a poem on the 
nasal afflictions caused by snuff, 1 are quoted or mentioned, with references to original 
authors. To add conclusive authority to his own objections to the social use of to¬ 
bacco, Silvestri reminds his readers that, when God placed the original habitat of 
tobacco in America, He thus indicated that this plant was not intended for Europeans! 
The author concedes that there are a few physiological advantages in the medicinal 
uses of tobacco (as of other remedial agents in themselves poison), but warns that 
only a sagacious and trained physician may employ the plant properly.

ADI CION AL MEMORIAL . . . CONTRA . . . DE LOSSADA Y PRADA. Seville, 1773. 

[Translation of title) Addition to the exact brief for the review of the case, made at his majesty’s 
commission by Sr. Don Francisco de Bruna, judge of the court of hearings at Seville, against 
Don Josef de Lossada y Prada, superintendent and director of the tobacco factories of that 
city, and others, for fraudulent extraction of this commodity [tobacco]. 

T HE voluminous evidence and associated material (in 1836 numbered paragraphs) 
in the case of the state against Lossada y Prada et al. for fraudulent practises is 
contained in this official publication. 

In July 1764 the Marquis of Squilace, the royal minister supervising the tobacco 
monopoly, directed Don Francisco de Bruna, the judge in special charge of affairs re¬ 
lating to the monopoly in Seville, to investigate the losses due to alleged thefts and

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mismanagement in the tobacco factories under Lossada y Prada. The latter was 
ordered away from Seville pending the investigation and his assistant Pedro Rodriquez, 
inspector and overseer of cargos in the factory, was arrested. 

The trial of the superintendent was begun in November 17645 ar| d after many delays. 
De Bruna and a co-judge passed sentence upon Lossada y Prada and Rodriquez. 
They were found guilty, deprived of their offices and possessions, and exiled for eight 
years. Lossada y Prada appealed immediately to the higher courts, and the matter 
was referred to the Junta. It was stated then that it would be to the advantage of 
the king (to spare the administration of the monopoly from discredit) to reverse the 
findings of the special court, and to pardon the chief defendants. In November, 1767, 
the Junta declared the sentence null in respect to some of the charges and unjust as 
to others, and reinstated Lossada y Prada, Rodriquez and other employees of the 
factory. As a result of their proceedings the Junta condemned three inspectors of 
the factory (two named De Nuevas) to suspension of their positions for six months 
and a large fine each, the fine to be applied to back wages of Rodriquez. Various 
other employees of the factory were sentenced to eight or ten years imprisonment in 
Africa, for having given false testimony, and finally De Bruna and his co-judge were 
condemned to pay all the costs of the original trial and subsequent proceedings. 

Thereupon the judges, the two De Nuevas, and the lesser defendants, sent in peti¬ 
tions to the Junta for a review of their cases. Lossada y Prade was then given six 
months in which to collect evidence for his defence; it was prepared but the case was 
put off by successive stages until November 1771. The court hearings having been 
concluded on June 1772, the Junta permitted the printing of this Adicion at the cost 
of the litigating parties. Fifty copies were printed on 10 March 1773. 

Lossada y Prada has been reinstated as superintendent of the monopoly factories 
in Seville, since 1768. Sr. Bruna’s reputation has been practically ruined by the 
case, and the Junta seems in favor of remitting his sentence,, The two De Nuevas, 
too, will probably have their fines excused them and will be sent, alter six months 
exile, to other administration factories. The lesser defendants in the case were all 
put in prison in 1767 and have been there ever since, awaiting final conviction 
before being transported to Africa. (One of the most obscure of, them submitted 
a physician’s certificate to show that in the eight years spent in prison he had 
grown deaf and almost blind.) But in March 1773, just before the completion of 
the printing of the Adicion , four of them were paroled. 

The involved and prolix testimony presented includes a considerable amount of cor¬ 
respondence. (An impartial observer must have come to the conclusion that most of 
the persons involved were guilty of some kind of fraudulent practise and that the 
chief defense of the parties concerned lay in the tactic of stating, in various forms, 
that each other’s accuser was a liar.) Sr. Bruna seems to have been misled by undue 
zeal only (as was Lanciego in a former, similar case — v. n. J 96 ), but the chief accusa¬ 
tion of Lossada y Prada against him was that the judge had concocted the charges 
because he had not received certain quantities of illegal tobacco demanded by him. 
Some of the testimony appears to provide evidence that much of the tobacco fraudu¬ 
lently extracted from the factories was sold through friars in the convents of Seville.

The victim is absent at that moment. He has, it is remarked gone out for air in 
order to acquire stamina for his vice.

Urbin returns to rhapsodize about his precious meerschaum, from Lemgo, _and an¬ 
nounces that there are fifty rules regarding the treatment of this kind of pipe He 
reveals only three of these: a pipe shall not be smoked in the open air, nor smoked 
a finish, nor dried while still hot. He avows that he prefers his beloved mee^chaum 
to all the pipes made in Darmstadt, Portugal, Elungary or to those made either of 
porcelain or clay. In vain the young ladies try to persuade this passionate smoker to 

abandon his habit. 

Convinced of his own charm for women, Urbin makes an experiment. Ile dares K 
kiss Tacobine publicly. She swoons! Those who revive her learn that only the dread¬ 
ful odor of tobacco has rendered her distraught, and when Jacobine regains her strengt i 
she repulses Urbin with contemptuous words. (She cries, in essence: he lips that 

touch tobacco shall never touch mine!”) Broken-hearted Urbin renounces tobacco, 
abandons his pipe, and swears to abstain from smoking. As a result he soon regains 
his mental and physical health. The author provides his readers, them with a delect¬ 
able scene (apparently the moral of the tale) m which Urbin and acobine kiss to

Reference is then made to the dispute which arose between the clergy and the laity 
when the Assembly, owing to failure of the annual tobacco crop, passed an Act 2 re¬ 
quiring the former and all public officers to “receive their ftipends in money inftead 
of tobacco”. [C 4 a ] (The succeeding passage, which deals with the remonstrance of 
the clergy, the success of their agent in England in having the law repealed, and the 
consequent exasperation of the colonists, etc. is quoted in the Introduction , p 105.) 

With regard to the law in queftion, it was certainly a very hard one; and I doubt 
whether, upon principles of free government, it can be defended; or whether the 
affembly can legally interpofe any farther, than, in cafes of neceffity, to oblige the 
clergy to receive their falaries in money inftead of tobacco, at the current price of 
tobacco.

Now what is this fum to Huch 
a colony as Virginia? But to this it will be faid, perhaps, why fhould the clergy 
be gainers in a time of public diftrefs, when every one elfe is a fufferer? The clergy 
will doubtlefs reply, and why fhould the clergy be the only fufferers in plentiful 
feafons, when all but themfelves are gainers? Upon the whole, however, as on the 
one hand I difapprove of the proceedings of the affembly in this affair, fo, on the 
other, I cannot approve of the fteps which were taken by the clergy. [C 4 b ] 

Burnaby confesses that he cannot determine whether or not V irginia is “fiourifhing". 
The colonists, he remarks, appear to be content if they can live from hand to mouth 

... if they have but enough [tobacco] to pay their merchants in London, and to 
provide for their pleafures; they are fatisfied, and defire nothing more. [B 3 b -D 4 a ] 

The observation is made that the staple in Maryland is tobacco, which

KORGE, Johann Erdmann (1717-1790)

inspector of tobacco factories and plantations of the King of Prussia, at Ohlau. Breslau, at 
the shop of Gottlieb Lowe, 1775. 
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T HIS practical treatise follows the usual pattern of manuals on tobacco cultiva¬ 
tion. It is written by a trained observer in this special field. He remarks that 
the Dutch, who have greatly enriched themselves by the industry, were the first in 
Europe to produce tobacco commercially. That domestic trade curtailed die exporta¬ 
tion of specie for this commodity, formerly so expensive. I oles, Hungarians and 
Germans followed suit and now, Korge states, tobacco is grown in most of the provinces 
of Germany. Various chapters or parts of them are devoted to a description ol differ¬ 
ent kinds of the plant (discernible from their leaves), the sowing of tobacco, fertilizers, 
transplanting, and general care, curing, qualities desired in leaves, etc., pi ices, etc. 

It is usual to burn those parts of the plant which are commercially valueless. If un¬ 
mixed with other ash, Korge remarks, a very good alkaline salt may result from this 
which is much better than potash. As with all tobacco ash a beautiful blue glass 
can be blown; and, the author continues, if mixed with ordinary salt the combination 
will be found of value in the treatment of ailing sheep. It has been found that to¬ 
bacco is a very dependable crop. Korge disagrees with the opinion that this husbandry 
exhausts the soil. The contrary is true when proper fertilizers are employed; emphasis 
is placed upon the importance of this agricultural aid in tobacco cultivation. 

In Silesia many kinds of tobacco seeds have been imported to improve the local vari¬ 
ety. The agricultural errors of tobacco growers in Silesia are dealt with in the last 
section of this work. Korge states that the farmers there were careless, about the 
kind of seeds they procured; that they sowed too late in the season and in improperly 
fertilized beds; that weeds went unchecked; plants were poorly spaced, not topped, 
nor cleared of shoots; and leaves were removed before fully ripe. Second growths' were 
neglected and destructive errors made in hanging and curing the leaves. The planters 
were slow to see their mistakes, but, the author observes, there have been great im¬ 
provements in this agriculture at Silesia in the past few \ ears

D ESF E the detailed and elaborate nature of his earlier treatise on tobacco 
(n. 863) the anonymous author 1 collected enough additional material on the 
subject to fill another volume, equally informative. Its chief contents are advertised 
in its title. 

The six most important species of the plant are listed: “Oronoko” (two varieties), 
also called “sweet-scented”, cultivated in Germany, Virginia, 2 Brazil and Cuba; small, 
or common, tobacco of which a kind with hairier and broader leaves is grown in Eu¬ 
rope; large tobacco with very broad, hairy leaves, occasionally produced in Virginia; 
a large, broad-leaved species, with white flowers and small seed-pod, discovered by 
the English botanist, Albert Miller, at Tobago and now cultivated in Europie; short- 
stalk tobacco with primrose leaf and yellowish-green flowers, found by Dr. William 
I-Iouston at Vera Cruz and now grown in Europe; and small tobacco, with heart- 
shaped leaf and yellowish flowers with long corollas, discovered by Father Feuillee in 
the Spanish V T est Indies. 3 

f he commencement of tobacco growing for commercial purposes in the Netherlands, 
at Friesland by French emigres after the Edict of Nantes, and the spread of this 
husbandry among the Dutch thereafter are among the matters commented upon. The 
inhabitants of Utrecht, in 1636, the author states, were successful in having the tax 
on domestic tobacco removed. Shortly thereafter farming of this product began in 
the provinces of Gelderland and Overyssel, and increased rapidly in Ainersfoort, so 
that by 1700 there were 200 planters in the latter district. 

The various processes of cultivation, of curing tobacco with salt and improving its 
odor with a syrup containing salt are noticed. It is observed that the French sort 
dried tobacco before preparing it for the market: best leaves, stemmed leaves, leaves 
with midrib retained, etc. The kinds of tobacco imported from America (here given 
the usual names) distinguished by their leaves, the cultivation of the plant in Vir¬ 
ginia and in Maryland, the varieties received at Amsterdam (then the principal mart 
Jo this product in the Tetherlands), the attacks on and defences of the social use of 
this herb, the chemical constituents and some of the medicinal employments of the 
plant, etc., etc. are among the numerous phases of the subject dealt with or referred 
to. he author recommends that good tobacco, preferably canaster, be smoked dis¬ 
creetly, and in long pipes. lum juice, he notices, gives tobacco a pleasant odor. 
He supplies a recipe for making common tobacco as fragrant as that obtained from 
Malta and indicates how the brand known as “sweet-scented” can be made out of 
ordinary tobacco. The author deplores the fact that more people take snuff than 
smoke pipes; he is convinced that the former habit injures some of the vital senses.

A FTER Labat (n. 538) the most important contribution to the history of tobacco 
was provided by Schlozer. 1 This occurs in the third part of this collection 
Schlozei begins on a defensive, an almost irritable, note. He considers the chronicle of 
tobacco, he says, to be as interesting in world events as that of . amerlane or of the 
ancient Assyrian Empire. 

Tobacco figures in history in seven w aspects; in religion, prophylaxis, medicine, 
fashions, economics, commerce, and finance. riters of all kinds — travelers, 
theologians, physicians, merchants, farmers, poets, et al have written about to¬ 
bacco . Only the historian has neglected the subject. _ herefore we have a mass o 
inaccurate information about tobacco since 1600 and these errors are repeated from 

book to book. t3] 

Formerly the materia medica was the chief source of information concerning to¬ 
bacco but now even the researches of Montesquieu on the causes of the greatness 
and decline of nations do not fail to mention the subject. I do not find the matter 
referred to in any history of the German Empire. 141 

As a historian, with a scientific point of view, fully aware of the necessity of study¬ 
ing cause with effect, I think that, in the future, other historians will not refuse to 
consider the relationship of tobacco with economic history, &c. Of course progres¬ 
sive scholars must expect to be attacked by those of the old school who maintain 
that such matters as tobacco are beneath the consideration of a dignified annalist.

America and American products printed between 1500 and 1600, in their original 
editions (which are the only valuable copies for critical purposes), conceived the

chronologically. By this he discovered numerous errors in old and new botanical 
works as well as those on medicine, especially in Taller s Bibliotheca Botanica. e 
was thus able to correct these errors from original sources. As insignificant as 
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these discoveries may appear to be, they may nevertheless be welcome to physi¬ 
cians. But out of a justifiable fear of the reverend historians mentioned before, 
who would regard a work entitled Origines Tabaci on a much lower scale than one 
entitled Origines Thuringicae and who could not understand that the former work 
would require as much scholarship, manual labor and brain work as the latter, we 
d lie publish an excerpt of only nine and a half pages out of a manuscript of twelve 
sheets. And even this it would have been risky to publish without the prologue 
we have given. 

Schlozer then proceeds to give the chronological record of the notices of tobacco in 
print, (dome errors of dates or facts are made, but for the most part these are of a 
minor nature.) 5 Ramon Pane (v. n. 2) is credited as the first to have observed and 
written of tobacco; Ferdinand Columbus (n. 14) and Peter Martyr (n. 2; cf. n. 6) 6 
have published the friar’s account. In the writings of the “unimportant Lopez de 
Gomara , copied from Martyr, Schlozer notices that the former uses the expression 
this herb which we do not have in Europe”. Therefore, the editor goes on to say, 
tobacco was unknown (as a plant) in the Old World around 1553, the date when the 
passage was written. 

Oviedo (n. 4) is given as the second “observer” of tobacco. Schlozer remarks that 
the Spanish author does not “mention” 7 the plant itself and that he said the natives 
of St. Jomrngo called the process of smoking through the nose “to make tobacco”. 8 
Oviedo describes and illustrates a remedial herb under the nam c perebecenuc, but, the 
editor states, he does not show that it is identical with tobacco. 9 

Cartiers work (i 545 > n - 5 ) was n °t known to Schlozer, as he remarks that between 
1496 to 1550 no writers other than the foregoing mention tobacco. He then presents 
an account of what the next four annalists said of the plant. 10 These are Benzoni, 
Thevet, De Lery and Hernandez (nos. 10, 21 [intended here, but cf. n. 8], 26, 114)! 

} 11S remarked that Benzoni was in error in stating that the plant was called “tabacco” 
m Mexico. 11 Schlozer queries whether or not the herb Benzoni called “coca herba 
inediam levans , which was a popular article of commerce, may not have been to¬ 
bacco. 1 ^ Reference is made to Thevet’s introduction of the name for the plant,

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into France (v. n. 12), together with associated material. Brief reference is made to 
Gesner, and a precis of Monardes’ account of tobacco is provided. Schlozer says that 
Monardes created the error that the name for the plant originated from Tabago 
(Tobago) when, as a matter of fact the Spaniards gave the island its name because 
tobacco was so common there. 13 

The statement here made that Acosta’s notice of tobacco was taken chiefly from 
Hernandez 14 and Monardes, ignores Acosta’s own account of the priestly tobacco unc¬ 
tion (n. 35). The introduction of tobacco, and matters of associated interest, are re¬ 
lated to Cesalpino’s De Plantis , IS and Duran te’s work (n. 66) is also referred to. 
Schlozer disagrees with the statement made by Pietro della Valle in his Viaggi 16 that 
Don Virgino Orsino first brought tobacco to Rome from England in 1615.

In an excerpt from a treatise by Professor [Johann G.] Leidenfrost published in a 
journal, 1768, dealing with changes in the diet of Europeans, the influence of tobacco 
is discussed. The author of that essay believed that the use of tobacco, because of 
its “drying” properties, etc. stimulated drinking. [VIII, G 2 a ] 

Vol. X contains a chronological record of the lease oi the tobacco monopoly in /enice, 
from the first, 1657-1662, to the latest, which began in 1778. This includes the names 
of the monopolists and the values of the leases. The data are derived from an official 
record of the Republic of Venice. In a footnote it is remarked that the regularly 
augmented values of the leases indicate a considerable increase in the consumption of 
tobacco. It is pointed out that more snuff than smoking tobacco is used, A seventh 
is locally grown; the rest Schlozer notes, is the Turkish variety imported irom 
Macedonia and Morea and, to a lesser degree, from Constantinople.

Gottingen University, which had a greater degree of academic freedom than older German 
universities, became the cradle of the science of statistics. Further a veritable renaissance of 
history took place there, partly through the services of Schlozer and his progressive associates. 

Schlozer’s first interest was journalism. His two papers, the “Briefwechfel” and the “Staats- 
Anzeigen represent this scholar’s most important work. The former appeared bi-monthly 
and attained what was, for its time, a large circulation: 4,400 copies. It made its editor pros- 
peious and, it is said, "crowned heads read it and despots trembled when it appeared, 
ochiozer was hard, vigorous, fearless, dictatorial and ruthless.”

Some of the observations made by 
the author will hold a novel interest for modern readers. Oi those parts of the 
treatise which deal with tobacco the following are most important. 

In the chapter “Of the Rent of Land” occurs: 

In Virginia and Maryland the cultivation of tobacco is preferred, as more profit¬ 
able, to that of corn. Tobacco might be cultivated with advantage through the 
greater part of Europe; but in almoft every part of Europe it has become a principal 
fubjecft of taxation, and to colledt a tax from every different farm in the country 
where this plant might happen to be cultivated, would be more difficult, it has been 
fuppofed, than to levy one upon its importation at the cuftom-houle. he cultiva¬ 
tion of tobacco has upon this account been moft abfurdly prohibited through the 
greater part of Europe, which neceffarily gives a fort of monopoly to the countries 
where it is allowed; and as Virginia and Maryland produce the greateft quantity 
of it, they fhare largely, though with fome competitors, in the advantage of this 
monopoly. The cultivation of tobacco, however, feems not to be fo advantageous 
as that of fugar. I have never even heard of any tobacco plantation that was im¬ 
proved and cultivated by the capital of merchants who refided in Great Britain, 
and our tobacco colonies fend us home no fuch wealthy planters as we iee fre¬ 
quently arrive from our fugar iflands. " Tough from the preference given in those 
colonies to the cultivation of tobacco above that of corn, it would appear that the 
effectual demand of Europe for tobacco is not compleatly fupplied, it probably is 
more nearly fo than that for fugar: And though the prefent price of tobacco is 
probably more than fufficient to pay the whole rent, wages, and profit neceffary for 
preparing and bringing it to market, according to the rate at which they are com¬ 
monly paid in corn land; it muff not be fo much more as the prefent price of fugar. 
Our tobacco planters, accordingly, have fhewn the fame fear of the fuper-abundance 
of tobacco, which the proprietors of the old vineyards in ranee have of the iuper- 
abundance of wine. By a< 5 t of affembly [in Virginia] they have reftrained its culti¬ 
vation to fix thoufand plants, fuppofed to yield a thoufand weight of tobacco, for 
every negro between fixteen and fixty years of age. Such a negro, over and above 
this quantity of tobacco, can manage, they reckon, four acres of Indian corn. To 
prevent the market from being overftocked too, they have fometimes, in plentiful 
years, we are told by Dr. Douglafs, (I fulped: he has been ill informed) burnt a 
certain quantity of tobacco for every negro, in the lame manner as the I utch are 
faid to do of fpices. If fuch violent methods are neceffary to keep up the prefent 
price of tobacco, the fuperior advantage of its culture over that of corn, if it ftill 
has any, will not probably be of long continuance. [I, Cc 3 a-b ] 

Discoursing of the advantages of colonies. Smith considers the value of its overseas 
possessions to England. He is here especially concerned with the effect of the Navi¬ 
gation Acts upon the trade in one of the chief “enumerated commodities’

W HILE Franklin, Silas Deane, Arthur Lee et al. were working in Europe as a 
liaison group on behalf of the revolting colonies, William Ellery, 1 a member and 
committee-man of the newly formed Congress, was one of the recipients of their foreign 
despatches. 


In 1779 he made a summary of pertinent passages from their correspondence. hese 
autograph notes were apparently arranged by himself as a kind of index to their letters.

Some important historical matters are revealed in his notes: references to the receipt 
in France of a copy of the Declaration of Independence; notices of Franklin s arrival 
in France and his reception and labors there; Lafayette’s departure to aid America 
in his own ship; acknowledgements by several foreign states of the United Felonies 
right to independence, etc., etc. Among these excerpts are many which are of par¬ 
ticular interest in this history. These show the value of tobacco as a barter product 
and as a means of underwriting an advance necessary to the credit of Congress. I his 
staple commodity became the security for 2,000,000 livres employed to help finance 
the Revolution—a contract which was never completed. 2 Some indication of the des¬ 
perate urgency of the Revolutionary cause and the trials of Franklin’s committee m 
Europe are indicated in the following excerpts:

iNuremberg, 1665. (the second edition, examined, passage on tobacco in Book I, chap. 5.) 
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Cuntira agrees with the general opinion that tobacco has a slight desiccative effect 
upon the brain but holds with Bartholin (cf. n. 280-A) that the use of this herb does 
not render the internal organs fuliginous. Kerckring (n. 312), who held a contrary 
belief, is quoted. Various medical writers who believed that smoking affected lon¬ 
gevity (and a comment inaccurately ascribed to Raleigh), are referred to, together 
with mention of something unimportant supposedly said by Magnenus (n. 234) and 
the unpleasant observation that smoking may induce apoplexy and epilepsy. 

The author reports (from Borel 2 ) the case history of a nobleman so obese that he 
could barely walk — after being treated by tobacco pills, however, he lost his appe¬ 
tite and thus, his weight. The other matters commented upon by Cuntira, chiefly 
on smoking and snuffing, seem all to have been said before.

De Cosio was general administrator of taxes in Vera Cruz and held other offices. He was the 
author of some official and historical works on Mexico. {Cf. Biblioteca Htspano Americana 
Septentrional, J. M. Eeristain y Souza, Amecameca, 1883, I, p. 355.) 

It is noticed in La Administracion de D. Frey Antonio Maria de Bucareli y Ursua (Mexico, 
1936) that the king of Spain had demanded an increase in the revenue of the treasury. The 
viceroy of Mexico’s report (27 May 1777) of measures taken in response to the king’s order 
is given in this work (II, pp. 97-98). This manuscript abstract was, apparently, part of the 
survey made of yields from various departments of the revenue, in Mexico.

TRAVELS THROUGH . . . NORTH-AMERICA. London, 1778. 

AMONG the observations made during his explorations in various parts of what 
is now Minnesota and Wisconsin, Carver noticed that the Indians there blended 
tobacco. From his account it would appear that the matter of taste was the chief 
reason for these mixtures, but simple principles of economy, particularly in winter, 
must have had a part in the practise. 

[The Indians] mix about an equal quantity of [sumac] with their tobacco, which 
caufes it to fmoke pleafantly. Near this Lake [Huron] ... is found a kind of 
willow, termed by the French, bois rouge, in Englifh red wood. ... [ ts] bark 

being fcraped from the flicks, and dried and powdered, is alfo mixed by the Indians 
with their tobacco, and is held by them in the lngheft eftimation for their winter 
fmoaking. A weed that grows near the great lakes, in rocky places, they ufe in 
the fummer feafon. It is called by the Indians, Segockimac, and creeps like a vine 
on the ground, fometimes extending to eight or ten feet . . . t'hefe leaves, dried 
and powdered, they likewife mix with their tobacco; and, as faid before, fmoak it 
only during the fummer. By thefe three fuccedaneums the pipes of the Indians 
are well fupplied through every feafon of the year; and as they are great fmoakers, 
they are very careful in properly gathering and preparing them. [B 7 b -B 8 b ] 

A brief account of the “Pipe or Calumate Dance” occurs on R 6 b ; the pipe itself is 
described on Z 3 b , together with a further notice of the ceremonial dance. This latter 
portion is similar to the description provided by Marquette (v. n. 433) and others. 
Carver could not understand, he states, why the French called this pipe “calumet”. 1 
He says of the pipe, in part: 

The bowl of it is made of red marble, and the Item of it of a light wood, curioufly 
painted with hieroglyphicks in various colours, and adorned with the feathers of 
the moft beautiful birds.

No work of American authorship in the 18th century, says Bourne, seems to have ‘achieved 
a more instant or a more widespread international reputation ...” Professor M. C. Tyler, 
in his Literary History of the American Revolution , bestows praise upon the Travels for its “true 
and precise information . . . uttered in English well-ordered and pure.” (New York, 1897, 
I, p. 150) 

Yet Bourne’s researches (and those of others) indicate that the author of the Travels plagiarized 
freely from Lahontan, Charlevoix, Adair, et al. in that portion of his work dealing with the 
Indians. Bourne was of the opinion, too, that Lettsom, who supplied Carver’s biography in 
the third edition, n. 916-A, was the actual author of the Travels. 

In his two works (supra) Lee disputes Bourne’s contention that Carver was the narrator, 
rather than the writer, of the work. He concedes the plagiarisms from the writings of various 
French and other authors but adduces information to show that Carver was not an “unlettered 
shoemaker” (as had been said) too ignorant to have written the Travels. Lee doubted, too, 
that Lettsom would have been guilty of the imposture charged to him by Bourne. He refers 
to the maps and journal, in his own hand, in the British Museum as proof of Carver’s original 
authorship.

Pennant acquired an enviable reputation as a naturalist in the latter part of the XVIIIth 
century. Some of his works on zoology were long regarded as standard treatises on that sub¬ 
ject. The Tours were given high praise by Dr. Johnson, and others, and their popularity was 
matched only by Pennant’s earlier Tour in Scotland, i"? 1 - 

William Myddelton (1556?-! 621) wrote on Welsh prosody and published a metrical version 
of the Psalms, 1603. 

Thomas Price, or Prys ( ft. 1586-1632), a Welshman, followed the sea and joined Raleigh and 
Drake on various expeditions. “In one of his poems [apparently still in ms.] he states that 
he and Captain William Myddleton [sic] and Captain Thomas Koet were the first who ‘drank' 
(smoked) tobacco in the streets of London. This would be in 1586.” ( DNB ., xlvi)

(guilder) the cwt., while German tobacco, he remarks, is only worth half of that. 

It is Backhauss’ belief that a tobacco superior to that produced in Plolland could be 
grown in Alsace, the Palatinate and adjacent parts. He warns against the cultiva¬ 
tion of that “bad smoking herb,” recently grown in Germany, known as “Doronicum 
Romanum,” (v. n. 863, n. 5). Reference is made to a decree issued in France in 1719 
which required that all Louisiana tobacco be sold to the monopolists, at low prices. 
The author very seriously opposes this type of restrictive legislation. 

Minute technical instructions on die cultivation, gathering, curing, packing and com¬ 
mercial disposition of tobacco grown in Germany are provided in the main body of 
the text.

He boldly announces that even the most intelligent and devoted smokers admit that 
the supposed pleasure derived from this insidious custom lies more in imagination 
than in reality. He is really annoyed at the carelessness of such people, particularly 
when one remembers what low and vulgar persons first introduced the habit, about 
two hundred years ago: seamen and other common, coarse people. 
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ur snobbish author holds Bontekoe (n. 391) responsible for the popularity of to¬ 
bacco among the better classes. Bontekoe, he says, may have been correct in his 
belief that tobacco had exceptional therapeutic virtues but no herb can be beneficial 
or everyone, without distinction. Bontekoe limited its use, but his disciples set no 
bounds m their devotion to tobacco. It was believed, he remarks, that the damp 
climate of Ho land made smoking necessary, but efficient physicians have issued wan 
mgs against the practise and he himself is convinced that it is harmful to scholars. 

e wishes to be explicit about what he is writing-therefore he explains what smok¬ 
ing is, what a scholar is, and what meditation is. Among other matters he says some- 
. nmg about the saline quality of tobacco, salivation, digestion and bodily fluids, and 
the “ ental disturbances certain to result in a body upset by smoking. The fact that 
people who indulge in a pipe when working continue their labors does not impress 
fmn, tor some are able to accustom themselves to arsenic. The Turks harden their 
bodies to the use o opium; the tobacco-smoker habituates himself to his poison. Ob¬ 
viously he concludes, non-smokers are more fitted for their labors than those tainted 
with tobacco. Students of medicine, for instance, should use their hands for making 
pills; not for fussing with pipes. How can they be successful; how can they think 
when the blood-vessels of the brain swell from the salt of tobacco? The nauseating 
' rst effects of smokm g are described —sufficient proof, the author observes, that to- 
bacco is an enemy of the human constitution. All the accompaniments of smoking 
are distracting to students, preventing concentration on their work. The author 
recommends that scholars be advised on tobacco by James I. In order not to annoy 
e devotees of the pipe too much, as the royal views were rather severe (and this 
pamphlet is, after all, intended for cognoscenti) he considerately quotes from the 
Counterblast (n. 143) only in Latin.

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F AMILIAR comment on the nomenclature of tobacco, the introduction of the 
plant into Europe (Hamilton mistakenly thought by Drake in 1559-1560), and a 
botanical account (from Bergius’ Materia Medica), 1 etc. introduce the author’s thesis. 
In a chapter on the use of tobacco as a prophylactic during the plague various in¬ 
stances of its efficacy, as reported by several medical writers, are recited. But the 
validity of these case histories and observations is negatived by a footnote (in Eng¬ 
lish), in which Miller 2 remarks that Riviere ( cf. n. 308) knew several great smokers 
who perished in the Leipzig plague. 

Hamilton is of the opinion that any stimulant is valuable in the treatment of fevers, 
but the fumes of tobacco are too suffocating. Pipes to administer tobacco clysters in 
cases of spasmodic colic have been invented and improved by physicians, such as 
Utzer 3 and Schaeffer (v. n. 807) The best, however, Hamilton states, is that per¬ 
fected by Berenbroek 4 who has just sent a model to Edinburgh. 5 

Brief chapters then follow dealing with the use of tobacco in the treatment of dropsy, 
scurvy, head-lice — caution is here advised in the application of tobacco unguent, lest 
it burn and cause other ills — for fresh wounds (a use to which Hamilton strongly 
objects), for checking hemorrhoids, and several other diseases or ailments. Cullen 6 
is cited for the method of applying tobacco smoke to resuscitate those nearly drowned. 7 
It is the author’s general conclusion, however, that, despite the occasional curative 
value of tobacco administered by enthusiastic physicians, this herb is, at best, a dan¬ 
gerous remedy. Its prudent use in the treatment of certain diseases, he says, has 
proved its value, but it has too often been awarded false praise. 

The second part of the thesis is concerned with the social uses of tobacco. Hamilton 
confesses hesitancy about attacking a custom so generally popular. But after ac¬ 
knowledging a remark of his botany professor, that one should express gratitude to 
the barbarians for this valuable plant, he proceeds to show his disapproval, first of 
snuffing. The continued use of snuff, he states, is not only a depravity which results 
in injuring the vocal cords, but excessive snuffers acquire a heavy, goatlike odor. 
Smoking, he thinks, is even more injurious to the health than snuffing. He reminds 
his readers of the old tale of dissected soldiers whose brains were found to be sooty 
from excessive smoking. 8 Hamilton notices that the use of the pipe is not so prev¬ 
alent as it was a generation ago, but in Scotland the habit is still strong. Moreover, 
many depressed people drown their sorrows in tobacco, as in wine. But he does 
concede one estimable quality among many evil ones: tobacco smoke suffocates insects! 

Nothing, however, can equal the author’s aversion to chewing. He cites several au¬ 
thorities to indicate that the loss of saliva resulting from this habit reduces weight 
excessively; that the use of this masticatory causes loss of appetite and of teeth. When 
he reached this point in his disquisition a friend warned him; “Beware, for there are 
many today who would rather have their health broken, even at fifty, than abandon

11E preamble states that the continued disobedience of decrees already issued 
prohibiting the introduction into the kingdom of contraband snuff, or its use, 
makes it necessary to issue this order with more stringent penalties for defrauders of 
the tobacco revenue. 

lie introduction, concealment, use, or possession of rappee (French snuff), or “Groso 
Florentin (a coarse snuff) is strictly forbidden. Anyone convicted of handling 
these products or furthering their use is to be punished by the penalties already 
prescribed for violaters of the tobacco laws: confiscation of goods and conveyances, 
nve, eight or ten years at hard labor in Africa for first, second, or third convictions, 
respectively. To each of these penalties is now added a fine of 500 ducats, to be 
awarded to the informer. Proportionate terms at hard labor are to be given those 
unable to pay fines. Officials who are convicted of violating the provisions of these 
regulations are to be permanently barred from office. 

Equally severe punishments are to be applied to any who manufacture snuff from the 
tobacco waste of leaves or cigars found in the monopoly supply stores. “Tobacco 
* s P^odtted (except in Catalonia v. n. 856) only when made up in its natural 
color, that is, unadulterated ( v . n. 855). The possession of even a single box of snuff 
or other contraband provides prima facie evidence of guilt. The testimony of three 
witnesses, individually, shall also be acceptable proof that fraud has been committed 
m the accused. All transgressors are to pay fines. Common persons are to be im¬ 
prisoned; persons of condition to be exiled for five years at a distance not less than 
twenty leagues from their lands. he identity of informers will be protected. (By 
the king, at San Ildefonso, 3 October 1769.)

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T HE conditions of the contracts require that each planter cultivate, in 1780, the 
number of fields assigned to him by the local authorities and that when his crop 
is harvested, in 1781, he deposit it in the monopoly warehouses of Cordova and 
Orizaba, After the delivery of the crop to the monopoly agent new contracts will be 
made. 

The twenty grades of tobacco leaf are to be reduced to three: highest, medium, lowest. 
Directions are given in detail for packing tobacco, duties of factory inspectors, etc., 
and the allowances permitted for tare and shrinkage are stated. As usual, bales are 
to contain 80 to too bunches. No sprouts or shoots may be mixed with tobacco 
(packed in bales); discovery of the fraud will result in forfeiture and the violaters 
will be permanently expunged from the register of tobacco-growers. Allowances pro¬ 
portionate to value will be made for tobacco damaged by blight or hail or spoiled in 
drying. Unsalable tobacco will be destroyed; the rest placed in its proper grade. 
Bales may be taken apart completely, at the grower’s cost, if inspectors are in doubt 
about the quality of the tobacco. The administration has the privilege of purchase 
before tobacco is baled, with allowances for costs of packaging, etc. Fields are as¬ 
signed at the planter’s request; each, therefore, is required to sow the places allotted 
to him. Growers are not permitted to take any tobacco for their own use. The 
weight of bales is to be roughly 200 lbs. or a little more. The prices to be paid for 
tobacco and terms for payment are stated. Approved by the iceroy, Mexico, 20 
October 1780.

T he subjects treated in this work (supposedly from a French source 1 ) are not 
all indicated in its title. As was usual in many of the manuals of tobacco hus¬ 
bandry issued about this period, the first part of the pamphlet deals with extraneous 
matters such as the introduction of tobacco into Europe, the use of the plant in 
medicine, the conflict between physicians, unscientifically enthusiastic in behalf of 
tobacco as a panacea, and the more enlightened medical men, the sustaining quality 
of tobacco for unhappy, hungry soldiers, the deadly effect of “oil of tobacco”, refer¬ 
ences to Paulli’s diatribe (n. 295) against the social uses of the plant, and to the 
famous case history of the brain blackened by the use of tobacco, 2 etc., etc. 

Fossadoni records four principal species of nicotiana , 3 among them a kind infrequently 
mentioned: Nicotiana minor foliis rugojioribus , 4 He remarks that tobacco is exten¬ 
sively cultivated in Persia and that the best grade is grown near the Persian Gulf. 
Some people, he says, think this variety is indigenous to Persia; others that it origi¬ 
nated in Egypt. It is observed that the controversy over the uses of tobacco had 
brought about a civil war among physicians, w r ith lying and exaggerations common 
on both sides. The virtues and evils of tobacco, Fossadoni notices, are set down by 
GeofFroy 5 and in many other works published on the subject. A German, 6 he goes 
on to say, has preserved the titles of more than a hundred volumes which deal with 
the plant and its uses. 

Elalf of the work having thus been devoted to material unmentioned in its title, prac¬ 
tical details on the cultivation and manufacture of tobacco are then presented. The 
last chapter, on the effect produced on snuff by sugar syrup, records the fact that the

I T IS announced that in the thirteenth clause of the decree of 1780 (n. 909) it had 
been stipulated that cities with surplus funds, from public lands or other sources, 
might loan them to the royal treasury, at three per cent interest, secured by a mort¬ 
gage on the royal lease of tobacco. By a decree of 27 December 1780, communicated 
by a royal order of 11 January 1781, the king had determined that cities having a 
surplus over the amount apportioned to them by the council for “participation” in 
the loan must, at the command of the council, lend their excess funds to neighboring 
cities which lacked sufficient capital to invest in the loan. 

The town of Noalejo is cited in explanation. It had more funds available than the 
66,000 reales which the council designated as its share in the loan. The surplus was 
lent to other cities by the Intendant of Jaen, because of the earlier decree (n. 909). 
The king therefore now advises his cities that it will be simpler to “contribute” 
directly to the treasury loan (to their fullest extent is implied) and thus take advan¬ 
tage of the interest offered them than to lend money to their neighbors. The latter 
step might result in lawsuits and difficulties.

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T HE terms of this agreement between the planters and the royal treasury, repre¬ 
sented by the commissioner of the tobacco revenue at Orizaba, Cordova, etc. 
for the harvests of 1781 to 1785 inclusive, correspond in its main section with the 
contract of 1780, recorded under n. 911. A number of important clauses are added: 

If the harvest in any one year exceeds the amount of tobacco allotted, sowings will 
be proportionately reduced in the year succeeding. Owners are to supervise their 
workmen to insure efficient methods of cultivation, etc. and also to prevent smug¬ 
gling. If an owner fails to meet his crop quota his associates are required to supply 
the quantity wanting so that the full amount of tobacco agreed upon, 21,000 bales 
in 1782, will be received by the administration. 

While this contract is in force the tobacco revenue department will not sow any 
tobacco on the ranches it established in 1779. The provisions of the monopoly 
agreements have restricted tobacco plantations to the cities of Orizaba and Cor¬ 
dova, including San Antonio Huatusco and Songolica [ v, 924]. The two adminis¬ 
trative offices and equipment owned by the department in Palotal and Totutla are 
to become the property of the tobacco monopoly administration, after appraisal by 
experts. Indians employed on the royal ranches are to be paid from the receipts 
of the first harvest, but as they are weak subjects with no sense of responsibility 
about money, their wages are to be placed in the hands of the pueblo governors for 
distribution. Each owner may retain twenty-five bundles of tobacco for his own 
use. Jseless w r aste tobacco may be divided among field workers. Inspectors who 
judge land infertile for good tobacco may order that such fields be sown with other 
crops. Approved by the Viceroy, Mexico, 23 June 1781. 

Following the contract is an excerpt from a notice of the first lord of the treasury. 
This refers to the payment of the tobacco excise tax of six per cent, on Indian laborers, 
to be deducted from their wages.

T HE chief provisions of this agreement correspond, in the main, with the con¬ 
tracts of 1780, and of 1781 (recorded under nos. 911 and 923). The harvests of 
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1782-1786 inclusive are to be sold to the monopoly. The commissioner of the tobacco 
revenue is to draw up, annually, a register of planters to whom certain fields are to 
be assigned and the sowings apportioned to each. It is stated that the native Indians 
of the Songolica ridge are to have preference in crop-allotments and that crop owners 
are to guard the interests of these natives. The yield for the entire district is to 
be limited to 1400 bales annually, but this total may be increased upon orders of 
the administration. 

Owners are to supervise Indian planters carefully (as in n. 923). If the native com¬ 
munities of the pueblos have contracted debts they are unable to pay, crop owners 
are to deduct the amounts due from the proceeds of the Indian planters’ harvests. 
Owing to the poverty of the natives, however, payment of their debts may be ex¬ 
tended to the second and third harvests. The royal excise on tobacco is to be collected 
during the period of the contract, at the rate of six per cent. Each crop owner may 
retain twelve bundles of his favorite tobacco for his personal use. Approved by the 
Viceroy, Mexico, 23 June 1781.

Planters or owners of such tobacco are to 
declare it at the nearest customhouse before 20 August 1782 and to pay the same 
duties as are now payable upon tobacco imported from British colonies in America, 
within three months after harvesting, under penalty of forfeiture. Such tobacco may 
not be imported into England by land carriage but, under certain specified conditions, 
may be brought in by ship. The sizes of casks and markings are stated. Penalties 
are set for false marking, counterfeiting of certificates, etc. No drawback on Scottish 
tobacco is to be allowed, if exported.

T HAT part of Carver’s work (n. 895) which provides practical information for 
English tobacco farmers has been appropriated for the first section of this little 
manual. Some portions of the original are omitted; those which are presented here 
are reprinted verbatim, 

The appendix contains a long passage supposedly derived from Linnaeus. 2 Eleven 
species of Nicoliana are recorded here under their Latin designations, together with 
the English equivalents of these, descriptions of the physical characteristics of each 
kind, and with occasional notices of their habitats, original discoverer, etc. some of 
whom are mentioned in n. 881 (at n. 3). 3 

Those species recorded by Miller which have not yet been mentioned, or are only 
briefly referred to in Tobacco , are as follows: 

The “narroweft leaved greater perennial tobacco supposedly found in Brazil; ‘ to¬ 
bacco with oval fpear fhaped leaves fitting clofe to the ftalks, and a fhrubby perennial 
ftalk [which] grows naturally at Senegal, from whence the feeds were fent by Mr 
Adanfon to the royal garden at Paris”; and “ tobacco with heart fhaped leaves, branch¬ 
ing ringent petals, and unequal empalements,” native to Peru. 

The broad-leaved species, from Tobago, mentioned in n. 881, was, according to Miller’s 
account here, discovered by R. (not Albert) Millar; the species found by Father 
Feuillee, Miller states, was “growing naturally in the valley of Lima (Peru) . . . 
1710”, not, as is remarked in n 881, in the Spanish West Indies. [C 4 b -D 3 a ]

I s SEEMS appropriate that the bachelor who bequeathed £5° to each of six young 
maidens to act as pallbearers and £20 apiece to four others to strew flowers at his 
funeral 1 * 3 should have been responsible for the following passionate appeal “To the 
Females of Great Britain” in the dedication to this pamphlet: 

As it is univerfally allowed that no country or place in the known world, exceeds 
the women of this Hand in Beauty, is it not greatly to be regretted that fome of 
thele (if ever fo lew) Ihould in the leaft eclipfe that fymmetry and harmony of 
countenance, nature has given ?—Forbid it reafon!—Forbid it good fenfe! O! leave 
it to the men only to defile and daub themfelves with the filth of Snuff; and perhaps 
when your example becomes more general, they may in a great meafure (as not 
pleafing to you) leave it off:- If they do not, may the following anathema fall on 
them viz. To be defpifed by the moft engaging and decent of your fex, for their 
folly and unnatural perfifting in this odious cuftom. 

This is written chiefly for the Fair Sex, although the men are moft addicted to the 
irrational lolly; but the diftorting and fpoiling their faces is not fo much to be 
lamented. [B 2 a-b ] 

The main text, interrupted with choice quotations, is concerned with the theme ex¬ 
pressed in the dedication. The author is convinced that this “fin againft Nature”, 
snuffing, by the ladies is only an imitative habit. Because her “ Mother and old 
maiden Aunt do it before her ’, Little Mils ’ and the women servants carry on the 
practise. In a footnote it is remarked that when Hogarth (as in “Gin-Lane”) wished 
to delineate the moft odious female Character, as an emblem of Vice and Sloth [he] 
reprefents her taking Snuff.” [D 2 a_b ] 

Before he closes his exhortation to the ladies about snuffing, the author makes a brief, 
oblique attack upon smoking and chewing, too, lest he be thought unjustly partial, 
lie ends by saying that he will be happy if ; thefe defultory obfervations in any wife 
excite attention, or in the fmalleft degree produce a reformation” in the habit against 
which he inveighs.

ANY ONE (including foreigners) who wishes to reside in this state may manufac¬ 
ture and sell imported or domestic tobacco, from 1 June 1783, under official 
license, valid for three years. Until the domestic cultivation of tobacco has been 
improved, importations and local crops of this commodity shall be free of taxes. 
Importations are to be registered. Tobacco manufactured in the state is to have 
a small tax [here stated] imposed upon it, to be paid by the manufacturer. Reduc¬ 
tions of the tax will be allowed when a large quantity of domestic manufactured 
tobacco is exported. 

rhe edict of 14 April 1735 relating to tobacco spinners is to remain in force. Spin¬ 
ners are not permitted to manufacture tobacco from imported leaves, nor cut to¬ 
bacco, nor vend it in packages. They may twist domestic black and yellow leaves, 
and pay a tax [specified] for each pound produced. The high tax (fifty per cent of 
the value) on snuff manufactured abroad is reduced [the amount is stated], but in 
order to protect snuff merchants this reduction shall not come into effect before 
1 June 1783. [Details of the collection of tobacco taxes are given.] Manufacturers 
may not import tobacco prepared abroad. Tobacco to be marked with license seal 
at the proper offices.

It will be 
lent in large quantities in return, or payment for our manufactures, and we can

is from id. half-penny to 2d. per pound, feldom lower; duty in England, is. 3d.; in 
Prance the whole is monopolized by the farmers general. America will not afford 
her tobacco fo cheap to France, as the latter got it through Britilh contractors be¬ 
fore the war.f he confumption of tobacco in Britain and Ireland, was about 
20,000 hogfheads, near 8000 of which are fuppofed to have been fmuggled Britain 
imported the five or fix years before the war between 90,000 and 100,000 hogfheads, 
and only manufactured for her own confumption. France is fuppofed to confume 
from 20 to 24,000 hogfheads, about 19 or 20,000 of which came from America. 
The ufe of tobacco has declined in England and America. One thoufand tons of 
tobacco was exported laft year from [St.J Peterfburgh, and about 500 tons from 
Riga and other parts of Ruflia; it chiefly went to Lubeck and Holland; a confider- 
able part was returned manufactured. 1 A large quantity, (the growth of the 
Ukraine) during the war, went to France through Holland, &c. Ruflia fupplied 
herfelf, but the confumption is not very great there. Hamburgh had, for common 
ufe, from Cermany, and fome from England. A confiderable quantity is raifed in 
Brandenburg, on the Rhine, in the Palatinate, Flanders and Holland. Flanders 
grows more tobacco than fhe confumes. Virginia, during peace, will fupply better 
and cheaper than thefe countries. 

The Baltic will not take a great quantity. European tobacco will be much better 
under proper cultivation and management. In America tobacco is dried in a houfe: 
In Europe, the flavour is exhaled by drying in the fun; at leaft a fufiicient quantity 
might be raifed in Europe, though perhaps not of the beft quality. [C 3 a-b ] 

[Author's note] f France will be much dijappointed. The cultivation of tobacco has 
been greatly interrupted; it will never be fo great as it has been . There has and will 
be a confiderable emigration from the tobacco country. The lands wear out. Better 
land beyond the mountains may be got very cheap , and free from taxes.

A ROYAL decree of 17 December 1782 is referred to, stating that the treasury is 
without funds and that no further treasury bonds can be issued. The king has, 
therefore, inaugurated this loan. (Its main purpose is indicated in the title.) The un¬ 
paid obligations of Charles’ father, Philip V, w T ere to be redeemed by notes in the 
new loan to the extent of a third of the principal; the rest of the loan (120,000,000 
reales) was to be in cash. The loan is secured by a mortgage on the tobacco revenue 
lease {cf. nos. 909, 921, 922). 

It is announced that a junta has been appointed to arrange for the loan which is to 
be met by the wealthy, rather than by the poor. Interest is fixed at three per cent 
for ordinary bonds, but life annuities are to pay eight per cent. Although those debts 
of Philip V owing to foreigners had been outlawed they are now to be met by this 
loan. In the event of war, citizens of foreign states w'ho participate in the loan, even 
if they reside in a hostile state, w'ill have their rights respected. 

As the king is decreeing this loan only out of dire necessity for the defense of the na¬ 
tion, he engages all the resources of the state as surety for the loan, and enjoins his 
successors to keep his pledge. It cannot be said therefore (the decree continues) that 
kings avoid their obligations—an evasion which w'ould be most unfitting for his 
majesty! By the king, at Aranjuez, 17 December 1782; approved by the Council and 
Lord High Treasurer, 9 January 1783; attested as correct 14 January 1783.

.of pure, sweet milk, the author presents his opinions on the effects of the use 

of snuff. 

The unpleasant reactions of snuff-taking, such as sneezing, sniffing and snorting (to 
say nothing of nose-blowing, cheeks flushing, eyes watering) indicate that the use of this 
errhine is an unhealthy, unclean habit. Those who make use of snuff, the author con¬ 
tinues, are misled by the belief that this nicotian substance relieves them of mucus. 
But, he says, it has the same harmful effect as if one took a daily purgative. Vloers 
records some of the ailments likely to ensue from a habitual use of the powder: vertigo, 
breast afflictions, heart trouble, and congestion of the blood. If snuffers do not always 
exhibit these symptoms it means, merely, that they have accustomed themselves to 
the use of the sternutatory. 

t is the author’s opinion that snuff should be employed only with caution, and should 
rarely be prescribed by physicians. Hypochondriacs and hysterical or very slender 
people are those worst affected by the use of snuff. Even adulterated tobacco in this 
form is harmful. In Vloers’ opinion a snuff container may well be called a Pandora’s 
box.
